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MrxxA had been lucky enough to find quartere near Ziirich 
which correspondedq very closely with the wishes 工 had so 
emphatically exzpressed before leaving. Ihe house was situated 
in the parish of Enge，a good fifteen minutes”walk from the 
town， on 8a site overlooking the lake，and was an old-fashioned 
hostelry called “Zum Abendstern”belonging to a certain 下 rau 
Hirel，who was & pleasant old lady， The second foor，which 
was quite self-contained and very quiet offered us humble but 
a&dequate accommodations for a modest rent. 

I arrived early in the moming and found Minna stil in bed. 
She was anxious to know whether 工 had returned simply out of 
pity; but I quickly suceceeded in obtaining her promise that 
shbe would never again refer to what had taken place。 She was 
8SOon quite herself again when she began to show me the progress 
shbe had made in arranging the rooms. 

Our position had for some years been growing more comfort- 
able，in spite of the faet that at this time various di 伍 culties 
again arose, and our domestic happiness seemed tolerabjly secure. 
Yet 工 could never quite master 8a restless inclination to deviate 
from anything that was regarded as conventional. 

Our two pets，Peps and Papo，largely heljped to make our 
lodgings homejlike ; both were very fond of me，and were some- 
times even too obtrusive in showing their affection. 了 Peps 
would always lie behind me in the armchair while 工 was work- 
ing，and Papo，after repeatedjy calling out“ 卫 ichard ”ip vain， 
would often come futtering into my study if 工 stayed away from 
thbe sitting-room too long. He would then settle qdown on my 
desk and vigorously shu 伺 e about the papers and pens. He 
was 80 well trained tbat he never uttered the ordinary ery of a 
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bird,…8at expressed his sentiments only by talking or singing. 
AN 8Bdon as he heard my step on the staircase he would begin 
_ 误 hiatling a tune， as for instance, the great march in the fnale 
.… 人 (the Symphony in C minor, the beginning of the 了 Eighth Sym- 
… hony in 了 major, or even a bright bit out of the 尺 ?en2zty Over- 
ture。 Peps，our littlje dog，on the other hand，was & highly 
sensitive and _ nervous creature My friends used to call him 
4 Peps the petulant, ”and there were times when we could not 
speak to him even in the friendliest way without bringing on 
paroxysms of howls and sobs。 These two pets of course helped 
very Iuch to inerease the mutual understanding between 
myself and my wife. 8 

Unfortunately，thbere wa8 one perpetual source of quarrel, 
arising from my wife's behaviour towardes poor Nathalie. 
Until her death she shamefully withheld from the girl the fact 
thbat she was her mother. Nathalie, therefore，always believed 
that she was Minna ”s sister，and consequently could not under- 
stand why she should not have the same righte 8s my wife， 
who always treated her in an authoritative way，88 8 strict 
Imother would do，and seemed to think herself justifed in 
complaining of Nathalie'e behaviour. Apparently the latter 
had been much neglected and spoiled just at the eritical age， 
and deprived of any Proper training. She was short in 
stature and inclined to become stout，her manners Were awk- 
ward and her opiniong8 narrow. Minna's hasty temper and 
continual jeering made the girl，who was naturally very good- 
natured，stubborn and spiteful，so that the behaviour of the 
“sisters ”often caused the most hateful scenes in our quiet 
home. 工 never lost my patience at these incidents，however， 
but remained completely indifferent to everything going on 
around me. 

The arrival of my young friend 及 arl was a pleasant diversion 
in our 8mall household, 互 e oceupied a tiny attie above our 
rooms and shared our meals. Sometimes he would accompany 
me on my walks, and for a time seemed quite satisfied. 

But 工 soon noticed in him a growing restlessness.。 了 e had 
not been slow to recognise，by the Unpleasant scenes that again 
became daily occurrences in our married life, at what point the 
shoe pinched that 工 had good-naturedly put on again at his 
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request.。 However，whben one day 工 reminded him that in 
coming back to Ziirich 工 hadqd other objects in view besides the 
longing for a quiet domestic life，he remained silent 了 But 工 
SawW hat there wa&s another peculiar reason for his Uneasliness ; 
he took to coming in late for meals，and even then he had no 
appetite. At first 工 was anxious at this，fearing he might have 
taken a dislike to our Simple fare，but 工 soon discovered that 
my young friend was 80 passlonately addicted to sweets thbat 工 
feared he might eventually ruin his health by trying to live 
on large quantities of confectionery. My remarks seemed to 
annoy him, as hisg absences from the house became more frequent， 
工 thought that probably his small room did not afford him the 
comfort he required, and [ therefore made no objection wben he 
left us and took a room in town. 

As his state of uneasiness still seemed to incerease and he did 
not appear at all happy in Ziirichb， 工 was glad to be able to 
suUggest a little change for him，and persuade him to go for 8 
holiday to Weimar，where the first performance of Zonemnig7t7 WaS 
to take place about the end of August. 

About the same time I induced Minna to go with me for our 
first ascent of the Righi，a feat we both accomplished very 
energeticall]y on foot， 工 was very much grieved on this occasion 
to discover that my wife had symptoms of heart disease，which 
continued to develop subsequently. We spent the evening of 
the 28th of August，while the first performance of 了 ohemngri7 
was taklng place at Weimar，in ucerne，at the Schwan inn， 
watebing the clock as the hands went round，and marking the 
various tmes at which the performance presumably began，de- 
veloped, and came to a close. 

工 always felt somewhat distressed，uncomfortable，and ill at 
ease whenever 工 tried to pass 8 few pleasant hours in the society 
of my wife. 

工 he reports received of that first performance gave me no 
clear or reassuring impression of it. 了 arl Ritter soon came 
back to Ziirich, and told me of deficiencies in staging and of the 
Unfortunate choice of a singer for the leading part, but remarked 
that on the whole it had gone fairly well， The reports sent me 
by Liszt were the most encouraging. He did not seem to think 
过 worth while to allude to the inadequacey of the means at his 
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command for such a bold undertaking，but preferred to dwel 
on the sympathetie spirit that prevailed in the company and 
the effect it produced on the inftuential personages he had invited 
to be present. 

Although everything ip connection with this Important 
enterprise eventually assumed a bright aspect，the direct result 
on my position at the time was very slight 工 was more 
interestedq in the future of the young friend who had been 
entrusted to my care than in anything else。 At the time of 
his visit to Weimar he had been to stay with his family in 
Dresden，and after his return expressed an anxliousg Wish to 
become 8a musician，and possibly to secure 8 position 88 8 
musical director at 8a theatre。 工 had never had an opportunity 
of judging of his gifts in this line。 He had always refused to 
play the piano in my presence, but 工 bad seen his setting of an 
alliterative poem of his ovwm, Dae 了 丸 aljiire,， which, though rather 
awkwardly put together，struck me by its precise and skilful 
compliance with the rules of composition。 

He proved bimself to be the worthy pupil of his master， 
了 Robert Schumann，who，long before，had told me that 及 ar] 
possessed great musical giftes，and that he could not remember 
ever having had any other pupil endowed with such a keen 
ear and such a ready faeility for assimilation. Consequently 
工 had no reason to discourage the young man's confdence in 
his capacity for the career of a musical qirector。 As the winter 
8ea8oOn WaS8 approaching， 工 asked the manager of the theatre 
for the address of Herr 有 ramer，who was coming for the 
se8son, and jearned that he was still engaged at Winterthur. 

RSulzer，who was 8lways ready when heljp or advice was 
needed，arranged for a meeting with Herr Kramer at a dinner 
at thbe “Wilden Mann ' in Winterthur. At this meeting it was 
decided，on my recommendation，that 了 arl Ritter should be 
appointed mnusical director at the theatre for the ensuing winter， 
starting from October，and the remuneration he was to receive 
Was really a very fair one。 As my protg6 was admittedly a 
beginner， 工 bad to guarantee his capacity by undertaking to 
perform his duties in the event of any trouble arising at the 
theatre on the ground of his ine 鱼 ciency.。 arl seemed de- 
jhghted.， As October drew near and the opening of the theatre 
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was announced to take place“under exceptional artistie aus- 
pices,” 工 thought it advisable to see what 及 arl8 views were。 

By way of a d6but 工 had selected Per Fretschiitz, so that he 
mjight open his career with a well-known opera。 有 arl did not 
entertain the slightest doubt of being able to master such a 
simple score，but when he had to overcome his reserve in 
playing thbe piano before me，88 工 wanted to go through the 
whole opera with him， 工 was amazed at seeing that he had no 
idea of accompaniment. .He played the arrangement for the 
pianoforte with the characterlistie carelessness of an amateur 
who attaches no importance to lengthening a bar by incorrect 
fngering. 也 e knew nothing whatever about rhythmic precision 
OF tempo，the very essentials of a conductor's career。， 工 felt 
compjetely nonplussed and was absolutely at a loss what to say. 
However， 工 still hoped the young man's talent might suddenly 
break out，and I 工 looked forward to an orchestral rehearsal，for 
which 工 provided him with a pair of large spectacles。 工 had 
never noticed before that he was so shortsighted，but when 
reading he had to keep his face so close to the music that 让 
would have been impossible for him to control both orchestra 
and singers。 When 工 saw him，hitherto so confdent，standing 
at the conductor's desk staring hard at the score，in spite of 
his spectacles, and making meaningless signs in the air like one 
in 8 trance, 工 at once realised thbat the time for carrying out Imy 
guarantee had arrived. 

Lt as，nevertheless，& somewhat di 伍 cult and trying task 
to make young Ritter understand that 工 should be compelled 
to take his place; but there was no help for it，and it 到 88 
工 who had to inaugurate Kramer's winter season Under such 
“exceptional artistie ausplces.” 工 he success of Der Fryretscjiitz 
placed me in a peculiar position as regards both the company 
and the public，but it was quite out of the question to suppose 
that 及 arl could continue to act as musical qirector at the 
theatre by himself. 

Strange to 8ay，this trying experience coincided with an 
important change in the life of another young friend of mine， 
了 ans von Biilow，whom 工 had known in Dresden。 工 had met 
his father at Ziirich in the previous year just after his second 
marriage， 卫 e afterwards settled down at Lake Constance， 
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and it Was from this place that Hans wrote to me expressing 
his regret that he was unable to pay his long-desired vislt to 
Ziirich，as he had previously promised to do. 

As far as TI could make out, bis mother, who had been divorced 
他 om his father，didq all in her power to restrain him from 
embracing the career of an artist，and tried to persuade him to 
enter the civil or the diplomatic service，as he had studied law. 
But his inclinationgs and talents impelled him to a musical 
career. It seemed that his mother，when giving him per- 
mission to go to visit his father，had particeularly urged him to 
avoid any meeting with me. When 工 afterwards heard that he 
had been advised by his father also not to coime to Ziirich， 工 
felt sure that the latter， although he had been on friendly terms 
withb me，was anXlous to act in accordance with his first wife?s 
wishes in thbis serious matter of his son?8 future，8so as to avoid 
any further disputes after the friction of the divorce hadq barely 
been allayed. Later on I learned that these statements，which 
roused 8a strong feeling of resentment in me against 卫 duard von 
Bilow，were unfounded; but the despairing tone of 互 ans'8 
jletter, clearly showing that any other career would be repugnantk 
to him and would be a constant source of misery，seemed to be 
ample reason for my interference。 This was one of the occasions 
when my easily excited indignation roused me to aectivity， 工 
replied very fully，and eloquently pointed out to him the vital 
importance of this moment in hlis life。 The desperate tone of 
his jetter ]ustifed me in telling him very plainly that this was 
not a case in which he could deal hastily with his views as to thbe 
future，but that it was 8 matter profoundly affecting his whole 
heart and soul。 工 told him what 工 myself would do in his case， 
that ls to say, if be really felt an overwhejming and irreslstible 
1mpujlse to become an artist，and would prefer to endure the 
greatest hardships and trlals rather than be forced into a course 
he felt was a wrong one， he ought，in defiance of everything， to 
make Up his mind to accept the helping hand 工 was holding out 
to him at once。 JIf，in spite of his father's prohibition，he stil 
WwWlshed to come to me，he ought not to hesitate，but should 
carr7 out his wishes immediately on the receipt of my letter. 
”arl Ritter was pleased when IT entrusted him with the duty 
of delivering the jletter personally at Biilow's country villa。

When he arrived he asked to see his friend at the door，and 
went for a stroll with him,， during whbich he gave him my letter. 
Thereupon 也 ans，who like 卫 arl had no money, at once decided， 
in spite of storm and rain， to accompany 玉 arl back to Ziirich 
on foot. So one day they turned up absolutely tired out，and 
came into my room looking like a couple of tramps，with visibje 
signs about them of their mad expedition。 玉 arl beamed with 
joy over this feat while young Biilow was quite overcome with 
emotlon. 

I at once realised tbhat 工 had taken 8a very serious Tesponsi- 
bility on my shoulders，yet 工 sympathised deeply with tbhe 
overwrought youth，and my conduct towards him was guided 
by all that had occurred for a long time afterwards. 

At first we had to console him，and sttmulate his confdence 
by our ceheerfulness。 也 is appointment was 800n arranged. 
也 e was to share 玉 arl's contract at the theatre，and enjoy the 
same rights ; both were to receive a small salary，and 工 w88 
to continue to act as surety for their capabilities。 

At this time they happened to be rehearsing 8a Imusical 
comedy，and 也 ans，without .any knowledge of the subject， 
took up his position at the conducetor's desk and handled the 
baton with great vigour and remarkable skil. 工 felt safe as 
faz as he was concernedq, and all doubt as to his ability as musica] 
director vanished on the spot。 But it wa8 8 80omewhat 由 全 cujt 
task to overcome 玉 arl's misgivings about himself，owing to the 
idea ingrained in his mind that he never could become & 
practical musician， A growing shyness and secret antipathy 
towards me soon manifested itself and became more noticeable 
in thls young man，in spite of the fact that he was certain]y 
gifted， It was impossible to keep him any longer in his posi- 
ion or to ask him to conduct again. 

Biilow also soon encountered unexpected di 伍 culties。 TIhe 
Ianager and his sta 存 ，who had been spoiled by my having 
conduceted on the ooccasion already mentioned，were 8lways on 
the look-out for some fresh excuse for requisitioning my services. 

工 did, in fact， conduet again a few times，partly to give the 
publie a favourable impression of the operatic company，which 
was really quite 8a good one，and partly to show my young 
friends，especially Biilow，who was so0 eminently adapted for a 
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conductor，the most essential points which the leader of an 
orchestra ought to know， 

Hans was always equal to the occasion and 工 could with a 
clear conscience say there was no need for me to take his place 
whenever he was called upon to conduct。 再 owever，one of the 
artistes， a very conceited singer，who haqd been somewhat 
spoiled by my praise，annoyed him so much by her ways that 
she succeeded in forcing me to take up the baton again When 
&a couple of months later we realised the impossibility of carrying 
on this state of things indeftnitely，andq were tired of the whole 
affair，the management consented to free us from ouT lirksome 
duties。 About this time Hans was offered the post of musical 
director at St Gall without any special conditions being 
attached to his engagement，so 工 sent the two boys of to try 
their luck in the neighbouring town，and thus gained time for 
further developments. 

Herr 了 duard von Bilow had, after all， come to tbhe conclusion 
that it would be wiser to abide by his son?s decisgion，though 
he did not do so without evineing 8a good deal of ill-humour 
towards me， 了 e had not replied to a letter 工 had written him 
to explain my conduct in the matter，but 工 afterwards learned 
that he had visited his son in Ziirich by way of patching up a 
Teconciliation. 

工 went several times to St Gall to see the young men, as they 
remalined there during the winter months。 工 found 了 arl lost 
in gloomy thought: he bad again met with an unfavourable 
Teception when conducting Guck s Overture to 7Dja9Iezii0，and 
Was keeping aloof from everybody. 互 ans was busily rehearsing 
withb a very poor company and a horrible orchestra, in a hideous 
theatre。 Seeing al this misery,， 工 told 也 ans that for the time 
being he had picked up enough to pass for a practical musician 
OF even for an experienced conductor. 

The question now was to fnd him a sphere which would 
包 ve him a suitable scope for his talents。 He told me that his 
father was going to send him to Freiherr von Poissl, the manager 
of the Munich Court Theatre, with a letter of introduction。 But 
his mother soon intervened，and wanted him to go to Weimar 
to continue his musical training Under 工 iszt。 This was all 工 
coujd desire; 工 felt greatly relieved and heartily recommended 
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the young man, of whom 工 was very fond, to my distinguished 
friend. 

He left St. Gall at 下 aster, 1851，and during the long period 
of his stay in Weimar 工 was released from the responsibility of 
looking after bim. 

Meanwhile Ritter remained in melancholy retirement，and 
not being able to make up his mind whether or not he should 
return to Ziirich，where he would be disagreeably reminded of 
his unlucky d6but，he preferred for the present to stay in 
seclusion at St、Gall. 

The sojourn of my young friends at 8St，Gall had been 
pleasantly varied during the previous Winter by 8 visit to 
Ziirich，when 互 ans made his appearance 88 pianist at one 
of the concerts of the musical society there。 工 also took an 
active part in it by conducting one of Beethoven's symphonies， 
and it was 8 great Pleasure to us both to 丸 ve each other mutual 
encouUTagement. 

工 had been asked to appear again at his 8ociety's8 concerts 
during the winter. 杞 owever， 工 only did so oceasionally，to 
conducet 8 Beethoven symphony，making it a conditon that the 
orchestra，and more especially the string instruments，should 
be reinforced by capable musicians from other towns. 

As 工 always required three rehearsals for each symphony， 
and Imany of the musicians had to come from a great distance， 
our Work acquired quite an imposing and solemn character. 
工 was able to devote the time usually taken up by a rehearsal 
to the study of one symphony，and accordingly had leisure to 
work out the minutest details of the execution，particularly as 
thbe technical di 佳 culties were not of an insuperable character. 
My facility in interpreting music at that time attained a degree 
of perfection 工 had not hitherto reached，and I recognised this 
by the unexpected effect my condueting produced. 

工 he orchestra contained some really talented and clever 
musiclans，among whom 工 may mention Eries，an oboist，who， 
starting from 8a subordinate place, had been appointed a leading 
player. He had to practice with me, just as a singer would do， 
the more important parts allotted to his instrument ip Bee- 
thoven 8 8ymphonies， When we first produced the Symphony 
in C minor，this extraordinary man played the small passage 
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marked adaogto at the ermata of the first movement in a manner 
工 have never heard equalled. After my retirement from the 
directorship of these concerts he left the orchestra and went 
into business 88 8 Imusic-seller. 

The orehestra could further boast of a Herr Ott-Imhoff，a 
highly cultured and well-to-do man who belonged to a noble 
family，and had joined the orchestra 8s 8a patron and 8a8 8n 
amateur musician。 了 e played the clarionet with &a 8oft and 
charming tone whlich was somewhat lacking in spirit。， 工 must 
8lso mention the worthy 也 err Bair，8a cornet-player，whom 工 
appointed leader of the brass instrumentes，88 he exercised 8a 
great infhuence on that part of the orchestra- 工 cannot remem- 
ber ever having heard the long，powerfu]l chords of the last 
movement of the C minor Symphony executed with such intense 
power as by this player in Ziirich，and can only compare the 
recojlection of it with the impressions 工 had when in my early 
了 arisian days，the Conservatoire orchestra performed Bee- 
thoven's Ninth Symphony-. 

Our production of the Symphony in C minor made 8 great 
impression on the audience，especially on my intimate friend 
Sulzer，who had previously kept aloof from any kind of mnusic. 
He became so incensed when an attack wa made on me by a 
newspaper tbhat he answered the gratuitous critic in 8 8atirical 
poem composed with the skill of a 了 laten. 

As 工 have already said，Biilow was invited in the course of 
the winter to give 8 pianoforte recital at a concert at which 工 
promised to produce the Szzfor?a 五 rotca. 

With his usual audacity he chose Liszt's piano arrangemenf 
of the 7 az7jaaLser Overture, 8 work as brilliant as it is qi 值 cult， 
and thberefore & somewhat hazardous undertaking. 了 卫 owever， 
he caused quite a sensation，and 工 myself was astounded at his 
execution. Up to this time 工 had not paid it tbhe attention it 
deserved, and it inspired me with the greatest confdence in his 
future， 工 frequently had occasion to admire his masterly 
skill both as conduetor and accompanist、 

During bat winter，apart from the occasions in my young 
friend's life already briefy alluded to，there were frequent 
opportunities of displaying his capabilities. My acquaint- 
8nces Used to foregather iD Im house，snd formed quite 8 
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little club for the purposes of mnutual en]joyment which， 
however，would hardly have been successful without Biilow?8 
8a8Slistance. 

I sang sujitable passages from my opera，which 再 ans accom- 
panied with an expressiveness which delighted me very much. 
On an occasion like this 工 also read aloud extracts from my 
manuscriptes。 下 or instance，during 8 series of sUccesslve even- 
ings I read the whole of my jonger work，OPper 112C Dran0， 
written in the course of thigs winter，8and was favoured by &a 
steadily growing and remarkably attentive audience. 

Now that after my return 工 had secured a certain degree of 
peace and tranquillity of mind， 工 began to think of resuming 
Imy Imore Serious studies. But somehow the composition of 
Sazegfmeds Death did not seem to appeal to me Ihe idea of 
sitting down deliberately to write a score which should never 
go further than the paper on which it was written，again dis- 
couraged me; whereas I felt more and more strongly impelled 
to lay a foundation on which it might some day be possible to 
present such a work，even though the end had to be gained 
by roundabout means. To secure this object it seemed above 
all necessary to approach thbose friends，both at home and 
abroad，who interested themselves in my art，in order to ex- 
pound to tbem more clearly the problems that demanded solution， 
which，although deftnite enough to my own mind，had scarcely 
88 yet even entered into tbheir heads. A singularly favourable 
opportunity for so doing offered itself one day when Sulzer 
showed me an article on “Opera” in Brockhaus'g Modem 
Brcyclopedza。 The good man was fully convinced that in the 
opinions expressed in this article 工 should fnd a preliminary 
basis for my own theories.。 But a hasty glance su 位 ced to show 
me at once how entirely erroneous they were， and 工 tried hard 
to point out to Sujlzer the fundamental difference between the 
accepted views，even of very sensible people，and my own con- 
ceptions of the heart of the matter， 下 inding it naturally impos- 
siblje，even with all the eloquence at my command, to elucidate 
Iy ideas all at once, II set about preparing a methodical plan for 
detailled treatment of the subject as soon as I got home. JIn this 
wa7 工 was jead to write this book which was published under the 
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title of Oper nd Drama task which kept me foly ooccupied 
for several months，in fact until February，1851. 

But 工 had to pay heavily for the exzhausting toil exzpended on 
the conclusion of this work. Accordqing to my caleculations, only 
8a few days of persevering industry were needed for the comple- 
tion of my manuscript when my parrot，which usually watehed 
me on Iy writing-table，was taken seriously il， As it had 
already compjletely recovered from several similar attacks, 工 did 
not feel very anxious。 Although my wife begged me to feteh 
a veterinary surgeon who lived in a_ village which was ratbher far 
0 在, [ preferred to stick to my desk, and 工 put off going from one 
day to the next.， At last one evening the all-important manu- 
script Was fnished，and the next morning our poor Papo lay 
dead on thbe foor. My inconsolable grief over this melancholy 
loss was fu]lly shared by Minna, and by our mutual affection for 
this treasured pet we were once Imore tenderly united in a Way 
likely to conduce to our domestice happiness. 

In _ addition to our pets，our older Ziirich friends had also 
remained faithful to us in spite of the catastrophe which had 
befallen my family jlife。 Sulzer was without a doubt the 
worthiest and most important of these friends。The profound 
difference between us both in intellect and temperament seemed 
on]ly to favour this relationship，for each was constantly provid- 
jing 8uUrprises for the other; and as the divergencies between Us8 
were radical，they aften gave rise to most exzhilarating and 
jnstructive experiences。 Sulzer was extraordinarily excitable 
and very delicate in healthb。 It was quite against his own 
original desire that he had entered the service of the state， 
and in doing 80 he had sacrificed his own wishes to 8 con- 
sclentious performance of duty in the extremest sense of the 
word，and now，through his acquaintance with me，he wa8 
drawn more deeply into the sphere of ssthetic enjoyment thban 
he regarded as justifable. 了 Probably he would have indulged 
]less freely in these excesses，had 工 taken my art 8 1ittlje less 
seriousl]y。 But as 工 insisted upon attaching an importance to 
thbe artistic destiny of mankind which far transcended the 
mere aims of citizenship，I sometimes completely upset him。 
Yet, on the other hand, it was just this intense earnestness 双 hich 
80 strongly attracted him to me and my speculations， 工 bis 
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not only gave rise to pleasant conversation and calm discussion 
between us，but also，owing to 8a fiery temper on both sidqes， 
sS0Ometimes provoked violent explosions，so that，with trembling 
lips，he would seize hat and stick and hurry away without & 
word of farewell. Such，however，was the intrinsie worth of 
the man，that he was suUre to turn up again the next evening 
at the accustomed hour，when we both felt as though nothing 
Whatever had passed between Us But when certain bodily 
ailments compelled him to remain indoors for many days, 让 
Was di 伍 cult to gain access to him，for he was apt to become 
furious when any one inquired about his health.。 On these 
occasions there was only one way of putting him in a good 
temper，and that was to s8y hat one had called to ask a favour 
of him.。 Thereupon he was pleasantly suUrprised，and would 
not only declare himself ready to oblige in any way that WaS 
in his power, but would assume &a really cheerful and benevolent 
demeanour. 

A remarkable contrast to him was presented by tbhe musician 
Wilheljm Baumgartner，8a Imerry，jovial fellow，without any 
aptitude for concentration，who had learned just enough about 
the piano to be able，as teacher at 80 much an hour，to earn 
What he required for a living. He had a taste for whbat was 
beautiful，provided it did not soar too high，and possessed a 
true and loyal heart,， full of a great respect for Sulzer，which 
unfortunately could not cure him of a eraving for the publie- 
house. 

Besides 志 ls man，thbere were two others who had also from 
the very first formed part of our circle。 Both of them were 
friends of the pair I have already mentioned ; their names were 
也 agenbuch，a worthy and respectable deputy cantonal secre- 
tary;j and Bernhard Spyri，a lawyer，and at that time editor 
of the 已?d9gex6sstsche OFettuI9， The latter was a singularly good- 
tempered man，but not overburdened with intellect,，for which 
reason Sujlzer always treated him with special consideration。 

Alexander Miiller soon disappeared from our midst，as he 
became more and more engrossed by domestice calamities，bodily 
infirmities，and the mechanical drudgery of giving lessons by 
the hour， As for the musician Abt，I had never felt particu- 
larly drawn towards him，in spite of bis Schwazber and he 
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too speedily left us to carve 8& brilliant career for himself in 
Brunswick. 

JIn the meantime，however，our Ziirich circle was enriched by 
all kinds of additions from without, mainly due to the political 
shipwrecks. On my return，in January，1850，I 工 had alreadqy 
found Adolph 及 olatschek，a Plain，though not unprepossessing- 
looking man，thbhough he was & bit of a bore. He imagined 
himself born to be an editor，and had founded a German 
montbljy magazine，which was to open 8 feldq for those who 
had been outwardly conquered in the recent movements to con- 
tinue their fght in the inner realm of the spirit， 工 felt al- 
most 1 人 attered at being picked out by him as an authbhor，and 
being informed that“a power like mine” ought not to be ab- 
sent from 8a union of spiritual forces such as was to be estab- 
lished by his enterprise。 工 bad prevlously sent him from 了 Paris 
my treatise on 玉 W1st 17d 下 70 and he now gladly accepted 
some fairly long extracts from my still unpublished Oper md 
Drama, for which he moreover paid me & handsome fee。 Thia 
man made an indelible Impression on my mind as the only in- 
stance 工 have met of a really tactful editor. 了 He once handed 
me the manuscript of a review on my 开 ?W7stiOez1 der QUNamtHt 
written by a certain Herr Palleske, to read, saying that he would* 
not print it without my express consent，though he did not 
press me to give it。 It was 8 sUperficial article，without any 
true comprehension of the subject, and couched in most arrogant 
terms。 工 felt that if it appeared in this particular journal 让 
would certainly demand inconvenient and wearisome rejoinders 
from me， in which 工 should have to restate my original thesijs. 
As 工 was by no means inclined to enter upon such a contro- 
versy,， 工 agreed to 及 olatschek's proposal，and suggested that he 
hadqd better return the manuscript to its author for publication 
elsewhere. 

Through 玉 olatschek 工 also learned to know Reinholdq Solger， 
a really excellent and interesting man。 But it did not suit his 
restljess and adventurous spirit to remain cooped up in the 
small and narrow Swiss world of Ziirich，so that he soon jleft 
Us and went to North America，where 工 heard that he went 
about giving lectures and denouneing the political situation in 
了 Europe。 It was a pity that this talented man never succeeded 
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in making & name for himself by more important work。 了 is 
contributions to our monthly journal，during the brief term of 
his stay in Ziirich，were certainly among the best ever written 
on these topics by a German.。 

In the new year，1851，Georg Herwegh also joined Us，and 
IT was delighted to meet him one day at 及 olatschek's lodgings. 
The vicissitudes which had brought him to Ziirich came to my 
knowledge afterwards in a somewhat offensive and aggressive 
manner。 or the present, 了 erwegh put on an 8aristocratie swWag- 
ger and gave himself the airs of aa delicately nurtured and 
luxurious son of his times, to which a fairly 1iberal interpolation 
of French expletives at least added a certain distinction。 Never- 
theless，there was something about hisg person，witb his quick， 
人 ashing eye and kindliness of manner，which was well caleu- 
lated to exert an attractive infuence. 工 felt almost fiattered 
by his ready acceptance of my invitation to my informal 
evening partles，which may，perhaps，have been fairljy agree- 
able gatherings，8s Biilow entertained us with music，though 
to me personally they afforded no mental sustenance whatever. 
My wife used to declare that，when 工 proceeded to read from 
Imy manuscript， 玉 olatschek promptly fell asleep，while Her- 
wegh gave al hisg attention to her punch. When，later on， 
8a8 工 have already mentioned， 工 read my Oper WPG Dramna for 
twelve consecutive evenings to ouUr Ziirich friends，Herwegh 
stayed away，because he did not wish to mix with those for 
whom such things had not been written Yet my intercourse 
with him became gradually more cordial， Not only did 工 re- 
spect his poetical talent，which had recently gained recogni- 
tion，but 工 also jearned to realise the delicate and refined quali- 
ties of his riehljy cultivated intellect，and in course of time 
learned that 卫 erwegh，on his side，was beginning to covet my 
8ocijety.。 My steady pursuit of thbose deeper and more serious 
intereste Which so passionately engrossed me seemed to arouse 
him to an ennobling sympathy，even for those topics which， 
since his sudden leap into poetic fame, had been，greatly to his 
prejudice, smothered under mere showy and trivial mannerisms， 
altogether alien to his original nature。 了 Possibly this process 
was accelerated by the growing di 佣 culties of hisg position，which 
he had hitherto regarded as demanding a certain amount of 
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outward show。 In short，he was the frst man in whom IT met 
with a sensitive and sympathetice comprehension of my moet 
daring schemes and opinions，and 工 soon felt compelled to be- 
lieve his assertion tbat he occuplied himself soleljy with my 
ideas, into which，certalin]jy,， no other man entered so profoundjy 
as8 he did. 

This famijliarity with Herwegh, in which an element of affec- 
tion Was certainly mingled，was further stimulated by news 
which reached me respecting a new dramatic poem which 工 
had sketehed out for the coming spring. Liszt'8 preparations 
in the late summer of the previous year for the production 训 
Weimar of my Zohengrt had met with more success than， 
with such limited resources, had hitherto seemed possible。 This 
result coud naturally onl]y have been obtained by the zeal of a 
friend endowed with such rich and varied gifts as Liszt。Though 
it was beyond hlis power to attract quickly to the Weimar stage 
such 8ingers 88 了 ohengrt demanded，and he had been com- 
pelled on many points to content himself with merely suggesting 
what was intended to be represented，yet he was now endeav- 
ouring by sundry ingenious methods to make these suggestions 
clearly comprehensible。 irst of all，he prepared a detailed 
account of the production of Zojkendgrtm。 Seldom has a written 
description of a work of art won for it such attentive friends， 
and commanded their enthusiastic appreciation from the outset， 
88 did this treatise of iszt)8，which extended even to the most 
insignifoeant details。 玉 arl 了 Ritterz distinguished himself by 
providing an excellent German ftzanslation of the KKrench 
original，which was first published in the 711ustrirte Zetfu7tg。 
Shortly after this Liszt also lssued 了 arzwiinlser in 下 rench， 
accompanied by 8 8similar preface on its origin，8and these 
pamphjlets were the chief means of awakening，now 8nd for 
long after, especially in foreign countries, not only a surprlsingly 
sympathetic interest in these works, but also an intimate under- 
standing of them such as could not possibl]y have been attained 
by the mere study of my pianoforte arrangements.。 But，far 
from. being satisfed with this，ILiszt contrived to attract tbhe 
attention of intellects outside Weimar to the performances of 
my Operas, in order，with kindly compujsion, to force them upon 
the notice of all who had ears to hear and eyes to see， Although 
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his good intentions did not altogether succeed with ranz 
Dingelstedt，whbo would only commit himself to a confused 
report on Zohengrt in the 411gerewie Gettu7g，yet his enthusi- 
astic eloquence completely and decisively captured Adolf 
Stahr for my work.。 His detailed view of Zohengrt in the 
Berlin WatsonaI-Zextfuimig, in which he claimed a high importance 
for my opera, did not remain without permanent infuence upon 
the German public。 了 ven in the narrow circle of professional 
musiclang its effects seem not to have been unimportant; for 
了 Robert Eranz，whom Liszt dragged aljmost by force to a per- 
formance of Zohergrtw， spoke of it with unmistakable enthu- 
sI1&8m。 工 his example gave the lead to many other journals， 
and for some ftime it seemed as though the otherwise dull- 
witted musical press would energetically champion my cause。. 

工 shall shortly have occasion to deseribe what it was that 
eventually gave quite a different direction to thbi8 movement. 
Meanwhile Liszt felt emboldened by these kindqly signs to 
encouUrage me to renew Iy creative activity，which had now 
for some time been interrupted. 也 is success with 忆 opengrzm 
gave him confdqence in his abllity to execute a yet more hazard- 
ous Undertaking, and he invited me to set my poem of Szegjfrized's 
Dea 坑 to musie for production at Weimar. On his recom- 
mendation，the manager of the Weimar theatre，H 了 err von 
Ziegesar, offered to make a definite contract with me in the name 
of the Grand Duke， 工 was to finish the work within a year， 
and during that period Was to receive & payment of fifteen 
hundred marks (275)。 

Tt was 8 curiou8 coincidence that about this time，and also 
through Liszt，the Duke of Coburg invited me to arrange the 
instrumentation for an opera of his own composition， for which 
he offered me the sum of two thousand seven hundqredq marks 
(8&135)。 In spite of my position as an outlaw, my noble patron 
and woud-be employer offered to receive me in his castle at 
Coburg，where, in quiet seclusion with himself and Frau Birch- 
pfeiffer，the writer of the libretto，I might execute the work. 
Liszt naturally expected nothing more from me than a decent 
excuse for declining this offer, and suggested my pleading “bodily 
and mental depression.， My friend told me afterwards that the 
JDuke had desired my eco-operation with him ip his score on 
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account of my skilful use of trombones。 When he inquired， 
through 工 iszt，what my rules for their manipuation were， 
I replied that before 工 could write anything for trombones 工 
required first to bave some ideas in my head.。 

On the other hand，however，I felt very much tempted to 
entertain the Weimar proposal。 Still weary from my exhaust- 
ing labouz on Oper WCG Dram，and worried by many things 
which had a depressing effect on my spirits，I seated myself 
for the first time for many months at my 了 artel grand-piano， 
which had been rescued from the Dresden catastrophe，to see 
whether 工 could settle down to composing the music for my 
ponderous heroliec drama。 JIn rapid outline 工 sketehed the music 
for the Song of the Norns，or Daughters of the Rhine，which 
in this first draft was only roughly suggested。 But when 工 
attempted to turn Brunhilda's first adqdress to Siegfried into 
song my courage failed me completely，for I could not help 
asking myself whether the singer had yet been born who was 
capable of vitalising this heroic female figure。 The idea of my 
niece Johanna occurred to me，whom，as aa matter of fact， 
工 had already destined for this r0le when II was still in Dresden 
on 8&ccount of her varlious personal charms。 She had now 
entered upon the career of prima donna at 也 amburg，but， 
]udging from all the reports 工 had received, and especially from 
the attitude towards me that she openly adopted in her letters 
to her family，I coud only conclude thbhat my modest hopes of 
enlisting her talents on my behalf were doomed to disappoint- 
ment。 工 was，Imoreover，confused by the fact that a second 
Dresden prima donna，Mme. Gentiluomo Spatzer，who had once 
enraptured Marschner with Donizetti's dithyrambics， kept 
hovering perpetually before my mind as a possible substitute 
for Johbanna。 At last，in a zage， 工 sprang up from the piano， 
and swore that 工 would write nothing more for these silly 
fastidious schoolgirls。 Whenever I saw any likelihood of being 
8again brought into closer contact with the theatre 工 was fjlled 
with an indeseribable disgust which，for the time being， 工 was 
Unable to overcome。. It was some little consolation to discover 
that bodily il-health might possibly be at the bottom of this 
mental disorder. During the spring of this year I 工 had been 
suffering from a curious rash， which spread over Iy whole body. 
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For this my doctor preseribed a course of sulphurbaths,， to be 
taken regularly every morning. Although the remedy excited 
my nerves So much that later on 工 was obliged to adopt radical 
Imeasures for the restoration of my health，yet in the meantime 
the regular morning walk to the town and back，surrounded by 
the fresh green and early spring fowers of May，acted as 8 
cheerful stimuant on my mental condition。 工 now concelved 
tbhe idea of the poem of vJvwnger iegfred，which 工 proposed to 
issue 8s 8 heroic comedy by way of prelude and complement to 
the tragedy of efmeds Tod.、 Carried away by my concep- 
tion， 工 tried to persuade myself that this piece would be easier 
to produce than the other more serious and terrible drama. 
With this idea in my mind 工 informed Liszt of my purpose, and 
offered the Welimar management to compose 8 Score for vvwziger 
egjfred，which as yet was UnwWritten，in return for which 工 
would definitely accept thelr proposal to grant me 8 year8 
salary of ffteen hundred marks. Ihis they agreed to withbhout 
delay，and 工 took up my quarters in the attie-room evacuated 
the previous year by arl Ritter，whbere, with the aid of sujphur 
and May-blossom，and in the highest spirits， 工 proposed to 
compjete the poem of Juwzger Ste9gfrmied as already outlined in 
my origlinal design. 

工 must now give 8ome account of the cordial relations which， 
ever since my departure from Dresden,， 工 had maintained with 
Theodor Uhjlig，thbhe young mnusician of the Dresden orchestra， 
which 工 have already desceribed，and which by this time had 
developed into a genuinely produetive 8&ssociation。 百 is inde- 
pendent and indeed somewhat uncultivated disposition had 
been oulded into a warm，almost boundless devotion to 
myself，inspired both by sympathy for my fate and a thborough 
understanding of my works. He also had been among the 
number of those who had visited Weimar to hear my 也 openI7z7， 
and had sent me 8a very detailed account of the performance. 
As 瑟 irtel，the music-dealer in Leipzig, had willingly agreed to 
my request to publish 克 ojengr? on condition that 工 should not 
demand any share in the profits，I entrusted Uhlig with the 
preparation of the Pianoforte arrangement But it was IOore 
the thbeoretical questions discussed in my works that formed 
the chief link that bound us together by a serious correspond- 
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ence。 Ihe characterigtice which especially touched me about 
this man，whom from his training 工 coud regard merely 
as an instrumentalist，was that he had grasped with clear Under- 
standing and perfect agreement those very tendencies of 
mine which many musiclans of apparently wider culture than 
hie own regarded with almost despairing horror，as being 
dangerous to the orthodox practice of their art. He forthwith 
acquired the literary facility necessary {for the expresslion of hils 
agreement with my views，and gave tanglible proof of thbis in 
a ljengthy treatise on“Jnstrumental Music”which appeared in 
了 olatschek's German monthly Jjournal. He also sent to me 
another strictly theoretical work on the“kStructure of Musical 
TIheme and Phrase.” JIn this he showed the originality of his 
ideas about Mozart's and Beethoven's methods，to an extent 
which was only equalled by the thoroughness with whiceh he 
had mastered the question，especlally where he discussed their 
highly characteristie differences， 工 his clear and exhaustive 
treatise appeared to me admirably adapted to form the basis 
for a new theory of the higher art of muslical phrasing，whereby 
Beethoven's most obscure construction might be explained，and 
elaborated into 8a comprehensible system that would allow of 
further application.。 These treatises attracted the attention of 
ranz Brendel，the astute publisher of the Newe Zettscjrz 帮 ! 
jur Ms ，to their brilliant young author. 了 He was invited 
by Brendel to join the sta 仓 of his paper，and soon succeedqed 
in changing his chief'e previous attitude of indqecision。 As 
Brendel'e aims were on the whole perfectly honourable and 
Berlous，he was quickly and definitely led to adopt those views 
which from this time began to make a stir in the musical world 
Under the title of the “New Tendencey.” 工 thereupon felt 
impelled to contribute an epoch-making article to hie paper 
on these lines。 工 had noticed for some time that such ij- 
so0unding catceh-phrases 8s “Jewish ornamental fourishes 
(Melismas),'“Synagogue Music' and the like were being bandqied 
about without any rhyme or reason beyond that of giving 
expresslon to meaningless irritation。 工 he question thus raised 
regarding the signifcance of the modern Jew in music stimu- 
lated me to make a closer examination of Jewish infuence 
and the characteristics peculiar to it 工 his 工 did in a lengthy 
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treatise on“Judaism in Music.” Although 工 did not wish to 
hide my identity，as its author，from all inquiries，yet 工 con- 
sidered it advlsabjle to adopt a pseudonym, jest my very seriously 
intended effort should be degraded to a purely personal matter， 
and its real importance be thereby vitiated， The stir，nay， the 
genuine consternation，created by this article defies comparison 
with any other similar publication。 The unparalleled ani- 
moslty with which，even up to the present day， 工 have been 
pursued by the entire press of 了 urope can only be understood 
by thbose who have taken an account of this article and of the 
dreadful commotion which it caused at the time of its publica- 
tion。 TIt must also be remembered that almost all the news- 
papers of Europe are in the hands of Jews.。 Apart from these 
facts，it would be impossible to understand the unqualifted 
bitterness of this lasting persecution，which cannot be ade- 
quately explained on the mere ground of 8a theoretical or 
practical dislike for my opinions or artistice works。 The first 
outcome of the article was 8 storm Which broke over poor 
Brendel，who was entirely innocent， and，indeed，hardly 
consclous of his offence。 This erelong developed into a savage 
persecution which aimed at nothing less than his ruin。 Another 
immediate result was that the few friende whom Liszt had 
induced to declare themselves in my favour forthwith took 
refuge in 8a discreet silence。 As it soon seemed advisable, in the 
interests of their own producetions，to give direct evidence of 
their estrangement from me，most of them passed over to the 
ranks of my enemies。 But Uhlig clung to me all the more closely 
on thls account. 了 He strengthened Brendel)s weaker will to 
endurance，8and kept helping him with contributions for his 
paper，some of them profound and others witty and very much 
to the point.。 He fxed his eye more particularly on one of my 
chief antagonists，a man named Bischo 企 ，whom Hiller had 
discovered in Cologne，and who first invented for me and 
my friends the title of Quw1irvizftsmmasier (Musicians of the 
Euture  )._ With him he entered into a prolonged and some- 
what diverting controversy。 The foundation had now been laid 
for the problem of the socalled Qvzauzftsmasw (Music of 
the 上 uture ")，which was to become 8 了 uropean scandal，in 
spite of the fact that Liszt quickly adopted the title himself 
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with good-humoured pride。 It is true that 工 had to some 
extent suggested this name in the title of my book， 巨 zistaoerz 
der ZUjtvifty but it only developed into a battle-cry when 
“Judaism in Music ”unbarred the sluices of wrath upon me and 
my friends. 

My book,，Oper WwWd Dramu, was published in the second half 
of this year，and，8so far as it was noticed at al by the leading 
musiclians of the day，naturally onljy helped to add fuel to the 
wrath which blazed against me This fury，however，assumed 
more the character of slander and malice，for our movement 
bad meantime been reduced by a great connoisseur in such 
things，Meyerbeer, to a clearly defined system，which he main- 
tained and practised with a sure hand until his lamented 
death. 

Uhbjlig had come across my book，Oper ad Drama，during 
the early stages of the furious Uproar against me 工 had pre- 
sented him with the original manuscript and as it was nicely 
bound in red, 工 hit upon the idea of writing in it，by way of 
dedication, the words，“ 民 ed, my friend, is my theory,” in contra- 
distinction to the Gothic saying,“ Grey, my friend, is all theory. 
This gift elicited an exzhilarating and most delightful correspond- 
ence With my lively and keen-sighted young friend，who，after 
two long years of separation， 工 felt sincerely desirous of seeing 
again. 工 was not an easy matter for the poor fddler，whose 
pay was barely that of a _ chamber musician，to comply with 
Iy invitation。 But he gladly tried to overcome all di 值 culties， 
and said he would come early in July。 工 decided to go as far as 
了 orschach，on the 工 ake of Constance, to meet him，so that we 
mlght make an excursion through the Alps as far as Ziirich. 
工 went by a pleasant detour through the Toggenburg, travelling 
on foot as usual. JIn this way,， cheerful and refreshed, 工 reached 
St Gall，where TI sought out 玉 arl Ritter，who，since 也 iilow?s 
departure，had remained there alone in curious seclusion。 工 
coUd guess the reason of his retirement，although he said that 
he had enjoyed very agreeable intercourse with a St， Gall 
musiclan Damed Ghreitel]，of whom 工 never heard anything 
further.， Though very tired after my long walking tour， 工 
coud not refrain from submitting the manuseript of my .wzz9er 
re9qfrzedg，which I had just fnished, to the quick and critical 
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jadgment of this intelligent young man，who was thus the first 
person to hear lt。 工 was more than gratifed by its effect upon 
ham，and，in high spirits，persuaded him to forsake his strange 
retreat and go with me to meet Uhlig, so that we might all three 
proceed over the Santis for a long and pleasant stay in Ziirich。 

My first glance at my guest，88 he landed at the familiar 
harbourzr of Rorschach，fjlied me at once with anxiety for his 
healthb，for it revealed but too plainly his tendeney to con- 
sUmption。 JIn order to spare him, 工 wished to give up the pro- 
posed mountain cllimb，but he eagerly protested that exercise 
of this kind in the fresh air could only do him good after the 
drudgery of his wretehed fddling. After crossing the little 
canton of Appenzell]，we had to face the by no means easy 
crossing of the Sintis。 It wa8 my first experience also of 
travelling over 8n extenslive Snow-field in summer。 After 
reaching our guide's hut，which was perched on a rugged slope， 
where we regaled ourselves with exceedingly frugal fare，we had 
to climb the towering and precipitous pinnacle of rock which 
forms the summit of the mountain，8a few hundred feet above 
USs。 了 ere 玉 arl suddenly refused to allow us，and to shake 
him out of his effeminacy I had to send back the guide for him， 
who，at our request，succeeded in bringing him along，half by 
force.。 But now bat we had to clamber from stone to stone 
along the precipitous cli 在 ， 工 soon began to realise how foolish 
工 bad been in compelling 及 arl to share our perilous adventure. 
也 is dizziness evlidently stupefied him, for he stared in front of 
him as though he could not see，and we had to hold him fast 
between our alpenstocks，every moment expecting to 8see him 
collapse，and tumble into the abyss， When we at last attained 
the summit，he sank senseless on the ground，and 工 now fujlly 
Understood what &a terrible responsibility 工 bad undertaken， 
88 the yet Imore dangerous descent had still to be made， In an 
agony of fear，which，while it made me forget my own danger 
altogether，fjlled me with a vision of my young friend lying 
shattered on the rocks below，we at last reached the guide'8 
cottage in safety。 As Uhlig and myself were still determined 
to descend the precipitous further side of the mountain，a feat 
which the guide informed us was not without danger, 工 resolved 
to leave young Ritter behind in the hut，88s the indeseribable 
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anguish 工 had just endured on his behalf had been a warmning 
to me。 Here he was to awalt thbe return of our guide，and in 
his company take the not very dangerous path by which we 
had come。 We accordingly parted，as he was to return in the 
direction of Gall，whbile we two roamed through the lovely 
Toggenburg valley，and tbe next day by 及 appersweil to the 
Lake of Ziirich，and so home。 Not until many days later did 
了 Karl relieve our anxiety concerning him by arriving at Ziirich. 
He remained with us 8 short time， and then departed，probably 
wishing to escape being tempted into more mountain climbing， 
which we had certainly planned。 工 heard from him afterwards 
when he had settled for some time in Stuttgart，where he 
seemed to be doing well. He soon made great friends with 
a young actor， and lived on terms of great intimacy with him。 

I 工 was Sincerely delighted by the close intercourse 工 now had 
with the gentle young Dresden chamber musician，whose manly 
strength of character and extraordinary mental endowments 
greatly endeared him to me， My wife said that his curly golden 
hairz and bright blue eyes made her think an angel had come 
to stay with us or me hise features had a peculiar and， 
considering his fate， pathbetie interest，on account of his striking 
resemblance to 及 ing Friedrich August of Saxony，my former 
patron，who was still alive at that time，and seemed to confirm 
a Tumour which had reached me that Uhlig was his natural 
soOn。 It was entertaining to hear hisg news of Dresden, and all 
about the theatre，and the condition of musical affairs in thbat 
city.。 My operas，which had once been its glory,， had now quite 
vanished from the repertoire。 He gave me a choice example 
of my late colleagues” opinion of me by relating the following 
incident。 When 民 wostl WCG 尼 evolutoz and 天 tstiOe7p Cer 
Zuvmfl appeared，and were being discussed among them，one 
of them remarked:“ 了 al he may worry a long time before 
he will be able to write conduetor before his name again.” By 
way of illustrating the advance made in music、he related the 
manner in which Reissiger，having on one occasion to conduct 
Beethoven;s Symphony in A major，which had been previously 
executed by me，had helped himself out of a sudden dilemma. 
Beethoven，as is well known，marks the great fnale of the last 
movement with & prolonged forte，which he merely heightens 
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by a sempze 2 巡 forte。 At this point Reissiger，who had con- 
ducted the Symphony before me，thinking the opportunity a 
favourable one，had introduced a Piano，in order at least to 
secure 8n effective crescerdo。 工 his 工 had naturaly ignored， 
and had instructed the orchestra to play with their full strength 
throughout. Now，therefore, that the conducting of this work 
had once more fallen into my predecessor's hands，he found it 
di 值 cult to restore higs unlucky zan0y but, feeling tbhat he must 
8ave his authority，which had been compromised，he made & 
rule that nezzo forte should be played instead of forte. 

But the most painful news he gave me wa8 about the state 
of utter neglect into which my Unhappy operatic publications 
had fallen in the hands of the court music-dealer Meser，who， 
seeing that money had to be continualy paid out，while nothing 
came in，reg&rded himself as 8a sacrificial ljamb whom 工 had 
lured to the slaughter.。 Yet he steadily refused all inspection 
of his books, maintaining that he thereby protected my property， 
as 8] 工 possessed having been confiscated,， it woud otherwise 
be seized at once， A pleasanter topie than this was 了 0o1ergr2. 
My friend had completed the pianoforte arrangement，and wa8 
already busy correcting the engravers proofs. 

By his enthusiastic advocacy of the water cure，Uhlig gained 
an infuence over me in another direction，and one which was 
of long duration. He brought me & book on the subject by 
a _ certain 及 ausse，which pleased me greatly，especially by it 
Tadical Principles，which had something of Keuerbach about 
them。 Its bold repudiation of the entire science of medicine， 
with all its quackeries，combined with ite advocacy of the 
siinplest natuzal processes by means of 8 methodical use of 
strengthening and refreshing water，quickly won my fervent 
8&dherence. 瑟 e maintained，for instance，that every genuine 
medicine can only act upon our organism ln 8o far as it 1i8 8 
poison，and is therefore not assimilated by our system; and 
proved，moreover，that men who had become weak owing to 8 
continuous absorption of medicine，had been cured by the 
famous Priesnitz，who had effectually driven out the poison 
contained in theiz bodies by expelling it through the skin。 工 
Daturally thought of the disagreeable sulphur baths 工 had 
taken during the spring，and to which 工 attributed my chronic 
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and severe state of irritability.。 JIn so doing 工 was probably 
not far wrong。 下 or a long while after this 工 did my best to 
expel this and all other poisons which 工 might have absorbed 
in the course of time, and by an exclusive water regimen restore 
my original healthy condition.  Uhlig asserted that by per- 
severing conscientiously in 8a Water cure，he was perfectly con- 
fdent of being abje to renew his own bodily health entirely， 
and my own faith in it also grew dally. 

At the end of July we started on an excurslon through the 
centre of Switzerland。 下 rom Brunnen, on the Lake of Lucerne， 
We proceeded via Beckenried to 了 ngelberg，from which place 
We crossed the wild Surenen- 了 ck, and on this occasion learned 
how to glide over the snow fairly easily.。 But in crossing 8& 
swollen mountain torrent Uhlig had the misfortune to fall into 
the water， By way of quieting my Uneasiness about him，he 
at once exclaimed that thig was 8 very good way of carrying 
out the water cure。 了 e made no fuss about the drying of his 
clothes，but simply spread thbem out in the sun，and in the 
meanwhile calmly promenaded about in a state of nature in 
the open air，protesting that thls novel form of exercise would 
do him good. We occupied the interval in discussing the im- 
portant problem of Beethoven”s theme construction，until，by 
way of a ]oke, Itold him that I could see Councillor Carns of 
Dresden coming up behind him with a party, which for a moment 
qulte frightened him. IThus with light hearts we reached the 
Reuss valley near Attinghausen，and in the evening wandered 
on 88 far 8s Amsteg，and the next morning，in spite of our 
great fatigue，at once visited the Madran valley. TIhere we 
climbed the Hiif glacier，whence we enjoyd a splendid view 
over 8n impresslive panorama of mountains，bounded at this 
point by the I5dy range. We returned the same day to Am- 
steg, and as we were both thoroughly tired out, 工 dissuaded my 
companion from attempting the ascent of the 玉 lausen 了 Pass 
to the Schachen valley，which we had planned for the following 
day,， and induced him to take the easier way home via Fliielen。 
When, early in August, my young friend，who was always calm 
and very deliberate in his manner, set out on his return journey 
to Dresden，I 工 could detect no signs of exhaustion about him. 
He was hoping on hia arrival to lighten the heavy burden of 
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life a little by undertaking the conductorship of the entr'acte 
music at the theatre，which he proposed to organise artistically， 
and thus set himself free from the oppressive and demoralising 
Service of the opera。 It was with sincere grief that 工 accom- 
panied him to the mail-coach，and he too seemed to be seized 
with sudden foreboding. As a matter of fact，this was the last 
time we ever met， 

But for the present we carried on an active correspondence， 
and 88 his communicationgs were always pleasant and enter- 
taining，and for a long time constituted almost my sole link 
with the outside world， 工 begged him to write me long letters 
88 often 88 possibje. As postage was expensive at that time， 
and voluminous jletters touched our pockets severely，Uhlig 
concelved the ingenious idea of using the parcel post for our 
Correspondence.。 As only packets of a certain weight might 
be sent in this way，8a German translation of Beaumarchais” 、 
1?garo，of which Uhlig possessed an ancient copy，enjoyed the 
singular destiny of acting 8s ballast for ourz letters to and fro. 
了 very time，therefore，that our epistles had swelled，to the 
requisite length，we announced them with the words: “下 igaro 
brings tidings to-day.… 

Uhlig meanwhile found much pleasure in tbhe Mazttjer7aurg om 
?iezie 87eide (A Communication to my Friends”)， which, im- 
mediately after our separation, 工 wrote as 8a preface to an edition 
of my three operas, the 玉 1segexder 玖 of1G7zder， TorauSser，and 
Zohpnen9r。 也 e was also amused to hear that Hirtel， who had 
accepted the book for publication on payment of ten louis dror， 
protested so vigorously against certain passages in this preface， 
which wounded his orthodoxy and political feelings，that 工 
thought seriously of giving the book to another firm.。 也 owever， 
he fnally persuaded me to give way, and 工 pacified his tender 
consclence by 8& few trifing alterations. 

With this comprehensive preface，which had occupied me 
during tbhe whole of the month of August，I hoped that my 
excUrslon into the realms of literature would be ended once and 
for all， However，as so0on 88 I began to think seriously about 
taking up the composition of .Jrzger Stzegfried，which I had 
promlsed for Weimar， 工 was sejzed with depressing doubts 
Which almost amounted to a positive reluctance to attempt 
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this work。 As 工 could not clearly discern the reason of this 
dejection， 工 coneluded that its source lay in the state of my 
health,，so I 工 determined one day to carry out my theories about 
the advantages of a water cure，which I had always propounded 
with great enthuslasm。 工 made due inquiries about a neigh- 
bouring hydropathic establishment，and informed my wife that 
I was going 0 在 to Albisbrunnen，which was situated about 
three mijles from our abode。 It was then about the middle of 
September，and 工 had made up my mind not to come back 
until 工 wa88 completely restored to health. 

Minna was quite frightened when 工 announced my intention， 
and looked upon it as another attempt on my part to abandon 
Imy home， 工 begged of her，however, to devote herself during 
my absence to the task of furnishing and arranging our DewW 
fat as comfortably as possible。 IThis，although small，was con- 
veniently situated on the ground foor of the Vordern Escher 
了 auser im Zeltweg. We had determined to move back to the 
town，on 8ccount of the great inconvenlence of the situation 
of our present quarters，especially during winter time。 卫 very- 
body, of course，was astonished at the idea of my undertaking &a 
water cure 80 late in the season。 Nevertheless, 工 soon succeeded 
in securing 8 fellow-patient. 工 was not fortunate enough to get 
也 erwegh，but Kate was kind in sending me Hermann Miiller， 
an ex-lieutenant in the Saxon Guards，and a former lover of 
Schroder-Devrient，who proved a most cheerful and pleasant 
companion。 It had become impossible for him to maintain his 
position in the Saxon army，and although he was not exactly 
a politieal refugee，every career Was closed to him in Germany， 
and yet he met with all the consideration of an exiled patriot 
when he came to Switzerland to try and make 8a fresh start in 
life。 We had seen a good deal of each other in my early Dresden 
days，and he soon felt at home in my house，where my wife 
aways gave him a warm welcome。 工 easlly persuaded him to 
follow me shortly to Albisbrunnen to Undergo 8 thorough treat- 
ment for an infrmity from which he was suffering， 工 estab- 
lished myself there as comfortably as I could, and 工 looked for- 
ward to excellent results。 The cure ltself was superintended 
in the usual superficial way by a Dr Brunner， whom my wife， 
on one of her visites to this place，promptly christened the 
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Water Jew,” and whom she heartily detested。 卫 arly at five 
o'clock in the moring 工 was wrappedsup and kept in a state of 
perspiration for several hours; after that 工 was plunged into 
an icy cold bath at a temperature of only four degrees;j then 
工 wa8 made to take a brisk walk to restore my circulation im 
the chilly air of late autumn， In addition 工 was kept on &a 
water diet; no wine，coffee，or tea was allowed; and thi8 
rlgime, in the dismal company of nothing but incurables，with 
dul evenings onljy enlivened by desperate attempts at gameg 
of whist，and the prohibition of all intellectual occupation， 
resulted in irritability and overwrought nerves。 工 led thbis life 
for nine weeks，but 工 was determined not to give in until 工 felt 
that every kind of drug or poison 工 had ever absorbed into my 
8ystem had been brought to the surface。 As I considered that 
wine wW88 most dangerous， 工 presumed that my system stil 
contained many Unassimilatedq substances which 工 had absorbed 
at various dinner-parties at Sulzer's，and which must evaporate 
in profuse perspiration。 This life, so full of privations，which 
I led in rooms miserably furnished with common deal and the 
Usual rustic appointments of a Swiss perslomn awoke in me by 
way of contrast an insuperable longing for a cosy and comfort- 
able home; indeed，as the year went on，this longing became 
a passionate desire，。 My imagination was for ever picturing 
to itself the manner and style in which a house or a dwelling 
ought to be appointed and arranged, in order to keep my mind 
pleasantly free for artistic creation。 

At thia time symptoms of a possible improvement in Imy 
position appeared. 玉 arl Ritter，unfortunately for himself， 
wrote to me from Stuttgart while 工 was at the hydro，de- 
scribing his own private attempts to secure the benefite of a 
water cure 一 not by means of baths, but by drinking quantitles 
of water。 工 had found out that it was moast dangerous to drink 
large quantities of water without Undergoing the rest of the 
treatment 80 工 implored 了 arl to submit to the regular course， 
and not to have an effeminate fear of privations，and to come 
at once to Albisbrunnen， He took me at my word，and to my 
great delight arrived in 8a few days time at Albisbrunnen 
Theoretically he was flled with enthusiasm for hydropathy， 
bnf he soon objected to it 也 practice ; and he denounced the 
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use of cold milk as indigestible and against the dictates of 
Nature，88 mother'e milk wasg alwaysg warm。 He found the 
cold packs and the cold baths too exciting，and preferred 
treating himself in a comfortable and pleasant way behind the 
doctor's back. He soon discovered & wretched confectioner 8 
shop in the neighbouring village, and when he was caught buy- 
ing cheap pastry on the sl]y，he was very angry， He soon grew 
perfectly miserable，and would fain have escaped，had not &a 
certain feeling of honour prevented him from doing so0. IThe 
Dews reached him here of the sudden death of a rich uncle，who 
had left a considerable fortune to every member of 及 arls 
family. His mother, in telling him and me of the improvement 
in her position，declared that she was nowW able to assure me 
the income which the two families of Laussot and Ritter had 
offered me some time ago， Thus 工 stepped into an annual 
income of two thousand four hundred marks for as long 8as 工 
Tequired it，and into partnership with the 了 Ritter family. 

This happy and encouraging turn of events made me decide 
to complete my original sketeh of the Ntibeuwngen， and to bring 
it out in our theatres without paying any regard to the practica- 
bility of ite various parts。 JIn order to do this 工 felt that 工 
_ must free myself from all obligations to the management of 
the Weimar theatre。 工 had already drawn six hundred marks 
88]ary from this source，but 及 arl was enchanted to place this 
sum at my disposal in order that I might return lt。 工 sent the 
money back to Weimar with a letterz expressing my most grate- 
fu acknowledgments to the management for their conduct 
towards me，&nd at the same time 工 wrote to Liazt，glving him 
the fullest particulars of my great plan，and explaining how 工 
felt abeolutely compelled to carry it out. 

Laiszt，in his reply，told me how delighted he was to know 
that I was now in 8 position to undertake such a remarkable 
Work，whbich he considered in every respect worthy of me 这 
onljy on account of ite surprising originality. 工 began to 
breathe freely at last，because 工 had always felt that it 六 88 
merely self-deception on my part to maintain that it would be 
possibje to produce Juwnger gzegfrmed with the limited means at 
the disposal of even the best German thbeatre. 

My water cure and the hydropathie establishment became 
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more and more distasteful to me; 工 longed for my work，and 
the desire to get back to it made me quite il 工 tried obeti- 
Dately to conceal from myself that the object of my cure had 
entirely falled; indeed, it had realy done me more harm thban 
good，for although the evil secretions had not returned，my 
whole body seemed terribly emaciated。 工 considered that 工 
had had quite enough of the cure，and comforted myself with 
the hope that 工 should derive benefit from it in the future。 
I accordingly left the hydropathice establishment at the end of 
November。 Miiller was to follow me in a few days，but 了 ar]， 
wishing to be consistent，was determined to remain until he 
perceived &a similar result in himself to the one 工 had experi- 
enoed or pretended 工 had experienced。 工 was much pleased 
with the way ip which Minna had arranged our new jittje Hat 
in Ziirich。 She had bought a large and luxurious divan，8sev- 
er8al carpets for the foor and various dainty jlittle luxuries，and 
in the back room my writing-table of common deal was cov- 
ered with a green tablecloth and draped with soft green sikk 
curtains，8all of which my friends admired immensely。 工 his 
table，at which 工 worked continually，travelled with me to 
Parig，and when II left that city 工 presented it to Blandine 
Olivier，Liszt'8 elder daughter，who had it conveyed to the 
lttle country house at St，Tropaz，belonging to her husband， 
Where，I believe， it stands to thisg day。 工 was very glad to 
receive my Ziirich friends in my new home，which was so Imuch 
Imore conveniently situated than my former one;j only 工 quite 
spoilt al my hospitajity for a long time by my fanatical aglita- 
tion for a water diet and my polemics against the evils of wine 
and other intoxicating drinks.。 Iadopted what seemed almost 
aa newW kind of religion : when 工 was driven into 8 corner by 
Sulzer and 再 erwegh, the latter of whom prided himself on his 
knowjledge of chemistry andq physiology，about tbhe absurdity 
of Rausse's theory of the poisonous qualities contained in wine， 
I found refuge in the moral and ssthetie motive which made 
me regard the enjoyment of wine a8 an evil and barbarous suhb- 
sbtute for the ecstatie state of mind which love alone should 
produce。 工 maintained that wine，even 让 not taken in excess， 
contained quajlities producing a state of intoxication which a 
Ian 80ught iD order to raise his spirite，but that onl]y he who 
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experienced the intoxication of love could raise his spirits in 
the noblest sense of the word. TIhis led to a diseussion on the 
modern relations of the sexes，whereupon I commented on the 
almost brutal manner in which men kept aloof from women 
in Switzerland。 Sulzer said he would not at all objecet to the 
intoxication Tesulting from intercourse with women，but in his 
opinion the di 全 culty lay in procuring this by faiz means. 
卫 erwegh was inclined to agree with my paradoxz，but remarked 
that wine had nothing whatever to do with it, that it was simp]ly 
an excellent and strengthening food，which，according to Ana- 
creon， 8greed very well with the ecstasy of love。 As my friends 
studied me and my condition more closely，they felt they had 
Teason to be very anxious about my foolish and obetinate ex- 
travagancesg。 工 ljooked terribly pale and thin; 工 hardly slept 
at al]l，and in everything 工 did 工 betrayed a strange excite- 
ment. Although eventually sleep almost entirely forsook me， 
I still pretended that 工 had never been so wel or so cheerful 
in my 1ife，and 工 continued on the coldest winter mornings to 
take my cold baths，and plagued my wife to death by making 
her show me my way out with a lantern for the prescribed 
early moring walk. 

工 was in this state when the printed copies of Oper md DramQ 
reached me，8and 工 devoured rather than read them with an 
eccentric joy。 工 think that the delightful consciousness of now 
being able to say to myself，and prove to the satisfaction of 
everybody，and even of Minna，that 工 had at last completely 
freed myself from my hateful career 88 conductor and opera 
composer，brought about thisg immoderate excitement. 入 obody 
had a right to make the demands upon me which two years ago 
had made me so miserable， 工 he income which the Ritters had 
assUred me for life，and the object of which was to 外 ve me 8D0 
absolutely free hand，also contributed to my present state of 
mind， and made me feel confdence in everytbing 工 undertook. 
Although my plans for the present seemed to exclude all pos- 
sibility of being realised，thanks to the indifference of an in- 
artistice public，still II could not help inwardqdly cherishing the 
idea that 工 should not be for ever addressing only the paper 
on Which 工 wrote 工 anticipated that before long 8 great re- 
action would set in with regard to the publie and everything 
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connected with our social life, and I believed that in my boldqly 
plannedq work there lay just the right material to supply the 
changed conditiongs and real needs of the new publice whose 
relation to art would be completely altered with what was re- 
quired。 As these bold expectations had arisen in my mind 
in consequence of my observations of the state of society ji 
general， 工 naturally could not say much about them to my 
friends。 工 had not mistaken the signifcance of the general 
collapse of the political movements，but felt that their real 
weakness lay in the inadequate though sincere expression of 
thbeir cause，and that the soclial movement，8o far from losing 
ground by its political defeat，had，on the contrary，gained in 
energy and expanslion。 工 based my opinion upon the experience 
工 had had during my last visit to Paris，when 工 had attended， 
among other things，a political meeting of the so-called social 
democratie party. ITheir general behaviour made a great im- 
pression upon me; the meeting took place in 8 temporary ball 
called Salle de la Fraternit6 in the Faubourg St，Denis; six 
thousand men were present，and their conduct，far from being 
noisy and tumujtuous, 人 lled me with a sense of the concentrated 
energy and hope of this new party。 Ihe speeches of the prinei- 
pal orators of the extreme left of the Assemblke Nationale 
astonished me by their oratorical fights as well as by their 
evident confdence in the future. As this extreme party w88 
gradually strengthening itself against everything that was being 
done by the reactionary party then in power，and all the old 
liberals had joined these social democrats publicly and had 
adopted their electioneering programme， it was ea8y to see that 
in Paris，at all events，they would have a decided majority at 
the impending elections for the year 1852，and especially in 
the nomination of the President of the Republic. My own 
opinions about this were shared by the whole of France，and 让 
seemed that the year 1852 Was destined to witness aa very 
important reaction which was naturally dreaded by the other 
party，who jlooked forward with great apprehension to the 
&pproaching catastrophe， 工 he condition of the other 了 uropean 
states，who suppressed every laudable impulse with brutal stu- 
pidity，convinced me that elsewhere too this state of af 人 fairs 
would not continue long，and every one 8seemed to look for- 
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Ward with great expectations to the decision of the following 
ye8r. 

I had discussed the general situation with my friend Uhlig， 
a8 well as the e 人 fcacy of the water-cure system;j he bad just 
come home fresh from orchestral rehearsals at the Dresden 
theatre，and found it very di 伍 cult to agree to 8 drastic change 
in human affairs or to have any faith in it 也 e assured me that 
TI ecould not concelve how miserable and mean people were in 
general]，but 工 managed to delude him into the belief that the 
year 1852 would be pregnant with great and important events. 
Our opinions on this subject were expressed in the correspond- 
ence Which was once more diligently forwarded by Raqgaro. 

Whenever we had to complain of any meanness or untoward 
circumstance， 工 always reminded him of this year，80 great 
with fate and hope，and at the same time 工 hinted that we had 
better look forward quite calmly to the time when the great 
“upheaval ”should take place，as only then，when no one else 
knew what to do，could we step in and make a start. 

工 can hardly express how deeply and firmly this hope had 
taken possession of me, and I can only attribute all my confdent 
opinions and declarations to the increased excitement of my 
DervVes。 工 be news of the couPp Cltat of the 2nd of December 
in 了 aris seemed to me 8bsolutely inceredible，and I thought the 
world was surely comjing to an endq。 When the news was con- 
frmed，and events which no one believed could ever happen 
had apparently occurred and seemed likely to be permanent， 工 
gave the whole thing up like a riddle which it was beneath me 
to unravel and turned away in disgust from the contemplation 
of this puzzling world， As a playful reminiscence of our hopes 
of the year 1852, I suggested to Uhlig that in our correspondence 
during that year we should ignore ite_ existence and should 
date our jetters December '51，in consequence of which this 
_8alid month of December seemed of eternal duration。 

Soon afterwards 工 was overpowered by an extraordinary 
depression in which，somehow，the disappointment about the 
turn of political events and the reaction created by my ex- 
aggerated water cure，almost ruined my health. 工 perceived 
the triumphant return of al the disappointing signs of reaction 
which excluded every high ideal from intellectual life, and from 
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which 工 badq hoped the shocks and fermentations of the past 
few years had freed us for ever， 工 prophesied thbat the time Was 
approaching when intellectually we should be such paupers 
that the appearance of a new book from the pen of Heinrich 
Heine would create quite a sensation. When，8&a short time 
afterwards，the 刃 omaycero appeared from the pen of thbis poet 
who had fallen into almost complete neglect，and was very well 
reviewed by the newspaper critics, I laughed aloud; as a matter 
of fact，I suppose 工 am among the very few Germans who have 
never even looked at this book，which，by the way， is said to 
possess great merit. 

I 工 was now compelled to pay 8a great deal of attention to my 
physical condition，as it gave me Itch cause for anxiety and 
necessitated a complete change in my methods. 工 iptroduced 
this change very gradually and with the co-operation of my 
friends。 My circle of acquaintances had widened consliderably 
this winter，8&although 玉 arl Ritter，who had escaped from 
Albisbrunnen a week after my own departure and had tried to 
settle in our Delighbourhood，ran of 他 to Dresden，as he found 
Ziirieh much too slow for his youthful spirite。 A certain family 
of tbhbe name of Wesendonck，who had settled in Ziirich a short 
time before，sought my acquaintance，and took Up their abode 
in the same quarters in the 也 intern 了 scherhaiuser where 工 had 
lived when 工 first came to Ziirieh，。 TIhey had taken the fat 
there on thbe recommendation of the famous Marschall von 
Bieberstein，who moved in after me in consequence of the 
revolution in Dresden。 工 remember，on tbhe evening of a party 
there, that 工 displayed uncontroled excitement in a discusslion 
with 了 Professor Osenbriick. 工 tormented him with my per- 
sistent paradoxes all through supper to such an extent that he 
positively loathed me，and ever afterwards carefujly avoided 
comjng into contact with me. 

工 he acqualintance with the Wesendoncks was the means of . 
giving Ime the entrke to a delightful home，which in point of 
comdfort was 8 great contrast to the usual run of houses in 
Ziirich。 Herr Otto Wesendonck，who was 8a few years younger 
than 工 was，had amassed 8 considerable fortune through a 
partnership in 8 silk business in New York，and seemed to 
make all his plans subservient to the wishes of the young wife 
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whom he had married a few years before.。 They both came 
from the Lower 了 hine country，and，like al the inhabitants of 
those partes，were fair haired. As he was obliged to take up 
his abode in some part of 卫 urope which was convenient for 
the furtherance of his business in New York，he chose Ziirich， 
presumably because of ite German character，1in preference to 
Lyons。 During the previous winter they had both attended 
the performance of a symphony of Beethoven under my conp- 
ductorship，and kmnowing what 8 sensation thisg performance 
had aroused in Ziiriceh，they thought it would be desirable to 
include me in their circle of friends. 

About this time 工 was persuaded to Undertake the director- 
ship of the augmented orchestra in view of the performance of 
some musical masterpieces at three concerts to be given early 
in the new year Under the auspices of the 8$ocei6t6 Musicale on 
conditions arTanged in advance. 

It gave me infinite pleasure on one of these occaslons to con- 
duet an excellent performance of Beethoven;s musie to 鳌 gzmozit. 
As Herwegh was 80 anxious to hear some of my own mtsic 工 
gave the Tan7jiaLser Overture，88 工 told him，entirely to please 
him，and 工 prepared a deseriptive Programme 88 a guide。， 工 
8lso succeeded in giving 8n excellent rendering of the 
Cort0lats Overture, to which 工 had also written an explana- 
tory programme,， All thls was taken up with so much sym- 
pathy and enthusiasam by my friends that 工 was induced to 
accede to tbhe request of LOwe，who was at that time manager 
of the heatre，and implored me to give 8 performance of the 
Zaeqgerder 瓦 order。 下 or the sake of my friends 工 agreed 
to enter into negotiations with the opera company，an Under- 
taking which，though lt only lasted a very short time，wWas 
exceedingly objectionablje， It ls true thbat humane considera- 
tions animated me 8a8 well，as the performance was for the 
benefit of Schbneck，a young conductor，whose real talent for 
his art had completely won me over to him. 

The eforts which this unaceustomedqd excursion into the 
reglong of opera rehearsals，etc.，cost me，greatly contributed 
to the overwrought state of my nerves，and 工 was obliged，ip 
splte of al]l my rooted prejudices against qdoctors， to break faith 
with myself and，in accordance with the Wesendonck's special 
recommendation，to place myself in thbhe hands of Dr， 了 abhn- 
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卫 scher，who，by his gentle manner and soothing ways，suc- 
ceeded after a time in bringing me into 8a healthier condition. 

ljonged to get well enough to be able to take in hand the 
completion of my combined Ntbewzigem poem。 了 Before I could 
summon Up the courage to begin,， 工 thought 工 would wait for 
the spring， and in the meanwhile 工 oececupied myself with a few 
trifies，amongst other things a letter to Liszt on the founding 
of a Goethe Institution (Goethe tftau9g)，stating my ideas on 
thbe necessity of founding a German National Theatre，as also 
& 8econd jletter to 上 ranz Brendel about the line of thought 
which in my opinion should be taken up in founding a new 
musical journal. 

I recollect a _ visit from 了 Henri Vieuxtemps at this time，who 
came to Ziirich with Belloni to give an evening concert，and he 
again delighted me and my friends with his violin playing. 

With the approach of spring 工 was agreeably surprised by & 
visit from 玉 ermapn Franck，with whom 工 had an interesting 
conversation about the general course of events since 工 had lost 
slght of him. 

In_ his quiet way he expressed his astonishment at the en- 
thusiastic manner in which I had got mixed up in the Dresden 
revolution。 As 工 quite misunderstood his remark，he ex- 
plained that he thought me capable of enthusiasm in every- 
thling，but he could hardqly credit me with having taken 8a 
serlous part in anything so foolish as trivial matters of that kind. 
工 now learned for the first time what the prevalent opinion wasg 
about these much-maligned occurrences in Germany，and 工 waas 
in 8a position to defend my poor friend Rickel，who had been 
branded as 8a coward，and to put not only his conduct but also 
my own in a different light to that in which it had been regarded 
hitherto even by Hermann Franck，who afterwards expressed 
his sincere regret that he had so misunderstood us. 

With Rbckel himself，whose sentence had by royal mercy 
been commnuted to lifelong imprisonment，I 工 carried on at this 
time 8 correspondence，the character of which soon showed 
that his life was Imore cheerful and happy in hig enforced 
captivity thban mine with ite hopelessness，in spite of the free- 
dom 工 enjoyed. 

At last the month of May arrived, and I felt Ineeded change

of air in the country in order to strengthen my weakened nerves 
and carry out my plans in regard to poetry。 We found a fairly 
comfortable zted-0-terre on the Rinderknecht estate， 工 his was 
situated halfway up the Ziirich Berg, and we were able to enjoy 
an Blfresco meal on the 22nd of May 一 my thirty-ninth birth- 
day 一 With a lovely view of the lake and the distant Alps. Un- 
fortunately a period of incessant rain set iD which scarcely 
stopped throughout the whole summer， so that 工 had the great- 
est struggle to resist its depressing infhuence。 瑟 owever， 工 soon 
got to work，and as 工 had begun to carry out my great plan 
by beginning at the end and going backwards，I continued on 
the same lines with the beginning as my go8al. Consequently， 
after I had completed the Sieqfrieds Tod and vvunger Seg- 
frved, 工 next attacked one of the principal subjects, the 你 aure， 
which was to follow the introductory prelude of the 尺 jexmIo1d. 
In this way I completed the poem of the 人 太 ajpiire by the end of 
June。 At the same time 工 wrote the dedication of the score 
of my 也 ojengrim to 工 iszt，as well as 8 zhymed snub to an Un- 
provoked attack on my 丸 jxegender ol1inder ip 8a Swiss news- 
paper。 A very disagreeable incident in connection with 也 er- 
wegh pursued me to my retreat in the country。 One day a cer- 
tain Herr 了 aug，who described himself as an ex-Roman general 
of Mazzini's time, introduced himself to me with a view of form- 
ing 8 sort of conspiracy against him，on behalf，as he said，of 
the deeply offended family of the“unfortunate lyric poet ”; 
however，be did not succeed in getting any asslstance from Ime. 
A much pleasanter incident was 8 long visit from Julia，the 
eldest daughter of my revered friend Erau Ritter，who had 
married ummer, the young Dresden chamber musiclan，whose 
health seemed so entirely undermined that they were going to 
consult a celebrated hydropathie doctor who practised only a few 
mijles from Ziirich。 工 now had a _ good opportunity of abusing 
this water cure about which my young friends were 80 eager， 
and bad always believed that 工 was perfectly mad on it also. 
But we left the chamber musician to his fate, and rejolced at thbe 
long and pleasant visit of our amiable and charming young 
friend. 

As 工 was quite satisfied with the success of my work，and the 
weather was exceptionally cold and rainy，we made up our 
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minds to return to our cosy winter residence in Ziirich at the 
end of June.。 工 was resolved to stay there until the appear- 
ance of some real summer weather，when 工 intended to take a 
walking tour over the Alps，which 工 felt would be of great 
advantage to my health. 了 erwegh bad promilsed to accom- 
pany me，but as he was apparently prevented from doing so, 工 
started alone in the middle of July，after arranging with my 
travelling companion to meet me in Valais。 工 began my walk- 
ing tour at Alpnach，on the Lake of Lucerne， and my plan was 
to wander by unfrequented paths to the principal pointe of 
the Bernese Oberland.。 工 worked pretty hard，paying a visit， 
for instance，to the Faulhormn，which at tbat time was con- 
sidered a very di 伍 cult mountain to climb， When 工 reached 
tbhe hospice on the Grimsel by the Hasli 工 hal, 工 asked the host， 
8 fine，stately-looking man，about the ascent of the Siedelhorn. 
He recommended me one of his servants 88 8 guide，a rough， 
sinister-looking man，who，instead of taking the usual zig-Zag 
paths up the mountain，led me up in a bee line， and 工 rather 
suspected he intended to tire me out.，、 At the top of the Siedel- 
horn 工 was delighted to cateh a glimpse，on one side，of the 
centre of the Alps，whose giant backs alone were turned to Us; 
and on he other slide,，a sudden panorama of the Italian Alps， 
withb Mont Blanc and Monte Rosa。 工 had been careful to take 
a Small bottle of champagne with me following the example of 
了 Prince Piickler when he made the ascent of Snowdon ; Unfor- 
tunately， 工 could not think of anybody whose health 工 could 
drink. We now descended vast snow-fieljds，over which my 
guide slid with mad haste on hisg alpenstock; 工 contented my- 
self with jeaning carefully on the iron point of mine，and 
coming down at aa moderate pace. 

I arrived at Obergestelen dead tired，and stayed there two 
days，to rest and await the arrival of 也 erwegh. JInstead of 
comling himself，however，8 letter arrived from him which 
dragged me down from my lofty communings with the Alps 
to the humdrum consideration of the unpleasant situation in 
whbich my unhappy friend found himself as a result of the 
incident 工 have already described. He feared that 工 bad 
allowed myself to be taken in by his adversary，and had conse- 
quently formed an unfavourable opinion of him。 II told him 
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to make his mind easy on that secore，and to meet me again, 让 
possible，in Italian Switzerland. So 工 set out for the ascent 
of the Gries glacier，andq the climb across the pass to the 
southern side of the Alps, in the company of my sinister guide 
alone。 During tbe ascent an extremely sad sight kept meeting 
my eyes;j an epidemie of foot-rot had broken out among 
cows in the Upper Alps，and several herds passed me in single 
fle on their way to the valley，where they were going to be 
docetored. The cows had become 8so lean that they looked like 
skeletons, and dragged themselves pitiably down the slopes, and 
the smiling country with the fat meadow-land seemed to take 
8 savage delight in gazing on this sad pilgrimage。 At the foot 
of the glacier，which stood out sheer and steep before me 工 
felt so depressed，and my nerves Were 80 overwrought，that 工 
said 工 wished to turn back.， 工 was thereupon met by the coarse 
sarcasm of my guide，who seemed to scoff at my weakness。 My 
consequent anger braced up my nerves，8and 工 prepared myseI 
at once to climb the steep walls of ice as qulckly as possible，so 
that this time it was he who found di 鱼 culty in keeping up 
with me We accomplished the walk over the back of the 
glaclier，which lasted nearly two hours，under di 值 culties which 
caused even this native of Grimsel anxiety，at least on his own 
account。 resh snow had fallen，which partially concealed the 
creva88e8，8nd prevented one from recognising the dangerous 
spots.。 工 he guide，of course，had to precede Ime here，to ex- 
amine the path. We arrived at jast at the opening of the upper 
valley which gives on to the 上 ormazza vajley, to which a steep 
cutting，covered with snow and ice， led.， Here my guide again 
began his dangerous game of conducting me straight over the 
steepest slopes instead of going in 8 safe zig-z8g; in this way 
we reached a precipitous moraine，where 工 saw such Unavoid- 
able danger ahead，that 工 insisted upon my guide going back 
with me some distance，Until we struck a path that 工 had 
noticed which was not 8o steep. He was obliged to give in， 
much against the grain。 工 wa8s deeply impressed by the first 
slgns of cujltivation that we saw in our descent from the desolate 
wilds.。 工 he first scanty meadow-land accessible to cattle wasg 
called the Bettel-Matt，and the first person we met wa8 8 mar- 
mot hunter. The wild scenery was 800on enlivened by the 
marvellous swirl and headljong rush of a mountain river called 
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the Tosa，which at one spot breaks into a superb waterfall with 
three distinct branches。 After the moss and reeds had，in the 
course of our continuous descent，given Place to grass and 
meadows, and the shrubs had been replaced by pine trees， we at 
last arrived at tbhe goal of our day's journey，the village of 
Pommath，caljled Formazza by the Italian popujation，which 18 
situated in a charming valley. Here，for thbe first time in my 
]ife, 工 had to eat roast marmot.， After having paid my guide， 
and sent him on his homeward ]ourney， 工 started alone on the 
following morning on my further descent of the valey, although 
工 had only partially recovered from my fatigue，owing to lack 
of sleep. It was not until the November of this year，when the 
whole of Switzerland was thrown into 8& state of consternation 
by the news that the Grimsel inn had been set fire to by the 
host himself，who hoped by this means to obtain the renewal 
of the lease from the authorities，that 工 learned my life had 
been in danger Under the guidance of this man。 As soon 88 
his crime was discovered, the hoast drowned himself in the little 
lake，on the borders of which the inn is situated。 The serving- 
man，however，whom he had bribed to arrange the fre，was 
caught and punished。 工 kmnew by the name that he was the same 
man that the worthby innkeeper had given me as companion on 
my sojlitary journey across the glacier pass，and 工 heard at the 
same ftirme that two travellers from Frankfort had perished on 
the same pass 8 short time before my own journey. 工 conse- 
quently reallised that 工 had in 8 realy remarkablje manner 
escaped 8a fatal danger which had threatened me. 

工 shall never forget my impressions of my journey through 
the continually descending valley. 工 was partiecularljy aston- 
18hed at the southern vegetation which suddenly spreads out 
before one on climbing down from a steep and narrow rocky 
pass by which the Tosa is confined， 工 arrived at Domodossola 
in the afternoon in 8& blaze of sunshine，and 工 was remindqed 
here of a charming comedy by an author whose name 工 have 
forgotten，whlich 工 had once seen performed with a refinement 
worthy of Platen，and to which my attention had been drawn 
by 卫 duard Devrient in Dresden。 TIhe scene of the play was 
jaid i Domodossola，and described exactly the impressiongs 
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I myself received on coming down from the Northern Alps into 
Italy，which suddenly burst upon one's gaze。 工 shall also never 
forget my first simnple, but extremely well-served, Italian qinner. 
Although 工 was too tired to walk any further that day， 工 waas 
very limpatient to get to the borders of Lake Maggiore，and 
I _ accordingly arranged to drive in a one-horse chaisge，which 
was to take me on the same evening as far as Baveno。 Ifelt 
80 contented while bowjling along in my little vehicle that 工 
reproached myself for want of consideration in having rudely 
declined the offer of company which an o 人 鱼 cer passing through 
the Vetturino made me by means of the driver. 工 admired the 
daintiness of the house decorations and the pleasant faces of 
the people in the pretty villages 工 passed through. A young 
mother，strolling along and singing as she spun tbe fax，with 
her baby in her arms，8lso made 8 never-to-be-forgotten im- 
Pression on me Soon after sunset 工 caught sight of the Borro- 
mean Islands rising gracefully out of Lake Maggiore,， and again 
could not sleep for excitement at the thought of what 工 might 
see on the following day. TIhe next morning the visit to the 
islands themselves dejighted me so much that I could not under- 
stand how 工 had managed to come upon anything so cbarming， 
and wondered what would resujt from it After stopping only 
one day, Ileft thbe place with the feeling that 工 had now to flee 
from something to which 工 did not belong，and went round 
Lake Maggiore，up past Socarno，to Bellinzona，where 工 was 
once 8gain on Swiss 8oil; from there 工 proceeded to Lugano， 
iptending, 过 工 folowed out my original plan of travel， to stay 
there some time. But 工 soon suffered from the intense heat ; 
even bathing in the sun-scorched lake was not refreshing. 
Apart from the dirty furniture，whbich included the Denksopjha 
(thinking sofa”) from the Crowds by Aristophanes， 工 was 
suUmptuously lodged in a palatial building，which in the winter 
8erved as the government house of the canton of Tessin，but 
in the sumrmer was Used 88 & hotel. 也 owever, 工 soon fell again 
into the condition that had troubled me so long，and prevented 
me from taking any rest，owing to Imy extreme nervous strain 
and excitement，whenever 工 felt disposed to ldlje pleasantly. 
工 had_ taken a good many books with me，8and proposed 
to entertain myself with Byron.。 Unfortunately lt required &a

great effort on my part to take any pleasure in hisg works，and 
the di 伍 culty of doing so incereased when 工 began to read his 
Dom Juwaz。 After a few days” time 工 began to wonder why 工 
had come，and what 工 wanted to do here，when suddenly 
了 erwegh wrote 88ying that he and several friends intended to 
join me at this place。 A mysterious instinct made me telegraph 
to my wife to come also. She obeyed my call with surprising 
alacrity，and arrived unexpectedly in the middle of the night， 
after travelling by post-chaise across the St， Gotthard 了 ass. 
She was so fatigued that she at once fell into a sound sleep 
on the Denjsopha，from Which the fiercest storm that 工 ever 
remember failed to awaken her， On the following day my 
Ziirieh friends arrived.。 

Herwegh's chief companion was Dr. Francoigs Wile， 工 had 
]earned to know him some time before at 了 erwegh's house : 
his chlief characteristics were & face much scarred in students” 
duels，and a great tendency to witty and outspoken remarks. 
He had recently been staying near Meilen on the Lake of Ziirich， 
and he often asked me to visit him tbere with Herwegh. Here 
We 8awW 8omething of the habits and customs of a 瑟 amburg 
household，which was kept up ip a fairly prosperous style by 
his wife，the daughter of Herr Sloman，a wealthy shipowner. 
Although in reality he remained a student all his life，he had 
made himselft a position and formed a large circle of acquaint- 
ances by editing a 也 amburg political newspaper. He was a 
brjlliant conversationalist，and was considered good company. 
He seemed to have taken up with Herwegh with the object of 
overcoming the latter's antipathy to Alpine climbing，and hils 
consequent reluctance to Undertake it. 也 e himself had made 
preparations to walk over the Gotthard Pass with a Professor 
了 ichelberger, and tbhis had made 再 erwegh furious, as he declared 
that walking tours were only permissiblje where it was impos- 
sjble to drive, and not on these broad highways。 After making 
an excUrsion into the neighbourhood of Lugano，during which 
J got heartily sick of the childqish sound of the church bells，so 
common in Italy， 工 persuaded my friends to go with me to the 
了 Borromean Islands，which 工 was longing to see again。 During 
the steamer trip on Lake Maggiore，we met a delicate-looking 
Iman With 8 long cavalry moustache，whom in Private Was 
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humourously dubbed General 也 aynau，and the distrust with 
Which we affected to treat him Was 8 8ource of some amusement 
to Us。 

We soon found that he was an extremely good-natured 
了 anoverian Dnobleman，who had been travelling about Italy 
for some time for pleasure，and who was able to give Us very 
useful information concerning intercourse with the Italians. 
His advice w8&8 of great service when we were visiting the 
Borromean Islands，where my acquaintances parted from my 
wife and myself to travel back by the nearest route，whereas we 
intended proceeding further across the Simplon and through 
Le Valais to Chamounix. 

From the fatigue my tour had so far occasioned me，I felt 
thbat it would be some time before 工 started on a similar one 
again。 工 was therefore eager to see what was best worth seeing 
in Switzerland as thoroughly as possible now that 工 bad the 
chance。 Moreover， 工 was just then，and indeed had been for 
some time，in that impressionable humour from which 工 might 
anticipate important resujlts to myself from novel scenery，and 
I did not like to miss Mont Blanc。 A view of it was attended 
with great di 伍 culties，amongst which may be mentioned our 
arrival by night at Martigny，where，owing to the crowded 
state of the hotels，we were everywhere refused accommodation， 
and it was only on account of a little intrigue between a postillion 
and 8 Imaldservant that we found clandestine shelter for the 
nlght in & private house from which thbe owners Were absent. 

We dutifully visited the so-called Mer de Gace in the Val de 
Chamounix and the Flkgare，from which 工 obtained a most 
impressive view of Mont Blanc. 本 oweverz，my imagination 
WaS ]ess busied with the ascent of that peak than with the 
spectacle 工 beheld when erossing the Col des Gants，as the 
great elevation that we attained did not appeal to me so muceh 
8a8 the unbroken and sublime wildness of the latter。 or some 
time 工 cherished the iptention of undertaking just one more 
venture of the kind。 While descending the 上 ltgere，Minna had 
a fall and sprainedq her ankle ; the consequence of this wa8 80 
painful as to deter us from any further adventures。 We there- 
fore saw ourselves forced to hasten on our journey home via 
Geneva。 
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But even from this more important and grander expedition， 
and almost the onljy one 工 hbad ever undertaken purely for 
Tecreation， returned with &a strangely unsatisfied feeling，and 
I ecould not resist the longing {for somethbhing deceisive in the 
distance, that would give a fresh direction to my jife. 

On reaching home 工 found announcements of a new and quite 
different turn in my destiny.。 工 hese consisted of inquiries and 
commissions from various German thbeatres anxious to produce 
Taz7z1jaalser。 Ihe first to apply was the Schwerin Court 
Theatre.。 了 且 5ckel's youngest 8sister，who afterwards married 
the actor Moritz (whom 工 had known from my earliest youth )， 
had now come to Germany as & youthful singer from 了 ngland， 
where she had been educated， She had given such an enthusi- 
astic account of the impresslion produced upon her by Zazrm- 
AnaLser at Weimar，to an 0 全 cial at the theatre there named 
Stocks，who held the position of treasurer,， that he bad studied 
the opera most assiduously，and had now induced the manage- 
ment to Undertake to produce it. 工 he theatres at Breslau， 
Prague， and Wiesbaden soon followedq; at the last of these my 
old friend Louis Schindelmneisgser was acting 88 conductor. In 
a short time other theatres followedq suit; but 工 was most 
astonished wbhen the Berlin Court Theatre made inquiries 
through its new Ianager，Herr von 了 iilsen。 rom this last 
incident Ifelt justifed in assuming that the Crown Princess of 
Prusslia，who had always bad a friendly feeling towards me， 
fostered by my faithful friend Alwine Frommann，bhad again 
been intensely interested by the performance of TarwzhiiaLser at 
Weimar，and had given the impetus to these Unexpected 
developments. 

Whilst 工 was rejoicing over commissions from the smaller 
theatres，those of the largest German stage were & 8ource of 
anXiety。 工 knew tbhat at the former there were zealous con- 
ductors，devoted to Ime，who had certainly been roused by the 
desire of having the opera performed ;ji in Berlin，on the other 
hand，matters were quite different。 The only other conduetor 
besides Iaubert，whom 工 bad known previously as a man devoid 
of talent，and at the same time very conceited，was Heinrich 
Dorn，of whom 工 retained most unpleasant recollectlons from 
my earjjest years and from our joint stay in Riga 工 felt 
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littlje drawn towards either of these，nor did 工 perceive any 
possibility of undertaking the direction of my own work;i and 
from my knowledge of their capabilities as well as of their jj- 
will 工 had every reason to question any successful rendering of 
my opera Under their conductorship. Being an exile， 工 was 
unable to go to Berlin in person in order to supervise my work， 
80 工 immediately begged Listz's permisslion to nominate him 
as Iny representative and aller eqgo, to which he willingly agreed. 
When I 工 afterwards made Liszt's appointment one of my con- 
ditions，objection was Taised on the part of the general manager 
at Berlin on the score thbat the nomination of 8a Weimar 
conductor would be regarded as a gross insult to the Prussian 
court conductors， and 工 must consequently desist from demand- 
jing 让 “IThereupon prolonged negotiations ensued with a view 
to compromising the matter，which resulted in the production 
of Toyxmjiuser at Berlin being considerably delayed. 

了 owever，while 了 TaxiaLser wa8s now Tapidly spreading to 
the middleclass German theatres， 工 became 8a prey to great 
uneasiness 8 to the quality of these performances，and could 
never get a very clear idea of thbem。 As my presence Was pro- 
hibited everywhere， 工 had recourse to a very detailed pamphlet 
which was to serve 88 8 guide to thbe production of my work， 
and convey 8 correct idea of my purpose。 工 had this somewhat 
voluminous work printed at my own expense and tastefully 
bound，and to eyery theatre that had given an order for the 
operatic score 工 sent & number of copies of it，with the under- 
standing that tbey were to be given to the conductor，stage 
manager，8nd princlpal performers for perusal and guidance. 
But from that time 工 have never heard of a single person who 
had either read this pamphjlet or taken any notice of 直 。 In the 
year 1864，when al my own copies had been exzhausted，owing 
to my painstaking distrmbution of them， 工 found to my great 
delight，among the theatrical archives，sgeveral copies that had 
been sent to the Munich Court Theatre, quite intact and unecut. 
I was therefore in the agreeable position of being able to procure 
copies of the missing pamphlet for the 了 ing of Bavaria，who 
Wished to see 记 as well as for myself and some friends， 

It was a singular coincidence that the news of the diffusion 
of my opera through the German theatres should synchronise 
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with my resolve to compose a work in the conception of which 
I 工 had been so decidedljy infuenced by the necessity of being 
absolutely indifferent to our own theatres;i yet this unexpected 
turn of events in no Wilse affected my treatment of my design.。 
On the contrary，by keeping to my plan， 工 gained confdence 
and let things take theirz own course，without attempting in any 
way to promote the performances of my operas。 工 just let 
people do as they liked, and looked on surprised, while continual 
accounts reached my eare of remarkable successes;j Done of 
them，however，induced me to alter my verdict on ourz theatres 
in general or on thbe opera in particular， 工 remained unshaken 
in my resolve to produce my Nazbeyuwngem dramas just as though 
the present operatie stage did not exist，8since the ideal theatre 
of my dreams must of necessity come 800ner OF later。 工 tbhere- 
fore composed the libretto of the 玉 jezngold in the October and 
November of that year， and with that 工 brought the whole cycle 
of the Nibelungen myth as 工 had evolved it to a conclusion。 
At the same time 工 wag rewriting Juw7ziger Saegfredg and SieI- 
jreads Tod, especially the latter,， in such a way as to bring tbhem 
into proper relation with the whole; and by so doing，impor- 
tant ampliftieations were made in Sizegfrzeds Tod which were in 
harmony with the now recognised and obvious purpose of the 
whole work. 工 was accordingly obliged to fnd for this last 
piece a new title suited to the part it plays in the complete cycle. 
II entitled it GotteradGyrrnmerug and Ichbanged the name vage7 
azeqjfred to Sregfmed, as it no longer dealt with an isolated epi- 
sode in the life of the hero，but had assumed its proper place 
among the other prominent figures in the framework of the whole. 

The prospect of having to leave this lengthy poem for some 
time entirely unknown to those whom 工 might expect to be in- 
terested in it was 8 source of great grief to me， As the thea- 
tres nowW 8nd then surprised me by sending me the usual 
royajlties on Tayrmjarser， 工 devoted a part of my profits to 
having & number of copies of my poem neatly printed for my 
own Use. 工 arranged that only fifty copies of this laaztomn de 
xze should be struck o 企 . But a great sorrowW overtook me 
before 工 had completed this agreeable task. It is true， 工 met 
on 8ll sides with indications of sympathetie interest in the 
completion of my great lyrice work，although most of my ac- 
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quaintances regarded the whole thing as 8 chimera，or pos- 
sibly a bold caprice。 The only one who entered into it with 
any heartiness or real enthuslasm was 也 erwegh，with whom 工 
frequently diseussed it，and to whom 工 generally read aloud 
sUuch portiong 88 were completed， Sulzer was much annoyed 
at the remodelling of Sreqgfmeds Tod, as he regarded it as 8 fine 
and original work，and thought it would be deprived of that 
quajlity 过 工 decided to alter it to any extent Je therefore 
begged me to let him have the manuscript of the earlier version 
to keep as 8 remembrance ji otherwise it would have been en- 
tirely lost. In order to get an idea of the effect of the whole 
poem when rendered in complete sequence， 工 decided，only a 
few days after the work was completed in the middqle of Decem- 
ber，to pay 8& short visit to the Wille family at their country 
seat，80 8s to read it aloud to the jlittle company there。 Besideas 
也 erwegh，who accompanied me，the party there consisted of 
Frau Wille and her sister，Erau von Bissing. 工 had often 
entertained these ladies with musice in my own peculiar fashion 
during my pleasant visits to Mariafeld，about two hours”wajk 
from Ziirich。 In them 工 had secured a devoted and enthusi- 
astic audience，somewhat to Herr Wille's annoyance，88 he 
often admitted that he hadq a horror of music; neverthe- 
less，he endedq in his jovial way by taking the matter good 
humouredly. 

工 arrived towards evening，and we attacked 尺 petmgold at 
once，8nd as it did not seem very late，and 工 was supposed to 
be capable of any amount of exertion， 工 went on with the 
环 cwvwire until midnight. IThe next morning after breakfast 
it was iegjfreds turn， and in the evening 工 fnished o 在 with 
Cotterdarmmuerwg。 工 thbought 工 had every reason to be satisfied 
with the result， and the ladqies in particular were so much moved 
that they ventured no comment. Unfortunately the effort left 
me in 8 state of almost painful excitement; 工 could not sleep， 
8nd the next moring 工 was 80 disinclined for conversation 
that 工 left my hurried departure Unexplained。 Herwegh，who 
accompanied me back alone，appeared to divine my state of 
mind，and shared it by maintaining &a similar silence. 

也 owever， 工 now wished to have the pleasure of confdqing 
the whole completed work to my friend Uhlig at Dresden. 
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I carried on a _ regular correspondence with him，and he had 
followed the development of my plan，and was tboroughjly 
acquainted with every phase of it 工 did not want to send 
him the 了 丽 o1puiyre before the 及 jemmgo1d was ready，as the latter 
should come first，and even then 工 did not want him to see the 
whole thing until I ecould send him a handsomely printed copy. 
But at the beginning of the autumn 工 discerned in Uhjigs 
letters grounds for feeling a growing anxiety 8s to the state 
of bis health. 了 e complained of the inerease ln his serious 
paroxysms of coughing，and eventually of complete hoarseness. 
He thought all this was merely weakness，whbich he hoped to 
overcome by invigorating his system with the cold-water treat- 
ment and long walks. He found the violin work at the theatre 
Very exhausting，but 这 he took a sharp seven hours ”walk into 
the country he invariably felt much better. However, he could 
not rid himself of his chest attacks or of his hoarseness，and 
had a di 伍 culty in making himself heard even when speaking 
to 8a person quite near him. Up to that time 工 had been 
unwilling to alarm the poor fellow，and always hoped that his 
condition would necessitate his consujlting 8 doctor，who would 
naturally prescribe rational treatment. 从 ow，however，88 工 
was continually hearing nothing from him but assurances of 
his confdence in the principles of the water cure，I 工 could 
contain myself no longer，and 工 entreated him to give up this 
madness and place himself in the hands of a sensible doctor， 
for in his condqlition what he most needed was， not strength，bnut 
Very careful attention。 工 he poor man was extremely alarmed 
at this，8s he gathered from Imy remarks that 工 feared he was 
already in an adqvanced stage of consumption.， “What is to 
become of my poor wife and children)”he wrote,“ 计 that is 
really thbhe casegy” Unhappily，it was too late; with the last 
strength that was left him he tried to write to me again，and 
fnally my old friend Fischerz，the chorus-master，carried out 
Uhlig's instructions，and when these were no longer audible 
he had to bend down close to his lips. Ihe news of his death 
followed with frighttul rapidity. It took place on the 3rd of 
January，1853._ IThus，in addqition to Lehrs，another of my 
really devoted friends was carried o 企 by consumption。 The 
handsome copy of the Rig des Ntibelunigeml 工 had intended for 
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him lay uneut before me，and Isent 让 to his youngest boy， 
whom he had christened Siegfried. 工 aasked his widow to let 
me have an7 pamphjets of a tbeoretical nature he might have 
left behind，and 工 came into possession of several important 
ones，8mong them the longer essay on“Theme-Structure.) Al]- 
though the publication of these works would involve a great 
deal of trouble, owing to the necessity of revising them, 工 asked 
Hartel of Leipzig 计 he would pay the widow a fair sum for a 
volume of Uhlig's writings。 The publisher declared he could 
not undertake to bring it out without payment，8as works of 
tbat nature were qulte Unremunerative。 It was obvious to me， 
even at that time，how thoroughly every musician who had 
taken & keen interest in me had made himself disliked in cer- 
tain clrcles. 

Uhjig's melancholy death gave my home-circle the whip-hand 
over Ime with regard to my theories on the subject of water 
cures。 再 erwegh impressed upon my wife that she must insist 
Upon my taking a glass of good wine after all the exertion 工 
Undqerwent at the rehearsals and concerts which 工 was attend- 
ing thbroughout that winter. By degrees，also， 工 again accus- 
tomed myself to enjoy such mild stimulants as tea and coffee， 
my friends meanwhile perceliving to their joy tbat 工 was once 
more becoming a man amongst men. Dr， 了 Rahn-Eecher now 
became a welcome and comforting friendq and visitor，who for 
many years thoroughly understood the management of IZy 
health，and especially the misglivings 8arl8ing from the over- 
wrought state of my nerves.。 He soon verified the wisdom of 
his treatment,， when in the middqle of February I 工 bad undertaken 
to read my tetralogy aloud on four consecutive evenings before 
8 larger audience。 工 had caught a severe cold after the first 
evening，and on thbe morning of the day for the second reading 
I 工 awoke suffering from severe hoarseness。 工 at once informed 
the doctor that my failure to give the reading would be a serioug 
matter to me，and asked him what he advised me to do to get 
rid of the hoarseness 88s speedily as possible， He recommended 
me to keep quiet all day，and in the evening to be taken well 
wrapped up to the place where the readings were to be held. 
When I got there 工 was to take two or three cups of weak tea， 
and 工 should be all right; whereas 这 工 worried over the fallure 
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to keep my engagement 工 might become seriously worse。 And， 
indeed, the reading of tbis stirring work went o 企 capitally，and 
工 was，Ioreover，able to continue the readings on the third and 
fourth evenings, and felt perfectly well. 工 had secured a large 
and handsome room for these meetings in the Haotel Baur au lac， 
and had the gratifying experience of seeing it fuller and fuler 
each evening, in spite of having invited onjy a small number of 
acqUaintances，giving them the option of bringing any friends 
Who they thought would take a genuine interest in the subject 
and not come out of mere curiosity. 卫 ere，too，the verdict 
seemed altogether favourable，and it was from the most serious 
university men and government o 什 clals tbat 工 received assur- 
ances of the greatest appreciation 88 well as kindly remarks， 
showing that my poem and the artistic ldeas connected with 
it had been fully understood. rom the peculiar earnestness 
with which they gave vent to theirz opinions，which in this 
c8se Were 80 confdently unanimous，the idea occurred to me to 
try how far this favourable impression might be utilized to 
serve the higher aims of art， In accordance with the superficial 
views generally prevailing on the subject，every one seemed to 
thbink 工 might be induced to make terms with the theatre， 工 
tried to think out how it would be possible to convert the il- 
equlpped Ziirich theatre into a highly developed one by adopt- 
ing sound princliples，and 工 laid my views before the pubjlie in 
8& pamphjlet entitljed “A Theatre in Ziiriech.。 工 bhe edition，con- 
sisting of about a hundred copies，was sold，yet 工 never noticed 
the least indication of any result from the publication; the 
only outcome was, that at 8a banquet of the Musical Society my 
excellent friend,， Herr Ott-IDmho 企 ,expressed his entire dlsagree- 
ment with the statements uttered by various people，tbat these 
ideas of mine were all very grand，but unfortunately qulte 
impracticable. Nevertheless，my propositions lacked thbhe one 
thing thbat would have made them valuable in his eyes，namely 
Iny consent to take over the management of the 缉 eatre in 
person，8a8 he would not entrust the carrying out of my ideas to 
anyone but myself. However, as 工 was obliged to declare then 
and there that 工 would not have anything to do with such a 
scheme，the matter dropped，and in my inmost heart I could 


not help thinking that the good people were quite Tight.

Meanwhile，the sympathetie interest iD my works Was 
increasing. As 工 now had to refuse firmly to yield to my 
friends' wishes for a performance of my principal works at the 
tbeatre，I begged to be allowed to arrange a selection of char- 
acteristic pieces，which could easily be produced at concerts， 
80 80on 88 工 could obtain the requisite support. A subscription 
list was accordingly circulated, and it had the satisfactory result 
of inducing several well-known art patrons to put their names 
down to guarantee expenses。 工 had to undertake to engage an 
orchestra to 8suit my requirements.。 Skilled musicians from 
far and near Were 8Ummoned，and after interminable efforts 工 
began to feel thbat something realy satisfactory would be 
achieved. 

I had made arrangemente that the performers should stay at 
Ziirich a whole week from Sunday to Sunday.。 Half of thbis 
time was allotted excelusively to rehearsals。 TIbhe performance 
was to take place on Wednesday evening，and on Friday and 
Sundqay evenings there were to be repetitions of it 工 he dates 
were the 18thb，20thb，and 22nd of May，my fortieth birthday 
falling on the last-named date。 工 had the joy of seing al my 
directions accurately carried out. rom Mayence，Wiesbaden， 
Erankfort，and Stuttgart，and on the other side，from Geneva， 
Lausanne，Baile，Berne，and the chief towns in Switzerland， 
picked mnusicians arrived punctually on Sunday afternoon， 
They were at once qirected to the theatre，where they had to 
arTange their exact places in the orchestral stand 工 had pre- 
viously designed at Dresden 一 8nd which proved excellent here 
too 一 80 8s to begin rehearsing the first thing next morning 
without dqelay or interruption。 As these peoplje were at my 
disposal in thbhe early morming and in the evening, 工 made them 
learn a selection of pieces fom the 玉 laegeruCer 万 oL 丰 rder， ar- 
HGuser and 也 ole7zigrti。 工 had greater troubje in trying to train 
them for a chorus，but thbis too turned out very satisfactorily. 
There was nothing in the way of solo-singling， except the Ballad 
of Senta from the 克 order，which was sung by the wife of 
the conductor Heim in a good though untrained volce，and with 
an mount of spirit that left nothing to be desired。 As a matter 
of fact, the performances could hardly be calljed public concerts， 
but were rather of the nature of family entertainments。 工 felt 
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T was fulflling a sincere desire on the part of a larger circle of 
acquaintances by introducing them to the true nature of my 
music, rendered as intelligibly as circumstances permitted。 As， 
at the same time，it was desirable tbhat they should have some 
knowledqge of the poetical basis of it， 工 invited those who 
intended to be present at my concerts to come for thbree evenings 
to the Musical Society's concert-hall to bear me read aloud the 
libretto of tbhe three operas，portions of which they were about 
to hear， This invitation met with an enthusliastic response， 
and 工 was now able to hope that my audience would come 
better prepared to listen to the selections from my operas thban 
had ever been the case before。 Ihe faet that pleased me most 
in the performances on these thbree evenings wa88 thbat 工 was 
able for the first time to produce something from Zopeng7z7 
myself，and_ could thus get an idea of the effect of my 
combination of the instrumental parts in thbe overture to that 
work. 

Between the performances there was 8 banquet which，with 
the exception of &a subsequent one at 了 Pesth，was the only 
function of the sort ever held in my honour. 工 was sincerely 
and deeply affected by the speech of the aged President of the 
Musical Soceiety，Herr Ott-Usteri。 He drew the attention of 
all those musicians who had come together from so many places 
to the slgnifcance of tbheir meeting，and its objects and results， 
and _ recommended 8s 8 trustworthy gulide to them on their 
homeward j]ourney the conviction they had all doubtless arrived 
at，that they had come into elose and genuine touch with 8 
Wonderful new creation in the realm of art. 

工 he sensation produced by these evening concerts spread 
through the whole of Switzerland in ever-widening circles. 
Jnvitations and requests for further repetitions of them poured 
in from distant towns。 工 was assured that 工 might well repeat 
the thbree performances in the following week withbhout any fear 
of seeing 8 diimninution in the audience， When this project 
Was discussed, and 工 pleaded my own fatigue, and also expressed 
the desire to retain for these concerts their unique character 
by not allowing them to become commonplace，I 工 was very glad 
to have the powerful and intelligent support of my friend 
也 agenbuch，who on thbis occasion was indefatigable， The

featival was concluded，and the guests were dismissed at the 
appointed time. 

I had hoped to be able to welcome Liszt among the vislitores; 
a8 he had celebrated a “Wagner week ”at Weimar in the 
previous March by performing three operas of which 工 bad 
only given portions here， Unfortunately he was Unable to 
leave just then，but by way of amends he promised me 8 visit 
at the beginning of July. Of my German friends，only the 
faithful Mme. Julie ummer and Mme. Emilie Ritter arrived 
in time。 As these two ladies had gone on to Interlaken at the 
beginning of June, and I also began to feel in great need of &a 
change，I started with my wife, towards the end of tbhe month， 
for 8 short holiday. The visit was spoilt in the most dismal 
fashion by continuous rain;i and on the lst of Juy，asg we were 
starting in desperation on our homeward ]journey to Ziirich 
with our ladqy friends，magnifcent summer weather set ln， 
which jlastedq a considerable time、， With affectionate enthu- 
8lasm We at once attributed this change to Liszt，as he arrived 
in Switzerlandq in the best of spirits immediately after we had 
returned to Ziirich。 Thereupon followed one of those delightful 
Weeks，during which every hour of the day becomes a treasured 
memory。 工 had already taken more roomy apartments on the 
second foor in the sorcalled Vorderen 玉 上 scher 互 ausern，1in 
which 工 had before occeupied a fat that was much too small 
on the ground foor。 下 rau AStockar- 上 scherz，who was part 
owner of the house，was enthusiastically devoted to me She 
was full of artistice talent herself，being an excellent amateur 
painter in water-colours, and had taken great pains to rearTange 
the new dwelling as luxuriously as possible。 Ihe unexpected 
Improvement in my cirecumstances brought about by the con- 
tinued demands for my operas，allowed me to indulge my 
desire for comfortable domestie arrangements，which had been 
TeawWakened since my stay at the hydropathice establishment 
8nd which，after being repressed, had become quilte 8 passionate 
longing. 

I 工 had the fat so charmingly furnished with carpets and 
decorative furniture that Liszt himseljf was surprised into 
&dmiration as he entered my pette 66qance，8a8 he caled it 
Now for the first time 工 enjoyed the delight of getting to know 
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Imy friend better as 8a fellow-composer， In addqition to many 
of his celebrated pianoforte pieces，which he had only recently 
Written，we Went through several new syImphonies with great 
ardourz，3andq especially blis Foxst Symphony。 Later on，I 工 had 
the opportunity of describing in detail the impressions I recejived 
at this time in 8a letter which I wrote to Marie von Wittgenstein， 
which was afterwards published.。 My dellight over everything 
I 工 heard by Liszt was 8a8 deep as it was sincere，8nd，above all, 
extraordinary stimulating. 工 even thought of beginning to 
compose again after the long interval that had elapsed。 What 
could be more full of promise and more momentous to me thban 
this jong-desired meeting with the friend who had been engaged 
all his life in his masterly practice of music, and had also devoted 
himself so absolutely to my own works，and to diffusing the 
proper comprehension of tbhem. TIbose almoast bewilderingly 
delightful days,， with the inevitable rush of friends and acquaint- 
ances，wWere interrupted by an excursion to the Lake of Lucerne， 
accompanied only by Herwegh, to whom Liszt had the charming 
idea of offering a “draught of fellowship ”with himself and me 
from the three springs of the Ghriitli。 

After this my friend took leave of us， after having arranged 
for another meeting with me in the autumn。 

Although Ifelt quite disconsolate after Liszt'es departure, the 
0 值 cials of Ziirich took good care that 工 should soon have some 
diversion, of a kind to which 工 had hitherto been a stranger， 下 
took the form of the presentation of a maasterpiece of calligraphy 
in the shape of a “Diploma of Honour'”awarded me by thbe 
Ziiriceh Choral Society，which was ready at last. 工 his was to 
be awarded to me with the accompaniment of an imposing 
torchlight procession，in which the various elemente of the 
Ziirich population，who，either as individuals or members of 
8ocjieties，were favourably disposed to me，were to take part. 
So it came to pass that one fine summer evening & jarge com- 
pany of torchbearers approached the Zeltweg，to the accom- 
paniment of loud music。 Ihey presented a spectacle such as 
I 工 had never seen before, and made a unique impression on my 
mind。 After the singing，the voice of the President of the 
Choral Soceiety could be heard rising from the street 工 was 
80 Imuch affected by the ineident that my unconquerabje 
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optimism quickly overpowered every other sensation。 JIn my 
speech of acknowledgment 工 indicated Plainly that 工 saw no 
reason Why Ziirich itself should not be the chosen place to give 
an impetus to the fulflment of the aspirations 工 cherished for 
my artistic ideals, and that it mlght do so on proper civic lines. 
I believe this was taken to refer to a special development of 
the men?s choral societies，and they were quite gratifed at my 
bold forecasts。 Apart from this confusion，for which 工 was 
responsible, that evening's ceremony and its effects on me were 
Very cheerful and beneficial. 

But I still felt the peculiar disinclination and fear of taking 
up composing again that 工 had previously experienced after 
protracted pauses in musical producetion。 工 also felt very much 
exhausted by all 工 had done and gone through，and tbhe ever- 
recurring longing to break completely with everything in the 
past，that had unfortunately haunted me since my departure 
from Dresden，as well as the desire and yearning for new 8nd 
untried surroundings，fostered by that anxiety，now acquired 
fresh and tormenting vigour。 工 felt that before entering on 
such 8 gigantic task 8s the music to my drama of thbe Ntpelurige7， 
工 must positively make one fnal effort to see whether 工 could 
not，in SoOme Dew enylironment，attain an existence Imore in 
harmony with my feelings than 工 could possibly aspire to after 
80 Iany compromises。 工 planned a Journey to Italy，or such 
parts of it 88 Were 0pen to me 88 8 political refugee， Ihe 
means for carrying out my wish were readily placed at my 
disposal through the kindness of my friend Wesendonck，who 
has ever 8ince that time been devoted to me 也 owever， 工 
knew it was inadvisable to take that ]ourney before the autumn， 
and 88 Imy doctor had _ recommended some special treatment 
for strengthening my nerves 一 even 这 only to enjoy Italy 一 工 
decided first of all to go to St. Moritz Bad in the Engadine. 
工 started in the latter half of July，accompanied by Herwegh. 
Strangely enough，I have often found that what other people 
could note in their diaries merely as an ordinary visit or 8 
trlivial expedition，assumed me the character of an adven- 
ture。 工 his occurred on our journey to the Bad，when，owing 
to the coaches being crowded，we were detained at Chur in an 
incessant downpour of rain。 We were objliged to pass the time 
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in reading at a most uncomfortable inn。 工 got hold of Goethe”s 
Test-ostlzcjien Dryoaz for the reading of which 工 had been pre- 
pared by Daumer's adaptation of 万 cfiz。 To this qdqay 工 never 
think of Goethes words in elucidating these poems without 
recalling that wretched delay in our journey to the 了 ngadine. 
We did not get on much better at St，Moritz; the present 
convenient 玉 urhaus was not then in exlstence，and we had to 
put up with thbe roughest accommodation; thbig was particu- 
larly annoying to me on Herwegh:s account，8s he had not gone 
there for health, but simply for enjoyment。 再 owever，we were 
800On cheered by the lovely views of the grand valleys，which 
Were quite bare but for the Alpine pastures，that met our eyes 
on our Way down the steep slopes into the Italian valleys. 
After we had secured the schoolmaster at Samaden as a guide 
to the Rosetceh glacier，we embarked on more serious expedqi- 
tions。 We had confdqently looked forward to exceptional 
enjoyment in thus penetrating beyond the precipices of tbe 
great Mont Bernina，to which we gave the palm for beauty 
above Mont Blane itself. Unfortunately the effect was lost on 
my friend，owing to the tremendous exertions by which the 
ascent and crossing of the glacier were attended。Once again， 
but this time to an even greater degree， 工 felt the sublime 
impression of the sacredness of that desolate spot，and the 
almost benumbing calm which the digappearance of all vegeta- 
tion produces on the pulsating jlife of the human organism. 
After we had been wandering for two hours，deep in the glacier 
path，we partook of a meal we had brought with us，and cham- 
pagne， iced in the fssures，to strengtben Us for ouT wearlsome 
return。 工 had to cover the distance ne8Tly twice overz，88，to 
my astonishment， 也 erwegh was in such 8 nervoung condition 
that 工 had repeatedly to go backwards and forwards，showing 
him the way up and down before he would decide to follow， 
I then realised the peculiarly exhausting nature of the air in 
those region8s，88 on oUF Way back we stopped at the first 
herdqsman'8 cottage，and were refreshed with some delicious 
milk。 工 swallowed such quantities of it that we were both 
perfectly amazed，but I 工 exzperienced no discomfort whatever 
in consequence. 

The waters，whether for internal or external use，8are known 
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to be powerfully impregnated with iron，and in taking tbem 工 
had the same experience 88 on previous occasions。 With my 
extremely excitable nervous 8ystem，they were 8 source of 
more trouble thban relief to me。 Ihe leisure hours were flled 
up by reading Goethe's 克 ojyoertandtschaften which 工 bad not 
read since 工 was quite young. 工 his time 工 absolutely devoured 
the book from beginning to end, and it also became a source of 
heated discussions between Herwegh and myself.， As Herwegh 
possessed an extensive knowledge of the characteristics of our 
great poetie literature，he felt it incumbent on him to defend 
the character of Charlotte against my attacks。 My vehemence 
on 刀 e subject showed what a strange creature 工 still was at 
over forty，and in Iy heart of hearte 工 had to admit that 
Herwegh judged Gothe's poem objectively more correctly than 
Idid，as 工 always felt depressed by a kind of moral bondage， 
to which Herwegh，if he had ever exzperienced it at all，sub- 
Imitted placidly，owing to his peculiar relations with his strong- 
mindqed wife When the time came to an end,， and 工 realised 
that 工 had not much to hope for from the treatment，we returned 
to Ziirich。 This was about the middle of August，and 工 now 
began to look forward impatiently to my tour in Italy. At 
last，in the month of September，which 工 had been told was 
quite suitable for visiting Italy，I set o 企 on the journey via 
Geneva, full of indescribable ideas of what was before me，and 
of what 工 might see 88 the outecome of my search。 Once again 
amid all sorts of strange adventures, 工 reached Iurin by special 
mail-coach over Mont Cenis.。 Finding nothing to detain me 
there more than 8 couple of days，I hurried on to Genoa. 
There，at any rate, the longed-for marvels seemed to be within 
reach。 The grand impression produced on me by that city 
overcomes，even to thig day，any longing to viait the rest of 
Italy。 Kor a few days 工 was in a dream of delight; but my 
extreme loneliness amidst these impressions soon made me feel 
that 工 was 8 stranger in that world，and that 工 should never 
be at home in 让 Absolutely inexperienced as 工 was in searching 
out the treasures of art on 8a systematic plan, 工 gave Imyself up 
in this new world to 8 peculiar state of mind that might be 
deseribed as a musical one，and my main idea was to fnd some 
turning-point that might induce me to remain there in quiet 
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enjoyment。 My only object still was to find a refuge where 工 
might enjoy the congenial peace 8suited to some new 8artistio 
creation。 In consequence，however，of thoughtlessly indulging 
in ices， 工 soon got an attack of dysentery，which produced the 
most depressing 1lassitude after my previous exaltation。 工 
wanted to Hee from the tremendous noise of the harbour，near 
which 工 was staying, and seek for the most absolute calm ; and 
thinking 8a trip to Spezia would benefit me， 工 went there by 
steamerz 8 Week later. 卫 ven thbis excurslon，which lasted only 
one night，was turned into & trying adventure，thanks to 8& 
violent head-wind。 Ihe dysentery became worse，owing to 
8e8-sickness， and in the most utterly exhausted condition， 
scarcely able to drag myself another step， 工 made for the best 
hotel in Spezia，which，to my horror，wa8 situated in &a noisy， 
DarTOW street。 

After a night spent in fever and sleeplessness, 工 forced myself 
to take 8 long tramp the next day through the hily country， 
which was covered with pine woods。 jlt all looked dreary and 
desolate，and 工 could not think what 工 should do thbere. Re- 
turning in the afternoon，I 工 stretehed myself，dead tired，on 8 
hard coueh，awaiting the long-desired hour of sleep. Lt did 
not come; but 工 fell into a kind of somnolent state，in which 
Isuddenly felt as though 工 were sinking in gwiftly fowing 
water。 工 he rushing sound formed itself in my brain into & 
musical sound,， the chord of 卫 fat major，which continually re- 
echoed in broken forms; thbese broken chords seemed to be 
melodie passages of increasing motion，yet the pure triad of 
卫 fat major neverz changed，but seemed by its continuance to 
impart infnite slgnifcance to the element in which 工 was sink- 
ing。 工 awoke in sudden terror from my doze, feeling as tbough 
the waves Were ruUshing high above my head， 工 at once recog- 
nised that the orchestral overture to the 玉 jhetgold，which 
must long have lain latent within me，though it had been 
unable to fnd deftnite form，hadq at last been revealed to 
me。 工 then quickly realised my own naturej the stream of 
life was not to fow to me fom without，but from within。 
I decided to return to Ziirich immediately，and begin the com- 
position of my great poem。 工 telegraphed to my wife to jlet 
her know my decision，and to have my study in readiness， 
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The same evening Itook my place on the coach going to Genoa 
along the Riviera di Levante。 工 again had the opportunity 
of getting exquisite impressions of the country during this 
journey，which lasted over the whole of the following day. 
It was，above 3a]l，the colouring of the wonders thbat presented 
themselves to my eyes which gave me such delight 一 the red- 
nes8 of the rocks, the bljue of the sky and the sea, the pale green 
of the pines; even the dazzling white of a herd of cattle worked 
upon me 80 powerfully that 工 murmured to myself with a sigh， 
“How sad it is that 工 cannot remain to enjoy all this, and thus 
gratify my sensuous nature. 

At Genoa I again felt so agreeably stimalated that 工 suddenly 
thought 工 had only yielded to some foolish weakness，andq re- 
8olved to carry out my original plan。 工 was already making 
arTrangements for travelling to Nice along the celebrated Riviera 
di Ponente，of whlich 工 had heard so much，but 工 had scarcely 
decided on my former plans，when 工 realised tbhat the fact which 
refreshed and invigorated me was not the renewal of my delight 
over Italy，but the resolve to take up my work again。 And 
jindeedq，as soon 8s 工 made up my mind to alter this plan， the 
old _ condition set in once more，wWith al the symptoms of 
dysentery。， 工 thereupon understood myself and giving up the 
journey to Nice， 工 returned direct by the nearest route via 
Alessandria and Novara。 

TIhis time 工 passed the Borromean Islands with supreme 
indifference，and got back to Ziirich over the St. Gotthard. 

When 工 had once returned，thbe only thing that could have 
made me happy would have been to start at once on Iy great 
work。 or the present，however， 工 saw that it would be 
seriously interrupted by my appointment with Liszt，who was 
to be in Baile at the beginning of Ooetober。 工 was restless and 
annoyed at being 80 unsettled，and spent the time in visiting 
my wife，who，thinking that 工 would be away longer，wWa8 
taking the waters at Baden am Stein。 As 工 was easily prevailed 
Upon to try any experiment of this kind 过 only the person who 
recommended it were su 位 ciently sanguine， 工 allowed myse 
to be persuaded into taking a course of hot baths，and the 
process heightened my excitment considerably. 

At last the time for the meeting in Bile arrived， At the invita- 
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tion of the Grand Duke of Baden，Liszt had arranged and 
conducted a musical festival in 及 arlsruhe，thbhe aim of which 
wa8 to give the publice an adequate interpretation of our 
respective works。 As 工 was not yet allowed to enter the terTi- 
tory of the German confederation，Liszt had chosen Baile as 
the place nearest to the Baden frontier，and had brought with 
him some young men who had been his devoted admirers im 
及 arlgaruhe，to uve me 8 bearty welcome. 

I was the first to arrive，and in the evening，while sitting 
alone in the dining-room of the hotel， “Zu den drei 及 bnigeny》 
the air of the trumpet fanfare (from Zojpengrm) announceing 
the 及 ing's arrival, sung by a strong thbough not numerous chorus 
of men's voices，reached me from the adjacent vestibule。 The 
door opened and Liszt entered at the head of his joyful little 
band，whom he introduced to me。， 工 also saw Biilow again, for 
the first time since his adventurous winter visit to Ziirich and 
St， Gall，and with him Joachim，Peter Cornelius，Richard 
Pohl, and Dionys Pruckmner. 

Liszt told me thbat he was expecting 8 visit from his friend 
Caroline von Wittgenstein and her young daughter Marie the 
next day。 IThe bright and merry spirit which prevailed at 
that gathering (which，like everything that Liszt promoted， 
in spite of its intimate nature， was characterised by magmnificent 
Unconventionality) grew to a piteh of almost eccentric hilarity 
38 the night wore on。 JIn the midst of our wild mood Isuddenly 
missed Pohl]， 工 knew him to be a champion of our cause 
through having read his articles under the pseudonym of 
“Hoplit.” Istole away and found him in bed suffering from 8 
splitting headache.。 My sympathy had such an effect upon 
him that he declared himself suddenly cured。 Jumping out of 
bed, he allowed me to help him dress hurriedly，and again join- 
ing our friends we sat Up till the night was far advanced and 
enjoyed ourselves thboroughly. On the folowing day our hap- 
pinesss was complete when the ladqies arrived，who for the next 
few days formed the centre of our little party。 In those days 
it was impossible for any one coming into contact with 了 rincess 
Waroline not to be fascinated by her bright manner and the 
charming way in which she entered into all our littlje plans. 

She was as much interested in the more important questiong 
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that affected us as in the accidental details of our life in relation 
to society，and she had the magnetie power of extracting the 
Very best out of those with whom she associated。 Her daughter 
gave one quite 8 difterent impression。 She was barely fifteen 
and had a rather dreamy look on her young face，and was at 
thbhe stage “in which womanhood and childhood meet;》 thus 
allowing me to pay her the compliment of calling her“the 
child.” During our lively discussions and outbursts of merTi- 
ment，her dark penslve eyes would gaze at us 8o calmjly that we 
unconsciously felt that in her innocence she unwittingly under- 
stood the cause of our gaiety。 JIn those days 工 suffered from 
the vanity of wishing to recite my poems aloud (a proceeding . 
which，by the bye，annoyed Herwegh very much)，and conse- 
quently it was no dij 值 cult task to ipduce me to read out Imy 
Wibeyuzigem drama， As the time of our parting was drawing 
near， 工 decided 工 would read Saieqjfried only. 

When Liszt was obliged to leave for Paris on a visit to his 
children，we al accompanied him as far as Strasburg. 工 had 
decided to follow him to Paris, but the Princess intended going 
on from Strasburg to Weimar with her daughter. 

During the few spare hours of our short stay in Strasburg 
工 was 8sked to read some of my work to the ladies，but could 
not fnd a suitable opportunity。 However，on the morning of 
our intended parting，Liszt came to Iny room to tel me that 
the ladies had，after all，decided to accompany usa to 了 aris， 
and added，laughing，that Marie had induced her mother to 
change her plans，8as she wished to hear the rest of the 
Atzbe7wrzIem poems。 The prolonging of our journey，with all its 
delightful incidentes，was quite ip accordance with my taste. 

We were very SOrTy to part from our younger friends。 Biilow 
told me that Joachim，who had been holding himself rather 
aloof，could not forget my tremendous article on “Judaism，and 
that he consequently felt shy and awkward in my presence。 He 
also 8aid that when Joachim had asked him (了 Biilow) to read 
one of higs compositions，he had inquired with a certain gentle 
di 伍 dence，whether 工 should be able to trace “anything Jewish 
in it. 

This touching trait in Joachim;s character induced me to s87y 
8 few particularly friendly words to bim at parting and to 
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embrace him warmly。 工 never saMw him again;! and heard to 
my astonlshment that he had taken up 8 hostile attitude 
to both Liszt and myself，almost immediately after we had 
left IIhe other young men were the victims，on their return 
to Germany，of a very funny although unpleasant experience， 
thbat of coming into contact with the police at Baden. They 
had entered the town singing the same bright tune of the 
fanfare from Zojpengrt， and they had a good deal of di 值 cujlty 
in giving 8 satisfactory account of themselves to the inhabitants. 

Our journey to Paris and our stay there were fnll of im- 
portant inclidents，and left indejlible traces of our exceptionally 
devoted friendship。 After great di 但 culty we found rooms for 
the ladies in the 瑟 itel des Princes，and iszt then suggested 
that we should go for a stroll on the boulevards，which at that 
hour were deserted.。 工 presume that our feelings on this occa- 
sion must have differed as much as our reminiscences。 When 工 
entered the sitting-room the next morning,， 工 iszt remarked，with 
his characteristie jittle smile，that the Princess Marie Was 
already in & great state of excitement at the thbought of further 
readings。 Paris did not offer much attraction to me，8nd 8a8 
Princess Caroline desired to arouse as little attention as possible， 
and iszt was frequently called away on private business，we 
took up our reading，where we had left it o 企 in Bile, on the very 
first morning of our stay in Parigs，even before we had been out- 
8ide the hotel， 工 was not allowed to stop reading on the follow- 
ing days until the 忆 ig des Wizpe1ugem wa8 qite fnished. 
Finally 了 Paris claimed our attention，but while the ladies were 
vlslting thbe museums 工 wa8 Unfortunately obliged to stay in 
my room tortured by continually recurring nervous headaches. 
Liszt，however，induced me occasionally to join thbem in their 
excursions。 At the beginning of our stay he had engaged a 
box for a performance of 尼 obert Je DraDp1e，because he wanted 
the ladies to see the great opera house Under the most favourable 
conditions。 工 believe that my friends shared the terrible 
depression from which 工 was suffering on this occasion。 工 iszt， 
however，mnust have had other motives for going. He had 
asked me to wear evening dress，and seemed very pleased 工 bad 
done 80 when at the interval he invited me to go for 8a strol

with him through the foyer.。 工 could see he was under the 
influence of certain reminiscences of delightful evenings spent 
in thbis selfsame foyer，and that the dismal performance of 
thig night must have cast a& gloom over him。 We stole quietly 
back to our friends，hardly knowing why we had started on 
this monotonous expedition。 One of the artistie pleasures 工 
enjoyed most was 8 concert given by the Morin-Chevillard 
Quartette Society，at which they played Beethoven's Quartettes 
in 卫 Hat major and CO sharp minor; the excellent rendering of 
thigs work impressed me in very much the same way 8s the 
performance of the Ninth Symphony by the Conservatoire 
orchestra had once done。， 工 had again the opportunity of 
admiring the great 8artistic zeal with which the French master 
these treasures of music，which even to this day are 80 coarsely 
handled by the Germans. 

This was the first time that 工 really became intimately 
acquainted with the C sharp minor quartette，because 工 had 
never before grasped ite melody. 开 , therefore， 工 had nothing 
else to remind me of my stay in Paris, this would have been an 
unfading memory。 工 also carried away with me other equaly 
8ignificant Impressiong8。 One day Liszt invited me to spend an 
evening with hirm and bis children，who were living very quietly 
in the care of a governess in 了 aris. 

It was quite 8a novelty to me to see Liszt with these young 
grl8s，and to wateh him in his intercourse with his son，then 8 
growing lad. Liszt himself seemed to feel strange in his fatherly 
position，whbich for several years bad only brought him cares， 
without any of the attendant pleasures. 

On this occasion we 8gain resumed our reading of the last 
act of CotterdaizrmieruI，which brought us to the longed-for 
end of the tetralogy. Berlioz，who looked us up during that 
time，endured these readings with quite admirable patience. 
We had lunch with him one morning before his departure，and 
he had already packed his musie for his concert touz through 
Germany， Liszt played different selections from his 尼 emnoexaLto 
Cel1izi, while Berlioz sang to them in his peculiarly monotonous 
style。 工 also met the journalist，Jules Janin，who was quite a 
celebrity in Paris，although it took me a long time to realise 
this; the only thing thbat impressed ze about him was his 
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colloquial Parisian rench，which was quite unintelligible 
to me。 

A dinner, followed by a musical evening at the house of the 
celebrated pianoforte manufacturer， 玉 rard，also remains in my 
memory。 At thigs house，as well as at a dinner-party given by 
Laiszt at the Palaigs Royal， 工 again met his children. Daniel， 
the youngest of them，Pparticularly attracted me by his bright- 
ness and his striking resemblance to his father，but the girls 
Were Very 8hy。 工 must not forget to mention an evening spent 
at the house of MXme. 人 alergis, a woman of exceptional individ- 
uality，whom 工 met here for the first time since the early 
performance of Tanyjiiivser in Dresden.。 When at dinner she 
asked me & question about Louis Napoleon， 工 forgot myself so 
far in Iy excitement and resentment as to put an end to al 
further conversation by saying that 工 could not understand 
how anybody eould possibly expect great things from aa man 
whom no woman could really love。 After dinner，when Liszt 
sat down at the piano，young Marie Wittgenstein noticed that 
I had withdqrawn silently and rather sadly from the rest of the 
companyj;j thbhls was due partly to my headache，and partly to 
the feeling of isolation that came over me in these surroundings. 
工 was touched by her sympathy and evident wish to divert me, 

After a very fatiguing week my friends left Paris。 As 工 had 
again been prevented from starting on my work,， 工 now decided 
not to leave Paris until 工 had restored my nerves to that state 
of calm which was indigpensable to the fulflment of my great 
project。 工 bad invited my wife to meet me on ouUr way back 
to Ziirieh，to 如 ve her the opportunity of seeing 了 aris again， 
where we had both suffered so much. After her arrival，Kietz 
and Anders turned up regularly for dinner，and a young Pole， 
the son of my old and beloved friend，Count Vincenz 
ITyazkiewicz，also came to see Us very often. 

This young man (who had been born since the early days of 
my friendship with his father) had devoted himself passionately 
to music，a8 80 many do nowadays。 He had made quite a astir 
in Paris after a performance of Frezschpaiitz at the Grand Opera， 
by declaring that the many cuts and alterations which had 
been made were 8 fraud on the initiated public, and he had sued 
thbe management of the theatre for the return of the entrance 
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Imoney，which he regretted ever having paid。 互 e also had an 
idea of publishing a paper with the view of drawing attention 
to the slovenly conduect of musical affairs in 了 aris，which in his 
opinion was an insujlt to publie taaste. 

Prince 了 ugen von Wittgenstein-Sayn，8 young amateur 
painter who had belonged to Liszt's circele of intimate friends， 
painted a miniature of me, for which 工 had to give him several 
sittings; it wa8s done under ietz's guidance，and tured out 
pretty wel. 

工 had an important consultation with a young doctor named 
Lindemann，a friend of Kietz's; he strongly advised me to 
饼 ve up the water cure，8and tried to convert Ime to the toxio 
theory. He had attracted the attention of 了 arisian 8society 
by inoculating himself with various poisons in thbe hospital 
before witnesses, in order to show thbeir effects upon thbe system， 
an experiment Which he carried out in 8&n 8accurate and thor- 
oughly effective manner。 With regard to Iny own case，he 
stated that 让 could be easily remedied 计 we ascertained by 
careful experimente what metajliec substance would specifically 
infuence my nervous 8ystem。 He unhesitatingly recommended 
me，in case of very violent attacks，to take laudanum，and in 
default of that poison he seemed to consider valerian 8n 
excellent remedy. 

TIired out，restless and exceedingly unstrung， 工 left Paris 
with Minna towards the end of October，without 记 the least 
Understanding whby 工 had spent so much money there。 五 opitrg 

counterbalance thb1s by pushing my operas in Germany， 工 
calmly retired to the seclusion of my Ziirich lodgings，fully 
decided not to leave them again until some parts，at least，of 
my NzDelz7igem dramas Were set to music. 

JIn the beginning of November II started on this long-post- 
poned work。 or fve and a half years (since the end of March， 
1848) 工 had held aloof from all musical composition，and as 工 
Very 80on found myself in the right mood for composing，thig 
return to my Work can best be compared to a reincarnation of 
my 8oU]l after lt had been wandering in other spheres.。 As far 
88 the technique was concerned, 工 soon found myself in a di 全- 
culty when 工 started to write down the orehestral overture， 
concelved in Spezia in a kind of half-dream，in my usual way 
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of sketehing it out on two lines。 工 was compelled to resort to 
the compjlete score-formula ;ji this tempted me to try 8 newW Way 
of sketching，whiceh was a very hasty and superfieial one，from 
whieh I 工 immediately wrote out the complete score. 

This process often led to di 伍 culties，as tbhe slightest interrup- 
tion in my work made me lose the thread of my rough draft， 
and I had to start from the beginning before 工 could recal it 
to Iny memory. 

I did not let this oceur in regard to 尺 jPezgold。、 The whole 
of this composition had been finished in outline on the 16th of 
January, 1854,， and consequently the plan for the musical struc- 
ture of this work in four parts had been drawn in all its 
thematic proportions，8a8s it was in thbis great prelude that these 
thbematie foundations of the whole had to be laid. 

I 工 remember how much my health improved during the 
writing of this work;i and my surroundings during that time 
consequently left very jittje Impression on my mind. 

During the first months of the new year 工 also conducted a 
few orchestral concerts。 To please my friend Sulzer， 工 pro- 
duced，amongst other works，the overture to Gluck's 7pjpzgenazC 
2 411ts， after having written a new fnale to it。 Ihe necessity 
for altering the finale by Mozart induced me to write an article 
for the Brendel musical journal on this artistie problem。 These 
occupations did not，however，prevent me from working at the 
及 jpexmIold score，whlich 工 quickly dotted down in pencil on a 
few single sheets。 On the 28thb May 工 fnished the instrumenta- 
tion of the 尺 jexgold.。 There had been very little change in 
my jlife at home;j things had remained the same during the 
last few years，8and everything went smoothly。 Only my 
fnancial posltion Was rather precarious，owing to the past 
year'8 exXpenses for furniture, etc., and also to the more Juxuriousg 
mode of living 工 had adopted，on the strength of my belief that 
my operas，whlich were now better known，would bring me in 8 
larger income. 

TIhe most important theatres，however，8still held back，and 
to Iny mortification all my efforts at negotiation withb Berlin 
and Vienna proved fruitless。 JIn consequenee of these disap- 
pointments 工 suffered great worries and cares during the greater 
part of that year。 工 tried to counteract these by new WorKk， 
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and instead of writing out the score of 忆 jlesgold 工 began the 
composition of the 你 oJpuire. Towards the end of July I had 
fnished the first scene, but had to interrupt my work on account 
of a ]ourney to the south of Switzerland. 

工 had recelived an invitation from the “了 idgenossische Mnusik- 
gesellschaft to conduect their musical festival at Sion that year. 
II had refused,， but at the same time promjised that 证 possible 工 
would conduct Beethoven's Symphony in A major at one of 
the gala concerts。 工 intended on the way to cal on 玉 arl 
Ritterz，who had gone to live with his young wife at Montreux 
on the Lake of Geneva. 工 he week 工 spent with this young 
couple gave me ample opportunities for doubting whether their 
happiness would be of long duration. 

及 arl and 工 left shortly afterwards for the musical festival in 
Valaig。 On our way we Were ]oined at Martigny by an ex- 
traordinary young man，Robert von 且 ornstein，who bad been 
introduced to me on the ooccasion of my great musical festival 
the year before as an enthusiast and a musician。 Ihis quaint 
mortal was regarded as 8 very welcome addition to our party， 
particularly by young Ritterz，and both young people looked 
forward with great enthusiasm to the treat in store for tbhem ; 
责 ornstein had come all the way from Swabia to hear me con- 
duet the festival in the canton of Valais. We arrived in the 
midst of the musical festivities，and 工 was terribly digappointed 
to find how very badly and inartistically the preliminary ar- 
rangementes had been made。 工 was 8o taken aback, after having 
recelved the worst posslble Impression of the sound of the very 
scanty orchestra in 8 Small churech，whiceh served as church and 
concert-hall combined，and was 8o furious at the thought of 
having been dragged into such an aftair，that 工 merely wrote 
a few lines to Methfessel, the organising director of the festival]， 
who had come from Berne， and took my leave，without further 
ceremony。 工 escaped by the next post-ohaise that was just 
on the point of leaving，and 工 did thie so expeditiously that 
even Iy young friends were Unaware of my departure， 工 
purposely kept the fact of my sudden fght from them; 工 
had my own reasons for doing so，and 8as bey were rather 
interesting from 8 psychological point of view， 工 bave never 
forgotten them。 
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On coming back to dinner that day feeling miserable and 
depressed after the qisappointing impression 工 had just received， 
my annoyance Was treated with fooligh and almost in- 
sulting roars of laughter by my young friends。 工 presumed 
that their merriment wa8 the result of remarks made at my 
expense before 工 came in，as neither my admonitions nor even 
my anger could induce them to behave differently。 工 quitted 
the dining-room in disgust，paid my bill and left，without 
giving them any opportunity of noticing my dqeparture。 工 
spent & few days in Gleneva and Lausanne，and decided to 
call on Erau Ritter on my way back; and there II again met 
the two young people。 了 vidently they also had given up the 
wretched festival]，and been completely taken aback at my 
sudden departure，had almost immediately left for Montreuzx， 
in the hope of hearing news of me. 

I made no mention of their rude conduct，and 8s 玉 arl 
cordially invited me to stay with them 8a few days longer 工 
accepted，Pprincipally because 工 was very much interested in a 
poetical work he had only just fnished。 TIhis poem was 8 
comedy calledq 47tbtzacdes，which he had really treated with 
exceptional refinement and freedom of form. 互 e had already 
told me at Albisbrunnen about the sketch of this work,， and had 
shown me an elegant dagger into thbe blade of which the syllables 
4 had been burnt. 

He explained that his friend, a young actor whom he had left 
in Stuttgart，possessed a similar weapon, the bladqe of which bore 
the syllables Zades。 It seemed that 及 arl，even without the 
symbolic help of the daggers，had again found the complement 
of his own “ Alkibiadesian individuality, thils time in tbhe young 
booby 了 ormstein，and it is very probable that the two，whilst 
in Sion，had imagined they were acting an “Alkibiadesian 
8cene before Socerates。 Hisg comedy showed me thbat his artistic 
talent was fortunately far better than his society manners. 
To this day I regret that this decidedly di 伍 cult play has never 
been produced. 

也 ornstein now behaved properly and desired to go to 
Lausanne via Vevey. We did part of the journey together 
on foot，and his quaint appearance with his knapsack on hig 
back was most amusing. 
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I continued my journey alone from Berne to Lucerne, taking 
tbe shortest possible route to Selisberg on the Lake of Lucerne， 
where my wife was staying for 8 sour-millk cure. 

The symptoms of heart disease，which 工 had already noticed 
80me time previously，had increased，and this place had been 
recommended to her as specially invigorating and beneficial. 
With great patience 工 endured several weeks of life at a Swiss 
Dezisz07 but my wife, who had quite adapted herself to the ways 
of the house and seemed very comfortable, looked upon me as 8& 
disturbing element. 

I found this a great trial，although the beauntiful air and my 
daily excurslions into the mountains did me 8a great deal of good. 
工 even went 8o far 8s to choose 8 very wild spot，where，in 
imagination，I 工 ordered a little house to be built in which 工 
shouldq be able to work in absolute peace. 

Towards the end of July we went back to Ziirieh。 工 returned 
to my 全 aziiyre and finished the first act in the month of August. 
工 was terribly depressed by my worries just at this time，8and 
38 it WwW88 more than ever necessary for Ime to have absolute qulet 
for my work, 工 at once agreed to my wife's departure，when she 
told me of her intended visit to ber relations and friends in 
Dresden and Zwickau。 She left me at the beginning of Sep- 
tember，and wrote to me about her stay in Weimar，where 
the Princess Wittgenstein had recelived her with thbe greatest 
hospitality at Altenburg Castle。 There she met Rickels wife， 
who was being cared for in the most self-sacrificing way by her 
husband's brother. It showed a spirited and original trait in 
Minna;'s character that she decided to visit Rickel in his prison 
at Waldheim，solely that she might give his wife news of him， 
although she disliked the man intensejy. 

She told me of this visit，saying sarcastically that 了 有 ickel 
looked quite happy and bright，and that life in prison did not 
seem to sult him badly. 

Meanwhile 工 plunged with renewed zeal into my work，and 
hadq fnished a fair copy of the 刃 lezzigold score by the 26th of 
September， In the peaceful quietness of my house at this time 
工 frst came acro98 8 book which was destined to be of great 
importance to me。 This was Arthur Schopenbhauers Pie 全 elt 
0/8 了 败 W1e WCG 了 orstel11v720。

Herwegh recommended this work to me，and told me that 
strangely enough it had only been recently discovered，although 
it had been published over thirty years.。 JIn & pamphlet on 
this subject a certain 卫 err Erauenstadt had drawn the attention 
of the publie to the book, to which 工 immediately felt attracted， 
and I at once began to study it。 下 or a long time 工 had wanted 
to understand the real value of philosophy.。 My conversations 
with Lehrs in 了 Paris in my very yonng days had awakened my 
longing for this branch of knowledge，upon which 工 bad first 
launched whbhen 工 attended the jlectures of several Leipzig 
professors and in later years by reading Sochelling and 也 egel. 
工 seemed to understand the reason of their failure to satisfy 
me from the writings of FEeuerbach，which 工 studied at the same 
time。 What fascinated me 8s0 enormously about Schopenhauer”8 
work wasa not onjy its extraordinary fate，but the clearness and 
Ianly precision with which the most di 但 cult metaphysicajl 
problems were treated from the very beginning. 

工 had been greatly drawn towards the work on learning the 
opinion of an English critie，who candqidly confessed that he 
respected _ German philosophy because of itse complete in- 
comprehensibility，as instanced by Hegel's doctrines，until the 
study of Schopenhauer had made it clear to him that Hegel”s 
lack of lucidity was due not so much to his own incapacity as 
to the intentionally bombastic style in which this philosopher 
had clothed his problems。 工 ike every man who is passionately 
thrilled with life， 工 too sought first for the conclusions of 
Schopenhauer's system。 With its ssthetic slide 工 was perfectly 
content，and Was especially astonlshed at hisg noble conception 
of music。 But，on the other hand, the fnal summing-up regard- 
ing morals alarmed me，88s，indeed，it would have startled 
any one in my mood; for here the annihilation of the will and 
complete abnegation are represented as the sole true and final 
deliverance from those bonds of individual limitation in estimat- 
ing and facing the world，whieh are now clearly felt for the 
first time。 or those who hoped to fnd some philosophical justi- 
fication for political and social agitation on behalf of socalled 
“individual freedom ' there was certainly no Support to be found 
here,， where all that was demanded was absolute renunciation of 
all such methods of satisfying the claims of personality， At first 
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I naturally foundqd his ideas by no means palatable，and felt I 
could not readily abandon that 8so-caljled “cheerful ” Greek 
aspect of the world，with whicoh 工 had looked out upon life 
in my 玫 tWyastltOerN der CUiiriift As 8 matter of fact，it was 
Herwegh who at last by a well-timed explanation，brought me 
to a calmer frame of mind about my own sensitive feelings。 工 
is from this perception of the nullity of the visible world 一 so 
he said 一 that all tragedy is derived，and sueh a perception 
must necessarlly have dwelt as an intultion in every great poet， 
and even in evyery great man.。 On looking afresh into mmy 
Na?zbefuwnigem poem 工 recognised with surprise that the very things 
that now 80 embarrassed me theoretically had loug been familiar 
to me in my own poetical conception。 Now at last 工 could 
understand my Wotan，and 工 returned with chastened mind 
to the renewed study of Schopenhauer's book。 工 bad learned 
to recognise that my first essential task was to understand the 
frst part，namely，the exposition and enlarging of 玉 ant's 
doctrine of the ideajlity of that world which has hitherto seemed 
to us so solidly founded in time and space, and I believed I had 
taken the first step towards such an Understanding by recognis- 
ing its enormous di 伍 culty. or many years afterwards that 
book never left me，and by the summer of the following year 工 
had already studied the whole of it for the fourth time。 The 
eftect thus gradually wrought upon Ime was extraordinary，and 
certaln]y exerted a decelslve infiuence on the whojle course of my 
life。 In forming my judgment upon all those matters which 工 
had hitherto acquired solely through the senses，I had gained 
pretty much the same power 88 工 had formerly won in musiec 一 
after abandoning the teaching of my old master Weinjich 一 by 
an exhaustive study of counterpoint. If，therefore，in later 
years 工 again expressed opinions in my casual writings on 
matters pertaining to that art which so particularly interested 
me), it is certain that traces of what 工 learned from my study of 
Schopenhauer's philosophy were cleafily perceptible. 

Juast then 工 was prompted to send the venerated philosopher 
& copy of my Ntzbe1u7zgem poem。 To its title 工 mmerely added by 
hand the words, With Reverence,” but without writing a single 
word to Schopenhauer himself. 

This Idqid partly from a feeling of great shyness in addressing 
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him，and partly because 工 felt that if the perusal of my poem 
did not enlighten Schopenhauer about the man with whom he 
Was dealing，&a jletter from me，no matter how explicit，would 
not help him much. 工 also renounced by thisg means the vain 
wish to be honoured by an autograph letter from his hand。 工 
learned later，however，from 及 arl Ritter，and also from Dr. 
Wille, both of wbhom vislited Schopenhauer in Erankfort, that he 
spoke impressively and favourably of my poetry。 In addition 
to these studies，I continued writing the music to the 仙 ctre. 
TI was living in great retirement at this time, my sole relaxation 
being to take long walks in the nelghbourhood，and，as Usual 
with me when hard at work at my music， 工 felt the longing to 
express myself in poetry。 This must have been partly due to 
the serious mood created by Sochopenhauer，which was trying 
to fnd ecstatic exzpression。 It was 80me such mood that inspired 
the conception of a TY7tstam 2C 7solde. 

术 arl Ritter had just laid before me a sketoeh for the dramatic 
treatment of this subject (with which 工 was thoroughly ac- 
quainted through my Dresden studies)，and had thereby drawn 
my attention to the material for this poem。 工 had already 
expressed my views to my young friend about the faultiness of 
his sketeh. He had, in fact, made 8 point of giving prominence 
to the lighter phases of the romance，whereas it was its 8all- 
pervading tragedy that impressed me 8o deeply that 工 felt con- 
vinced it should stand out in bold relief，regardless of minor 
detallgs。 On my return from one of my wajks 工 jotted down 
the inclidents of the three acts in 8 concise form，with the 
intention of working them out more elaborately later on。 In 
the last act 工 introduced an eplsode，which，however, 工 did not 
develop eventually，namely，the vilsit to Iristan"8 deathbed by 
Parsifal during his search for the 再 oly Grail， The picture of 
Tristan languishing，yet unable to die of hig wound，identifed 
itself in my mind with Amfortas in the Romance of the Grail. 

or the moment 工 forced myself to leave this poem on one 
slde, and to allow nothing to interrupt my great musical work. 
Meanwhile, through the help of friends, I succeeded in bringing 
about 8 satisfactory change in my fnancial position。 My 
prospects with regard to the German theatres 8also seemed 
brighter. Minna had been inp Berlin，and through the infuence 
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of our old friend，Alwine Frommann，had had an interview 
with Herr von Hiilsen, the manager of the court theatre。 After 
losing two years in fruitless efforts， 工 at last felt more certain 
of seeing Tayn7ziuser produced there without further obstacle， 
as it had become so popular with all the theatres that its failure 
in Berlin could not injure its reputation; lt could onljy reftect 
disadvantageously on tbhe Berlin management. 

In the beginning of November Minna returned from her 
journey，and acting on the news she gave me about the pro- 
duction of Zaijatser in Berlin， 工 allowed matters to take 
their course, a decision which afterwards caused me great annoy- 
ance，88 the rendering of my work was 8imply wretched， 工 got 
SO0me compensation，however，in the royalties，which were an 
important and continuous souUrce of income to me. 

IThe Ziirich Musical Society now again enlisted my interest 
for their winter concerts. 工 promilsed to conduct，but only on 
condition that they Would 外 ve serious consideration to im- 
proving the orchestra。 工 bad already twice proposed the forma- 
tion of a decent orchestra, and 工 now sent in a third plan to the 
committee，in which 工 deseribed in detail how they might 
achieve thisg object at a comparatively slight outlay by co- 
operation with tbhe theatre。 工 told them that this winter would 
be the last time that 工 should interest myself in their concerts 
Unjless they entertalined this very reasonable proposition。 Apart 
from this work,，I took in band a quartette society，made up of 
the soloists of the orehestra，who were anXious to study the right 
interpretation of the various quartettes 工 had recommended. 

It was 8 great pleasure to me to see how soon the publiec 
patronlised thbe efforts of these artists，who，by the way，thus 
added a little extra to their incomes for 8 considerable time. 
As far as their artistie achievementes went，the work was rather 
slowj the mere fact of their being able to play their respective 
instruments well did not make them at once Understand the 
art of playing together, for which so much more is needed tbhan 
mere dynamic proportions and accentes，attainable only by the 
individual development of a higher artistie taste in the treat- 
ment of the instrument by its exzponent。 

工 was too ambitious about them，and actuajlly taught them 
Beethoven's Quartette in C sharp minor，which meant endless 
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trouble and rehearsing. 工 wrote some analytical annotationg 
for the better apprecliation of thbls extraordinary work，and had 
them printed on the programme。 Whether 工 made any impres- 
8ion on tbhe audience，or whether they liked the performance, 工 
was never able to find out. When 工 say that 工 completed the 
sketch of the whole of the mnusie to the 人 丸 calbuire by the 30th 
of December of that year， it will su 伍 ce to prove my strenuousg 
and aetive life at that time，8s8 well as to show that 工 did not 
allow any outside distraction to disturb my rigorous plan of 
Work. 

In January, 1855, 工 began the instrumentation of the 您 cliire， 
but 工 was compelled to interrupt it owing to a promise 工 made 
to 8ome of my friends to glve bem a chance of hearing the over- 
ture to Zatst, which 工 had written in Paris ffteen years before. 
TI had_ another look at this composition，which had been the 
means of 80 important 8 change in my musical ideas. 工 iszt 
had produced the work in Weimar a jittle while before，and 
had written to me in very favourable terms about it，at the same 
time expressing his wish that Ishould rewrite more elaborately 
some parts that were onjy faintly indicated， So 工 immediately 
set to work to rewrite the overture，conscientiously adopting 
my dear friend's delicate suggestions，and 工 fnishedq it as 刘 
wa8 afterwards published by 也 artel， 工 taught our orchestra 
this overture，and did not think the performance at all bad. 
My wife，however，did not like it;j she said it seemed to her 
“as 让 nothing good could be made out of it ”and she begged 
me not to have it produced in London when I 工 went there that 
year。 At this time I had an extraordinary application，such as 
工 bave never recelved again。 JIn January the London Phil- 
harmonie Society wrote asking me if 工 would be willing to 
conduct theirz concertsg for the seasgon。 工 did not answWer 
immediately，8as 工 wanted to obtain some particulars first and 
wW88 very much surprised one day to receive &a visit from 8 
certain Mr，Anderson，8& member of the committee of the 
celebrated society，who had come to Ziirich on purpose to ensure 
Iy cceptance。 

工 was expected to go to London for four months to give eight 
ceoncerts for the Philharmonice Soceiety，for which 工 was to re- 
celve in al 8&200， 工 did not quite know what to do， as, from a 
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business point of view，it was of no advantage to me，and，as 
far as the conducting went，it was not much in my line，unless 
I could rely on at least a few high-class artistie productions。 
One thing only struck me 8a8 favourable，and that was the 
prospect of again handling 8a large and excellent orchestra， 
after having been denied one for so long，while tbhe fact that 
工 hadq attracted the attention of that remote world of music 
fascinated me exceedingly。 工 felt as 过 fate were calling me， 
and at last 工 accepted the invitation of this simple and amiable- 
looking Englishman，Mr. Anderson，who，fully satisfied with 
the result of his mission，immediately left for England wrapped 
in a big fur coat，whose real owner 工 only got to know later on。 
Before following him to Englandq, 工 badq to free myself from a 
calamity which 工 bad brought upon myself tbrough being too 
kind-hearted。 The managing director of the Ziirich theatre 
for that year，an obtrusive and over-zealous person，had at 
]ast made me accede to hig wish to produce TayrwjiaLser，on 
the plea that as thigs work was nowW performed at every opera 
house, it would be a very bad thing for the Ziirich theatre 让 
it were the only one to be deprived of the privilege，merely 
because 工 bappened to live in the town。 Besides this，my 
wife interfered in the matter，and the singers who played 
Tannhauser and Wolfram at once put themselves Under her 
wing. She really succeeded，too，in working on my humani- 
tarlan feelings with regard to one of her prot6gls, 8a poor tenor 
who had been badly bullied by the conduetor till then。 工 took 
these people through their parts 8 few times，and in conse- 
quence found myself obliged to attend the stage rehearsals 
to superintend their performances。 What it al came to in 
the end was that 工 was dqriven to interfere again and again， 
until 工 found myself at the conduetor's desk，and eventuajly 
conducted the first performance myself. 工 bave a particularly 
vlvid recollection of the singer who played lizabeth on tbhat 
occaslion。 She had originally taken soubrette parts，and went 
through her role in white kid gloves，dangling a fan. 工 his 
time 工 had really had enough of such concessions，8&nd when 
at the close the audience called me before the curtain，I stood 
there and told my friends with great frankness that this Was8 
the last time they would get me to do anything of the sort。 
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I advised them in future to look to the state of their theatre， 
88 they had just had a most convincing proof of its faujlty 
construction 一 at which they were all much astonished。 工 
made &a similar announcement to the “ Musikgesellsgchaft” where 
I also conducted once more 一 really for the last time 一 before 
my departure。 Unfortunately，they put down my protests to 
my sense of humour，and were not in the least spurred to 
exert themselves，with the result that 工 had to be very stern 
andq almost rude the following winter， to deter them，once and 
for all，from making further qdemands upon me。 工 thus jleft 
my former patrons in Ziirich somewhat nonplussed when 工 
started for London on 26th 上 ebruary. 

I travelled through Paris and spent some days there，during 
which time I saw only 人 ietz and his friend Lindemann，whom 
he regarded as a quack doctor. Arriving in London on 2nd 
March 工 frst went to see 上 erdinand Priger， JIn his youth he 
had been a friend of the 了 Rickel brothers，who had given me 
8a Very favourablje account of him. He proved to be an un- 
UsUally good-natured fellow，though of an excitability insu 伍 - 
ciently balanced by his standard of eulture。 After spending the 
first night at bis home， 工 installed myself the following day 
with his help in a house in Portland Terrace， in tbe neighbour- 
hood of Regent's Park，of which 工 badq agreeable recollections 
from former vilsits。 工 promised myself a pleasant stay there in 
tbe coming spring，if only on account of its close proximity to 
that part of the park where beautiful copper beeches over- 
shadowed the path.。 But though 工 spent four months in London， 
it seemed to me that spring nevez came，the foggy chmate so 
overclouded all tbhe impressions II received， Priger was only too 
eager to escort me When 工 went to pay the customary visits， 
including one to Costa。 工 was thus introduced to the director 
of the Italian Opera，who was at the same time the real leader 
of music in London; for he was also director of the Sacred- 
Music Society，which gave almost regular weekly performances 
of 也 indel and Mendelssohn.。 

了 Prager also took me to see his friend Sainton, the leader of 
the London orchestra。 After giving me 8a very hearty reception 
he told me the remarkable history of my invitation to 直 ondon. 
Sainton，a southern Frenchman from Toulouse，of naive and 
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fery temperament，was living with a full-blooded German 
Imusician from 瓦 amburg, named 工 iiders, the son of a bandsman， 
of a brusque but friendly disposition。 工 was much affected 
When 工 heard，later on，of the inclident which had made thbese 
two men inseparable friends， Sainton had been making a con- 
cert tour by way of St. Petersburg，and found himself stranded 
at Helsingfors in 上 inland, unabjle to get any further,， pursued as 
he was by the demon of ill-luck.。 At this moment the curioug 
figure of the modest 瓦 amburg bandsman”s son had accosted 
him on the staircase of thbe hotel，asking whether he would be 
inclined to accept his offer of friendship and take half of his 
available cash，as he (Liiqers) had of course noticed the awk- 
wardness of the others positlion。 下 rom that moment the two 
became inseparable friends，made concert tours in Sweden and 
Denmark，found their way back in the strangest fashion to 
也 avre，Paris，and TIoulouse，by way of 也 amburg，and fnally 
settled down in London 一 Sainton to take an important post 
in the orchestra，while iiders got along as best he could by 
the drudqgery of giving lessons。 Now 工 found them living 
together in 8 pretty house like a married couple，each tenderly 
concerned for his friend"s welfare。 iiders had read my essays 
on art，8nd my Oper WiC Drana in particular moved him to 
exclaim, “onertetter，there :8 something in that!” Sainton 
prieked up hisg ears at this，and when the conductor of the 
了 hijharmonlie concerts (the great Mr. Costa himself)，for some 
unlmown reason，quUarrelled with the soceiety before the season 
began and refused to conduet their concerts any longer，Sainton， 
to whom Mr， Anderson，the treasurer，had gone for advice 
in this8 awkward predqicament，recommended them，at 工 iiders” 
instigation，to engage me 工 now heard that they had not 
acted upon this suggestion at once。 Only when Sainton 
happened to remark casually that he had seen me conduct 
ip Dresden did Mr. Anderson decide to make the ]ourney to 
Ziirich to see me (in the fur coat lent by Sainton for the purT- 
pose)，as 8 result of which visit 工 was now here。 工 soon dis- 
covered,， too, that Sainton had in this case acted with the rash- 
ne88 characteristic of his nation。 It had never occurred to Coasta 
that he would be taken seriously in his statement to the Phil- 
harmonice Society，and he was thoroughly disgusted at my 
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appointment。 As he was at the head of the same orchestra 
which was at my disposal for the Philharmonle concerts，he 
was able to foster an attitude of hostility to the undertakings 
for which I 工 was responsible，and even my friend Sainton had 
to suffer from his animosity without actually realising the source 
of the annoyance. 

As time went on 工 saw this more plainly，whjile there was 
abundant material for unpleasantness of every desceription in 
other quarters。 JIn the first Place Mrzr， Davison，the Itusical 
critic of tbe 7?mes，adopted a most hostile attitude，and it was 
from this that 工 first realised，clearly and definitely，the eftect 
of my essay entitled “Judaism in Music.” Prager had further 
informed me that Davison;8 extremely powerful position on the 
7T?7e68 hadq accustomed him to expect every one who came to 
England on business connected with musie to Propitiate him 
by all sorts of delicate attentions。 Jenny Lind was one whose 
submission to these pretensions did much to ensure her popuUar 
succesS ; Whereas Sontag considered that her rank as Countess 
了 Rossi elevated her above such considerations.。 As 工 had been 
compjletely absorbed in the delight of handling a good，full 
orchestra，withb which 工 hoped to give some fine performances， 
it wa8 8 great blow to learn that 工 had no control whatever 
over the number of rehearsals 工 thought Decessary for thbe 
conoerts.。 上 or each concert，which included two symphonies 
and_ several minor pieces 88 well，the society'8 economical 
arrangements alowed me only one rehearsal， Stil 工 went on 
hoping that the impression produced by the performances 工 
conducted Imight even here justify the demand for a special 
eftort. It proved absolutely impossible，however，to depart 
in any Way from the beaten track,， and, realising this,， 工 at once 
felt that the fulfilment of the task 工 had undqertaken was 8 
terrible burden. At the first concert we played Beethoven”s 
用 rotca，8nd my success 88 8 conductor seemed so marked that 
the committee of the society were evidently prepared to make 
8 Special effort for the second. They demanded selections from 
my Own compositions as well as Beethoven's Ninth Symphony， 
and conceded me two rehearsals aa an exceptional favour. 
工 hi8 concert went o 仓 quite passably. 工 had drawn up an 
expjanatory Programme for my 了 opengri7 Overture，but the 
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worde “Holy Grail and“God : were struck out with great 
80lemnity，8as that sort of thing was not allowed at secular 
concerts。 工 bad to content myself with the chorus from the 
Italian Opera for the symphony，besides putting up with & 
baritone whose 了 nglish phlegm and Italian training drove me 
to despair at the rehearsal._ All I understood of the English 
Version of thbe text was, “了 ail thee joy ”for Freude、scjomer 
Cotterfurnen IThe Philharmonie Society appeared to have 
staked everything on the sucecess of this concert，which，in fact， 
left nothing to be desired. TIhey were accordingly horrifed 
when the 7?7mues reporter fell on this performance，too，with 
furious contempt and disparagement。 TIhey appealed to 
Prager to persuade me to offer Mr Davison some attentions， 
or at least to agree to meet thbat gentleman and be properly 
introduced to him at a banquet to be arranged by Mr. Anderson. 
But Priger now knew me well enough to dash their hopes of 
obtaining any concession of that sort from me 工 he banquet 
fell through，and，as 工 saw later，the soclety began from that 
time forward to regret my appointment，realising that they 
had an entirely intractable and pig-headed person to deal 
WwWlth. 

As the 卫 aster holidays began after the second concert, thereby 
involving a ljong pause, 工 asked my friend's advice as to whether 
it womUd not be more sensible to give up the whole thing 一 this 
conductorship of the Philharmonie concerts which 工 bad so soon 
discovered to be a foolish and fruitless undqertaking 一 and go 
quietly back to Ziirich。 Prager assured me that the execution of 
this resolve would in no wise be regarded as 8a refiection on the 
situation，but simply as 8 deplorable piece of rudeness on my 
part，and that the principal sufferers would be my friends. 工 bis 
decided me，and 工 stayed 一 without，it i8 true，any hope of 
giving 8 fresh impetus to musical life in 工 ondon. 工 he only 
stiimulating incident occurred on the occasion of the seventh 
concert，which was the evening chosen by the Queen for her 
annual visit to these funecetions。 She expressed a wish thbrough 
her busband，Prince Albert，to hear the TozzjiaLser Overture。 
工 he presence of the court certainly lent a pleasing air of cere- 
mony to the evening，and 工 had，too，the pleasure of a fairly 
animated conversation with Queen Victoria and her Consort 1 
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response to their command. 工 he question arose of putting my 
operasg on the stage，and Prince Albert objected that Italian 
sjingers woUd never be able to interpret my music。 工 w8s8 
amused when the Queen met this objection by saying thbat，after 
all，a _ great many Italian singers were really Germans.。 Al this 
made a good impression and, it was obvious，served as 8 demon- 
stration in my favour，without，however，infuencing the real 
situation to any appreciabje extent， Ibhe leading papers stil 
announced, as before, that every concert I conduceted was 8 全 asco. 
Ferdinand 了 Hiller actually thought himself justifed in pro- 
claiming，for the consolation of hisg friends，that my day in 
London was coming to an end，and that my banishment was 
Practically a certainty. This was on the occasion of the Rhenish 
Musical 上 estival，whbich was held at that time.， As 8a set-o 企 
against thbis 工 reaped great satisfaction from 8 scene Which took 
Place at the close of the eighth and last concert which 工 con- 
ducted 一 one of those strange scenes which now and again result 
from the long-suppressed emotion of those concerned.， TIhe 
members of the orchestra had at once realised, after my successes， 
the advisability of avoiding any expression of sympathy with me 
if they wished to keep in good odour with thelr real though unac- 
knowledged chief, Mr. Costa, and save themselves from a possible 
speedy dismissal at his hands. 工 his was the explanation given 
me when the signs of appreciation，which 工 hadq become aocus- 
tomed to recelve from the players in the course of our work 
together，8suddenly ceased. Now，however，at the end of the 
seTle8 thelir 8uppressed feelings burst forth，and they crowded 
round me on all sides with deafening cheers，while the audience， 
who usually left the hall noisily before the end, likewise formed 
Up in enthusiastic groups and surrounded me，cheering warmly 
and pressing my hand. 工 hus both Players and listeners com- 
bined to make Imy farewell a scene of cordiality which could 
hardly be surpassed. 

But it was the personajl relations which grew out of my stay in 
London that provided the strangest aspect of my life there. 

Jmmediately after my arrival, 人 arl 有 lindworth, a young pupil 
of Liszt, who had been recommended to me as particularly gifted， 
came to see me. 了 He became 8a faithful and intimate friend, not 
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only during my stay in London，but ever after. Young as he 
was, the short time he had spent in London had su 伍 ced to give 
him an opinion of 了 nglish musical life, the justice of which 工 was 
800nD compelled to admit，terrible though it was.。 JIncapable of 
adapting himself to the curiousl]y organised English mnusical 
cliques, he at once lost all reasonabjle prospecet or hope of meeting 
with the recognition due to his talent He resigned bimself to 
making his way through the dreary wastes of Engllsh musica] 
life solely by giving lessons like a day-labourer，being too proud 
to pay the smallest attentions to the ruling critics，who had 
fallen on him immediately as a pupil of Liszt.。 了 e was really 
an excellent musician，and in addition a distinguished pianist. 
He immediately approached me with the request to be allowed 
to make 8 pianoforte arrangement of the score of 民 jRezzgo1d， 
for the use only of virtuosi of the first rank. Unfortunately， 
he wa8 overtaken by a tedious illness，which robbed me for a 
long time of the desired intercourse with him. 

Although Priger and his wife stood by me with great con- 
stancy，my real centre of intimacy was the original Sainton- 
Liiders” household. 工 bad a standing invitation to dine with 
thbem，8and 工 found occasion，with few exceptions，to take my 
meals with these friends，whose devotion surpassed that of 
all the others。 It was here that 工 generally found relaxation 
from the Unpleasantness of my business relations in London. 
Praiger was often present，and we frequently took an evening 
stroll through the foggy streets. On such occasions 工 iiders 
would fortify us against the inclemency of the London climate 
by an excellent punch which he could prepare under any 
conditions。 Only once did we get separated，and that wa8 
in the terrifie crowd that accompanied the 卫 mperor Napoleon 
from St. James's Palace to Covent Garden 工 heatre one evening. 
了 e had come over to London with his Consort，on a visit to 
Queen Victoria，dquring the critical stage of the Crimean War， 
and the Londoners gaped at him as he passed no less greedily 
than other nations are apt to do under similar cireumstances. 
It so befell that 工 was taken for a pushing sightseer，and pro- 
portionately punishedq by blows in the ribs when 工 was crossing 
the road to try and get into Regent Street from the 了 aymarket. 
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This caused me much amusement，on 8ccount of the obvious 
mlsunderstanding. 

工 he grave annoyances which arose, part1y from the peculliarly 
momentous quUarrel between Sainton and Mr. Anderson (insti- 
gated by Costa)，and which qdqeprived me of every possibility 
of obtaining any infuence over the society，were productive， 
on the other hand，of some amusing experiences. Anderson 
bad，ijit seemed，succeeded in elevating himself to the post of 
conductor of the Queen's band，through the infuence of the 
Queen's Private coachman。 As he possessed absoljutely no 
knowledge of musice，the annual court concert which he had 
to conduct became 8a very feast of absurdity to the unruly 
Sainton， and 工 heard some very funny stories about it。 Another 
thing brought to light in the course of these imbrogllios wa8 
that Mrs。Anderson，whom 工 had christened Charlemagne on 
account of her great corpulency，had appropriated to hersejf， 
among other things，the o 伍 ce and salary of a court trumpeter. 
工 soon arrived at the conviction，from these and other similar 
reports，that my lively friendq would be beaten by this snug 
little clique in the war of disclosures，and was able subsequently 
to see the declision go against him at the point when either he 
or Anderson had to give way. This confrmed my idea that 
in this free country of England things were managed in Imuch 
the same way 88 elsewhere. 

The arrival of Berlioz made a very important addition to 
our little company. He, too, had been brought over to 地 ondon， 
to conducet two of the New Philharmonie Society's concertas. 
工 he society had appointed as ordinary conductor，by whose 
recommendation 工 couldq never discover，8& certain Dr， Wilde， 
8 好 plcal chubby-faced Englishman，remarkably good-natured， 
but ludicerously incompetent. He had taken some special lessons 
in conducting from the Stuttgart conducetor，Lindpaintner，who 
had trained him up to the point of at least attempting to catch 
Up thbe orchestra with his beat，the orchestra itself going its 
own way entirely. 工 heard a Beethoven symphony performed 
in this fashion，and was surprised to hear the audience break 
into precisely thbe same applause with which it greeted one of 
Im7 own strictly accurate and really fiery performances. Io 
lend distinetion to these concerts，however, they had,， as 工 said， 
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invited Berlioz over for some of them。 工 thus heard him con- 
duct some classical works，such as 8 Mozart 8ymphony，and 
was 3&mazed to fnd a conductor，who was 80 energetic 1in 
the interpretation of his own compositions，8sink into thbe 
commonest rut of the vulgar time-beater. Certain of his own 
compositions，such as the more effective fragments from the 
玉 Romeo aad wyu1zef Symphony，again made a particular lim- 
pression on me it is true; but 工 was now Inore consclously 
awake to the curious weaknesses which disfigure even the fnest 
conceptions of this extraordinary musician than on those earlier 
occasions，whben 工 only had a sense of general discomfort ade- 
quate to the magnitude of the impression。 

I felt much stimulated，however，on the two or three occa8- 
sion8 when Sainton invited me to dine with Berlioz。 工 was now 
brought face to face with this strangely gifted person, tormented 
and even blunted in some respects 88 he then was.， When 
I saw him，a man considerably my senior，coming here merel7 
in the hope of earning a few guineas， 工 could deem Imyself 
perfectljy happy，and almost foating on air，by contrast; for 
my own coming had been brought about rather by a desire 
for distraction，8a eraving for outward inspiration。 五 8 whole 
being expressed weariness andq despair，and 工 was 8Sudqdenly 
selzed with deep sympathy for this man whose talent so far 
sSUrpassed that of his rivals 一 for this was clear as dayjlight to 
me Berlioz seemed to be pleasantly affected by the attitude 
of gay spontaneity 工 adopted with him. 了 is msual short， 
almost reserved，Imanner thawed visibly during the friendly 
hours we passed together. He told me many comical things 
about Meyerbeer，and the impossibility of escaping from his 
fattery，which was dictated by his insatiable thirst for laudatory 
articles。， 工 he first performance of his Propjhel had been pre- 
ceded by the customary direr de Jo tetlle，and when Berlioz 
excused himsejlf for staying away，Meyerbeer first reproached 
him tenderly，then challenged him to make good the great 
injustice he had done him，by writing “a real nice article， 
about his opera.。 Berlioz declared it was impossible to get any- 
thing detrimental to Meyerbeer inserted in a Paris paper. 

工 found it less easy to diseuss with him matters of a more pro- 
found artistie nature，as I 工 invariably came up against the reai 
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renchman then，who, fuent and glib of tongue，wa8s 8o suUre of 
himself that it never occurred to him to doubt whether be had 
Understood his companions aright. Once，in a pleasant glow 
of inspiration (having suddenly mastered the French language， 
to my own great 8Urprise)， 工 tried to express to him my idea Y 
of the “artistie conception.” 工 endeavoured to describe the 
powerful eftect of vital Impressions on the temperament，how 
they hold us captive，as it were，Until we rid ourselves of them 
by the unique development of our inmost spiritual visions， 
which are not called forth by thbese impresslions，but only roused 
by them from their deep slumber.。 The artistie structure, there- 
fore，appears to us as8 in no wise 8 result of，but，on the con- 
trary，8 jiberation from，the vital impressions。 At this point 
Berlioz smilled in a patronising，comprehensive way，and said : 
“和 ous appelons cela: dglrer.” My amazement at this prompt 
summing-up of my laboured communications wa&s further justi- 
fedq by my new friend'e outward behaviour. 工 invited him 
to be present at my last concert and also at 8 small farewell 
feast whbich 工 was giving at home to my few friends after 让 
了 e 8soon left the table，saying that he felt unwell，but the 
friends who were left made no secret to me of their belief 
that Berlioz had been put out of humour by the exceedingly 
enthusiastice farewell with which the audience had parted 
from me。 

工 be total barvest，however，of acquaintances IT made in Lon- 
don was not Particularly profitable。 工 took pleasure in the 
socliety of Mr. 卫 ]lerton, a dignified，agreeable man, the brother- 
in-law of Lord Brougham 一 &a poet，a music-lover，and,， alasl a 
composer。 He asked to be introduced to me at one of the Phil- 
barmonie concerts，and did not hesitate to tell me that he 
welcomed me to London because it seemed likely that 工 was 
destined to check the exaggerated Mendelssohn worship. He 
wa&s also the only Englishman who honoured me by any hospi- 
tality，and by entertaining myself and my friends at the 
University Club，gave me an opportanity of realising the 
munifcence of such an establishment in London。. After we had 
spent 8 very agreeable time there， 工 had a glimpse of the 
weaker slde of English hospitajlities of this order，though the 
incldent was friendly enough. My host had to be taken home 
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by two mem one holding each arm, quite as a matter of course， 
as jit w8s obvious that he would not have got far across the 
road without this hejlp. 

I made the acquaintance，too，of a curious man，8an old- 
fashioned but very friendly composer named Potter. 工 bad to 
play a symphony of his，which entertained me by its modest 
dimensions and its neat development of counterpoint，tbe more 
80 88 the composer，8a friendly elderly recluse，clung to me with 
almost distressing humility. 工 had positively to force him 
into accepting the right lempo for the 47zdante in his symphony， 
thus proving to him that it was really pretty and interesting. 
He had so little faith in hie work，that he considered the only 
way to avoid the danger of boring people with it was to Tattle 
through it at a qisgraceful speed， He really beamed with delight 
and gratitude when 工 secured him great applause by taking thbils 
Very 47dazte at my own time. 

I got on less well with a Mr. MacFarrinec, a pompous, mejan- 
choly Scotsman，whose compositions， 工 was assured，were held 
in bigh esteem by the committee of the Phijharmonic Society. 
He seemed too proud to diseuss the interpretation of any of 
his works with me，and I was therefore relieved when a sym- 
phony of his，which didq not appeal to me，was laid aside， 
the substitute chosen being an overture entitled the Steeple- 
CAase，which 工 enjoyed playing，on account of ite pecullarly 
wild，passionate character. 

My acquaintance with Beneke (a merchant) and his family 
was attended by much awkwardness。 Wesendonck had given 
me 8 letter of recommendation to them，so that 工 should at 
least have one “house : to go to ip 地 ondon。 工 had to travel a 
ful German mile to Camberwejll in response to their invitations， 
only to discover that 工 had dropped into the very family whose 
house Mendelssohn had made his home when in London。 Ihe 
good people did not know what to do with me，apart from 
congratujating me on the excellence of my Mendelssohn per- 
formances，and rewarding me with deseriptions of the generous 
character of the deceased. 

卫 oward, the secretary of the Philharmonie Soceiety，&a worthy 
and agreeable old man，was another person (the only one，he 
believed) in the ecircle of my 了 nglish acquaintances who took 
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the trouble to entertain me 工 bad to go once or twice to the 
Italian Opera at Covent Garden with his dqaughter。 There 工 
heardq Zadelio，given in rather grotesque fashion by unelean 
Germans and voiceless Italians，and with receitatives。 工 conse- 
quently managed to evade paying frequent visits to this theatre。 
When 工 went to say good-bye to Mr. Howard on leaving London， 
工 was 8Urprised to meet Meyerbeer at his house。 He had just 
arrived in London to conduct hlis Wordsterm， As 工 saw him 
come in jit occurred to Ime immediately that Howard，whbom 工 
had only known as the secretary of the Philharmonie Society， 
was 8jso the muslical critice of the ZL1ustralead Zondom Nes， 这 
was in the latter capacity that the great operatice composer had 
caljled upon him. Meyerbeer was absolutely paralysed when 
he saw me，and this put me into such 8 frame of mindq thbat 
we found it impossibje to excohange 8 word.。 Mr. Howard，who 
had felt sure that we were acquainted，was much surprised at 
this，and asked me 88 工 was leaving whether 工 did not know 
Meyerbeer。 工 answered that he had better ask Meyerbeer。， On 
meeting Howard again that evening, 工 was assured that Meyer- 
beer had spoken of me in terms of the highest praise。 工 then 
sUggested his reading certain numbers of the Paris Gazette 
MWLSVCle，in which 下 6tis had，some time before，given 8 less 
favourable interpretation of Meyerbeers views about me. 
Howard shook his bead，and coud not understand how two 
such 9gyeal co7D08e78 coUd meet in 8o strange 8 mmanner. 

A visit from my old friend Hermann ranck was a pleasant 
SUTPTrise。 了 ee was then staying at Brigbhton，and had come up 
to London for 8a few days. We conversed a great deal，and 工 
had to make 8a considerable effort to put bim right in his ideas 
about me，838 he had heard the most wonderful reports fom 
German musicians during the last few years in which our inter- 
course had been broken o 个 ， 了 He was 8&stonigshed，in the first 
place, to fnd me in London，where he considered it impossibje 
for me ever to fnd a suitable field for my musical tendencies. 
I did not understand what he meant by my“tendencies”but 工 
told him quite simply how 工 came to accept the invitation of 
the Philjharmonie Society，and that 工 proposed to fulfl my 
ceontract for this year's8 concerts，and then to go back to my 
work at Ziirich without further ceremony。 This sounded quite 
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different to the state of things be had imagined, for he had felt 
bound to conclude that 工 proposed to ereate 8a strongholdq in 
London from which to conducet a war of extermination against 
the whole race of German musicians.。 This was the unanimoug 
explanation of my iptentions which he had beard in Germany. 
Nothbhing could be more astounding，he said,， than the surprising 
incongruity between the fictitious form in whbich 工 appeared to 
these peoplje，and my real nature，which he had recognised at 
once on 8eeing me 8gain.。 We ]joked about this，and came to a 
closer understanqing.， 工 was glad to see that he valued 88 
much as II did the works of Schopenhauer，which hadq become 
known in the last few years.。 He expressed his opinion of 
them with singular decision ; he considered that German inte]- 
lect was destined, either to complete deterioration, in conjunetion 
with thbe national pojlitieal situation or else to an equally com- 
plete regeneration，in which Sechopenhauer would play his 
part. He jleft me 一 80on to meet hlis terrible and not less 
inexplicable fate。 Only a few months later，after my return 
home,， 工 heard of his mysterious death. 了 e was staying，8s 工 
said，at Brighton，for the purpose of putting his son，a boy of 
about sixteen，into the 了 nglish navy。 工 badq noticed that the 
son;8 obstinate determination to serve in this forece was repug- 
nant to his father. On the morning of the day on which the 
ship was to 8ail，thbe fathber's body was found shattered in the 
street，a8 thbe result of a fall from the window，whbile the son 
was found lifeless 一 8pparently strangled 一 on his bed.。 The 
mothbher had died some years previously，and there was no one 
jeft to give information 88 to thbhe terrible occurrence，which， 
80 far as 工 know, has never to this day been cleared up ranck 
had，out of forgetfulness，left a map of London behind on his 
visit to mmej this 工 kept， as 工 did not know his address，and 让 
is8 still in my possession。 

工 have pleasanter，though not entirely unclouded，recollec- 
tions of my relations with Semper， whom 工 also met in London， 
where he had been settled for some time with bis family。 He 
bad always seemed to me so violent and morose when 训 
JDresden that 工 was surprised and moved to admiration by the 
comparatively calm and resigned spirit with which be bore 
the terrible interruption to hi8 professional career，and by his 
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readiness to adapt his talent (which was of an Unusually pro- 
ducetive order) to the circumstances in which he was placed. 
Commissions for large buildqings were out of the question for 
him in England，but he set his hopes，to 8a certain extent，on 
the patronage accorded him by Prince Albert，as this gave him 
80me prospects for the future，、 下 or the time being he contented 
himself with commissions to design decorations for interiors 
and luxurious furniture, for which he was well paid. He took 
to this work as seriousl]y，from an artistie point of view，88 站 
it hadq been a large building. We often met，and 工 also spent 
8a few evenings at his house in 及 ensington，when we invariably 
dropped into the old vein of strange, serious humour that helped 
us to forget the seamy side of life. 工 he report 工 was able 
to give of Semper after my return home did much to infuence 
Sulzer in his successful attempt to get him over to Ziirich 
to build the new Polytechniec. 

On various occasions 工 also visited some not Uninteresting 
theatres im London，strictly avoidqing opera-houses，of course. 
TI was most attracted by the jlittle Adeljphi Theatre in the 
Strandq， and Ifrequently made Priger and Liiders go with me. 
They acted some dramatised fairy-tales there under the title 
of Christi0s。 One of the performances interested me particu- 
larly，because it consisted of a subtly connected conglomeration 
of the most familiar tales，played stralght through，with mo 
break at the end of the acts， It began withb“T 工 he Goose thbat 
laid the Golden 了 ggs””and was transformed into“ 工 he Ihree 
Wishes "; this passed into “Red Ridqing Hood ” (with the wolf 
changed into a cannibal who sang a very comical jittlje couplet )， 
and fnished as “Cinderella,” varied with other ingredients. 
These pieces were in every respect excellently mounted and 
played, and I gained a very good notion there of tbhe imaginative 
fare in which tbhe English people can fnd amusement。， 工 found 
the performances at the Olympic Theatre less simple and 
innocent. Besides witty dqrawing-room pieces in the French 
stylje，which were very well played there，they acted fairy- 
tajes such as the 7el1ow Dawaorf， in which Robson，an Uncom- 
monly popular actor，took the grotesque title-r0le。， 工 saaw the 
same actor again im 8 little comedy called Carrtcz ever，i 
Which he endqs by representing a drunken man who， when people 
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insisted on taking him for Garrick，undertook the part of 
Hamjlet in this condqition。 工 was greatly astonigshed by many 
audacities in his acting on th18 occasion. 

A small out-of-the-way theatre in Marylebone was just then 
trying to attract the publie by Shakespeare's plays， 工 attended 
8 performance of the Merry 帮 ?ves thbere，which really amazed 
me by its correctness and preclslon. ven 8 performance of 
天 omeo ai wyJauletl at he 有 aymarket Theatre Impressed me 
favourably，in spite of the great inferiority of the company， 
on _ account of its accuracey and of the scenic arrangements， 
which were no doubt an inheritance from the Garrick tradition. 
But Istill remember a eurious llluslion in connection with this : 
after thbhe first act 工 toldq Liiders，who was with me，how suUr- 
prised 工 was at their giving the part of Romeo to an old man， 
whose age must at least be sixty，and who seemed anxious to 
retrieve his long-lost youth by laboriously adopting a sickly- 
sweet，feminine air. Liiders looked at the programme again， 
and cried,“ 了 ozzzertwetter，it 8 8a Woman 工 was the once 
famous American，Miss Cushman.。 

In spite of every effort， 工 found it impossible to obtain 8 
seat for 瓦 enry FT77. at the Princess's Theatre， This play had 
been organised according to the new stage realisgm，and en- 
joyed an incredible vogue 88 8 gorgeous spectacular piece， 
mounted with unusual care. 

JIn the province of music，with which 工 was more concerned， 
工 have still to mention several of the Sacred-Music Society?8 
concerts，which 工 attended in the large room at 了 xeter 五 al. 
The oratorios given there nearly every week have, it must be 
admitted，the advantage of thbhe great confdence which arises 
from frequent repetition. Neither could 工 refuse to recognise 
the great precision of the chorus of seven hundred voices， 
which reached quite a respectabje standard on 8a few occasions， 
partiecularly in 也 indel's Messtzajh。 It was here that 工 came to 
Understand the true spirit of 了 nglish mnusical culture，which 
i8 bound up with the spirit of English Protestantism。 工 his 
accounts for the fact that an oratorio attracts the pubjlie far 
more thban an opera.， A further advantage ia secured by the 
feeljing among the audience that an evening 8pent lin listening 
to an oratorio may be regarded as 8 sort of service, and 18 &lmost 
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as good as going to church， 了 very one in the audience holds 
8 互 aindel piano score in the same way 88 One holds a prayer- 
book in ehurch. 工 hese scores are sold at the box-o 伍 ce in shilling 
editions，and are followed most diligently 一 out of anxiety， 刘 
seemed to me，not to miss certain points solemnljy enjoyed by 
the whole audience。 下 or instance，at the beginning of the 
“Halleljujah Chorus ”it is8 considered proper for every one to 
rise from his seat.。 This movement，which probably originated 
in an expresslon of enthusiasm，ils now carrled out at each per- 
formance of the Mess:ai with painful precislon， 

All these recollections，however，are Ierged in tbhe all- 
absorbing memory of almost uninterrupted ill-health，caused 
primarily，no doubt，by the state of the London climate at 
that season of the year，which ia notorious all over the world. 
工 had a perpetual cold，and 工 therefore followed the advice of 
Iny friends to take a heavy 了 nglish diet by way of reslsting the 
eftect of the air，but this did not improve matters in the least. 
Kor one thing，I could not get my home su 佣 ciently warmed 
through，and the work that 工 had brought with me was the 
first tbing to suffer. Ihe instrumentation of thbe 八 aIkuoiyre, which 
工 had hoped to finish o 人 在 here, only advanced a paltry hundred 
pages。 工 was hindered in this principally by thbe circumstance 
thbat the sketehes from which 工 had to work on the instru- 
mentation had been written down without considering the extent 
to which a prolonged interruption of my working humour might 
8afftect the coherence of the sketeh. How often did 工 sit before 
thbose penciled pages as 这 they had been unfamiliar hiero- 
gl7phics which 工 was incapable of deciphering! JIn absolute 
despair 工 plunged into Dante, making for the first time a seriougs 
effort to read him。 The 7mjferro， indeed，became 8a never-to-be- 
forgotten reality in that London atmosphere. 

But at last came the hour of deliverance from even those 
evils which 工 had brought upon myself by my last assumption 
that 工 might be accepted, not to say wanted, in the great world. 
工 he soje consolation 工 had was in the deep emotion of my new 
friends when II took leave of them.。 工 burried home by way of 
了 aris，which was clothed in ite summer glory，and saw people 
realjy promenading again, instead of pushing through the streets 
on busliness。 And so I returned to Ziirich, full of cheerful im- 
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pressions，on the 30th of June, my net profits being exactly one 
thousand francs。 

My wife had an idea of taking up her sour-milk cure again 
on the Selisberg by Lake Lucerne，and as 工 thought mountain 
air would be good for my impaired health also，we decided to 
move there at once。 Our project suffered a brief delay through 
the fatal illness of my dog Peps.， As the result of old age ii 
his thirteenth year，he suddenly exhibited such weakness that 
We became apprehensive of taking him up the Selisberg, for he 
could not have borne the fatigue of the ascent。 JIn a few days 
his agony became alarmingly acute。 He grew stupid，and had 
frequent convulsions，his only consclious act being to get up 
often from his bed (whieh was in my wife's room，8s he Was 
usually under her care) and stumble as far as my writing- 
table，where he sank down again in exzhaustion。 I 工 he veterinary 
SUTgeon 8aid he could do no more， and as the convusions gradu- 
ally became terribljy acute， 工 was advised to shorten the poor 
animal'8 cruel agony and free him from his pain by a little 
prussic acid， We delayed our departure on his account until 
I at last convinced myself that a quick death would be charity 
to the poor suffering creature，who w8as quite past all hope. 
工 bired a boat，and took an hour's row 8across the lake to visit 
& young doctor of my acquaintance named Obrist，who had， 
I 工 knew，come into possession of a _ village apothecary?”s stock， 
whliceh included various polgongs， 下 rom him 工 obtained a deadly 
dose，which 工 carried home across the lake in Iny solitary 
ski 分 on an exquisite suUmmer evening. 工 was determined only 
to resort to thi8 last expedient iD case the poor brute were 
in extremity.。 He slept that last night as usual in hig8 basket 
by my bedside，his invariable habit being to wake me with 
his paws in the morning， 工 was suddenly roused by his groans， 
caused by a particularly violent attack of convulsions; he then 
sank back without a sound;i and 工 was 8o strangely moved by 
thbe significance of the moment that 工 immediately looked 
at Iny Watch to impress on Imy Imemory the hour at which 
my extraordinarily devoted _ little friend died; it was ten 
minutes past one on the 1l0th of Juy， We devoted the next 
day to his burial，and shed bitter tears over hm rau 
Stockar-Eseher，our landjady，made over to us a pretty jlittle 
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plot in her garden，and there we buried him，with his basket 
and cushions。 也 is grave was shown me many years after，bnut 
the last time 工 went to look at the little garden 工 found that 
evyerything had undergone an elegant transformation，8&nd there 
Were n0 longer any signs of 了 Pep”s grave. 

At last we really started for the Selisberg，accompanied this 
time only by the new parrot 一 8 sUbstitute for good old Papo 一 
from the 了 及 reutzberg menagerie，which 工 had bought for my 
wife the year before。 IThis one was 8 very good and intelligent 
bird also，but 工 left him entirely to Minna，treating him with 
invariable kindness，but never making 8a friend of him。 Kor- 
tunately for us,， our stay in the glorious air of this summer re- 
sort，of which we had grown very fond，was favoured by 
continuoug fine weather. 工 devoted all my leisure，apart from 
Imy lonely walks，to making 8a fair copy of tbat part of the 
多 opiire which was fully scored, and also took up my favourite 
reading again 一 the study of Schopenhauer。 工 had the pleasure 
of receiving a charming letter from Berlioz， together with Zes 
Sotyr6es de /Orchestre, his new book，which 工 found inspiriting 
to read，although the authors taste for the grotesque Was8 88 
foreign to me here as in his compositiong。 Here，too， 工 met 
young 了 Robert von 也 ornstein again，who proved himself a 
pleasant and intelligent companion。 工 was particularly in- 
terested in his qulick and evidently successful plunge into the 
study of Sehopenhauer.。 He informed me that he proposed to 
settlje for some time iD Ziirich，where 及 arl Ritter，too，bhad 
decided to take permanent winter quarters for his young wife 
and himsejlf. 

In the middlje of August we returned to Ziirich ourselves， 
and I was able to devote Immyself steadily to compjleting thbe instru- 
mentation of the 人 聘 a1Kire，while my relations with former 
acquaintances remained much the game. rom outside 工 
received news of the steady persistence with which my 了 ar 
Aiauser was, little by little, being propagated in German thbeatres. 
了 onengrt，too，followed in its steps，though without 8 first 
meeting with an entirely favourable reception。 下 ranz Dingel- 
atedt，who was at the time manager of the court theatre at 
Munich，undertook to introduce Tan7zjiuser there，although， 
tbanks to 工 acbner，the Place wa88 Dot Prepossessed 让 my 
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favour.。 He seemed to have managed it fairly well;i ite suc- 
ce8s，however，8according to him，was not 80 great as to allow 
of my promised fee being punctually paid. But my income， 
Oowing to the conscientious stewardship of my friend Sulzer， 
Was DOW 8u 值 cient to permit me to work without anxiety on 
that account.。 But 工 met with a new vexation when colder 
weather set in。 工 suffered from innumerable attacks of ery- 
sipelas during the whole winter，each fresh attack (in conse- 
quence of some tiny error of diet，or of the least cold) being 
attended by violent pain。 It was obviously the result of the 
ill effects of the London climate。 What pained me most was8 
the frequent interruption of my work on this account. The 
most 工 could do was to read wbhen the illness was taking its 
course，。 了 Burnou 人 在)e 7rtrodauctom G 7 istotre Gu 万 outdCRYSmne 
jnterested me most among my books, and 工 found material in 让 
for a dramatie poem，which has stayed in my mind ever since， 
though only vaguely sketehed. 工 may still perhaps work 让 
out。 工 gave it the title of Daie gaeqer。 It was founded on the 
simnple legend of a Tschantala girl，who ie received into the 
dignifed order of beggars known 88 Cokyanott and through 
her exceedingly passionate and purified love for Ananda，the 
chief disciple of Buddha，herself gains merit Besides the 
Underlying beauty of this simple material，a curious relation 
between it and thbe subsequent development of my musical 
experience infuenced my selection。 上 or to the mind of Buddha 
the past life (in a former incarnation) of every being who 
appears before bim stands revealed as plainly as the present ; 
and thjis siimmple story has its slgnificance，as showing that the 
past life of the suffering hero and heroine is bound up with the 
immediate present in this life。 工 saw at once that the con- 
tinuous reminiscence in the music of this double existence might 
perfectly wel be presented to the emotions，and 工 decided 
accordingly to keep in prospect the working out of thbis poem 
a8 8 particularly congenial task. 

I 工 had thus two new subjects stamped on my Imagination， 
T7rlstaz and Die Seqger， with these 工 was constantly occupied 
from this time onwards，together with my great work，thbe 
Aizbeyurzgerv the unfinished portion of which was still of gigantic 
dimenpgions。 The more thbese projects absorbed me，the more 
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did 工 writhe with impatience at the perpetual interruptions of 
my work by these loathsome attacks of ilness。 About this 
time 工 iszt proposed to pay me 8 vlsit hat had been postponed 
in the summer，but 工 bad to ask him not to come，88 工 could 
not be certain，after my late experiences，of not being tied to 
&a 8ick-bed during the few days he would be able to give me. 
Thus Ispent the winter，calm and resligned in my productive 
momentes，but moody and irritable towards the outside world， 
and consequently 8a souUrce of some anxiety to my friends。 工 
was glad, however， when 及 arl Ritter's arrival in Ziirich allowed 
him to become more intimate with me again。 By his selecting 
Ziiricoh as &a settljed home，for the winter montbhs，at any Tate， 
he showed his devotion to Ime in 8 way that did me good，and 
wiped out more than one bad impression。 了 ornstein had 
actually managed to come too, but could not stay。 了 e declared 
he was 80 nervous that he could not touch a note of the piano， 
and made no attempt to deny that the fact of his mother?s 
having died insane made him very much afraid of going 
mad himself. Altbough this in a way made him interesting， 
hise intellectual gifts were marred by such weakness of char- 
acter，thbat we were 80on reduced to thinking him fairly hope- 
less，and we were not inconsolable when he suddenly jleft 
Ziirich. 

My circle had gained considerably of late by the addition 
of a new acquaintance，Gottfried 及 eller，a native of Ziirich， 
who had just returned to the welcoming arms of his affectionate 
fellow-townsmen from Germany,， where his writings had brought 
him some fame。 Several of his works 一 in partieular，a longish 
novel，Deyr Cure 万 ezi7mCJ 一 had been recommended to me in 
favourable though not exaggerated terms by Sulzer.。 工 was 
thberefore surprised to find him a person of extraordinarily shy 
and awkward demeanour。 卫 very one felt anxious about his 
prospects on first becoming acquainted with him，and it wag 
indeed this question of his future that was the di 伍 cujlty. 
Although everything he wrote showed great original talent， 刘 
Was obvious at once that they were merely efforts in the direc- 
tion of artistie development，and the inevitable inquiry arose 
as to what was to foljlow and really establish his fame。 工 kept 
continually asking him what he was gojng to do next，。 JIn reply 
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he would mention all sorts of fully matured schemes，which 
would none of thbem hold water on closer acquaintance。 Luckily 
a government post was eventually found for him (from patriotic 
considerations，it seemed)，where he no doubt did good service， 
although bis literary activity seemed to lie falow afterz his early 
ef 企 orts. 

Herwegh，another friend of longer standing，was less for- 
tunate。 工 had worried myself for a long time about him too， 
trying to think that higs previous efforts were merely intro- 
ductions to really serious artistie achievements。 He admitted 
himself that he felt hisgs best was still to come。 It seemed to 
him that he had all the material 一 crowds of “ideas ' 一 in Te- 
Serve for a great poetical work ; there was nothing wanting but 
the “frame ' in which he could paint it all， and this is what he 
hoped，from day to day, to find.。 As 工 grew tired of waiting 
for it，I set about trying to fnd the longed-for frame for him 
myself. He evidently wished to evolve an epic poem on 8 
large scale, in which to embody the views he had acquired. Ag 
he had once alluded to Dante'”s luck in fnding a subject like 
the pilgrimage thbrough hell and purgatory into paradise， 进 
occurred to me to suggest, for the desired frame， the Brahman 
myth of Metem2sychnosts，which ip 了 lato's version comes 
within reach of our classical education。 Je did not think 过 
8a bad idea，and 工 accordingly took some trouble to define the 
form such & poem would take.。 也 e was to decide upon three 
acts, each containing three songs，which would make nine gongs 
in al]. TIhe frst act would show his hero in the Asiatic country 
of his birth ; the second，his reincarnation in Greece and 
了 Rome; the third, his reincarnation in the Middle Ages and in 
modern times。 All this pleased him very much, and he thought 
it might come to something. Not so my cynical friend，Dr. 
Wille，who had an estate in the country where we often met 
in tbhe bosom of his family。 He was of opinion thbhat we ex- 
pected far too much of Herwegh. Viewed at close quarters 
he was，after all, only a young Swabian who bad received a far 
larger share of honour and glory than his abilities warranted， 
thbrough the Jewish halo thrown around him by his wife In 
the end 工 had to shrug my shoulders in silent acquiescence with 
these hopelessly unjkind remarks，as 工 could，of course，see poor 
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了 erwegh sinking into deeper apathy every year，until in the 
end he seemed incapable of doing anything. 

Semper's arrival in Ziiriehb，whioh had at last taken Place， 
enlivened our circle considerably。 TIhe ederal authorities 
had asked me to use my infuence with Semper to induce bim 
to accept a post as teacher at the Eederal Polytechnlc。 Semper 
came over at once to have &a look at be establishment 人 rst， 
and was favourably impressed with everything. 也 e even 
found cause for delight，when out walking，in the unclipped 
trees) “where one might light upon 8 caterpillar again”he said， 
and decided definitely to migrate to Ziirich，and thus brought 
himself and his family permanently into Imy circle of acquaint- 
ance。 True，he had small prospect of commissions for large 
buildings，andq considered himself doomed to play the school- 
master for ever.。 He was，however，in the throes of writing & 
great work on art，which，after various mishaps and a change 
of publisher，he brought out later under the title，ZPDeyr 8tyL。、 工 
often found him engaged with the drawings for illustrating this 
book ; be drew them himself very neatly on stone，and grew 
80 fond of the work thbat he declared the smallest detail in his 
drawing interested him far more thban the big clumsy archi- 
tectural ]obs. 

From this time forward，in accordance with my manifesto， 
工 would have nothing whatever to do with the “Mnusikgesel- 
schaft,”mDeither did 工 ever conduct a publie performance in 
Ziirich again。 Ihe members of this society could not at first 
be brought to believe that 工 was in earnest，and 工 was obliged 
to bring it home to tbhem by a categorical exzplanation，in which 
工 dwelt on thbeir slackness and their disregard of my Urgent 
proposals for the establishment of a decent orchestra。 工 he 
excuse 工 invariably received was，thbat although there w88 
money enough among the muslcal publiec，yet every one fought 
shy of heading the subseription list with a deftnite sum，because 
of the tiresome motoriety they would win among the towns- 
people。 My old friend，Herr Ott-Imhof，assured me that 让 
would not embarrass him in the least to pay ten thousand 
francs 8 year to a cause of that sort，but that from that moment 
ever7 one would demand why he was spending bis income in 
that way。 It would rouse such a commotion that he might 
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easily be brought to account about the administration of his 
property.。 This called to my mind Goethe's exclamation at 
the beginning of his 玖 rste chaezzer 玉 riefe.1 So my musical 
activities at Ziirich ceased definitely from that time. 

On the other band，I occasionally bad music at home， Neat 
and precious copies of 及 lindworths pianoforte score of 玉 jetyr- 
9olG，a8 well as of some acts of the 您 aaire，lay ready to 
hand，and Baumgartner was the frst who was set down to see 
what he could make of the atrociously di 伍 cult arrangement. 
Later on we found that Theodor 玉 irchner，a musician who had 
settled at Winterthur and frequently visited Ziirich，was better 
able to play certain bits of the pianoforte score。 The wife of 
了 eim，thbe head of the Glee Society，with whom we were both 
on friendly terms，was pressed into the service to sing the 
parts for female voices when 工 attempted to play some of the 
Vocal parts。 She had a really fine voice and 8a warm tone， 
and had been the only soloist at the big performances in 1853 ; 
only she was thoroughly unmusical，and 工 had hard work to 
make her keep in tune, and it was even more di 佳 cult to get the 
time right。 Still，we achieved something，and my friends had 
8n 0occasional foretaste of my Nizpelum9gem music。 

But 工 had to exercise great moderation here too，88 every 
exclitement tbhreatened to bring on 8a return of erysipelas。 人 A 
jittlje party of us were at 及 arl Ritter s one evening，when 工 hit 
Upon the idea of reading aloud 再 offmann's Per Coradene Topj 
TI did not notice that the room was getting gradually cooler， 
but before 工 had fnished my reading 工 found myself，to every 
one's horror，with a swollen，red nose，and had to trail labori- 
ousl]y home to tend the malady，which exhausted me terribly 

1 This doubtless refers to the following passage: “And thbe Swiss call them- 
selvee free! These smug bourgeois shut up in their little towns, tbese poor 
devils on tbeir precipices and rocks, call themselves free ! Is there any limit at 
all to what one can make people believe and cherish，provided that one pre-

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every time。 During thbese periods of suffering 工 became more 
and more absorbed in developing the libretto of Zrzstamz，whereas 
Iy intervals of convalescence were devoted to the score of tbe 
Waiire，at which Itolled diligently but laboriously，com- 
pleting the fair copy in March of that year (1856). But my 
illness and the strain of work had reduced me to a state of 
unusual irritability，and 工 can remember how extremely bad- 
tempered 工 was when our friends the Wesendoncks came 记 
tbat evening to pay 3a sort of congratulatory visit on tbe com- 
pletion of Iy score。 工 exzpressed Iny opinion of this way of 
sympathising with my work with such extraordinary bitter- 
ness that the poor insujted visitors departed abruptly in great 
consternation，and it took many explanations，which 工 bad 
great di 值 culty in making，to atone for the insult as the daye 
went on。 My wife came out splendidly on this occasion in 
her efforts to smooth things over. A special tie between her 
and our friends had been formed by thbe introduetion of a very 
friendly jittlje dog into our house，which bad been obtained 
by the Wesendonceks as a successor to my good old Peps. He 
proved such a good and ingratiating animal thbat he soon gained 
my wife”s tender sffection，while I, too, always felt very kindly 
towards him. This time I 工 left the choice of a name to my 
wife，however，and she invented，apparently as a pendant to 
Peps，the name 了 ps，which 工 was quite willing for him to 
have。 But be was Blways more my wife's friend，as，despite 
my great sense of justice，which made me recognlse bhe excel- 
lence of these animals， 工 never Was able to become so attached 
to them as to Peps and Papo. 

About the time of my birthday 工 bad a visit from my old 
friend Tichatschek of Dresden，who remained faithful to his 
devotion and enthbhusiasm for me 一 38 far as 8o Unceultured 8 
person wa8 capable of such emotions。 On the morming of my 
birthday 工 was awakened in 8a touching way by the strains of 
my beloved 4dogro from Beethoven;'s 卫 minor Quartette。 My7 
wife had invited the musicians in whom 工 took a special interest 
for tbis occasion，and they had，with subtle delicacy，chosen 
the very piece of which 工 had once spoken with such great 
emotion。 At our party in the evening Tichatschek sang sev- 
eral things from Zonengrti，and really amazed us all by the 
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brilliancy of voice he still preserved。 He had also succeeded， 
by perseverance，in overcoming the irresolution of the Dresden 
management，due to their subserviency to the court，with re- 
gard to further performances of my operas。 They were now 
being given there again，with great success and to full houses. 
I topk a slight cold on an excursion Which we made with our 
visitor to Brunnen on ake Lucerne，and thus brought on my 
thirteenth attack of erysipelas。 One of the terrible southern 
gales，which make it impossible to heat the rooms at Brunnen， 
made my sufferings this time more acute，added to the fact 
that 工 went thbrough with the excursion，in 8pite of my painful 
condition，Trather 世 an spoll our guest's pleasure by turning 
back sooner， 工 was still ip bed when Tichatechek left，and 工 
decided at least to try 8 change of air in the south，because 
this dreadful malady seemed to me to haunt the locality of 
Ziirich。 I 工 echose the 工 ake of Gleneva，and dqecided to look onut 
for a well-situated country resort ip the neighbourhood of 
Gleneva or thereabouts，where 工 could start on a_ cure which 
my Ziirich doctor had presceribed.。 工 thberefore started for 
Geneva in the beginning of June。 ips，who was to acecompany 
me into my rural retreat，caused me great anxiety on the 
journey; 工 nearly changed my destination，on account of an 
attempt to dislodge him from my carriage in the train for part 
of the journey.。 It was thanks to the energetic way in which I 
carTled my point that 工 started my cure at Geneva,， as 工 should 
otherwise probably have gone in &a different direction. 

In Geneva I put up first at the familiar old Hitel de ])Eeu 
de Genave，which called up various reminiscences to my mind. 
也 ere 工 consulted Dr. Coindet，who sent me to Mornex on Mont 
RSaleve，for the sake of its good air，and recommended me & 
2e7s107、 My frst thought on arrival was to fnd a place where 
工 should be undisturbed，and 工 persuaded the lady who kept 
the 2pemnszom to make over to me an isolated pavilion in the 
garden which consisted of one large reception-room. Much 
persuaslion Was needed, as all the boarders 一 precisely the people 
工 wished to avoid 一 were indignant at having the room origin- 
all]y intended for their social gatherings taken away。 But 
at jast 工 secured my object，though I had to bind myself to 
vacate my drawing-room on Sunday mornings，because it was 
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then stocked with benches and arranged for a servioce，which 
Beemed to Imean 8 good deal to the Calvinists among tbe 
boarderes。 工 fell in with this quite happily，and made my 
88crifice honourably the very first Sunday by betaking myself 
to Geneva to read thbe papers. 工 he next day，however，my 
hostess informed me that the boarders were very annoyed at 
only being able to hold the service，and not tbe week-day games 
in my drawing-room。 工 was given notice，and looked round 
for other quarters，which Ifound in the house of a neighbour. 

This neighbour was a Dr. Vaillant，who had taken an equaly 
fne site on which to erect a hydropathie institute。 工 frst made 
inquiries about warm baths, as my Ziirich doctor bad advised the 
use of these with sulphur，but there was no prospect of obtaining 
any 8Uch thing. Dr Vailllant's whole manner Pleased me so 
Imuch，however，that I 工 told him my troubles. When 工 asked 
him which of two things 工 should drink: hot sulphur bath- 
water or 8 certain stinking mineral water，he smiled and said : 
4 .Monster，0013 9 6les qtWe 7E70eZ。 All this will only excite 
you Imore;j yoOU merely need calming. If you will entrust 
yourself to me， 工 promise that you will have so far recovered 
by the end of two months as never to have erysipelas again. 
And he kept his word. 

I certainly formed a very different opinion of hydrotherapic 
methods through thlis excellent doctor from any 工 could have 
acquired from the “Water Jew ”of Albisbrunnen and other 
rawW amateurs。 Vaillant had been famous as a doctor in Paris 
itself (Lablache and Rossini had consulted him)，but he had the 
mjisfortune of becoming paralysed in both legs，and after four 
years of helpless misery, during which he lost his whole practilce 
and Sank into utter Imisery，he came across the original Sileslan 
hydrotherapeutist，Priessnitz，to whom he was conveyed，with 
the resujlt tbhbat he recovered compjletely. TIhere he learned the 
method that had proved so effective，refined it from al the 
brutalities of its inventor，and tried to recommend himself to 
the Parisians by building a hydro at Meudon.。 But he met 
with no encouragement.。 也 is former patients，whom he tried 
to persuade into visiting his institution，merely asked whether 
thbere was dancing there in the evening. He found it impos- 
sible to keep it up, and it is to this circumstance that 工 oOwe my 
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meeting with him there, near Geneva，where he was once more 
trying to exploit his cure in 8 practical way。 He laid claim to 
attention, if only by the fact that he striectly limited the number 
of patiente he took into his house，insisting that a doctor could 
only be responsible for the right application and success of his 
treatment by being in a position to observe his patients minutely 
at al]] hours of the day. Ihbe advantage of his system，whbich 
benefited me so wonderfully，was the tbhoroughly calming effect 
of the treatment，which consisted in the most ingenious use of 
water at 8 moderate temperature。 

Besides this，Vaillant took a 8pecial pleasure in satisfying 
my wants，particularly in procuring me rest and quiet。 or 
instance，my presence at the common breakfast，which Ifound 
exciting and inconvenient，wW8s excused，and 工 was allowed to 
make tea in my own room instead.。 This was an Unaccustomed 
treat for me，8and I indulged in it，undqer cover of secrecy，to 
exces8，USUally drinking tea behind closed doors for two hours, 
while I read Walter Scott's novels， after the fatiguing exertiong 
of my morning cure。 工 had found some cheap and good Frenck 
translations of these novels in Geneva，and had brought a 
whole pile of them to Mornex， Ihey were admirably suited 
to my routine，which prohibited serious study or work; but， 
apart from thbat， 工 now fully endorsed Schopenhauer's high 
opinion of this poet's value, of which 工 bad till then been doubt- 
ful On my solitary strolls, it ls true, generally took a volume 
of Byron with me，because 工 possessed a miniature edition，to 
read on Some mountain height with a view of Mont Blanc, but 
工 soon left it at home, for 工 realised that 工 hardly ever drew 进 
from my pocket. 

The only work 工 permitted myself was the sketching of plans 
for building myself a house。 These, in the end, 工 tried to work 
ount correctly with all the materials of an architect's draughts- 
Ian。 工 bad risen to this bold idea after negotiations on which 
工 entered about thbat time with Hairtel， tbhe music publishers at 
Leipzig，for the sale of my NtiDpeluw7gem compositions。 工 de- 
manded forty thousand francs on the spot for the four works， 
of which half was to be paid me when the building of the house 
began，The publishers really seemed so far favourably inclined 
towards my proposals as to make my undertaking possible.

most of my undertakingsg could be traced，and whlchb grew 
more and more evident as time wore on。 Be that as it may， 
the hope of earning capital for my housebuilding forsook me; 
but my architectural studies took their course，and 工 made jt 
my aim to obtain means to fulfl thbem. 

As the two months 工 had destined to Dr Vaillant's treat- 
ment were Up on the 15th of August，I left tbe resort which 
had proved so beneficial，and went straight o 企 on a visit to 
Karl Ritterz，who，with his wife，had taken a lovely and very 
Unassuming little house near 工 ausanne for thbe summer months. 
Both of them had visited me at Mornex，but when 工 tried to 
induce 及 arl to have some cold-water treatment，bhe declared， 
after one trial，that even tbhe most soothing method excited 
him。 On,the whole, though，we found a good number of agree- 
able topics to discuss，and he told me he would return to 
Ziirich in the autumn， 

I returned home in a fairly good humour with 了 ips，on whose 
account 工 travelled by mail-coach to avoid the obnoxious Trail- 
way ]journey。 My wife，too，had returned home from her 
8OUT-milk cure on the Selisberg，and in addqition 工 found my 
8l8ster Clara installed，the on]y one of my relatives who had 
visited me in my Swiss retreat We at once made an exXcUrTrsion 
With her to my favourite spot，Brunnen on Lake Lucerne， and 
spent 8n exqulsite evening there enjoying the glorious sunset 
and other beautifu]l effects of the Alpine landscape。 At night- 
fall，when the moon rose full over the lake， it taored out that 
8a very pretty and eftective ovation had been arranged for me 
(I had been a frequent visitor there) by our enthusiastic and 
attentive host，Colonel Auf-der-Mauer.， Two boats，illumi- 
nated by coloured lanterns，came Up to the beach facing or 
hotel，bearing the Brunnen brass band，which was formed 
entirely of amateurs from the countryside， With ederal 
staunchness，and_ without any attempts at punctilious unison， 
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they.proceeded to play some of my compositions in a loud and 
imefutable manner. TIhey then paid me homage ip a little 

seech，and 工 replied heartily，after which there was much 
“gripping of all sorte of horny hands on my Part as we drank 


有 ， 。 昌 few bottles of wine on the beach。 For years afterwards 工 
“…。 Dever passed this beach on very frequent visits without receiving 


a friendly handshake or 8 greeting， 工 was generally in doubt 
as to what the particular boatman wanted of me but it always 
turned out that 工 was dealing with one of the brass bandsmen 
whose good intentions had been manifested on that pleasant 
evening. 

My sister Clara's lengthy stay with us at Ziirich enlivened 
our family circle very pleasantly. She was the musical one 
among my brothers and sisters，and 工 enjoyed her soceiety very 
much。 It was also &a relief to me when her presence acted 
88 8 qdqamper Upon the various household scenes brought on 
by Minna，who，as & result of the steady development of her 
heart trouble，grew more and more suspicious，vehement and 
obstinate. 

In October 工 exzpected a visit from Liszt，who proposed to 
make 8 fairly long stay at Ziirich，accompanied by various 
people of note。 工 could not wait 80 long，however，before 
beginning the composition of zxegfried,， and 工 began to sketeh 
the overture on the 22nd of September. 

A tinker had established himself opposite our house，and 
stunned Imy ears al day long with his incessant hamrmering. 
In my disgust at never being able to fndq a detachedq house 
protected from every kind of noise， 工 was on the point of 
deciding to give up composging altogether until the time when 
this indispensable condition should be fulfilljed. But it was 
precisely my rage over the tinker that，in 8 moment of agita- 
tion，gave me the theme for Siegfried's furious outburst against 
the bungling Mime， 工 played over the childishly quarrelsome 
Polter theme in G minor to my sister，furiously singing the 
words at the same time，which made us all laugh so much 
that 工 decided to make one more effort. 工 his resulted in my 
writing down a good part of the first scene by the time Liszt 
arTrived on 13thb October. 

Liszt came by himself，and my house at once became 8 
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musical centre。 He had fnished his Zousl and Pante Sym- 
phonies since 工 had seen him，and it was nothing short of 
marvellous to hear him play them to me on the piano from the 
score。 As I 工 felt sure that Liszt must be convinced of the great 
impression his compositions made on me， 工 felt no scruples in 
persuading him to alter the mistaken ending of the Domte 
Symphony。 If anything had convinced me of the man”8 mas- 
terly and poetical powers of conception，it was the original 
ending of thbhe aust Symphony, in whiceh tbe delicate fragrance 
of a last reminiscence of Gretchen overpowers everything，with- 
out arresting the attention by &a violent disturbance。 The end- 
ing of the Parte Symphony seemed to me to be quite on the 
Bame lines，for the dejicately introduced Magnifcat in the 
same Way Only gives 8 hint of a soft，shimmering 了 aradise. 
工 was the more startled to hear this beautiful suggestion sud- 
denly interrupted in an alarming way by a pompous，plagal 
cadence which，as 工 was told，wa88 8upposed to represent 
Domenico. 

“Nol ” 工 excelaimed loudly， “not that! Away with it! No 
majestie Deity! Leave us the fine soft shimmer.， 

“You are Tight,” said Liazt。 “ 工 said 8o too;j it was the 
了 Princess who persuaded me differently。 But it shall be as you 
Wish. 

Al well and good 一 but all the greater was my distress to 
learn later that not only had this ending of the Pante Symphony 
been preserved，but even the delicate ending of the 天 cust 
Symphony，which had appealed to me 8o particularly，had 
been cbanged，in &a manner better caleculated to produce an 
effect， by the introduction of a chorus。， And this was 
exactly _ typical of my relations to Liszt and to bis friend 
Caroline Wittegenstein ! 

Ihis woman，with her daughter Marie，was 8oon to arrive on 
8a Visit too，and the necessary preparations were made for her 
reception。 了 But before these ladies arrived，8a most painful 
ineident occurred between Liszt and 及 arl Ritter at my house. 
Ritter's looks alone，and still more，8& certain abrupt contra- 
dctoriness in his way of speaking，seemed to put Liszt into & 
state in which he was easily irritated。 One evening Liszt wa8 
speaking in an impressive tone of the merits of the Jesuits, and 
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Ritter's inopportune smilegs appeared to offend him.。 At table 
thbe conversation turned on the 卫 mperor of the French，Louis 
Napoleon，whose merits Liszt rather summarily insisted that 
we should acknowjledge，whereas we Were，on the whole，any- 
thing but enthusiastie about the general state of affairs in 
France。 When Liszt，Iin an attempt to make clear the impor- 
tant infuence of Erance on 了 uropean culture，mentioned as an 
instance the French 4cadermae, 人 arl again indulged in his fatal 
smile。 This exasperated iszt beyond all bounds，and in his 
reply he included some such phrase as this: “TIf we are not 
prepared to admit this，what do we prove ourselves to be4 
Baboons!1” 工 ljaughed, but again 及 arl only smiled 一 this time， 
with deadly embarrassment.。 工 discovered afterwards through 
Biilow that ip some youthful squabble he had had the word 
“Baboon-face ” hurled at bim。 It soon became impossibje to 
hide the fact thbat Ritter felt himself grossly insujted by“the 
doetor,”as he called him，and he left my house foaming with 
mage，not to set foot in it again for years。 After a few days 
II received a letter in which he demanded，first，a compjete 
apology from Liszt，as 80on 88 he came to see me 8gain，8nd 
过 this were unobtainable，Liszt's exclusion from my house. 
It distressed me greatly to _ receive，8oon after thls，8& jetter 
from Ritter's mother，whom 工 respected very much，reproaching 
me for my unjust treatment of her son in not having obtained 
satisfaction for an insult offered him in my house。 or a ljong 
time my relations with this family，intimate 88 tbhey had been， 
were painfully strained，as 工 found lt Impossible to make them 
8ee the incident in the right light. When Liszt，after a time， 
heard of it，hbe regretted the disturbance too，and with pralse- 
worthy magnanimity made the first advance towards 8a Tecon- 
ciliation by paying Ritter a friendly vislt.。 工 bere was nothing 
said_ about the incident，and Ritters return vislt was Iade， 
not to Liszt，but to the Princess，who had arrived in the mean- 
time.。 After this Liszt decided that he could do nothing 
further; Ritter，therefore，withdrew from ouT soclety from 
this time forward，and changed his winter quarters from 
Ziirich to Lausanne，where he settled permanently. 

Not only my own modest residence，but the whole of Ziirich 
seemed full of life when Princess Caroline and her daughter 
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took up their abode at the Hitel Baur for a time。 The curious 
spell of excitement which this lady immediately tbhrew over 
eyery one she succeeded in drawing into her circle amounted， 
in the case of my good sister Clara (who was still with us at 
the time)，almost to intoxication。 It was 3as if Ziirich had 
suddenly become 8 metropolis。 Carriages drove hither and 
thither，footmen ushered one in and out，dinners and 8uUppers 
poured in upon us, and we found ourselves suddenly surrounded 
by an inereasing number of interesting people，whose exlstence 
at Ziirich we had never even suspected，though they now 
undoubtedljy ceropped up everywhere. 人 A musician named 
Winterberger,， who felt it incumbent on him on certain occasions 
to behave eccentrically，bhad been brought there by Liszt ; 
了 玉 irchner，the Schumann enthusiast from Winterthur， was 
Practically always tbhere，attracted by the new life，and he too 
did not fail to play the wag. But it was princlipally the pro- 
fessors of Ziirich University whom 了 Princess Caroline coaxed 
out of their hole-and-corner Ziirich habits。 She would have 
them，one at 8 time，for herself，and again serve them Up em 
?10886 for us。 JIf 工 looked in for a moment from my regular 
mldday wajk, the lady would be dining alone, now with Semper， 
now with Professor 及 ichly，then with Moleschott，and so on. 
卫 ven my very peculiar friend Sulzer was drawn 记 ，and，as he 
could not deny, in 8 Imanner intoxicated。 But a really refresh- 
ing sense of freedom and spontaneity pervaded everytbing， 
and the Unceremonious evenings at my house 雇 particular 
were really remarkably free and easy. On hbese occasiong 
thbe Princess，with Polish patriarchal friendliness，would help 
the milstress of the house in serving. Once，after we had had 
80me music， 工 had to give the substance of my two newly 
concelved poems，774sta? WCG 7so1de and Dre geqer to 8 group 
which，half sitting，balf lying before me，was certainly not 
without charm， 

The crown of our festivities was，however，Liszt's birthday， 
on the 22nd October，which the Princess celebrated with due 
pomp at her own house。 卫 very one who was 8ome one at Ziirich 
was there. A poem by Hoffmann von Fallersleben was tele- 
graphed from Weimar，and at the 了 Princess”s request was 80]- 
emnly read aloud by 再 erwegh in a strangely altered voice， 工 
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thben gave 8a performance,， with rau Heim, of the frst act and a 
Scene from the second，of the 你 cpure,， Liszt accompanying。 工 
wa8 able to obtain 8a favourable idea of the effect of our per- 
formance by the wish expressed by Dr，Wille to hear these 
things badljy done， so that he could form 8a correct judgment，a8 
he feared he milight be seduced by the excellence of our execu- 
tion。 Besides these，Liszt's ypjpomnac Poems were played on 
two grand pianos。 At the feast, a dispute arose abonut 百 einrich 
Heine，with respect to whom Liszt made all sorts of insidious 
reImnarks。 Erau Wesendonck responded by asking 过 he did 
not think Heine's name 88 8 poet would，neverthelesgs，hbe 
inscribed in the tempjle of immortality. 

“Yes， but in mud，”answered Liazt quickly，creating，8as may 
be conceived，a great sensation。 

Unfortunately，ourz circlje was 8oon to suffer a great loss by 
Liszt?8 illness 一 8& 8kin eruption 一 which confned him to his 
bed for a considerable period。 As soon as he was a little better， 
We quickly went to the piano again to try over by ourselves 
Imy two finished scores of 尼 jetmgo1d and the 您 care。 了 rincess 
Marie listened carefully，and was even able to make intelligent 
Suggestions in connection with 8a few di 值 cult passages in the 


Princess Caroline，too，Beemed to set extraordinary store 
on being quite clear 88s to the actual intrigue concerning the 
fate of the gods in my Nie1uwrzigen。 She took me in hand one 
day，qulte like one of the Ziirich professors，e7 Dazticu1zer，to 
clear Up this point to her satisfaction。 工 must confess it was 
irrefutably brought home to me that she was anxious to Under- 
stand the most delicate and mysterious features of the intrigue， 
though in rather too precise and matter-of-fact a spirit。 JIn 
tbhe end 工 felt as though 工 had explained a Erench society play 
to her。 Her high spirits in all such tbings were as marked as 
the curlous amiabjility of her nature in other respects;j for 
when 工 one day explained to her, in illustration of the first of 
thbese two qualities，that four weeks of uninterrupted com- 
panionship with her would have been the death of me，she 
laughed heartily。 工 had reason for sadness in the changes 
which 工 realised had taken place in her qdqaughter Marie; in 
the three years since 工 bad first seen her she had faded to 8 
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extraordinary extent。 If 工 then called her a“ehild” II could 
not noW properly describe her as 8&“young Woman.” Some 
disastrous experience seemed to have made her prematurely 
old。 It was only when she was excited，especlaly in the 
evening when she was With friends，thbat the attractive and 
radiant side of her nature 8sserted itself to a marked extent. 
I remember one fine evening at 瓦 erwegh"s，when iszt Was 
moved to the same state of enthuslasm by 8a grand-piano 
abominably out of tune，8s by the disgusting cigars to which 
at that time he was more passionately devoted than to the 
fner brands。 We were al compelled to exchange ouT belief 
ip magie for a belief in actual witcheraft as we listened to his 
wonderful phantasies on thie pianoforte。 TIo my great horror， 
Liszt still gave evidence on more thban one occasion of an 
irritability whieh was thoroughly bad-tempered and even 
quarrelsome，such as had already manifested itself in the 
unfortunate scene with young Ritter. 上 or instance，it WaS 
dangerous，especially in the presence of Princess Caroline，to 
praise Goethe。 了 上 ven Liszt and myself had nearly quarrelled 
(for which he seemed to be very eager) over the character of 
也 gmont，whbich he thbought it his duty to depreciate because 
the man allows himself to be taken in by Alba。 工 bad been 
warned，and had the presence of mind to confine myself to 
observing tbe peculiar physiology of my friend on this occasion， 
and turmning my attention to his condition，much more than to 
the subjeet of our dispute。 We never actually came to blows; 
but from thbis time forward 工 retained throughout my lfe a 
vague feeling thbat we might one day come to 8uch an encounter， 
in whiceh case it would not fail to be terrifio。 Perhaps lt was 
just this feeling that acted as a check on me whenever any op- 
portunity arose for heated argument。 Goodness knows that 工 
Imyself had a bad enough reputation with my friends for my 
owD irritability and sudden outbursts of temper | 

After 工 had made a stay of more than 8ix weeks，we had a 
fmnal opportunity for coming together again before my return 
from this visit that had meant 80 much for me We had 
agreed to spend a week at St. dall，where we had an invitation 
from Sochadrowsky，a young musical director，to give our 8UP- 
port to 8 society concert in tbat distriet. 
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We stayed together at the 也 echt inn，8and the Princess enter- 
tained us 388 if she had been in her own house。 She gave me 
and my wife a room next her Own private apartment.。 TUn- 
fortunately a most trying night was in store for Us。 了 rincess 
Caroline had one of her severe nervous attacks，and in ordqer 
to preclude the approach of the painful hallucination by which 
she WwW88 tormented at such times，her daughter Marie was 
objliged to read to her all through the night in a voice deliber- 
ately raised a good deal above its natural piteh。 工 got fear- 
fuly excited，especially at what appeared to be an inexplicable 
disregard for the peace of one's neigbhbour implied by such 
conduct。 At two ofclock in the morning I leaped out of bed， 
rang the bell continuously until the waiter awoke，and asked 
him to take me to a bedroom in one of the remotest parts of 
the inn。 We moved there and then，not without attracting the 
attention of our nelighbours，Upon whom，however， the circum- 
stance made no impression。 The next morning 工 wasg much 
astonished to see Marie appear 88 Usual，qnuite unembarrassed， 
and without showing the least traces of anything exceptional 
having occurred。 工 now learned that eyerybody connected 
with the Princess was thoroughly accustomed to such disturhb- 
ances。 Here, too, the house soon flled with all sorts of guests : 
Herwegh and bis wife came, Dr. Wille and his wife， 玉 irchner， 
and_ several others，and before long our life in the Hecht 
yielded nothing，in point of activity, to our life in the 瓦 itel 
Baur. Ihe exeuse for all thblis，as 工 bave said，was the soclety 
concert of the musical club of St.。 Gall， At the rehearsal，to 
Iy genuine delight，Lisazt lmpressed two of hisg compositions， 
Orpjhets and the Pre1wde，upon the orchestra with complete 
succes8s，in spite of the limited resources at his command. 工 he 
performancee turned out to be a really fne one，and full of 
spirit。 工 was especially deligbted with the Orphets and with 
the finely proportioned orchestral work, to which 工 had always 
assjgned a high place of honour among Liszt's compositions。 
On thbe other hand, the special favour of the publie was awarded 
to the Preide，of which the greater part was encored。 工 
conducted the 瑟 roxca Symphony of Beethoven under very 
painful conditions，as 工 always caught cold on such occasions， 
and generally became feverish afterwards。 My conception and 
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rendering of Beethoven's work made a powerful impresslion 
upon Liszt，whose opinion was the only one which had an7y 
real weight with me We watched each other over oUFr work 
with a closeness and sympathy that was genuinely instructive. 
At night we had to take part in a little supper in our honour， 
which was the occasion for expressing the noble and deep senti- 
ments of the worthy citizens of St. Gall concerning the signif- 
cance of our visit。 As 工 was regaled with 8 most complimen- 
tary panegyrie by 8a poet， 让 was necessary for me to respond 
with equal seriousness and eloquence。 JIn his ditbhyrambic 
enthusiasm，Liszt went 8o far as to 8uggest 8 general clinking 
of glasses，signifying approval of his suggestion that the new 
theatre of St. Glall should be opened with a model performance 
of Zo1hengrti。 全 0 one offered any objection。 工 he next day， 
the 24th of November，we al met for various {festivities， in the 
house of an ardent lover of music，Herr Bourit，a rich merchant 
of St. Gall. Here we had some pianoforte music，and iszt 
played to us, among other things, the great Sonata of Beethoven 
in 了 fat major，at the close of which 了 及 irchner dryly and 
candidqly remarked,“ Now we can truly sa8y that we have wift- 
nessed the impossible, for 工 shall always regard what 工 bave just 
heard as an impossibility.” On this occasion，attention wW88 
called to the twentieth anniversary of my marriage with Minna， 
which fell on this day，and after tbhe wedding mnusic of Zojpez- 
grt7 had been played，we formed a charming procession G z 
了 Polornatse through the various roomsg. 

Jn splte of al]l these pleasant experiences， 工 should have been 
Well content to see the end of the business and return to the 
peace of my home in Ziirich。 The indisposition of the Princess， 
however，retarded the departure of my friends for Germany 
for several days，and we found ourselves compelled to remain 
together in 8 state of nervous tension and aimlessness for 8ome 
time，until at last，on the 27th November， 工 escorted my 
Vlsitors to 了 orschach，and took my leave of them there on 
the steamer。 Since then 工 have never seen the Princess or her 
daughter，nor 工 think it likely 工 shall ever meet them again. 

It was not without some misgiving that 工 took leave of my 
friends，for the Princess was really ill，andq Liszt seemed to be 
much exhausted。 I recommended their immedqiate return to 
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Weimar，and told them to take care of themselves。 Great was 
Imy 8SUrprise，therefore，when before long 工 received the news 
that they were making 8a 8ojourn of some duration in Munich. 
This followed immediately upon their departure，and was also 
attended withb much noisy festivity and occaslional artistic 
gatherings。 工 was thus led to the conclusion that it was foolish 
of me to recommend people with such constitutions either to 
do a thing or to abstain from doing it。 JI for my part, returned 
home to Ziirieh very much exhausted，unable to sleep，and 
tormented by the frosty weather at thl8 eold season of the 
yeaT。 工 was afraid that 工 had by my recent method of life 
subjected myself to a fresh attack of erysipelas。 工 was very 
Pleased when 工 awoke the next morning to discover no trace 
of what I feared，and from that day 工 continued to sing the 
praises of my excellent Dr. Vaillant wherever 工 went， By the 
beginning of December 工 had so far recovered as to be abjle to 
resurme the composition of Sazedfrmed。Thus I again entered upon 
my orderly method of life，with all its insignificance as far 88 
outward things were concerned : work，long walks，the perusal 
of books，eveningse spent with some friend or other of the 
domeastic circle。 The only thing that worried me was the regret 
I still felt for my quarrel with Ritter，in consequence of the 
Unhappy comtre-tem7Ds with Liszt。 工 now lost touch entirely 
with thies young friend，who in 80 many ways had endeared 
himself to me。 Before the close of the winter he left Ziirich 
without seeing me agaln。 

During the months of January and February (1857) 工 com- 
pleted the first act of te9fried，writing down the composition 
in full to take the place of the earlier rough pencil draft，and 
immedqiately set to work on the orchestration; but 工 probably 
carried out Vaillant's instructiongs with too much zeal. Pur- 
sued by the fear of a possible return of erysipelas， 工 sought to 
ward it o 人 在 by a repeated and regular process of sweating once 
8 Week，wrapped up in towels，on the hydropathic system。 了 7 
this means I 工 certainly escaped the dreaded evil，but the effort 
exhausted me very much，and 工 longed for thbe return of the 
warmn weather，when 工 should be relieved from the severities 
of thbls treatment. 

It was Dow that the tortures inficted upon me by noisy and 
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musical nelghbours began to increase im intensity。 Apart from 
thbhe tinker，whom 工 hbated with a deadly hatred, and with whom 
I 工 had a terrible scene about once 8 week, the number of pianos 
in the house where 工 ived was augmented。 The cllimax came 
with the arrival of a certain 了 err Stockar，whbho played the Hute 
in thbe room under mine every Sunday，whereupon 工 gave Up 
al]l] hope of composing any more. One day my friends the 
Wesendoncks，who had returned from wintering in 了 aris，UD- 
folded to me a most welcome prospect of the fulfilment of my 
ardent wishes in regard to my future Place of abode， Wesen- 
donck had already had an idea of having 8 smal house built 
for me on &a site 工 was to select for myself， My own plans， 
elaborated with a deceptive skill]，had been already submitted 
to an architect. But the acquisition of a suitable plot of land 
was and still remained a great dij 值 culty. JIn my walks 工 had 
long had my eye on a little winter residence in the district of 
Enge，on the ridqge of the hill tbat separates the Lake of Ziirich 
from Sihlthal， It was called Lavater Cottage, as it had belonged 
to that famous phrenologist，andq he had been in the habit of 
staying there regularly. 工 hbad enlisted the services of my 
friend Hagenbuch，tbe Cantonal Secretary，to use all his in- 
fuence to secure me 8a few acres of land at this spot as cheaply as 
possible。 But herein lay the great di 伍 culty。 The piece of land 
工 requlred consisted of varlious lote attached to larger estates， 
and it turned out that in order to acquire my one plot it would 
have been necessary to buy out &a large number of different 
owners。 工 put the di 值 culties of my case before Wesendonck， 
and gradually ereated in him a desire to purchase this wide 
tract of land，and jay out a fne site containing a large villa 
for higs own family. Ihe idea was that 工 should also have 8 
pjot there. 卫 owever，the demands made upon my friend in 
regard to the preliminaries and to the building of his bouse， 
which was to be on 8 scale both generous and dignified，were too 
Iany，and he also thought the enclosure of two families within 
the same confines might lead in time to inconvenlences on both 
slides。 There happened to be an unpretentious jittle country 
house withb a garden which 工 had admired，and which was 
only separated from his estate by a narrow carriage drive; and 
this Wesendonck decided to buy for me 工 rejoliced beyond 
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measure when 工 heard of his intention。 The shock experienced 
by the over-cautious buyer was consequently al the greater 
when one day he discovered thbat thbe present owner，withb whom 
he had negotiated in too timlid a fashion，had just sold bis piece 
of land to somebody else。 Lucekily it turned out that the buyer 
wa8 8& Imental speclialist，whose sole intention in making the 
purchase was to instal bimself with his lunatie asylum by 
the side of my friend. 工 his information awakened the most 
terrible anticipations in Wesendonck,，and put the utmost strain 
Upon his energy. 卫 e now g8ve instructions that this piece of 
land must be acquired at any priee from the unfortunate 
8pecialist。 Thus, after many vexatious vicissitudes, it came into 
the possession of my friend，who had to pay pretty heavily for 
it.。 He allowed me to come into possesslion at 玉 aster of this 
year，charging me tbe same rent 88 工 bad paid for my lodging 
in the Zeltweg, thbat ls to say, eight hundred francs 8 ye8r. 

Our installation in this house，which occupied me beart and 
soU] at the beginning of the spring，was not achieved without 
many a disappointment. 工 he cottage，which had only been 
designed for use in summer，had to be made habitabjle for thbe 
winter by putting in heating apparatus and various other neces- 
Saries。 Tt is true，that most of the essentials in thls respect 
were carried out by the proprietor; but no end of di 佳 cujlties 
remained to be solved. Ihere was not 8 single thing upon 
whieh my wife and 工 did not constantly differ，and my position 
8&8 38n ordinary middqle-class man without a brass farthing of 
my own made matters no easier.。 With regard to my fnances， 
however，events took place from time to time which were well 
calceulated to insplire a sanguline temperament with trustful] 
confdence in the future。 In splite of the bad performaneces 
of my operas， 了 Tar7iiiauser brought me Unexpectedly good 
royajties from Berlin。 下 rom Vienna, too, 工 obtained the where- 
withal to give me breathing-space in 8 Inost cuTious Way。 工 
was astill excluded from the Royal Opera，and 工 had been 
assUred that 80 long as there was 8nD imperial court， 工 was 
not to dream of a performance of my seditious works in Vienna。 
工 his strange state of affairs inspired my old director， 瓦 ofmann 
of 了 全 iga， now director of the Josephstadt TI 工 heatre， to 
venture on the production of Taznmjazser with 8a special 
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opera _ company，in 8a sUmmer theatre built by bimself on the 
Lerchenfeld outslde the boundary of Vienna.。 玉 e offered me 
for every performnance which 工 would license a royalty of a 
hundred francs。 When ELiszt，whom 工 informed of the matter， 
thought thisg offer was suspicious， 工 wrote and told him that 工 
proposed to follow Mirabeau's example with regard to it. 
Mirabeau，when he failed to be elected by his peers to the 
assSembly of Notables，addressed himself to the electors of 
Marseilles in the capacity of a linendraper。 This pleased Liszt ; 
and，indeed，I 工 now made my way，by means of the summer 
theatre on the Lerchenfeld，into the capital of the Austrian 
empire。 Of the performance itself thbe most wonderful accounts 
reached me. Sulzer，who on one of his Journeysg had passed 
through Vienna and had witnessed 8a performance，had com- 
plained principally of the darkness of the house，whicb did not 
allow him to read a single word of the lbretto，also of its 
having rained hard right into the middle of the audience. 
Another story was told me 8ome years later by the son-in-l]aw 
of Mme. Hekroldq, the widow of the composer of thbat name。 He 
bad been in Vienna at that period on big wedding tour，8and 
had heard this Lerchenfeld performance。 工 be young man 88- 
sured Ime that，in spite of all superficial deficieneies，the pro- 
duction there had given him genuine pleasure，and had been 
more deeply impressive than the performance in tbhe Berlin 
Court Theatre，which he had seen afterwards，and found lim- 
measurably inferior。 Ihe energy of my old Riga 工 beatre 
director in Vienna brought me in two thousand francs for 
twenty performances of TayrmjiiaLser。 After such 8 cuUTliousg 
experience，offering clear proof of my popularity， 工 may per- 
haps be excused for having felt confdent about the future， 
and having relied on incaleculable resujts from my works，even 
with regard to actual galin。 

While 工 was thus occeupied in arranging the littlje country 
house for which 工 bad longed so much，and working on the 
orchestration of the frst act of zeofred， 工 plunged anew 
into the philosophy of Schopenhauer and into Scott's novels， 
to which 工 was drawn with a particular affection。 工 also busied 
myself with elucidating my impressions of Liszt' se composl- 
tions。 or this purpose 工 adopted the form of a jletter to 
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Marie Wittgenstein，which was published in Brendele musical 
journal. 

When we moved to what 工 intended to be my permanent 
refuge for hfe， 工 again set Iyself to consider the meangs of 
obtaining &a basis for the supply of thbhe necessities of thbat life. 
Once again 工 took up the threads of my negotiations With 
Hairtel about the Welun9en，but 工 was obliged to put thbem 
down as Unfruittulj，and lttle calculated to end in any success 
for this work。 工 complained of this to Liszt，and openly told 
him how glad 工 should be if he would bring this to the ears of 
thbe Grand Duke of Weimar (who, from what my friend told 
me，wished himself still to be regarded 8s the patron of my 
Aitpeu7zi9gem enterprise)，8o that he might realise the di 伍 culties 
工 was encountering in the matter. 工 added that 计 one could 
not eXpect 8 common booksejller to assume the responsibility of 
such an extraordinary Undertaking，one might well hope that 
tbhe Prince，whose ldea was to make it a point of honour，shoujld 
take a share, and 8 serious share, in the necessary preliminaries， 
among which the development of the work itself must very 
properly be included。 My meaning was, that the Grand Duke 
should take the place of 再 airtelj，should purchase the work 
from me，and pay by instalmente as the score neared com- 
pletion ; he would thus become the owner，and,， later on，could 
过 he liked ecover his expenses through a publisher. Liszt 
Understood me very well，but could not refrain from dis- 
suading me from taking up such an attitude towards his 了 Royal 
瓦 ighness. 

My whole attention was now directed to the young Grand 
Duchess of Baden。 Several years had passed since 正 quard 
Devrient had been transferred to 及 arlsruhe by the Grand 
Duke to be manager of the court theatre thbere. Since Imy 
departure from Dresden I 工 hadq always kept ip touch with 
Devrient，though our meetings were Tare. Moreover，he had 
written the most enthusiastice letters in appreciation of my 
pamphlets，PDus Kasttoerl der QU7ift and Oper VCL Dr7azrnid。 
He maintained that the 玉 arlsruhe 工 heatre was 80 poorly 
equipped，that he thought he could not well entertain tbe idea 
of a performance of my operas in that house。 All these condi- 
tions were suddenly changed when the Grand Duke married， 
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and the Crown Princess”s young daughter,， who had been turned 
into a_ champion of mine by my old friend Alwine Frommann， 
thus secured 8 position of independence in 及 arlsruhe，and was 
eager ip her demand for the performance of my works.。 My 
operas were nowW being produced there also, and Devrient in his 
turn had the pleasure of informing me of the great interest 
shown in them by the young Princess，who even frequently at- 
tended the rehearsals。 工 his made a very agreeabje impression 
upon me。 On my own initiative 工 exzpressed my gratitude in 
an address which 工 directed to the Grand Duchess herself， 
enclosing “Wotan”s Absehied ，from the finale of the 你 ciire 
a8 8 8oUvenir for her album. 

The 20th April was now drawing near, tbhe day on which 工 
was to leave my lodging in the Zeltweg (whieh had already 
been let)，although 工 could not occupy the cottage，where the 
arrangements were not yet complete。 IIhe bad weather had 
given Us8 colds in the course of our frequent visits to the little 
house，ip_ which masons and carpenters had made themselves 
at home。 JIn the worst of tempers we spent a week in the inp， 
and I began to wonder whether it was worth while occupying 
this new piece of land at all，for 工 had a sudden foreboding 
that it would be my fate to wander further afieldq。 卫 ventually 
we Imoved in at the end of April，in spite of everythbing. 芋 
Was cold and damp, the new heating apparatus did not provide 
any warmth，and we were both 111，and could bardly leave our 
beds.。 Then came 8a good omen : the first letter that reached 
Ime Was one of reconciliation and love from Frau Julie Ritter， 
in which she told me that the quarrel，brought about by her 
son's conduct，was at jast ended. Beautiful spring weather now 
set in; on (Good Eriday 工 awoke to find the sun shining brightiy 
for the first time in this house: the littlje garden was Tadliant 
with green，the birds sang，and at last 工 could sit on the 
roof and enjoy the long-yearned-for peace with lts Imessage 
of promise。 Full of this sentiment， 工 suddenly remembered 
that the day was Good Eriday，and 工 called to mind the 
signifcance this omen had already once assumed for me when 
工 was reading Wolfram's Paurszfal. Since the sojourn in 
Marienbad，where 工 had conceived the Metsterstmqer and 
Zoneng727， 工 had never occupied myself again with tbat poem ; 
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now ite noble possibilities struck me with overwhelming force， 
and out of my thoughts about Good Friday 工 rapidly con- 
ceived a whole drama，of whieh 工 made a rough sketeh with 
a few dashes of the pen, dividing the whole into three acts. 

In the midst of arranging the house，8& never-ending task， 
at which Iset to work with all my might,， 工 felt an inner com- 
pulsion to work : Itook up geogfmea again，and began to com- 
pose the second act， 工 had not made up my mind what name 
to give to my newW place of refuge。 As the introduetory part of 
this act turned out very well，thanks to my favourable frame 
of mind，I burst out laughing at the thought that 工 ought to 
call my new home “下 afner's Ruhe， to correspond with the first 
piece of work done in it， It was not destined to be so, however. 
The property continued to be called simply “Asyl”and 工 have 
designated 过 under this titje in the chart of dates to my 
Works。 

The miscarriage of my prospects of support for the NtDe- 
/zigem from the Grand Duke of Weimar fostered in me 8 con- 
tinued depression of spirite; for 工 saw before me 8 burden of 
whiech 工 knew not how to rid myself. At the same time 8& 
romantie Inessage Was8 conveyed to me: 8 man who rejoiced 
in the name of Ferreiro introduced himself to me as the Brazilian 
consUl in Leipzig，and told me that the 了 mperor of Brazil was 
greatly attracted by my music。 IThe man was an adept in meet- 
ing my doubts about this strange phenomenon ip the jletters 
Which he wrote; the 了 mperor loved everything German，and 
wanted me very much to come to him in Rio Janeiro，so that 荆 
might conducet my operas in person。 As only Italian was sung 
in that country，it would be necessary to translate my 1libretto， 
which tbhe 卫 mperor regarded as a very easy matter, and actually 
an lmprovement to the ]libretto itself. Strange to sa8y，these 
proposa]ls exercised a very agreeable infuence on me。、 工 felt 
工 could easily produce a passionate musical poem which would 
turn out qulte excellent in Italian，and 工 turned my thoughts 
once more，With an everT-revlving preference，towards 了 7sto7 
7L 7so1de， In order in some way to test the intensity of that 
generous affection for my works protested by the 了 mperor of 
JBrazil, 工 promptly sent to Seior Ferreiro the expensively bound 
volumes containing the pianoforte versions of my thbree earlier 
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operas，and for a long time 工 indulged in the hope of some 
very handsome return from their gracious and splendid recep- 
tion in 了 Rio Janeiro。 But of these pianoforte versions，and the 
了 mperor of Brazil and his consul Ferreiro， 工 never heard 8& 
single syllable again as ljong as 工 lived. Semper，ilt 18 true， 
involved himself ip an architectonie entanglement with this 
tropical country : & competition was invited for the building 
of a neW opera house in Rio;i Semper had announced that he 
would take part in it and completed some splendid plans which 
afforded us great entertainment，and appeared to be of special 
interest，among others， to Dr， Wille，who thought that it must 
be a new problem for an architeet to sketeh an opera house 
for a black public。 工 hbave not learned whether the results of 
Semper's negotiations with Brazil were much more satis- 
factory than mine; at al events, 工 know that he did not build 
the theatre. 

A violent cold threw me for a few days into a state of high 
fever; when 工 recovered from it，my birthday had come。 As 
工 was 8itting once more in the evening on my roof， 工 was SUrT- 
prised at hearing one of the songs of the Three 了 hine Maidens， 
from the fnale of 尺 letmIold，whbich foated to my ears from the 
neaT distance across the gardens。 上 rau Pollert，whose troubles 
with her husband had once stood in the way of a second per- 
formance in Magdeburg of my Zebpesverpot (in itself a very di 伍 - 
cult production )，had again appeared last winter 88 8 singer， 
and 8lso 8s the mother of two daughters， 站 the theatrical 
frmament of Ziirich。 As she still had a fine voice, and was full 
of goodwill towards me， 工 allowed her to practise the last aet 
of 厂 c1iyre for herself，and the Rhine Maidens scenes from the 
忆 jeizigo1d with her two daughters, and frequently in the course 
of the winter we had managed to give short performances of 
this musiec for our friendes。 On the evening of my birthday 
the song of my devoted lady friends surprised me in 8a very 
toucehing way，and 工 suddenly experienced a strange revulsion 
of feeling，which made me disinclined to continue the composi- 
tion of the Ntpelungen，8nd all the more anxious to take up 
2Zmstam again。 工 determined to yield to this desire，which 工 
had long nourished in secret，and to set to work at once on 
this new task，which I had wished to regard only as a short 
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interruption to the great one。 了 owever，in order to prove to 
myself that 工 was not being scared away from the older work 
by any feeling of averslon， 工 determined，at al events，to 
compjlete the composition of the second act of Stxeqjfrted，which 
had only just been begun。 TIhbis 工 dld with a right good wil， 
and_ gradually the music of TY7tsta dawned more and more 
clearly on my mind. 

To some extent external motives，which seemed to me both 
attractive and advantageous to the execution of my task，acted 
88 incentives to make me set to work on 77?zstaz。 These motives 
became fully defned when 卫 duard Devrient came on 8 visit to 
me at the beginning of July and stayed with me for three 
days。 He told me of the good reception accorded to my despatch 
by the Grand Duchess of Baden，and 工 gathered that be had 
been commissioned to come to an Understanding with me about 
80me enterprise or other; 工 informed him that 工 had decided 
to interrupt my work on the NewnIen by composing an 
opera，which was bound by its contents and requirements to put 
me once more into relation with the theatres，however inferior 
they mijght be， 工 shoulq do myself an injustice if 工 said that this 
external motive alone inspired the conception of Tstan，and 
made me determine to have it produced。 Nevertheless, 工 must 
confess that 8 perceptible change had come over the frame of 
mind in which，several years ago， 工 had contemplated the 
completion of the greater work。 At the same tme 工 had 
come fresh from my writings upon art，imn which 工 bad at- 
tempted to explain the reasongs for the decay of our publie art， 
and especially of the theatre，by seeking to establish some con- 
nection between these reasons and the prevalling condition of 
culture。 It wouldq have been Impossible for me at that time 
to have devoted myself to a work which compelled me to study 
its immediate produection at one of our existing theatres。 Jt 
was8 only an utter disregard of these theatres，8as 工 have taken 
0occasion to observe before，that could determine me to take 
up my artistic work again With regard to the Ntzpelungem 
dramas, 工 was compejlled to adhere witbout fnching to the one 
essential stipulation that it could only be produced under quite 
exceptional conditions，such as those 工 afterwards described 
in the preface to the printed edition of the poem。 Nevertheless, 
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the successful popularisation of zy earlier operas had so far 
infuenced my frame of mind that，8as 工 approached the com- 
pletion of more than half of my great work,， 工 felt 工 could look 
forward with growing confidence to the possibility that this 
too might be produced. Up to this point 工 iszt had been the 
only person to nourish the secret hope of my heart，as he Was 
confdent that the Grand Duke of Weimar would do something 
for me，but to judge from my latest experience these prospects 
amounted to nothing，while 工 had grounds for hoping that a 
new work of similar design to Tan7zhiaser or 了 openg7r would 
be taken up everywhere with econsiderable alacrity。 The 
manner in which 工 fnally executed the plan of Zrmstamn shows 
clearly how little 工 was thinking of our operatic theatres and 
the 8cope of their capabilities。 Nevertheless, 工 had still to fght 
8 continuous battje for the necessaries of life，and 工 succeeded 
in deceiving myself so far 8s to persuade myself that in inter- 
rupting the composition of the Witibeluwzrqe and taking up 
Trtstan, 工 was acting in the practical spirit of a mman who care- 
fully weighs the issues at stake。 Devrient was much pleased 
to hear that 工 was Undertaking a work that could be regarded 
88 _ practical。 He asked me at which theatre 工 contemplated 
producing my new work， 工 answered that naturally I could 
only have in view 8 theatre ip which it would be possible for 
me to superintend the task of produetion in person。 My idea 
Was that this would either be in Brazil or，88 工 was excluded 
from the territory of the German Confederation，in one of the 
towns lying near the German frontiers, which I presumed would 
be able to place an operatic company at my disposal， 工 he place 
TI had in my mind was Strasburg, but Devrient had many praeti- 
cal reasons for being wholly opposed to such an Undertaking ; 
he was of opinion that a performance in 玉 arlsruhe could be 
arranged more easily and would meet with greater 8uccess。 My 
only objection to this was, that in that town 工 should be qebarred 
from taking 8 personal share in the study and production of 
my work. Devrient，however，thought that，8as far 8a8 this 
was concerned， 工 mmight feel justified in entertaining some 
hope, as the Grand Duke of Baden was 8o well qisposed towards 
me，8and took an active interest im my work. 工 was 
highly delighted to learn this.。 Dervrient also spoke with great 
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sympathy of the young tenor Sochnorr，who，besides possessing 
admirable gifte，wW8&8 keenly attracted by my operas。 工 was 
now in the best of tempers，and acted the host to Devrient 
for al 工 was worth。 One morning 工 played and sang to him 
the whole of the 民 hpezgold，which seemed to give him great 
pleasure。 也 alf seriously，and half in joke,， 工 told him that 工 
had written the character of Mime especially for him and that 
if，when the work was ready, it Was not too late, he might have 
the pleasure of taking the part. As Devrient was with me，he 
had，of course，to do his share of reciting. 工 invited al the 
friends in our circle，ineluding Semper and Herwegh，and 
Dervrient read us the Mark Antony scenes from Shakespeare?8 
wultWaLs Csa7.。 So happy was his interpretation of the part， 
that even Herwegh，who had approached the recitation from 
ites outset in & spirit of ridicule, freely acknowledged the sucecess 
of the practised actor's skilful manipulation。 JDevrient wrote 
8a letter from my house to the Grand Duke of Baden, telling him 
his impressions about me and what he had found me like， Soon 
after hi8 departure 工 received an autograph jletter from the 
Grand Duke，couched in very amiable terms，in which he first 
thbanked me most profusely for the souvenir 工 had presented 
to his wife for her album，and at the same time declared his 
intention of championing my cause，and，above al，of securing 
my return to Germany， 

rom this time forward my resolve to produce Tstam had 
to be seriously entertained，as it wa8 written in plain jetters 
in my book of fate。， IIo all these circumstances 工 was indebted 
for the continuation of the favourable mood in which 工 now 
brough the second acet of Sizegjfrred to a close。 My daily walks 
were directed on bright summer afternoons to the peaceful 
Sihlthal，in whose wooded surroundings Ilistenedq long and 
attentively to the song of the forest birds，and 工 was astonished 
to make the acquaintance of entirely new melodies，sung by 
singers whose forms 工 could not see and whose names 工 did not 
know. JIn the forest scene of gzeqfred 工 put down，in artistic 
imltation of nature，88 much as 工 could remember of these airs. 
At the beginning of August 工 had carefully sketched the com- 
position of the second act。 工 was glad 工 had reserved the third 
act with the awakening of Briinhilda for the time when 工 
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should again be able to go on with the opera, for it seemed to 
me thbat all the problems in my work were now happily solved， 
and that al thbat remained was to get pure ]oy out of it. 

As TIfrmly believed in the wisdom of husbanding my artistic 
power， 工 now prepared to write out Tristan。 A certain strain 
was put upon my patience at this point by the arrival of the 
excellent Ferdinand Priger from Londqdon。 His visit，in other 
respectes，wa8 8& 8oUrTrce of genuine pleasure to me，for 工 was 
bound to recognise in him a faithful and life-long friend， IThe 
only diffeulty was，that he laboured under the delusion that 
he was exceptionally nervous，and that he was persecuted by 
fate. This was & SoUrce of considqerable annoyance to me，88 
with the best will in tbhe world，I could not muster up any 
sympathy for him.。 We heljped ourselves out of thbhe dilemma 
by an excursion to Sechafthausen，where 工 paid my frst visit to 
thbe famous Rhine Falljs，which qid not fail to impress me duly. 

About this time the Wesendoncks moved into their villa， 
which hadq now been embellished by stuceo-workers and Up- 
holsterers from 了 Paris。 At this point a new phase began in 
Imy relations with this family，which was not really important， 
but nevertheless exercised considerable infuence on the outward 
conduct of my life。 We had become so intimate, through being 
such mnear neighbours in a oountry 了 Place， that it wa88 im- 
possible to avoid a marked increase in our intimaey 让 only 
through meeting one another daily. 工 had often noticed that 
Wesendonck，in his straightforward open manner，had shown 
uneasiness at the way in which 工 made myself at home in his 
house。 In many things，in the matter of heating and lighting 
thbe rooms，8and also in the hours appointed for meals，con- 
sideration was shown me which seemed to encroach upon his 
rights as master of the house。 It needed a few confdential 
discussions on the subject to establish an agreement which 
was half implied and half expressed。 Ihis understandqing had 
a tendency， as time wore on, to as8sume 8a doubtful significance in 
the eyes of other people，and necessitated a certain measure 
of precaution in an intimacy which had now become exceedingly 
close。 “Ihese “precautions “were “0occasionally the ”source 
of great amusement to the two parties who were in 
the secret Curiously enough，this closer association with my 
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neighbour coincided with the time when 工 began to work out 
my jibretto，Trzstar 27C 7solde. 

Robert Eranz now 8arrived in Ziirich on &a visit、 工 was de- 
lighted by his agreeable personality，and his visit reassured me 
that no deep slgnifcance need be attached to the somewhat 
strained relations which had sprung Up between us since the 
time when he took up the cudgels for me on the occasion of the 
production of Zohpengrtm。 Ihe misunderstandqing had been 
chiefy due to the intermeddling of his brother-in-law Heinrich 
(who had written & pamphlet about me). We played and sang 
together ;ji he 'accompanied me in some of his songs，8&and Imy 
compositions for the Ntpeuwziqem seemed to please him。 But 
one day，when the Wesendoncks asked him to dinner to meet 
me，he begged that he might be alone with the family without 
any other guests，because if 工 were there he would not attain 
the importance by which he set 8o much store。 We laughed 
over this，and 工 did so the more heartily because 工 was 80me- 
times quite grateful to be saved the trouble of taljking to people 
80 curiously uncommunicative as8 工 found Eranz to be， After 
he left us，he never sent Us 8& Word of himself or his doings 


again 

When I had almost fnished the first act of Trision，a newly 
married couple arrived in Ziirich,， who certainly had a prominent 
claim on my interest。 It was about the beginning of September 
that 也 ans von Biilow arrived with his young wife Cosima (& 
daughter of Liszt's) at the Raben 再 otel， 工 invited them to Iy 
]ittle house，8so that they might spend the whole time of their 
stay in Ziirich with me, as their visit was Imainly on Imy account。 

We spent the month of September together most pleasantly. 
In thbe meanwhile II completed the libretto of T7sta7i 72C 7so10e， 
and at the snme time 互 ans made me 8a fair copy of each act. 
工 read it over, act by act, to my two friends，until at jast 工 WaS 
able to get them all together for a private reading，which made 
8 deep impression on the few intimate fiends who composed 
thbe audience， As rau Wesendonck appeared to be particu- 
larly moved by the last act， 工 said consolingly that one ought 
not to grieve over it，a8，under any circumstances，in 8 matter 
80 grave things generally turned out in this way，and Cosima& 
heartily agreed.， We also had a good deal of music together， 
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a8 in Biilow 工 had at last found the right man to play 了 lind- 
worth'8 atrocious arrangement of my Nipeuzigem scores。 But 
the two acts of Siegjfrzed， which had only been written down as 
rough drafts，were mastered by 也 ans with such consummate 
skill that he could play them as 这 they had really been arranged 
for the piano. As usual， 工 took all the singing parte; some- 
times we had 8a few listeners，amongst whom Mme， Wile was 
the most promising. Cosima listened silently with her head 
bowed; 过 pressed for an expression of opinion，she began 
to cry， 

Towards the end of September my young friends left me 
to travel back to their destination in Berlin，and begin their 
married life like good citizens. 

or the time being we had sounded a sort of funeral peal 
over the Ntberuw7z9emm by playing so much of it，and it Was nowWw 
completely lalid aside， 工 he consequence was，that when later 
on We took it out of its folio for similar gatherings，it wore 8& 
lack-lustre look，and grew ever fainter，88s if to remind us of 
the past， At the beginning of October，however， 工 at once 
began to compose 7T7?*stam，finishing the first act by the new 
year，when 工 was already engaged in orchestrating the prelude, 
During that time 工 developed a dreamy，timorous passion for 
retirement。 Work，long walks in all winds and weathers， 
evenings spent in reading Calderon 一 such was my mode of life， 
and jif it was disturbed， 工 was thrown into the deepest state 
of 1irritation。 My connection with the world confined itself 
almost entirely to my negotiations with the musicseller 也 artel 
about the publication of 7rstan。 As 工 had told this man 
that，by way of contrast to the immense Undertaking of the 
Aizbpeluzigez， 工 had in my mind a practicable work，which，in 
ite demands upon the producer，confined iteself，to al intents 
and purposes，to the engagement of 8a few good singers，he 
8Showed such keenness to take up my offer that 工 ventured to 
ask four hundred louls dor. Ihereupon 瑟 artel answered thbat 
工 was to read his counter offer，made，in 8& sealed letter which 
he enclosed，only on condition that 工 at once agreed to waive 
Imy Own demands entirely，as he did not think the work 工 pro- 
posed to write was one which could be produced without di 佳 - 
cnlties， Jn the sealed enclosure Ifound that he offered me only 
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one hundred louis dq'or,，but he undertook，after a period of five 
years， to give me 8 half-ehare in thbe proceeds，with the alter- 
native of buying out Imy rights for another hundred louis dor. 
With these terms 工 had to comply，and soon set to work to 
orchestrate the first actb 8o 88 to let the engraver have one batch 
of sheets at a time. 

Besides this，I 工 was interested at that time in the expected 
crisig of the American Ioney market in the month of 
November，the consequences of which，during 8a few fatal 
weeks，threatened to endanger the whole of my friend Wesen- 
donck'e fortune。 工 remember that the impending catastrophe 
Was8 borne with great dignity by those who were likely to 
be ite victims; still the possibility of having to sell their 
house，their grounds，and their horses cast an Unavolidable 
gloom over our evening meetings; and，after & while，Wesen- 
donck went away to make arrangementes with various foreign 
bankers。 

During that time 工 spent the mornings ip my house 
composing Tstan，and every eyening we Used to read 
Calderon，which made a deep and permanent impression Upon 
me， for 工 had become fairly familiar with Spanish dramatic 
literature，thanks to Sochack。 At last the dreaded American 
crisis happily bjew over，and it was 8oon apparent that Wesen- 
donck's fortune had considerably increased。 Again，during tbe 
winter evenings， 工 read Tristaom aloud to 8 wider eircle of 
friends。 Gottfried 玉 eller was pleased with the compact form 
of the whole，which really contained only thbree full scenes. 
Semper，however，was very angry about it: he objected thbat 
工 took everything too seriously，and said tbhat the charm in 
the artistie construction of such material consisted in the fact 
韦 at the tragic element w8&s broken up in such 8a way that one 
could extract enjoyment even from its most affecting parts. 
That was just what pleased him in Mozart's Dom wyJtuan，one 
met thbe tragic types there，8as 计 at a masquerade，where even 
the domino was preferable to the plain character， 工 admitted 
that 工 should get on much more comfortably 这 工 took life more 
seriously and art more lightly，but for the present 工 intended 
to let the opposite relations PrevailL 

As a matter of fact people shook their heades。 After 工 
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had sketehed the first act of the composition，and had developed 
the character of my musical produection more precisely， 工 
thought with a& peculiar smile of my first idea of writing this 
work 88 8 8ort of Italian opera，3and 工 became jess anxious 
at the absence of news from Brazil， On thbe other hand，my 
attention WwW8s particularly drawn at the end of this year to 
what was going on in Paris in regard to my operas。 A young 
author from that eity wrote asking me to entrust him with 
the translation of Imy 了 Taryiaser，88 the manager of the 
Thk6itre 工 yrique，M. Carvalho，was taking steps to produce that 
opera in Paris。 工 was alarmed at this，as I was afraid that 
the copyright of my works had not been secured ip rance， 
and tbhat they might dispose of them there at their own sweet 
will To this 工 most strongly objected。 工 was well aware 
how this undertaking would be carried out，from an account 工 
had read a short time before of the performance of Weber's 
了 wzyante at that very Ih6atre Lyrique，and of the objection- 
able elaborations or Tather zutilations whbich had been effected 
for the purposes of production。 As Liszt'8 elder daughter 
Blandine had recently married the famous lawyer 卫 . Olivier， 
and I could consequently rely on substantial help from them, 工 
made up my mind to go to Paris for & week, and look after the 
matter about which 工 had been approached，and，at any rate， 
secure my author's rights legally. In addition to this 工 was 
in & very melancholy state of mind，to which overwork and 
constant Occupation on the kind of task that Semper had，per- 
haps with justice, denounced as being too serious, had contributed 
by reason of the strain on my mental powers. 

II remember rightly,， 工 gave evidence of this state of mind 
(whbich curiously enough led me to despise al worldly cares) 
in a letter 工 wrote to my old friend Alwine KErommann on New 
Year's 了 ve 1857. 

With the beginning of the new year 1858 the necessity for 
8a break in my work became so manifest, that 工 positively dreaded 
beginning the instrumentation of the first act of Tristamn ?72 
Zsolde, until 工 had allowed myself the trip for which I ljonged. 
or at that Imoment，Uunfortunately， neither Ziirich， nor 
my home，nor the company of my friends aftorded me any 
reljaxation。 
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玉 ven the agreeable and immediate proximity of the Wesen- 
donck family inereased my discomfort, for it was really intoler- 
able to me to devote all my evenings to conversations and 
entertainments in which my kind friend Otto Wesendonck felt 
obliged to take as much part as myself and the rest of us。 His 
apprehension that everything in his house would very soon 
follow my lead instead of his, gave him that peeuliar aggressive- 
ness With which a man who believes himself neglected inter- 
polates himself like an extinguisher into eyery conversation 
carried on in his presence. 

Al this soon became oppressive and irksome to me，8nd no 
one who did not realise my condition，and show signs of 
sympathising with lt，could exclite my 各 tereat， and even then 
it w88 & very languid one.， So 工 made up my mind in the 
middle of the severe winter weather，and notwithstanding the 
fact that for the present 工 was quite Unprovided with the neces- 
S8Ty7 Imeans，8and was consequently obliged to take all sorts 
of tiresome precautions，to carry out Imy excUrsion to Paris， 工 
felt a_ growing presentiment that 工 was going away never to 
return， 工 reached Strasburg on the 15th of January，too much 
upset to travel any further just then. rom there 工 wrote to 
卫 duard Devrient at 玉 arlsruhe，asking him to request the Grand 
Duke to send an adqjutant to meet me at 人 ehl on my return from 
了 Paris, to accompany me on a visit to 玉 arlsruhe, as 工 particularly 
wanted to become acquainted with the artists Who Were to sing 
in 7T7lstaz。A little later 工 was taken to task by 了 duard Devrient 
for my impertinence in expecting to have grand-ducal adjutants 
at Imy disposal]，from whiech 工 gathered that he had attributed 
Iny request to 8 desire for Some mark of honour，whereas my 
idea had been that that was the only possible way in which 工 ， 
8 political outlaw，could venture to visit 攻 arlsruhe， thbough my 
object was a purely professional one。、 工 could not help smiling 
at 吉 1s strange Imisconception，but 工 was 8lso startied at this 
proof of shallowness in my old friend，and began to wonder 
what he might do next. 

工 was trudging wearily along in the twilight through the 
publiec promenade of Strasburg，to restore my overwrought 
Derves， When 工 was suddenly taken aback by seeing on a theatre 
poster the word 7T4NN 万 4ISZBR.

Looking at the bill more closely，I saw that it was the 
Overture to TonyiaLser that was to be given 88 8 prelude 
to a French play. Ihe exact meaning of this 工 did not qulte 
understand，but of course 工 took my seat in the tbheatre，which 
Was Very empty. 工 he orchestra，looking all the jarger from 
contrast with the empty house，was 38sSembjed in 8 huge 
space andq Was8 8 Very 8strong one. 工 he rendering given of 
my overture Under the conductor ;8 baton was really 8a very 
good one. 

As 工 was sitting rather near the front in the stallg， 工 was 
recognised by the man who was Playing the kettledrum，as 
he had taken part in my Ziirich performances in 1853.。 Ihe 
new8 of Iny presence 8pread like wildfhre through the whole 
orchestra_ until it reached the ears of the conductor，and led 
to _ great excitement.， Ihe smal audience，who had evidently 
put in appearance simply on account of the Erench play， 
and who were not at all inclined to pay any partiecular atten- 
tion to the overture，WwWere very Imuch astonished wbhen，at 
the conclusion of the overture，the conducetor and the whole 
orchestra turned round in the direction of my stall，and gave 
vent to enthusiastie applause，which 工 had to acknowledge 
with &a bow. All eyes followed me eagerly as 工 left the hall 
after th18 scene，to pay my respects to the conductor。 It was 
Herr 互 asselmann，8 native of Strasburg，and apparently & 
very good-natured，amiable felljow. He accompanied me to 
my botel and，amongst other thbings，told me the circumstances 
connected with the performance of my overture. 工 bese some- 
what 8sUrprlsed me According to the terms of a legacy jleftt 
by a wealthy citizen of Strasburg，a great lover of music，who 
had already contributed very largely to the building of the 
theatre，the orchestra，whose fourishing condition was due to 
his beneficence, had to give, during the usual theatrical perform- 
ances，one of the greater instrumental works with a full band 
once 8 Week。 Ihis time，8a8 it happened，it was the turn for 
the overture to Tayxjbtser.。 The feeling that w&8s uppermost 
in my mind was one of envyy that Strasburg should have 
produced 8a citizen whose like had never seen the light of 
day in any of the towns in which 工 had been connected with 
Imusic，and more particularly Ziirich. 
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Whilst 工 was discussing the state of musice in Strasburg with 
Conductor 五 asseljmann，Orsini's famous attempt on the life 
of the 了 mperor took place in 了 Paris 工 beard some vague 
rumours of it on Imy journey the following morning，but it was 
not until the 17h，on my arrival in Paris，that 工 heard the 
full details of it from the waiter in my hotel 工 looked upon 
this event 88 8a Imajlicious stroke of fate, aimed at me personally. 
卫 ven at breakfast on the following morning, 工 feared 工 shoujlda 
see I7 oldq acquaintance，the agent of the Ministry of the 
JInterior，walk in and demand my instant departure from 
Paris as 8 political refugee。 工 presumed that 88 a visitor at 
the Grand 也 0tel du Louvre，then newly opened， 工 should be 
Tegarded by the police with greater respect，than at the little 
hotel at the corner of the Rue des Filles St Thbomas，where 
工 had once stayed for the sake of economy。 工 had originally 
intended to take up my quarters at an hotel 工 knew in the 
Rue le Pelletier，but thbhe ontrage had been perpetrated just at 
that spot，and the principal criminals had been pursued and 
arrested there。 It was a strange coincidence】 Supposing 工 had 
arrived in Paris just two days earlier，and had gone therelll 

After thus apostrophising the demon of my fate，I hunted 
up M. Olivier and his young wife。 JIn the former Isoon found 
8 Very taking and active friend，who at once resolutely took 
in hand tbhe matter which was my chief object in Parigs。 One 
day we called on & notary who was a friend of his，and who 
seemed to be under an obligation to him。 工 thbere gave Ollivier 

&a formal and carefully considered power of attorney，to rep- 

1 resent Imy proprietary rights 8a8 author，and in spite of many 
二 formajlities in the way of stamps 工 was treated with 
perfect hospitality，8so that 工 felt 工 was well sheltered under 

I7 friend's protection。 JIn the course of my walks with my 

_ friend Olivier in the 了 alais de Justice and in the Salle des pas 
perdus， 工 was introduced to the most oelebrated lawyers im 
the world strolling about there in their berrettag and Tobee， 

and 工 wa8 800on on such intimate terms with them that they 
formed a_ circle around me，and made me explain thbe subject 

of Toryjiuser。 This pleased me greatly.、 工 was no less 
delighted by my conversation with Ollivier regarding his 
political views and position。 He still believed in the Republic 
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which would come to stay after the inevitable overthrow of 
the 太 apoleonie rule. He and his friends did not intend to 
provoke 8a revolution，but they held themselves in readiness 
for the moment when it should come，8s it necessarily zust， 
and fully resolved this time not to give it up again to the 
plunder of base conspirators。 In principle he agreed with the 
logical conclusions of socialigm; he knew and respected 
Proudhon，but not 8a8 &a politician; he thought nothing could 
be founded on a durable basis except through the initiative 
of political organisation. By means of Simple legislation， 
which had already passed several enactments protecting the 
public good against the abuses of private privilege，even the 
boldest demands for a commonwealth based on equal rights 
for al would gradually be met、 

工 bow mnoticed. with great satisfaction that 工 had made 
considerable progress in the development of my character，88 
TI _ could listen to and discuss these and other topics without 
getting into a state of excitement，8as 工 used formally to do in 
simllar discussions。. 

Blandine impressed me at the same time most favourably 
with her gentleness，her cheerfulness，and a certain quiet wiit 
added to a quick mental perception。 “We very 8oon under- 
stood each other; the slightest suggestion 8u 伍 ced to create 
a mutual Understanding on any subject ip which we were 
interested. 

Sunday arrived，and with lt & concert at the Conservatoire. 
As 工 had hitherto been present only at rehearsals，and had 
never got 80 far 8a8 the performances，my friends succeeded 
ip procuring 8a seat for me in the box of Mme， HH6rold，the 
widow of the composer，& woman of sympathetic disposition， 
who at once declared herself warmly in favour of my music. 
lt is true her knowledge of it was slight，but she had been won 
over to it by the enthusiasm of her daughter and son-in-]jaw， 
who，as 工 have previously mentioned，had heard Tazxmijaitse7 
during their honeymoon in Vienna and Berlin。 This was realy 
8 pleasant suUrprise. Added to this， 工 now heard for the first 
time in my life a performance of 也 aydn's easozs，wWhbich the 
audience enjoyed immensely，as they thought the steady 
forid vocal cadences，which are so rare in modern Imusic，but 
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which so frequently oceur at the conclusion of the musical 
phrases ji 也 aydn's music，very original and charming， The 
rest of the day wW8s 8pent very pleasantly in the bosom of the 
He6rold family. Towards the end of the evening 8 man came 
in whose appearance Was hailed with marked attention. 
This was Herr Scudo，who， 工 found out afterwards，was the 
famous musical editor of the 妨 evue des dewz Monades. 也 is 
infuence with other journals Was considerable，but 8so far 
it had certainljy not been in my favour. Ihe kind hostess 
wished me to make his acquaintance，80 that he might have 
a good impression of me，but 工 told her such an object could 
not be attained through the medium of a drawing-room con- 
versation，8andq later on 工 was confirmed in my opinion that 
the reasons why & gentleman of this type，who possesses no 
knowledqge of the subject，declares himself hostile to an artist， 
having nothing whatever to do with his convlctions or even 
with his approval or disapproval.， On 8a 8subsequent occasion 
these good people had to suffer for having interested themr- 
selves in me，8s，in 8 report of my concerts by Herr Scudo，. 
they were held up to ridicuje as a family of strong democratic 
tendencies. 

工 now looked up my friend Berlioz，whose acquaintance 工 
had recently renewed in London，and on the whole 工 found 
him kinqly disposed. 

工 informed him that 工 had only just come to Paris on 8&a 
short pleasure trip. He was at that time busy composing 8& 
grand opera，DPDte 7T7ro71azer。 In order to get an impression of 
the work， 工 was particularly anxious to hear the jibretto 
Berlioz hadq written himself，andqd he spent an evening reading 
it out to me 工 was disappointed in it，not only as far as it 
wa concerned，but also by his singularly dry and theatrical 
delivery， 工 fancied that in the latter 工 could see the character 
of the musie to which he had set his words，and 工 sank 
into utter despair about it，as I could see that he regarded 
this as his masterpiece，and was looking forward to ite pro- 
duction as the great object of his life. 

工 also received an invitation with the Oliviers from the 
上 rard family，at whose house 工 again met my old friend the 
widow of Spontini. We spent & rather charming evenipg 
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there，during which，astrange to say，I had to be responsible 
for the musical entertainment at the piano.， 工 hey declared 
they had thoroughly entered into the spirit of the various 
selections 工 bad played from my operas in my now character- 
istie fashion，8&nd that they had enjoyed them immensely. 
At any zate，such intimate heartielt playing had pever before 
been heard in that gorgeous drawing-room.。 Apart from this, 工 
made one great 8cquisition，through the friendly courtesy of 
Mnme， Erard and her brother-in-law Schiffer， who since 
the death of her husband had carried on the business，in 
the shape of a promise of one of the celebrated grand-pianos 
of their manufacture. With this the gloom of my excursion 
to Paris seemed to be turned into light，for 工 was 8o rejoiced 
at it that 工 looked upon every other result as chimerical]， 
and upon tbis as the onjy reality. 

After that 工 left Paris on the 2nd of February in a more 
cheerful frame of mind，and on my homeward journey went to 
look up my old friendq 及 ietz in 也 pernay，where MPaul 
Chandon，who had known 玉 ietz since boyhoodqd，had interested 
himself in the ruined painter by taking him into his house， and 
giving him a number of commissions for portraits。 As soon as 工 
arrived 工 was irresistibly drawn into Chandon's hospitable 
house，and could not refuse to remain there for a couple of 
days.。 工 found in Chandon a passionate admirer of my operas， 
particularly of 尺 ienzz，the first performance of which he had 
wWitnessed during his Dresden days. 工 also visited the marve]- 
jous wine vaults at Champagne，which extended for miles into 
the heart of the rocky ground， 及 ietz was painting 8 portrait 
in oils，and the opinion entertained by every one that it would 
Very 80on be fnished rather amused me. 

After much superftuous entertainment 工 at last freed myself 
from this unexpected hospitality and returned to Ziirich on 
the 5th of Kebruary，where 工 bad arranged by jletter for an 
evening party immediately after my arrival，as 工 thought 工 
had much to relate which 工 could tell them all collectively 
instead of by means of long and wearisome communications 
to Individual friendes。 Semper，who was one of the company， 
wa8 annoyed that he had stayed ip Ziiricoh whilst 工 had 
been in Paris，and he became quite furious over my cheerful 
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adventures and declared 工 was an impudent child of fortune， 
while he looked upon it as the greatest calamity that he shoul]d. 
be chained to that wretched hole Ziirich. 了 How 工 smiled 
inwardly at his envy of my fortunel 

My aftairs were making but little progress，8a8 Iny operas 
had been sold to almost every theatre and 工 had very little 
left out of thbe proceeds。 工 now heard nothing about all these 
performances except thbat they were yielding very 1little money-. 
II resigned myself to the fact of bringing out 已 zemez，88 it W88 
just suited to our inferior class of theatre. Before offering 让 
for sale, it was desirable to have it performed again in Dresden ; 
but this, it was said，was impossible on account of the impression 
created by the Orsini outrage， So 工 worked on at the instru- 
mentation of the frst act of Tslaz，and during that time 工 
couldq not help feeling thbat most probabljy other objections， 
besides those of political captiousness，would be raised against 
the spread of this work. 工 therefore continued my work 
vaguely and somewhat hopelessly. 

In the month of March Frau Wesendonck informed me that 
she thought of having a kind of musical entertainment in her 
house to celebrate her husband's birthqay. She had a pre- 
dilection for a little serenade music，which，with the help of 
eight instrumentalists from Ziirich，I had arranged during thbe 
winter for the occasion of her own birthdqay. 工 he pride of the 
Wesendonck villa was 8 spacious hall which had been very 
ejegantly decorated by Parisian stucco-workers，and 工 had once 
remarked that Inusice would not sound at al badly there. 
We had tested it on a small scale, but now it was to be tried on 
8 jarger one。 工 offered to bring together a respectabje orchestra 
to perform fragments of the Beethoven symphonies，conslsting 
mainly of the brighter parts，for thbe entertainment of the 
company。 The necessary preparations required a good deal 
of time，and the date of the birthday had to be overstepped. 
As it was，we had nearly reached 卫 aster，and our concert took 
place almost at the end of March。 The musical At 瑟 ome 
was most successful A full orchestra for the Beethoven pieces 
played with the greatest Eclat Under my conductorship，to the 
a8seImmbly of guests scattered about in the surrounding rooms， 
selections from the symphonies。 Such an unprecedented home 
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concert 8eemed to throw every one into a great state of excite- 
Inent 

The young daughter of the house presented me at the begin- 
ning of the performance with an ivory baton，carved from a 
design by Semper，the first and only complimentary one 工 
ever recelved. 工 bere was Do lack of fowers and ornamental 
trees，Under which 工 stood when conducting，and when to suit 
my taste for musical effect we concluded, not with a loud， bnut 
with a deeply soothing piece，like the 4dagtro from the Ninth 
Symphony，we felt that Ziirich society had indqeed witnessed 
s0mething quite unique，and my friends on whom 工 had 
bestowed this mark of qistinction were deeply touched by it. 

This festival left on me the most melancholy impressions ; 
Ifelt as though 工 bad reached the meridian of my life, that 工 
had in fact passed it and that the string of the bow was over- 
stretehed.， Mme.、Wille told me afterwards that she had been 
overcome by similar feelings on that evening.。 On the 3rd of 
April 工 sent the manuscript of the score of the first act of 
Tsto7 WCG 7sorde to Leipzig to be engraved; 工 had already 
promised to give Erau Wesendonck the pencil-sketeh for the 
instrumentation of the prelude，and 工 sent this to her accom- 
panlied by a note in whioch 工 exzplained to her seriously and 
calmly the feelings that animated me at the time。 My wife 
had for some time been anxious as to her relations with our 
neighbour ; she complained with increasing bitterness that she 
Was not treated by her with the attention due to the wife of a 
man whom Frau Wesendonck was 80 pleased to welcome in 
her house，and that when we dd meet it wa8s Tather by reason 
of that lady's visits to me than to her。 So far she had not 
really expressed any jealousy. As she happened to be in the 
garden that morning，she met thbe servant carrying the packet 
for Erau Wesendonck, took it from him and opened thbe jletter. 
As she was quite incapabje of understanding the state of mind 
工 had described ip the letter, she readily gave a vulgar interpre- 
tation to my words，and accordingly felt herself justifed in 
bursting into my room and attacking me with the most extra- 
ordinary repToaches about the terrible discovery she had made. 
She afterwards admitted that nothing had vexed her so much 
88 the extreme calmness and apparent indifference with which

TI treated her foolish conduct。 As a matter of fact 工 never said 
a Word;j 工 hardly moved，but simply allowed her to depart. 
I _ could not help realising that thlig was henceforth to be the 
intolerable character of the conjugal relations 工 had resumed 
eight years before。， 工 told her peremptorily to keep quiet and 
not be guilty of any blunder either in judgment or in act，and 
tried to make her realise to what 8a seriovs state of af 他 airs this 
foolish occurrence had brought us She really seemed to under- 
stand what 工 meant，and promised to keep quiet and not to 
give way to her absurd jealousy. Unfortunately the poor 
creature WwWa8 8lready suffering from 8a serious development of 
heart disease，which affected her temper ;ji she could not throw 
0 在 the peculiar depresslon and terrible restlessness which en- 
largement of the heart causes，8nd only a few days after she 
felt that she must relieve her feelings，and the only possible 
Way in which she could think of doing so was by warning our 
neighbour，Erau Wesendonck，with an emphasig she thought 
was well meant，8gainst the consequences of any imprudent 
intimacy with me. 

As 工 was returning from 8a walk 工 met 了 err Wesendonck and 
his wife in thbheir carriage ]ust starting for a drive， 工 noticed 
her troubled demeanour in contrast to the peculiarly smiling 
and contented expression of her husband. 工 realised the position 
clearljy when 工 afterwards met my wife looking wonderfully 
cheerfu1l. She held out her hand to me with great generosity， 
as8sUring me of her renewed affection. In answer to my ques- 
tion，whether she bad by any chance broken her promise， 
she said confdently that like a wise woman she had been 
obliged to put things into proper order. 工 told her she would 
Very probably experience 8ome very Unpleasant conseqUences 
through breaking her word. JIn the first place， 工 thbought it 
essential she shouldq take steps to improve her health as we had 
previously arranged，and told her she had better go 38 80on 88 
possible to the health resort she had been recommended at 
Brestenberg on the 也 allwyler Lake. We had heard wonderful 
8accounts of the eures of heart disease which the doctor there 
had effected，and Minna was quite prepared to submit to bis 
treatment.  A few days later，therefore， 工 took her and her 
parrot to tbhe pleasantly situated and well-appointed watering- 
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place which was about three hours distant。 Meantime, I avoided 
asking an7y questiongs 388 to What had taken Place in regard to 
our nelghbours. When 工 left her at Brestenberg and took my 
leave she quite seemed to realise the painful seriousness of ourT 
position。 工 could say very little to comfort her，except that 
I_ would try，in the interests of our future jlife together， 
to mitigate the dreaded consequences of her having broken her 
word. 

On my return home 工 experienced the unpleasant effects of 
my wife's conduet towards our neighbour. In Minna's utter 
mjisconstruction of my purely friendly relations with the young 
wife，whose onjy interest in me conslisted in her solicitude for 
my peace of mind and well-being，she had gone so far 8as to 
threaten to inform the lady's husband.。 rau Wesendonck felt 
80 deeply insulted at this，a8s she was perfectly Unconscious of 
having done any wrong, that she was absolutely astounded at me， 
and sid she could not concelve how 工 could have led my wife 
into such a misunderstanding. 工 bhe outcome of this disturbance 
Was that, thanks to the discreet mediation of our mutual friend 
Mme. Wille, 工 was absolved from any responsibility for my wife”s 
conduct; stillj， 工 was given to understand that henceforth 
it would be impossible for the injured lady to enter my house 
again，oF indeed to continue to have any intercourse With my 
Wife。 IThey did not seem to realise，and would not admit， 
that thigs would entail the giving up of my home and my 
removal from Ziirich。 工 hoped that although my relations 
With these good friends had been disturbed，they were not 
really destroyed，and that time would smooth things over。 工 
felt that 工 must look forward to an improvement in my wife's 
health，when she would admit her folly，and thus be able 
to resume her intercourse with our neighbours in & reasonable 
Imanner. 

Some time elapsed, during which the Wesenqdonck family took 
8 pleasure trip of several weeks to Northern Italy. 

The arrival of the promised 了 rard grand-piano made me 
painfuljly conscious of what a tin kettle my old grand-piano 
from Breitkopf und Hirtel had been，and 工 forthwith banished 
it to the lower regions，where my wife begged she might keep it 
88 8 80Uvyenir “of old times.” She afterwards took it with her 
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to Saxony,， where she sold it for three hundred marks。 The new 
Piano appealed to my musical sense immensely，and whilst 工 
was improvising 工 seemed to drift quite naturally into the soft 
nocturnal sounds of the second act of 7Tmstan，the composition 
of which Inow began to sketeh out， This was at the beginning 
of May. My work was unexpectedly interrupted by the com- 
mand of the Grand Duke of Weimar to meet him on &a certain 
day iD Lucerne，where he was staying after his return from 
ltaly。 工 availed myself of this opportunity to have a lengthy 
interview at thbe hotel in Chamberlain von Beaulieu's room，with 
my former Dominal patron whose acquaintance 工 bad made at 
the time of my flight 

上 了 rom this interview with 久 arl Alexander I 工 gathered that my 
attitude towards the Grand Duke of Baden，in regard to the 
performance of Tristan，in 及 arlsruhe, had made an impression 
on the Weimar court, for while he made particular mention of 
that matter， 工 gathered from what he said that he was 8also 
anxious about my Ntbefun9em work，in which he declared he 
had always taken the liveliest interest， and wanted my assurance 
that this composition would be produced at Weimar。 工 bad no 
serlious objection to that.。 Moreover， 工 was vastly entertained 
by the personality of this free-and-easy good-natured Prince， 
who, though he sat chatting next to me on a narrow 8ofa，wWas 
evidently anxious by his singularly choice language to impress 
me a8 8 man of culture。 工 was Imuch struck to fnd that his 
dignified bearing was not in the least disturbed when Herr von 
Beaulieu，with the objecet of amusing us，made some rather 
clumsy remarks which were meant to be witty. After the 
Grand Duke had asked me in the most guarded way my opinion 
of Liszt's compositions， 工 was sUTprised to notice by bis general 
bearing that he was not at al]l uncomfortable when the cbamber- 
lain expressed tbhe moast contemptuous opinions about the Grand 
Duke's famous friend，saying that Liszt)8 composing was 8 
mere mmania on his part。 This gave me 8 strange insight into this 
royal friendship，and 工 had some dij 佣 culty in keeping serious 
during the interview， 工 had to pay the Grand Duke another 
visit on the following morning，but on that occasion 工 saw 
him without his chamberlain，whose absence certainly had a 
favourable effect on the 了 Prince”s remarks about his friend 
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Liszt，whose inspiring conversation and advice he loudly as- 
serted that he could not praise enough。 工 was Surprised to see 
the Grand Duchess walk in upon us，and was received by her 
with a most condescending bow, the formality of which 工 have 
never forgotten。 工 looked upon my meeting with these exalted 
personages as an exceedingly amusing adventure in my travels. 
I 工 have never heard from them since.! ater on， when I called 
on Liszt at Weimar，just before he left thbere, he could not even 
induce the Grand Duke to receive me! 

A short time after my return from that expedition 玉 arl 
Tauasig called with a letter of introduction from Liszt ; he was 
then sixteen years of age，8&nd astonished everybody by his 
dainty appearance and his unusual precocity of understanding 
and demeanour。 He had already been greeted in Vienna，on 
his publie appearance a8 & pianist，88 8& future Liszt.， Je 
gave himself all the airs of a Liszt，and already smoked the 
strongest clgars to SUch an extent that 工 felt a perfect horror of 
them. Otherwise 工 was very glad he had made up his mind to 
spend some time in the neighbourhood，all the more so 88 工 
could appreciate to the utmost his amusing, half-childish, thbough 
very intelligent and knowing personality，and，above 81]，his 
exceptionally fnished piano-playing and quick musical facujlty. 
He played the most complicated pieces at sight，and knew how 
to use his astonishing facility in the most extravagant tricks 
for my entertainment. He afterwards came to live qulite De8r 
Us8; he was my daily guest at all meals，and accompanied 
me on I7 Usual walks to the Sihlthal He soon tried 
to wriggle out of thbhese，bhowever. 再 e also went with Ime on 
8 visit to Minna at Brestenberg. As 工 had to repeat these 
expeditions regularly every week，being anxious to wateh the 
resujlt of the treatment，ITausig endeavoured to escape from tbese 
8lso,， 38 neither Brestenberg nor Minna's conversation seemed to 
appeal to him。 责 owever， he could not avoid meeting her when， 
feeling obliged to interrupt her cure for a few days to look 
aftez her household affairs，she returned at the end of May. 
工 noticed by her manner that she no longer attached any 
importance to the recent domestie upheaval; the view she 
took of the matter was that there had been a little “love affair ， 

2 This was dictated in 1869. 
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which she had put straight. As she referred to this with a 
certain amount of unpleasant levity， 工 was obliged，though 工 
would willingly have spared her on account of the state of her 
health，to explain clearly and firmly，that in consequence of 
her disobedience and her foolish conduct towards our Delighbour， 
the possibility of our remaining on thbe estate， where we had on]y 
just settljed with so much di 伍 culty，was a matter of the most 
serious doubt，and 工 felt bound to warn her that we must be 
prepared for the necessity of a separation，as 工 Was fully deter- 
mined that 这 this dreaded event took place, 工 would not agree 
to live Under similar domestie conditions elsewhere. 工 he 
earnestnes8 With which 工 dwelt on the character of our paat 
life together，on that occasion，so impressed and shocked her 
that，fully realising it was through her fault that the home it 
had ceost us 80 much pain to build up had been destroyed，she 
broke into a low wail of lamentation for thbe first time in OUT 
lives。 This was the first and only occasion on which she gave 
me any token of loving humility，when late at night she kissed 
my hand as I withdrew。 工 was deeply touched at this，and tbe 
idea fashed across my mind that possibly a great and decided 
change might take place ip the character of the poor womamn， 
and this determined me to renew my hope of the possibility of 
continuing the life we had resumed. 

卫 verything contributed to the maintenance of this hope: 
my wife returned to Brestenberg to complete the second part 
of her cure;j the most glorious sUmmer weather favoured my 
disposition to work at the second aet of Tistom the evenings 
with Tausig cheered me up，and my relations with my neigh- 
bours，who had never borne me any ill-will，seemed to me to 
favour the possibility of a dignifted and desirable understand- 
ing in the future， It was quite probable that if my wife went on 
8 visit to her friendqs in Saxony after her cure，time would 
eventually cover the past with oblivion，and her own future 
conduct as well as the changed attitude of our deeply offended 
nelghbour，would make it possible to renew our mutual inter- 
course in 8 dignified way. 

工 was still further cheered by the prospect of the arrival 
of an agreeable visitor，as well as by some satisfactory 
Degotiation8 with two of the most important German theatres. 
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In June the Berlin manager approached me about Zojpemngrt7u 
and we 800on came to an agreement. In Vienna，too，the 
forced intrusion of TazmAatser had produced its effect on 
the attitude of the management of the court theatre， Just 
recently the well-kaown conductor， 了 arl ckert，had been 
entrusted with the technical management of the Opera. He 
selzed the happy opportunity aftorded by the possession of a 
very good company of singers，and by the elosing of the theatre 
for much needed restoration, to give the company time to study 
Zonezg7，wWith the object of securing the acceptance of this 
new and di 伍 cult work by the court authorities。 也 e thereupon 
made me his offers. 工 wanted to insist on the author's rights 
on the same terms 88 those granted in Berlin，but he would not 
agree to this，because the takings of the house were very smal]， 
owing to the lack of space in the old theatre。 On the other hand， 
Conductor Esser called on me one day; he had come from 
Vienna to make all arrangements，and in the name of the 
management he offered me about two thousand marks，cash 
down，for the frst twenty performances of Zonengr，and 
promilsed me a further sum of two thousand marks on their 
completion。 工 he frank and genial manner of thbe worthy 
musiclian won me over，8nd Icelosed with him at once。、 The 
result was that 卫 sser went tbhrough the score of Zojpeng7?7 
with me there and then，witb great consclentiousness and zeal， 
and pald special attention to aljl my wishes. With every con- 
人 dence in a favourable result I bid him farewell and he hurried 
back to Vilenna to set to work at once. 

II then completed the composition sketehes for the second 
act of T7tlslam in excellent spirits，and began the more detailed 
execution of it but 工 did not get qnulte tbrough the first scene，88 
工 was exposed to continual interruptions. Tichatschek came 
to pay me 8another visit，and took up his abode in my little 
Spare room, to recover，83s he salid, from the effects of his recent 
exertions。 He boasted that he had again introduced my operas， 
which had been repeatedly forblidden，into the repertoire of the 
Dresden theatre，and had also taken part in them himself with 
great 8Uccesg8. 

Zojpengr?mu Was also to be produced there。 Although this was 
Very gratifying， 工 did not in the least know what to do with 
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the good man at such close quarters。 ortunately 工 was able 
to hand him over to Tausig，who Understood my embarrass- 
ment，3and kept IIichatschek to himself pretty well the whole 
day，by playing cards with him. Ihe young tenor Niemann， 
of whose great talent 工 had heard so much，soon arrived with 
hig bride, the famous actress Seebach，and owing to his almost 
gigantic frame，he struck me as being just the man for 
Siegfried.。 The fact of having two famous tenors with me 
at the 88me time gave Trise to the annoyance that meitber of 
thbem would sing anything to me，88 they were ill at ease in 
each other's presence。 工 quite believed, however, that Niemann7”8 
voice must be on a par with his imposing personality。 Abonut 
that time (15th July) 工 fetched my wife from Brestenberg. 
During my absence my servant，who was 8 cunning Saxon， 
had thought fit to erect 8 kind of triumphal arch to celebrate 
the return of the mistress of the house。 This led to 
great complications，88，much to her delight，Minna was con- 
vinced that thbis fower-bedecked triumphal arch would greatly 
attract the attention of our neighbours，and thought this would 
be su 伍 cient to prevent them from regarding her return home 
as8 8 humiliating one。 She insisted with triumphant joy upon 
the decorations remaining Up for several days. About the same 
time the Biilows，true to their promise，paid another visit. 
The unfortunate Tichatschek again put o 任 his departure，and 
consequently continued to  occupy our one small spare 
room，80 工 was obliged to let my friendqes stay at the 
hotel several days longer. 豆 owever，thbe visite they paid to 
the Wesendonceks as wejll as to me 8oon afforded me an oppor- 
tunity of hearing，much to my suUrprise，of the effect the 
triumphal arch had produced on our neighbour's young 
wife，who was still nursing her injured feelings. When 工 
heard of her passionate protests 工 realised to what 8a pass things 
had come，and _ immediately gave Up al hope of putting 
& peaceful end to the discordant situation。 工 hose were days 
of terrible anxiety。 工 wished myself in the most distant desert， 
and yet was in the awkward position of having to keep my 
house open to 8a succession of visitors。 At ]ast Tichatschek 
took his departure，and 工 could at least devote the remainder 
of my stay to the pleasant duty of entertainiag favourite 
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guests。 The Biilows really seemed to me to have been 
providentially sent for the purpose of quelling the horrible 
excitement that prevailed in the house. Hans made the 
best of things when，on the day of his arrival， he caught me in 
the midst of a terrifc scene with Minna，as 工 had just told her 
plainly that from what 工 could see of the present position of 
8 人 fairs，oUT stay here ws Dno longer possiblje，and hbat 工 was 
only deferring my departure until after thbe visit of our young 
friends。 This time，however, 工 had to admit that she was not 
altogether to blame. 

We spent another whole month together in the cottage， 
which，by the way， 工 hadq unconsciously christened Asyl.， 工 
wa8 an extremely trying period，anq the experiences 工 went 
through every day only confrmed me in my decision to give 
Up the house。， Under thbe circumstances my young guests 
8lso had to suffer，8s my worry communicated itself to all 
who were im 8ympathy withb me. 玉 lindqworth， who was 
coming on 8 Visit from ondon，to add to the gloom of this 
extraordinary Im6nage，8oon joined us. So the house was 
suddenly flled，and the table surrounded by sad，mysteriously 
depressed guests，whose wants were ministered to by one who 
Was8 shortly to leave her home for ever. 

It seemed to me that there must be one human being in 
exlstence specially qualifed to bring light and reconciliation， 
or at least tolerable order， into the gloom and trouble by 
which we were all surrounded. Liszt bad promised me 8& 
Vislt，but he was 80 happily situated beyond the reach of 
these harassing conditions，he had had such experience of the 
World4，andqd possessed that innate apiommp to such an extra- 
ordinary degree，thbat he did not seem to me to be very likely 
to approach these misunderstandings in a rational spirit。 工 
almost felt inclined to make my fnal decision dependent on 
the effect of his exzpected visit， It was in vain that we begged 
of him to hasten his j]ourney; he offered to meet me at the 
Lake of Geneva 8 month later! Then my courage failed. 
TIntercourse with my friendqs now afforded me no satisfaction， 
for although they could not understand why 工 should be 
turned out of 8a home that suited me 80 well，yet it was 
apparent to every one that 工 could not remain under these

conditions。 We still had musie every now and then，but j 进 
waa in 8 half-hearted and absent-minded fashion。 To make 
matters worse，wWe had a national vocal festival inflicted upon 
us，during whiceh 工 was obliged to face all kinds of demands ; 
matters did not always Pass o 企 without Unpleasantness，8s 
amongst others 工 had to decline to see Franz Lachner，who 
had been specially engaged for the festival， and did not return 
his call， Iausig certainly delighted us by carolling Lachner's 
“01d German Battle Song ” in the upper octave，which，thanks 
to his boyish falsetto，was within hlis reach ; however，even his 
pranks were no longer able to cheer Us. 了 verything，which 
under other circumstances would have made thisgs summer month 
one of the most stimulating in my life，now contributed to 
my discomfort，as did also the stay of the Countess d' Agoult， 
who，having come on 8 visit to her daughter and son-in-law， 
attached herself to our party for the time being. By way 
of flling up the house， 有 arl Ritter also came after much 
grumbling and sulking，and once again proved himself to be 
very interesting and original. 

As the time for the general leave-taking at last drew near, 工 
had arranged all the details connected with tbe breaking up of 
my home。 工 settljed the necessary business part by a personal 
visit to Herr Wesendonck，and in the presence of Biilow 工 took 
leave of Erau Wesendonck，who，in spite of her ever-recurTring 
mlsconceptions on tbhe matter，eventually Teproached herself 
bitterly when she saw that these misunderstandings had ended 
by breaking up my home. My friends were much distressed 
at parting from me，whilst 工 could only meet their expressions 
of sorrow with apathby.。 On the 16th August the Biilows also 
left; 也 ans was bathed in tears and his wife Cosima was gloomy 
and silent， 工 bad arranged with Minna that she should remain 
there for about a week to clear up and dispose of our jlittle 
belongings as she thought best. 工 bad advised her to entrust 
these unpleasant duties to Some one else, as 工 hardly thought it 
possible thbat she would be fitted for such a wretched task， 
which，undqer the circumstances，would be very trying to her. 
She replied reproachfujlly that“it would be a fne thing it， 
with all our misfortunes，we neglected our property. Order 
there must be.， 工 afterwards learned to my disgust that she 
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carried out the removal and her own departure with such for- 
mality，by advertising in the daily papers that the effects would 
be sold cheaply owing to sudden departure，and thereby excit- 
ing much curioslity，that perplexed rumours were 8pread about 
giving the whole affair a scandalous slgnification，which after- 
wards caused much unpleasantness both to me and the Wesen- 
donck family. 

On the 17th August，the day after the departure of the 
Biilows (whose stay had been the onljy reason for detaining me)， 
I got up at early dawn after a sleepless night，and went down 
into the dining-room，where Minna was aljready expecting me 
to breakfast，as 工 intended to start by the five o"clock train. 
She was calm ; it was only when accompanying me in the car- 
riage to the station that she Was overpowered by her emotion 
Under the trying circumstances。 It was the most brilliant sum- 
mer day with a bright，cloudless sky; 工 remember that 工 never 
once lookedq back，or shed a tear on taking leave of her，and 
this almost terrifed me。 As 工 travelled along in the train 工 
could not conceal from myself an increasing feeling of comfort ; 
it was obvious that the absolutely useless worries of the past 
weeks could not have been endured any longer，and that my 
life's ambition demanded a complete severance from thbem.。 On 
the evening of the same day Iarrived in Geneva ; here 工 wished 
to rest a little and pull myself together, so as to arTange my plan 
of life calmly. As 工 had an lidea of making another attempt 
to settle in Italy， 工 proposed，after my former experience，to 
wait till thbe cooler autumn weather，8o as not to expose mysej 
again to the malignant infuence of the sudden change of cli- 
mate。 工 arranged to stay for a month at the Maison 了 Eazy， de- 
luding myself into the idea that a lengthy stay there would be 
very pleasant。 工 told 了 arl Ritter，who was at 工 ausanne，of 
my intention of going to Italy，and to my surprise he wrote 
8aying that he also intended to give up his home and go to 
Italy alone，as his wife was going to Saxony for the winter 
on account of family affairs。 He offered himself as my travel- 
ling companion。 This suited me excellently，and as 了 itter 
also assured. me that he knew，from 8 previous visit，that the 
climate of Venice was quite agreeable at this season， 工 Was 
induced to make a hasty departure。 工 bad，however，to ar- 
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Tange 8abount my passport。 工 expected that the embassies 训 
Berne would corroborate the fact that as 8 political refugee 
工 should have nothing to fear in Venice，which，although be- 
longing to Austria，did not form part of tbhe German Confed- 
eration。 iszt，to whom 工 algo applied for information on 
thi8 point，advised me on no account to go to Venice; on 
thbe other hand，the report that some of my friends .in Berne 
obtained fronma the Austrian ambassador pronounced it as quite 
safe; 80，after barely a week's stay in Geneva，I informed 
及 arl Ritter of my readiness to start，and called for him at 
his villa in ausanne，80 that we mijght begin the journey 
together. 

We did not tak much on the way，but gave ourselves Up 
gilently to our impression8s。 工 he route was over the Simplon 
to Lake Maggiore，where 工 again visited the Borromean Islands 
from Baveno.。 工 here，on the terrace garden of Isola Bella， 
工 spent & wonderful late summer morning in the company 
of my young friend，who was never obtrusive，but，on the 
contrary，inclined to be too silent. or the first ftime 工 felt 
my mind entirely at rest，and flled with the hope of a new 
and harmonious future， We continued our journey by coach 
through Sesto Calende to Milan; and 开 arl was flled with such 
8 ljonging for his beloved Venice, hat he could barely grant me 
time to admire the famous Duomo;i but 工 had no objection 
to being hurried with this object in view. As we were looking 
from the railway dike at Venice rising before us from the 
mirror of water， 了 及 arl lost bis hat out of the carriage owing 
to an enthusiastic movement of delight; 工 thought that 工 
must follow suit，8so 工 too threw my hat out; consequently 
we 8arTrived in Venlice bareheaded，and immediately got into a 
gondola to go down the Grand Canal as far as thbhe Piazzetta 
near San Marco. 工 he weather had suddenly become gloomy， 
and the aspect of the gondolas quite shocked me; for, in spite 
of what 工 had heard about these pecujliar vessels draped in 
black，the sight of one was an Unpleasant surprise: When 工 
had to go under the black awning,，I could not help remember- 
ing the cholera-scare 8ome time earlier. 工 eertainly felt 工 
wa8a8 taking part in 8 funeral procession during a pestilence. 
了 arl assured me that every one felt the same at frsb but that 
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one 800n got accustomed to it. Next came the long sail 
through the twists and turns of the Grand Canal. 工 he im- 
pression that everything made on me here did not tend to 
dispel my melancholy frame of mind. Where 及 arl，on look- 
ing at the ruined walljs，only saw the Ca d'Oro of anny 
Elser or some other famous palace，my doleful glances were 
completely absorbed by the crumbling ruins between these in- 
teresting buildings。 At last 工 became silent and allowed my- 
self to be put down at the world-famous Piazzetta，and to 
be shown the palace of the Doges, though 工 reserved to mysef 
the right of admiring it until 工 had freed myself from the 
extremely melancholy mood into which my arrival in Venice 
had tbrown me. 

Starting on the following morning from the 本 itel Danieli， 
where we had found only a gloomy lodging， 工 began by looking 
for 8 residence that would suit me for my prolonged stay. 
工 beard that one of the three Giustiniani palaces，situated not 
far from the 了 alazzo 下 oscari，was at present very jittle 
patronised by visitors，on 8account of ite situation，which in 
the winter is8 somewhat unfavourable。 工 found some very 
spacious and Imposing 8partments there，8all of which they 
told me would remain uninhabited。 工 here engaged a large 
stately room with 8 spacious bedroom adjoining. 工 bad my 
luggage quickly transferred there，and on the evening of 30th 
August 工 said to myself, “At last 工 am living in Venice.' 
My leading idea was that 工 could work here undistuzrbed。 工 
immediately wrote to Ziirich asking for my Erard “Grand ， 
and my bed to be sent on to me，8s，with regard to the latter， 
工 felt that 工 should find out what cold meant in Venice。 In 
addition to this，the grey-washed walls of my large room 8s8oon 
annoyed Ime，88 they were so little suited to the ceiling，which 
Was covered with 8a fresco which 工 thought was rather tasteful. 
工 decided to have the walls of the large room covered with 
hangings of a dark-red shade，even 这 they were of quite com- 
mon quality. This immediately caused much trouble; but 让 
seemed to me that it was well worth surmounting，when 工 
gazed down from my balcony with growing satisfaction on 
the wonderful canal]，and said to myself that here I 工 would 
complete Trista 工 also had a little more decorating done; 
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I_ arranged to have dark-red portieres，even 这 they were of 
the cheapest material，to cover the common doors -which the 
Hungarian landlord had had put into the ruined palace in place 
of the original valuable ones，which had probably been sold. 
Jn addition, the host had contrived to get some showy furniture， 
such a8 8 few gilded chairs，covered with common cotton plush ; 
but the most prominent article was 8 finely carved gilded table- 
pedestal，on which was placed a vulgar pinewood top whbich 
工 bad to cover with a plain red cloth. inally the 了 rard 
arTivedj it wa8 placed in the middle of the large room，and 
now wonderful Venice was to be attacked by mnunsic. 

也 owever，the dysentery 工 bad previously suffered from in 
Glenoa laid bold of me again，and rendered me incapable of 
any intejlectual activity for weeks。 工 had already learned to 
appreciate the matehless beauty of Venice，and 工 was fujll of 
hope that my joy in it would give me back my power to satisfy 
Imy reviving artistiec yearnings。 On one of Imy first promenades 
on the Riva 工 was 8ccosted by two strangers，one of whom 
introduced himself as Count 卫 dmund Zichy，the other 8s 
了 Prince Dolgoroukow. They had both left Vienna barely a 
week before，where they had been present at the first perform- 
ance8 of my Zojpengrtmy they gave me the most satisfactory 
reports about the result of it and by their enthusiasm 工 could 
see that their impressions were very favourable. Count Zichy 
left Venice soon afterwards，but Prince Dolgoroukow decided 
to stay on for the winter. Although 工 certainljy intended to 
avoid company,， this 了 全 ussian，who was about fifty years of age， 
80on managed to make me yield to his persuasions。 瑟 e had 
an earnest and extremely expressive face (he prided himseif 
on being of direct Caucasian descent)，and showed remarkable 
culture ip every respect，a wide knowledge of the world，and 
above all a taste for music，in the literature of which he was 
also0 80 well versed that it amounted to a passion. 工 bad at 
frst explained to him that owing to the state of my health 工 
was bound to renounce all society，and that 工 needed quiet 
more than anything. Apart from the di 全 culty of avoliding 
him altogether on the limited walks in Venice，the restaurant 
at Albergo San Marco where 工 joined Ritter every day for 
meals led to inevitable meetings with this stranger, to whom 工

eventuall]y became sincerely attached. He had taken up his 
abode in titat hotel，and I could not prevent him from taking 
his meals thbere. During my stay in Venice we met almoest 
daily，and continued to be on very friendly terms. On the 
other hand 工 had a great surprise，on returning to my aparft- 
ments one evening, to be informed that Liszt had just arTived. 
I rushed eagerly to the room pointed out to me 88 his，and 
there，to Imy horror，sawW Winterberger thbe pianist，who had 
introduced himself to my host as 8 mutual friend of myself 
and of Liszt，and in tbhe confusion of the moment the host had 
concluded that the new arrival was Liszt himself， As a matter 
of fact 工 had recently got to know this young man 8s 8 follower 
of Liszt during his comparatively long stay in Ziirich ;i be was 
consldered an excellent organist，and was also caljed into requi- 
sition 88 8econd at the piano when there were arrangements 
for two pianofortes。 也 xcept for some foolish behaviour on his 
part 工 had not noticed anything particular about him。 工 was 
sUrprigsed，however，that he should have selected my address 
as his lodging in Venice。 He told me that he was merely the 
precursor of a certain Princess Galitzin，for whom he had to 
arrange winter quarters in Venice;j that he knew nobody there, 
but having heard in Vienna that 工 was staying here, it was very 
natural he should apply first at my hotel， 工 argued with him 
tbhat this wa8s not an hotelj，and announced that if his Russian 
了 Princess thought of taking up her abode next to me，I should 
move out at once. 了 e thben reassured me，by telling me that 
he had onljy wanted to make 8a good impression on the host 
by mentioning the 了 Princess，8s he thought she had already 
eng8ged rooms elsewhere.。 As 工 again asked what he thought 
of doing in hlis palace，and drew his attention to thbhe fact thbat 
it wa8 very expensive，and that 工 put up with the large outlay 
simply because lt was Imost essential that 工 should be undis- 
turbed，and have no neighbours，and hear no piano，he tried 
to pacify me by the assurance that he would certainly not be a 
burden to me，and that I _ could make my mind easy about hia 
presence iD the same house until he could arrange to move 
elsewhere. His next attempt was to work his way into the 
good graces of 及 arl Ritter; they both discovered a living-room 
in the palace at a suU 值 cient distance from mine to be out of 
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earshot。 In this way 工 consented to put up with his proximity， 
although it was & long time before Iallowed Ritter to bring 
him to me of an evening. 

A Venetian piano-teacher， Tessarin by name，was more 
successful than Winterberger in winning favour with me。 He 
Was 8 typical handsome Venetian，with a curious impediment 
in his speech ; he had a passion for German music，and wag 
well acquainted with Liszt'8 new compositions，and also with 
Imy Own operas。 He admitted that having regard to his sur- 
roundinge he was &“white raven ”in matters musical 了 e 
also succeeded in approaching me through Ritter，who seemed 
to be devoting himself in Venice to the study of human na- 
ture rather bhan to work。 He had taken a amall and extremely 
modest dwelling on the 了 Riva dei Sochiavoni，whbich，being in a 
sunny position，required pno artifcial heating. Thigs was ip 
reality less for himself than for his scanty luggage，88 he was 
hardljy ever at home，but was Tunning about ip the daytime 
after Pictures and collections; iD thbe evening，however，he 
studqied human nature in the cafks on the Piazza San Marco. 
He was the on]y person 工 saw regularly every day; otherwise 
IT rigorously avoided any other society or acquaintance， 工 Was 
repeatedly asked by the Princess Galitzin”8 private physician 
to call upon that lady，who came to Venice very shortly and 
appeared to be living in grand style。 Once, when 工 wanted the 
Piano scores of TazxzwinLser and 也 oengrt7，and had heard that 
the Princess was the only person in Venice who possessed thbem， 
工 was bold enough to ask her for them, but 工 did not feel it 
incumbent on me to call on her for that purpose。 On onjly one 
occasion did any stranger succeed in interrupting my secelusion， 
and then it was because his appearance had pleased me when 
工 had met him in the Albergo San Marcoji thls was Rahl the 
painter，from Vienna。 工 once went 8o far 88 to arrange 8 8ort 
of soirke for him，Prince Dolgoroukow, and Tessarin the piano- 
forte teacher，at which a few of my pieces Were Played。 工 
Was then that Winterberger mmade his dq6but 

All my social experiences during the seven months Ispent i 
Venice were limited to these few attempts at friendly inter- 
course，and apart from these my days were planned out with 
the utmost regularity during the whole time。 工 worked fill 
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two oclock，thbhen 工 got into the gondola that was always in 
waiting，and Was taken along the solemn Grand Canal to the 
bright Piazzetta，the peculiar charm of which always had a 
cheerful effect on me。 After this 工 made for my restaurant in 
the Piazza San Marco，and when 工 had finished my meal 工 
walked alone or with 及 arl along the Riva to thbhe Giardino 
Pubblico，the only pleasure-ground in Venice where there are 
any trees, and at nightfall I came back in the gondola down the 
canal, then more 8ombre and silent, till 工 reached thbe spot where 
I _ could see my solitary lamp shining from the night-shrouded 
facade of tbhe old Palazzo GdGiustiniani。 After 工 bad worked 
& littje longer 玉 arl，heralded by the swish of the gondola， 
woud come in regularly at elght ooclock for a few hours》 
chat over our tea。 Very rarely did 工 vary this routine by a 
visit to one of the thbeatres。 When 工 did，I preferred the per- 
formances at the Camploi Iheatre，where Goldoni's pieces were 
very well played; but 工 seldom went to the opera， and when 工 
did go it was merely out of curiosity。 More frequently，when 
bad weather deprived us of our walk，we patronised the popular 
drama at the Malibran Theatre，where the performances were 
guven in the daytime. IThe admission cost U8 8ix kreuzers。 
The audiences were excellent, thbe majority being in their shirt- 
8leeves，and the pieces given were generally of the ultra-melo- 
dramatic type。 However，one day to my great astonishment 
and intense delight 工 saw there Ze BaruFre Chrogqrotfe，the 
_grotesque comedy that had appealed so strongly to Goethe in 
his day，at this very thbeatre， So true to nature wa8 th1l8 per- 
formance thbat it sUrpassed anything of the kind 工 have ever 
witnessed. 

There was jlittle else that attracted my attention in thbe op- 
pressed and degenerate life of the Venetian people，and the 
only impression 工 derived from the exquisite ruin of this wonder- 
ful eity as far as human interest is concerned was that of & 
watering-place kept up for the benefit of visitors。 Strangely 
enough, it was the thoroughly German element of good military 
music, to which so much attention i8 paid in the Austrian army， 
that bronght me into touch with publie life 问 Venice。 The 
conductors in the two Austrian regimentes quartered there 
began playing overtures of mine，RRzen2t and TayzwiGtSe7 fo 
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instance，and invited me to attend their practices in their bar- 
Tacks。 There 工 also met the whole sta 任 of o 伍 cers，and was 
treated by them with great respect. TIhese bands played on 
alternate evenings amid brilliant illuminations in the middqle 
of the Piazza San Mareco，whose 8coustie properties for this 
class of producetion were really excellent. 工 was often suddenly 
startjed towards the end of my meal by the sound of my own 
overtures; then，8s 工 sat at the restaurant window 媚 ving 
myself up to impressions of the music， 工 did not know which 
dazzled me most,， the incomparable piazza magmnifcently illumi- 
nated and fljed with countless numbers of moving people，or 
the mnusic that seemed to be borne away in rustling glory to 
the winds.。 Only one thing was wanting that mlight certainly 
have been expected from an Italian audience : the people were 
gathered round the band in thousands listening most intently， 
but no two hands ever forgot themselves so far as to applaud， 
88 the least sign of approbation of Austrian military music 
would have been looked upon as treason to the Italian Father- 
land. All publie life in Venice also suffered by thbis extra- 
ordinary rift between the general publie and the authorities ; 
this was peculiarly apparent in the relations of the population 
to the Austrian o 佣 cers, who foated about publicly in Venice like 
oil on water. 工 he populace，too，behaved with no less reserve， 
or one might even 8ay hostility, to the clergy，who were for the 
most part of Italian origin。 工 saW 8 processlon of clerlics in 
thelr vestmente passing along the Piazza San Marco accom- 
panied by the people with unconcealed derislon. 

It was very di 伍 cult for Ritter to induce me to interrupt 
my daily arrangements even to vlsit 8& gallery or & church， 
though，whenever we had to pass through the town，the ex- 
ceedingly varled architectonie pecujliarities and beauties always8 
delighted me afresh. But the frequent gondola trips towards 
the 工 ido constituted my chief enjoyment during practically 
the whole of my stay in Venice。 It was more especially on 
OUT homeward journeys at sunset that 工 was always over- 
powered by unique impression8s。 During the frst part of our 
stay in the September of that year we S8W on one of these 
occasions the marvellous apparition of the great comet，which 
at that time was at ltes highest brilliancy，and was generally 
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said to portend an imminent catastrophe。 The singing of a 
popular choral society，trained by an 0 全 cial of the Vene- 
tian arsenal，seemed jlike a real lagoon ldy1.， 工 hey gener- 
ally sang only thbree-part naturally harmonised folk-songs。 巧 
was new to Ime not to hear the higher voice rise above the 
compass of the alto，that is to say，wWithout touching the 
SO0prano，thereby imparting to the sound of the chorus a 
manly youthfulness hitherto unknown to me。 On fine even- 
ings they glided down the Grand Canal in &a large illumi- 
nated gondola，stopping before a few palaces as 这 to serenade 
(when requested and paid for so doing，be it understood)， 
and generally attracted 8 number of other gondolas in their 
Wake. During one sleepless night，when 工 felt impelled to 
go out on to my balcony in the small hours， 工 heard for the 
first time the famous old folk-song of the 9ozColrert。 工 
seemed to hear the first call，in the stillness of the night，pro- 
ceeding from the Rialto about & mile away like a rough 
lament，and answered in the same tone from & yet further 
distance in another direction。 Ihis melancholy dialogue，which 
wa8 Tepeated at longer intervals，affected me so much that 
I_ could not fzxz the very Simple musical component parts 
in my memory. 瑟 owever，on 8 suUbsequent occasion 工 WaS 
told that this folk-song WwW88 of great poetie interest。 As 工 
wa8 returning home late one night on the gloomy canal，the 
moon appeared suddenly and illuminated the marvellous 
palaces and the tall fgure of my gondolier towering above 
the stern of the gondola，slowly moving his huge sweep， Sud- 
denljy he uttered a deep wail，not unlike the ery of an ani- 
mal ; the cry gr8dually gained in strength，and formed itself， 
after & long-drawn “Oh! ”into the simple musical exclama- 
tion“Venezlal” This was followed by other sounds of which 
工 have no distinct recollection，as 工 was so much moved at 
the time. Such were the impressions that to me appeared 
tbhe most characteristic of Venice during my stay there，and 
they remained with me until the completion of the second 
act of Tristazm，and possibly even suggested to me the long- 
drawn wail of the shepherd's horn at the beginning of the 
thirdq act. 

These sensation8s， however，did not Imanifest themselves 
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Ver7 easil]y Or consecutively。 Bodily sufferings and my Usual 
cares, that never quite left me often considerably hindered and 
disturbed my work。 工 had searcely settled down comfortably 
in my room8s，the northerly aspect of which exposed them to 
frequent gusts of wind (from which 工 had practicaHy no protec- 
tion in the form of heating appliances),，and had barely got over 
the demoralising effect of dysentery，when I fell a victim to a 
specific Venetian complaint，Dnamely & carbuncle on my leg，a8 
the result of the extreme change of climate and of air。 This 
happened just when 工 was intending to resume the second act， 
that had been so eruelly interrupted。 IIhe malady，which 
工 had frst regarded as slight，soon increased and became ex- 
ceedingly painful，andq 工 was obliged to cal in a doctor，who 
had to treat me carefully for nearly four weeks。 It was in the 
]ate autumn，towards the end of November，that 了 Ritter left 
me to pay a visit to his relations and friends in Dresden and 
Berlin ; I therefore remained quite alone during this long ill- 
ne8s，With no other 8ociety than that of the servants of the 
house。 JIncapable of work， 工 amused myself by reading the 
Zistory of Tentice by Count Daru，in which 工 became much 
interested，as 工 was on the spot. IThrough it 工 lost some of 
my popular prejudices against the tyrannical mode of govern- 
ment in ancient Venice。 IThe ill-famed Council of Ten and 
the State Inquisition appeared to me ip a peculiar，although 
certalnl]y horriblje，jlight; the open admission that in thbe 
8ecrecy of its methods lay the guarantee of the power of the 
state，8seemed to me so decidedjy in the interests of each and 
every member of the marvellous republie，that the suppresslon 
of all knowledge was very wisely consldered a republican duty. 
Acetual hypocrisy was entirely forelgn to this state constitution ; 
Imoreover the clerical element，however respectfully treated by 
the government，Dever exercised an Unworthy infuence on the 
development of the character of the citizens as in other parts 
of Italy。 TIhe terrible selfish caleculations of state reasons were 
turned into maxims of quite an ancient heathen character， 
not Teally evil in themselves，but reminlscent of similar 
maxzims among the Athenians， which，as we read in Thucydides， 
were adopted by thbem in all simplicity，as the foundations of 
human morality. 
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JIn addition to tbhis 工 once more took up，by way of a re- 
storative，83 工 had often done before，a _ volume of Schopen- 
hauer，with whom 工 became on intimate terms，and 工 experi- 
enced 8a sensation of rellief when 工 found that 工 was now able 
to explain the tormenting ga8ps in his system by the aids whbich 
he himself provlided. 

My few associations with the outer world now became calmer， 
but one day 工 was distressed by 8& jetter from Wesendonck 
in whieh he informed me of the death of his son Guido，who 
WwWa8 8about four years old; it depressed me to think that 工 
had refused to stand godfather to him，on the pretext that 工 
might bring him bad luck. This event touched me deeply， 
and 88 工 was longing for 8 tborough rest， 工 mapped out for 
myself a short journey across the Alps，with the idea that 工 
mijight spend Christmas with my old friends，and offer them 
my condolences。 工 informed Mme. Wille of this idea，and in 
reply received，strange to say，from her husband instead of 
from herself，some quite unexpected particulars regarding the 
extremely unpleasant curiosity which my sudden departure 
from Ziirieh had caused，especially in reference to the part 
my wife had played in it and at which the Wesendonck 
family had been so much annoyed. As 工 also heard how 
skjlfully Wesendonck had treated the matter，some agreeable 
communications followed couched in conciliatory terms. 工 
wa8 Imuch to Minna's credit that in her relations towardqs me 
she had by her letters proved herself wise and considerate，and 
whille staying In Dresden，where she met her old friends，she 
lived quletly，and 工 always provided for her amicably. By so 
doing she strengthened the impression she had made on me 
at the time of that touching nocturnal scene，and 工 willingly 
put before her the possibility of a _ domestic reunion，provided 
that we could establish a home that promised to be a permanent 
one，which at that time 工 could only picture to myselt as 
feasible in Germany，and 放 possible in Dresden. To obtain 
80me idea 88 to whether it was possible to carry out such an 
arTrangement， 工 lost no time in applying to Liittichau，88 工 
had received favourable reports from Minna about his kindjy 
feeling and warm attachment to me。 工 really went so far as 
to write to him cordially and in detail。 It was another lesson 
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for me when in return I received occasionally a few dry lines 
in 8 businesslike tone，in which he pointed out that at that 
Ioment nothing could be done with respect to my desired re- 
turn to Saxony。 On the other hand，I 工 learned through the 
pollce authorities in Venice，that the Saxon ambassador in 
Vienna ardently wished to drive me even out of Venice. This 
proved Unsuccessful]，however，8s 工 was suU 值 ciently protected 
by a Swiss passport，which to my great delight the Austrian 
&uthorities duly respected。 The only hope 工 had with regard 
to my longed-for return to Germany was based on the friendly 
efforts of the Grand Duke of Baden。 玉 duard Devrient，to 
whom 工 also applied for more definite information respecting 
ouT project of a first performance of 7Trslam， informed me that 
the Grand Duke looked upon my presence at the performance 
a8 8D Understood thing; whether he was taking any steps on 
his own account against thbe League，in case his direct efforts 
to obtain the 及 ing of Saxony s permission should be fruitless， 
or WwWhether he intended to accomplish it in some other way， 
he did not know。 Consequently 工 realised that 工 could not 
count on the possibility of an early settlement in Germany. 

A great deal of my time was taken Up in correspondence with 
the object of procuring the necessary means of subsistenoce， 
which at that time，owing to the divided household，made no 
small calls upon my purse。 下 ortunately a few of the larger 
theatres had not yet come to terms about my operas，80 工 
mlght still expect some fees from them，whereas those from 
the more active theatres had already been spent. 工 he Stutt- 
gart Court Theatre was the last to apply for Taon7zjiiarlser。 At 
that time 工 had a particular affection for Stuttgart，owing to 
thbhe reasons 工 have already mentioned; this was also true of 
Vienna，which had been the first place to produce 了 opengrtm 
and, in consequence of its success, thought it necessaTy to secure 
Tazojiuser。 My negotiations with 卫 ckert，who was director 
at thbat time, quickly led to satisfactory resujts. 

Al this happened during the course of the winter and early 
spring of 1859. Otherwise I lived very quietly and with great 
regularity，88 工 have described. After recovering the Use of 
Iny leg, 工 was able in December to begin my regular gondola 
trips to the 了 Piazzetta again and the return ]ourneys ip the 
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evening，and also to 呈 ive myself up for some time uninter- 
ruptedly to my musical work. 工 spent Christmas and New 
Year's 了 ve quite alone, but in my dreams at night 工 often found 
myself in society， which had a very disturbing effect on my rest.。 

At the beginning of 1859 arl Ritter suddenly turned up 
again at my rooms for his usual evening visits。 了 is anxiety 
about the performance of a dramatie piece he had written had 
taken him to the shores of the Baltic。 This was a work he had 
compjleted a short time before 4rmzda，much of which again 
showed his great talent.。 TIhe tendencey of the whole play is to 
show terrible glimpses of the poet's soul，and these prevent one 
from passing 8 favourable judgment on some parts of the 
piece，but other parts，notably the meeting of 了 Rinaldo with 
Armnida，and the violent birth of their love，are depicted by the 
author with real poetic fire。 As is the case with all such works， 
which are in reality always hampered by the superficiality of 
the dilettante, much should have been altered and rewritten for 
stage effect。 玉 arl would not hear of this; on the contrary，he 
thought he had discovered，in an intelligent thbeatrical manager 
in Stettin，the very man who would lay aside any such con- 
siderations 88 were peculiar to me He had，however，been 
disappointed in thls hope，and had come back to Venice intend- 
ing to carry out his fond desire of living aimlessly， To wander 
through Rome clad in the garb of a capuchin，studying the 
treasures of art from hour to hour，was the kind of existence 
he would have preferred to any other. 

He would not hear of a remodelled version of 4mmzdo，bnut 
declared his intention to set to work on 8ome new dramatic 
material which he had taken from Machiavelli's 态 1orentone 
玖 ?stores。 He would not specify what this material was more 
definitely, lest I should dissuade him from using it，inasmuch as 
it contained only situations，and absolutely no indication of any 
Purpose。 He seemed no longer to have any desire to give him- 
seljf up to musical work，although even in tbhis respect the 
young man showed himself to me in a thoroughly interesting 
light by a fantasy for the piano which he had written soon after 
his arrival in Venice。 Nevertheless he displayed a more highly 
intelligent appreciation than before of the development of the 
second act of Tristan, in which I 工 bad at last made regular prog- 
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ress。 JIn the evening 工 frequently played to him，Winterberger 
and Tessarin, thbe portions 工 had completed during the day， and 
they were always deeply moved.。 During the previous interrup- 
tion in my work，which had lasted rather a long time，Hirtel 
had engraved the first act of the score, and Biilow had arranged 
it for the piano。 Ihus a portion of the opera lay before me in 
Ionumental completeness，while 工 was astill in a fruitful state 
of excitement with regard to tbhe execution of the whole。 And 
now in the early months of the year the orchestration of this 
act，which 工 continued to send in groups of sheets to the pub- 
lisher to be engraved，also neared completion。 By the middle 
of March 工 was able to send of 企 the last sheets to Leipzig. 

It was noOwW necessary to make new decisions for my plan of 
life。 The question presented itself as to where 工 was going to 
compose the thirdq act; for 工 wished to begin it only in a place 
where 工 had a prospect of fnishing it undisturbedq。 It seemed 
88 这 this was not destined to be the case in Venice。 My work 
would have occupied me until late into the summer，and on 
account of my health 工 did not think 工 dared spend the hot 
weather in Venice. Its climate about thbis time of the year did 
not commend itself to me Already 工 had found great dis- 
advantages and anything but favourable results from the facet 
thbat it was not possible to enjoy the invigorating recreation of 
ramhbling about in this place。 Once in the winter，when 工 
wanted 8 good walk, 工 had gone by train to Viterbo to take my 
人 of exercise by tramping inland for several mijles towards thbe 
mountains。 JInhospitable weather had opposed my Progress， 
and this，added to other unfavourable circumstances，resujlted 
in my bringing away from my excursion nothing more valuable 
than 8& favourable opinion of the eity of lagoons，to which 工 
fed as to a place of refuge against the dust of the streets and 
the spectacle of horses being cruelly used. Moreover，lt now 
turmed out that my further stay in Venice no longer depended 
wholly on my own will 工 had been recently cited (very 
politely) before a commissioner of police，who informed me， 
without mincing the matter，that there had been an incessant 
agitation on the part of the Saxon embassy in Vienna 8g8inst 
my remaining in what was 8 part of the Austrian 了 mpire. 
When 工 explained that 工 only wished to extend my stay to the 
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beginning of spring， 工 was advised to obtain permission to do 
80 from the Archduke Maximilian，who as viceroy reslded in 
Milan，preferring my request on the ground of il-health as 
alleged by a docetor's certifcate。， 工 did tbhis，and tbhe Archduke 
issued immediate instructions by telegram to the Administrative 
Government of Venice, to leave me in peace. 

But soon it became clear to me that the political situation， 
which was putting Austrian Italy into a state of ferment, might 
develop into an occasion for renewing active precautionary 
measures against strangers. The outbreak of war with Pied- 
mont and France became more and more imminent，and the 
evidence of deep agitation in the TItalian population grew 
more Unmistakable every moment. One day，when 工 was 
saUntering up and dovwn the 了 iva with Tessarin，we came Upon 
a fairly large crowd of strangers，who, with a mixture of respect 
and curiosity，were watehing the Arehduke Maximilian and his 
wife as they were taking the air during a short visit to Venioe. 
The situation was rapidly conveyed to me by my Venetian 
pianist，who nudged me violently and sought to drag me away 
from the spot by my arm: in order that，as he explained， 工 
might be spared the necessity of raising my hat to the Arch- 
duke， Seeing the stately and very attractive fgure of the 
young Prince passing along， 工 salipped by my friend with & 
laugh，and took honest pleasure in being able by my greeting 
to thank him for his protection，although，of course, he did not 
know who 工 was. 

Soon，however，evyerything began to assume 8 Imore serlious 
aspect，8and to look gloomy and depressing. Day by day the 
Riva was 80 crowded with troops newly disembarked，that it 
became quite unavallable for 8a promenade. The o 伍 cers of 
these troops，on thbe whole，made 8a very favourable impression 
on me，8nd their homely German tongue，8as they chatted 
harmjlessly with one anotbher，remindedq me pleasantly of home. 
Jn the rank and fle, on the other hand, I could not possibly feel 
any confdence, for in them 工 saw chiefy the dull servile features 
of certain leading Slav races in the Austrian monarchy. One 
coud not fail to recogmnise in them 8& certain brute force,but 话 
Was nO jess clear that they were entirely devoid of that naive 
intelligence which is such an attractive characteristie of the 
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Italian people。 工 could not but grudge the former race their 
Victory over the latter. The facial expression of thbese troops 
Tecurred forcibly to my memory in the autumn of this year in 
Paris，when 工 could not avoid _ comparing the picked 下 rench 
troops, the Chasseurs de Vincennes and the Zouaves，with these 
Austrian soldiers; and without any scientifie knowledge of 
strategy， 工 understood in & fash the battles of Magenta and 
Solferino. or the present I learned thbat Milan was already in 
8 8tate of seige and was almost compjletely barred to foreigners. 
As 工 had determined to seek my summer refuge in Switzerland 
on the Lake of Lucerne，tbls news accelerated my departure; 
for Idqid not want to have my retreat cut o 企 by the exigencies 
of war.， So 工 packed up my tbings，sent the Erard once more 
over the Gotthard，and prepared to take leave of my few 
acquaintances。 了 且 itter had resolved to remain in Italy; he 
intended to go to lorence and Rome，whither Winterberger， 
with whom he had struck up 8& friendship，had hurried in 
advance。 Winterberger declared that he wa8s provided by a 
brother with money enough to en]joy JItaly 一 8n experience 
which he declared necessary for his recreation 8nd recovery， 
from what disease 工 do not know。 了 itter therefore counted upon 
leaving Venice within 8a very short time. My leave-taking 
with the worthy Dolgoroukow，whom 工 left in great suffering， 
WwW88 Very Sincere，and 工 embraced 了 及 arl at the station，probably 
for the last time, for from that moment 工 was left without any 
direct news of him，and have not seen him to hbis day. 

On the 24th of March，after some adventures caused by 
the military control of strangers， 工 reached Milan，where 工 
allowed myself to stay three days to see the sighte. Without 
any 0 值 cial guide to help me 工 contented myself with following 
up the simplest directions 工 could obtain to the Brera，the 
六 mbrosian Library，the “Iast Supper ” of Leonardo da Vinci， 
and the cathedral， 工 elimbed the various roofs and towers of 
this cathedral at all points。， 上 inding，as 工 always did, that my 
frst impressions were the liveliest， 工 confned my attention in 
the Brera chiefy to two Pictures whlich confronted me 8a8 soon 
8s T entered ; they were Van Dyck's “Saint Anthony before the 
JInfant Jesus” and Cresplis “Martyrdom of Saint Stephen.” 
工 realised on this occasion tbhat 工 was not & good judge of 
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pictures，because when once the subject has made a clear and 
syImpathetic appeal to me) it settles my view，and nothing else 
counts。 从 strange light, however， was shed on the effect made by 
the purely artistice significance of a masterpiece，when 工 stood 
before Leonardo da Vinci)s “Last Supper ”and had the same 
experlence 8s every one else。 TIhis work of art，8although 让 
i8 8lmost entirely destroyed as & picture，produoes such an 
extraordinary effect on the mind of the spectator, that even after 
& close examination of the copies hanging beside it representing 
it in 8& restored state，when he turns to the ruined picture the 
fact is suddenly revealed to the eye of his soul that thbe contents 
of the original are absolutely inimitable. In the evening 工 
made 8ll haste to get to the Italian comedy again 工 grew 
Very fond of it，and found it had installed itself here in the 
tiny Teatro 瓦 e for the benefit of &a small audience of the 
lower orders. The Italians of to-day unfortunately despise 让 
heartily。 Here, too, the comedies of Goldoni were played with， 
88 it seemed to me，considerable and ingenious skil，， On the 
other hand， it was my fate to be present at 8 performance 记 
thbe Socala Theatre，where,， in a setting of an external magmif- 
cence hat wa8 extraordinary，it WwW88 proved true that Italian 
taste was degenerating sadljy. Before the most brilliant and 
enthusiastie audience one couUld wish for，gathered together in 
thbat immense theatre， an incredibly worthbless fake of an opera 
by a modern composer，whose Dame 工 have forgotten，w8s per- 
formed.。 The same evening 工 learned，however，thbat although 
the Italian publie was passionately fond of song，it wa8 the 
ballet which they regarded as the main item; for，obviously， 
thbe dreary opera at the beginning was only intended to pre- 
pare the way for a great choregraphie performance on 8 
subject no less pretentious than that of Antony and Cleopatra。 
In this ballet II saw even the cold politician WOetavianus，whbo 
until now had not so far lost his dignity as to appear 88 
8 _ character in any Italian opera，acting in pantomime and 
contriving fairly sucecessfujlly to maintain an attitude of diplo- 
matic reserve， The climax， however， was Teached in the 
scene of Cleopatra's funeral. This afforded the immense sta 企 
of the ballet an opportunity for displaying the most varied 
picturesque effects in highljy characteristic costumes. 
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After receiving these impressions all by myself，I travelled 
to Lucerne one brilliant spring day by way of Como，where 
everything was in full blossom,， through Lugano，which 工 knew 
already，and the Gotthard，which 工 bad to cross in small open 
sledges along towering wajlls of snow. When 工 reached Lucerne 
the weather was bitterly cold，in contrast with thbe genial spring 
I had enjoyed in Italy IThe allowance of money 工 had made 
for my stay in Lucerne was based on the assumption thbat the 
big 也 0tel Schweizerhof was quite empty from about this time 
until the summer season began，8and that without further 
preliminaries 工 should be able to find a lodging there both 
spacious and free from nolse。 工 his hope had not been enter- 
tainaed in vain。 The courteous manager of the hotelj，Colonel 
Segesser, allotted to me a whole foor ip the annexe on thbe left， 
to oceupy at my pleasure。 工 could make myself qulte com- 
fortable here in the larger rooms at a moderate price。 As the 
hotel at this time of the year had only a very small sta 任 of 
servants，it wa8 left to me to make arrangements for some one 
to wait upon me 下 or thig purpose 工 found a careful woman 
well suited to look after my comfort. Many years afterwards， 
remembering the good services she had rendered me，especially 
later on wbhen the number of guests had increased， 工 engaged 
her as my housekeeper. 

Soon my things arrived from Venice. TIhe Erard had been 
obliged to cross the Alps again when thbhe snow was on the ground. 
When it waa set up in my spacious drawing-room， 工 said to 
myself that all this trouble and expense had been incurred to 
enable me at last to compjlete the third act of 77?sta7 7 7so1Ce. 
There were times when this seemed to me to be an extravagant 
ambition; for the di 人 鱼 culties in the way of fnishing my work 
seemed to make it impossible. 工 compared myself to Leto 
who，in order to fnd a place in which to give birth to Apollo 
and Artemis，was hunted about the world and could fnd no 
resting-place until Poseidon，taking compassion on her，caused 
the island of Delos to rise from the sea. 

工 wished to regard Lucerne as this Delos。 But the terrible 
infuence of the weather，which was intensely cold and continu- 
ously wet，weighed upon my spirits in 8 most Unfriendly fashion 
until the end of May. As such great sacrifce had been made 
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to fnd this new place of refuge, 工 thought every day had been 
useless]y frittered away which had not contributed something 
to my work of composing. or the greater part of my third 
act 工 was occupied with a subject sad beyond words;j it came 
to such a pass that lt ls only with a shudder that 工 can recall 
the first few months of thbis emigration to Lucerne. 

A few days after my arrival 工 had already visited the Wesen- 
doncks in Ziirich. Our meeting was melancholy，but 记 no 
Way embarrassed. 工 spent some days in my friends” house， 
where 工 saw my old Ziirich acquaintances again，and felt as 
though 工 were passing from one dream to another. In fact， 
everything assumed an air of unsubstantiality for me。 Several 
times in the course of my stay in Lucerne 工 repeated this visit， 
which was twice returned to me，once on the occasion of my 
birthday. 

Besides the work on which 工 was now 8omewhat gloriously 
engaged， 工 was also heavy with cares about keeping myself 
and my wife alive。 Of my own accord and out of necessary 
respect for the circumastances in which my friends the 了 Ritters 
were placed, 工 had already in Venice felt myself for the future 
obliged to decline tbeir voluntary support。 工 was beginning to 
exhaust the little that I could contrive to extract with di 伍 culty 
from thbose of my operas which up to this period it had been 
possible to produce， It was settled thbhat 工 should take up the 
Wipelu7igen work when Tristan was fnished，and 工 thought 让 
my duty to fnd out some way of making my future existence 
easler。 工 his WiperuwnIem work spurred me to the attempt， The 
Grand Duke of Weimar still kept up his interest in it, to ]udge 
from the communications 工 had _ received from him during 
the previous year。 工 therefore wrote to Liszt and repeated my 
request that he would make 8a serious proposal to the Grand 
Duke to buy the copyright of the work and arrange for its 
publication，wilith the right of disposing of it to 8a publisher on 
his own terms。 工 enclosed my former negotiations with 互 artel， 
whbich had been broken o 任 ，and which were now intended to 
serve 38 8 fair basis for what may be called the business arrange- 
ment that Liszt was to enter into with the Grand Duke， Liszt 
800nD gave Ime 8n embarrassed hint that his Royal Highness was 
not really keen on it， Ihis was quite enough for me, 
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On the other hand，I was driven by circumstances to come 
to an agreement with Meser in Dresden about the unfortunate 
copyright of my three earlier operas。 Ihe actor 及 riete，one 
of my principal creditors，was making piteous demands for tbhe 
return of his capital. Schmidt，&a Dresden lawyer，offered to 
put the matter right, and after 8 long and heated correspondence 
it was arranged that 8 certain 也 .Miiller，sucecessor to Meser， 
who had died a short time before，should enter into possession 
of the copyright of these pubjlications。 On this occasion 工 heard 
of nothing but of the costs and exzpenditure to which my former 
agent had been put; but lt was impossible to get any clear 
account of the receipts he had taken from my works beyond the 
fact that the lawyer admitted to me that the late Meser mnust 
have put aside some thousands of thbalers，which，however， 
it would not be possible to lay hands on，as he had not left bls 
heirs any funds at al 

JIn order to pacify the woeful 玉 riete, 工 was eventually obliged 
to agree to sell my rights in the works Meser had published for 
nine thousand marks，which represented the exact sum 工 owed 
to riete and another creditor who held a smaller share。 With 
regard to the arrears of interest still owing on thbe money at 
compound rate, 工 remained 玉 riete”s personal debtor; the joint 
suUm amounted in the year 1864 to five thousand four hundred 
marks，which were duly claimed of me about this time with a1 
the pressure of the law。 JIn the interests of Pusinelli, my chief 
creditor，who could only be provided under this arrangement 
with inadequate payment) 工 reserved to myself tbe Erench copy- 
right of these three operas，in the event of this musie being 
produced in France through my efforts at fnding a publisher 
to purchase it in tbat country. 

According to the contents of a letter from the lawyer Schmidt， 
this reservation of mine had been accepted by the present 
publisher in Dresden.。 Pusinelli in a friendqly spirit forbore 
to take advantage of the benefits accruing to him from this 
arTangement，in regard to the capital he had formerly lent me. 
卫 e assured me he would never claim it。 工 hus one possibility 
remained open to me for tbhe future: that if my operas could 
make their way into France，a&although there would be no 
question of any profit coming to me through those works of 
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mine, 工 should be reimbursed for the capital 工 had spent on them 
and for tbat which 工 bad been obliged to guarantee。 When， 
later on，my Paris publisher Elaxland and 工 came to make 
out an agreement，JMeser's successor in Dresden announced 
himself as absolute proprietor of my operas，and actually sue- 
ceeded in putting so many obstacles in 上 laxlandq's way in the 
conduct of his rench business，that the latter was compelled 
to purchase peace at the price of six thousand francs。 The 
natural result of this was 世 bat KKlaxland was Placed in the 
position of being able to deny that it was 工 who owned the 
Erench copyright of my work. Upon thigs 工 made repeated 
appeajs to Adolph Schmidt the lawyer, to give evidence in my 
favour, asking nothing more of him than that he should forward 
to me 8 copy of the correspondence referring to the rights 工 had 
zeserved，which had become valid in the Lucerne transaction。 
To al the letters addressed to him on this subject，however， he 
obstinately refused an answer，and 工 ljearned later on from 8a 
Viennese lawyer that 工 must give up hoping to get this kind of 
evidence， 88 工 had no legal means in my possession to force the 
advocate to give it, 过 he were not so inclined. 

While，owing to this， 工 bad little opportunity of improving 
Imy7 prospects for the future， 工 had at least the satisfaction of 
8eelng thbe score of Zaiaser engraved at last。 As the stock 
of my earlier autograph copies had come to an end，chiefy 
through the wasteful management of Meser, 工 had already per- 
sUuaded 了 irtel when 工 was in Venice to have the score engraved. 
Meser s successor had acquired the complete rights of this work， 
and therefore regarded it as a point of honour not to 时 ve up 
the score to another publisher; consequently he took over the 
task of producing it at his own cost Unluckily fate demanded 
that just & year later 工 had to revise and reconstrucet the first 
two scenes completely. To this day it is a subject of regret 
to me not to have been able to iptroduce this fresh piece of work 
into the engraved score. 

TIhe Hairtels，never faltering in their assumption that 
Z72star might provide good fooq for the theatre，set their 
men busily to work Upon engraving the score of the second 
act，while 工 was8 at work on the third， The process of 
registering correctiones，while 工 was in the throes of composing 
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the thbird aet 一 one ljong ecstasy 一 wielded over me 8a strange， 
almost Uncanny influence;j for in the frst scenes of this act 
it was made clear to me that in this opera (which had been 
most Unwarrantably assUumed to be an easy one to produce》， 
工 bad embodied the most daring and most exotice conception 
in all my writings。 While 工 was at work on the great scene of 
Tristan， 工 found myself often asking whether 工 was not mad 
to want to give Such work to a publisher to print for the theatre. 
And yet I could not have parted with a single accent in that tale 
of pain，although the whole thing tortured me to the last 
degree. 

II tried to overcome my gastric troubles by using (among 
other tbhings) 及 issingen water in moderate doses。 As 工 was 
fatigued and made incapable of work by the early walks 工 had 
to take during this treatment，it occurred to me to take 8a short 
ride instead。 上 or thig purpose the hotel manager lent me 8 
horse，aged twenty-fve，named Lise。 On this animal 工 rode 
every morning 88 long 88 让 would carry me。 It never con- 
veyed me very far，but turned back regularly at certain 8pots 
withbout taking the slightest notice of my directions。 

Thus passed the months of April May，and the greater part 
of June，without my completing even half of my composition 
for the thirq act，and all the while 工 was contending with & 
mood of the deepest melancholy. At last came thbe sea8son 
for the visitors to arrivej the hotel with ites annexes began to 
fl，and it was Dno longer possible to think of maintaining my 
exceptional privilege with regard to the use of such cholce 
quarters。 工 wa8s proposed to move me to the second storey 
of the main building，where only travellers who spent the night 
on their way to other places in Switzerland were put up， 
Whereas in the annexes people were lodged who came to make 
8 long stay，and who used their rooms day and night. As a 
matter of fact，this arrangement answered admirably. 下 rom 
this time forward 工 was completely undisturbed during the 
hours of my work in my little sitting-room with its adjoining 
bedchamber，as the rooms engaged for the night by strangers 
in thbis storey were perfectly empty in the daytime. 

Really splendid summer weather set in eventually，lasting 
& good two months with a continuously cloudless sky。 工 
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enjoyed the eurious charm of protecting myself against the 
extremes of the sun's heat by carefuly keeping my room cool 
and dark，and going out on to my balcony only in the evening 
to suUrrender myself to the infuence of the summer air.。 工 wo 
good horn-players gave Ime great pleasure by providing a 
performance of simple folk-songs almost regularly in & ski 企 
on the lake。 In my work，too， 工 had now luckily passed the 
critical point，and in spite of its sorrowful character，the more 
subdued mood of that part of my poem which 工 had still to 
master, thbrew Ime into 8 slincere 8piritual ecstasy，during which 
工 completed the composition of the whole work by the begin- 
ning of August, fragments only remaining to be orchestrated. 

Lonely as was my life, the exceiting events of the Italian wWar 
provlided me plenty of interest. 工 followed this struggle，as 
Unexpected as it was signifcant，thbrough the thrilling course 
of its successes and reverses。 Still I did not remain entirely 
without company. In July，Felix Drasecke，whom 工 had not 
known before，came to Lucerne for a lengthy visit. After 
bearing 8 performance of the prelude to Tstam ad 7solae 
conducted by Liszt，bhe had almost immediately determined 
to make himself personally acquainted with me 工 was com- 
pletely terrified by his arrival，and was at 8 loss to know what 
to do with him. Moreover, as his taljk was in 8 certain facetiougs 
velin，overflowing with stories of persons and circumstances 
for whlich 工 was _ gradually losing all appreciation，he 8soon 
began to bore me，8a fact which astonished him，and which he 
recognised 8o clearly that he thought he had better leave after 
8 few days. TIhis made me ip my turn embarrassed，and 工 
nowW took special care to deprive him of the bad opinion be 
had formed of me 工 soon learned to like him，and for a 
conslderable time，until shortly before his departure from 
Lucerne，he was my daily companion，from whose intercourse 
工 derived much pleasure，a8 he was 8 highly gifted musician 
and by no Imeans & prig. But Drisecke was not my only 
Visltor. 

Wilhelm Baumgartner，my old Ziirich acquaintance，came 
to spend 8a few weeks in Lucerne out of kindness to me。 And 
last]y Alexander Sroff from St. Petersburg came to stay 8ome 
time in the neighbourhood。 He w8s 8 remarkable man，of

great intelligence，and openly prepossessed in favour of Liszt 
and myself. He had heard my Zojpengrm in Dresden and 
Wanted to know more of me 一 an ambition 工 was obliged to 
Batisfy by playing Tstaz to him in the rough-and-ready fashion 
which was peculiar to me， 工 went up Mount Pilatus with 
Drasecke, and again had to look after a companion who suffered 
from giddiness。 Io celebrate his departure 工 invited him to 
take an excursion to Brunnen and the Griitli。 After this we 
took leave of each other for the time being，ag higs moderate 
resources did not permit him to remain any longer, and 工 too wa8 
seriously thinking of taking my departure. 

The question nowW 8arose 8s to where 工 was to go。 工 bad 
addressed jletters，first thbhrough 卫 duard Devrient，and fnally 
direct to the Grand Duke of Baden，asking the latter for 8 
guarantee that 工 might settle， 过 not in 及 arlsruhe itself，at 
least in some small place in the neighbourhood。 This would suf- 
fice to set at rest 8a craving, which could no longer be suppressed， 
for jintercourse now and then with an orchestra and a company 
of singers，jif only to hear thbem Play 工 learned later that 
the Grand Duke had really bestirred himself in the matter 
by writing to the 了 ing of Saxony。 But the view still pre- 
vailed in that quarter that 工 could not be granted an amnesty， 
but could only hope to receive an act of grace;i it being assumed， 
of course，that 工 would first have to report myself to 8 
maglstrate for exzamination。 IThus the fulflment of my wish 
remained impossible，and 工 shrank in dismay before the 
problem of how to secure 8 performance of my Tstamn which 
I could superintend ip person，8as 工 had determined to do。 工 
wa88 88SUred that the Grand Duke would know what measures 
to resort to in order to meet the situation。 But the question 
Was，where was Tto turn for & place in which to settle with 
80me prospect of being able to remain there， 工 longed for a 
permanent home again。 After due consideration 工 decided 
thbat 了 arig was the onl]y place where 工 could make sure of now 
and then hearing 8a good orchestra and a firsgt-class quartette。 
Without these stimulating infuences Ziirich at last became 
Unbearable，and in no other oeity but Paris，where 工 could stay 
undisturbed，ocould 工 safeljy reckon on being able to obtain 
8rtistlic recreation of a su 伍 ciently bigh standard。 
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At last 工 had to bestir myself to come to a decision about my 
wife We had now been apart from each other for a whole 
year. After the hard lessons she had received from me，and 
which，according to her jletters，had left a deep impression 
upon her， 工 was justified in assuming that the renewal of our 
life in common might be made tolerable; especially as it would 
remove the grave di 伍 culty of her maintenance。 工 tberefore 
agreed with her that she should join me jlate in the autumn 
in Paris。 JIn thbe meantime 工 was Willing to look for a pos- 
8lible abode there，and undertook to arrange for the removal 
of our furniture and household goods to the French capital. 
JIn order to earry out this plan fnancial asslistance was im- 
perative，88 tbe means at my disposal were quite inadequate. 
工 then made to Wesendonck the same offer ip regard to my 
Atipeluwzigen that 工 had made to the Grand Duke of Weimar， 
that is to say， 工 proposed that he should buy the copyright for 
publishing the work. Wesendonck acceded to my wishes with- 
out demur，and was ready to buy out each of the completed 
portions of my work in turn for about the 8ame sum 88 放 
was rea8onable to suppose 8 publisher would pay for it later 
on。 工 was not able to fx my departure，whbich took Place on 
the 7th of September，when 工 went for 8a three day8” visit to 
Imy friends in Ziirich。 工 spent tbese days at the Wesendonck's， 
where 工 was well looked after and saw Imy former acquaint- 
ances， 且 erwegh, Semper，and dottfried Keller. One of the 
evenings 工 spent with them was marked by an animated dis- 
pute with Semper over the political events of thbe time。 Semper 
professed to recognise，in the recent defeat of Austria，the de- 
feat of the German nationality; in the Romance element 
represented by Louis Napoleon，he recognised &a sort of As- 
syTrian despotism which he hated both in art and politacs. 
He expressed himself with such emphasis that 玉 eller，wbo 
wa8 generally so silent，was Provoked into &a ]ively debate. 
Semper in his turn was 80 8aggravated at this，that at last in &a 
fit of desperation he blamed me for luring bim into the enemy 8 
camp，by being the cause of his invitation to thbe Wesendonck's. 
We made it up before we parted that night，and met again 
on several occasiong after this，when We took care never again 
to let our discussions become 80 passionate。 下 rom Ziirich 工 
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went to Winterthur to visit Sulzer。 工 did not see my friend 
himself，but only his wife and the boy she had borne to him 
since my last visit; the mother and child made a very touching 
and friendljy impression on me，particularly when 工 realised 
that 工 must now regard my old friend in tbhe light of a happy 
father. 

On the 15th of September 工 reached Paris. 工 had intended 
to fx my abode somewhere in the nelghbourhood of the Champs 
也 lyskes，and with this object in view at once looked out for 
temporary lodgings in that district，which 工 found eventualy 
in the Avenue de Matignon.。 My main object was to discover 
my desired peaceful place of refuge ip some small house re- 
mote from the thoroughfares。 工 at once bestirred myself to 
fnd this，and thought it my duty to make Use of every ac- 
quaintance 工 could call to mind. The Oliviers were not in 
Paris at the time; Countess dAgoult was ill and was also busy 
arranging her departure for Italy，and unable to recelve me. 
She referred me to her daughter the Countess Charnac6，upon 
whom 工 called，but without being able to explain to her tbe 
purpose 工 had in view. 工 also looked up the 酝 6rold family， 
who had received me in such 8a friendly way on Imy last vlsit to 
Paris; but 工 found Mme. Herold in a strange and morbidly 
excitable state of mind, the resujlt of ill-health，so that instead 
of discussing my views with her, my only thought was to keep 
her calm and avoiq upsetting her by even the slightest appeal 
for help. In my passionate longing to find a home 工 decided 
to get no further information，but set about the matter myseltf. 
At last 工 discovered in the Rue Nevwton near the Barriere de 
1 了 Etoile,a side street o 任 the Champs 也 1yskes, not yet completed 
in accordance with a former Plan of Paris，a nice jlittle villa 
with a small garden。 工 took this on a thbree-years”agreement 
at 8 rent of four thousand francs 8a year. 瑟 ere，at all events， 
工 might look for complete quiet and total isolation from the 
noise of thbhe streets.。 This fact alone prepossessed me very 
much in taking the little house, the late occupier of whlich had 
been the well-known author Octave Feuillet，whbo was at that 
time Under the patronage of the imperial court. But 工 was 
puzzled that the building，in spite of my being unable to 
detect anything old in its structure，had been so neglectcd 
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inside。 The proprietor could in no way be induced to do any- 
thing to restore thbe place and make it habitable，even 过 工 
had consented to pay &a higher rent。 The reason of this 工 qis- 
covered so0me time afterwards: the estate itself was doomed 
in consequence of the Plans for the rebuilding of Paris; but 
the time had not yet come to make the o 伍 cial announcement 
of the government's intentions to the proprietors，because，had 
this been done，their claims to_ compensation would have be- 
come valid at once。 工 consequently laboured Under the pleas- 
ant delusion thbat whatever 工 was obliged to spend on interior 
decoration andq on restoring the property would，in the course 
of years，prove to be money well invested. 工 therefore pro- 
ceeded to give the necessary instructions for the work with- 
out hesitating，and ordered my furniture to be sent from 
Ziirich，thinking that as fate had driven me to my choice， 工 
could regard myself as &a resident of Paris for the rest of my 
life. 

While the house was being prepared,，I tried to get my bear- 
ings 88 to What could be extracted for my future existence 
out of the popularity of my 8artistie works。 Ihe first thing 
I did was to look up M. de Charnal and to get information 
from him about the translation of the libretto of my 忆 ten2t 
with which he had been entrusted。 It turned out that 对 . 
Carvalho，the director of thbe Th6atre Lyrique，would hear of 
absolutely nothing but Tazrmzjiatser。 工 Prevailed upon Carvalho 
to visit me to tajk thbhe matter over. 卫 e declared that he was 
most certainly inclined to produce one of my operas，only 让 
must be Tazrmj0aLser，because，3a8 he explained，this opera Was 
identifed with me among tbhe 了 Parislans，who would think 让 
ridiculous to produce any other work under the name of 
Wagner.” As to my choice of a translator for the poem of 
this opera he seemed to entertain grave doubts: he asked 
whbether 工 hadq not made 8 mistake，wWhbereupon 工 tried to get 
more definite information about the capabilities of M. de 
Charnal， and discovered to my horror that this charming young 
Iman，who boasted that he had collaborated ip 8& melodrama 
called ScjanrderAan7es, which he thought was a German romantic 
subject，had not had the slightest conception of the character 
of the work he was handling. 
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As his enthusiasm Imoved Ime， 工 tried to shape some verses 
with him and make tbem practicable for musical purposes ; 
but 工 failed utterly，and all my trouble was in vain。 Biilow 
had once drawn my attention to Auguste de Gasplirini) a young 
doctor who had ceased to practise，and wbhose acquaintance he 
bad made in Baden-Baden，where he discovered that he was 
extraordinarily fond of my music。 I called upon him without 
loss of time，and as be was not in 了 aris, 工 wrote to him。 This 
man sent bis friend Leroy to me with a letter of recommendation。 
He was 8 well-educated Parisian music-master，who won my 
esteem by hisg attractive personality。 My confdqence in him 
Was aroused，because he at once dissuaded me from associating 
myself with an obscure journalist on & theatrical newspaper 
(in which character M. de Charnal finally disclosed himself )， 
and advised me to go to Roger，a highly gifted and experi- 
enced operatic singer，who had been 8a favourite with the 
Parisian publie and was master of the German language。 This 
jifted a load from my heart: 工 accepted the invitation which 
Leroy arranged for me through another friend，who took me 
down to Rogers country place one day to meet him。 工 have 
forgotten the name of this large estate which was occupied by 
the Paris tenor，whose fame hadq been 8o celebrated up to tbhat 
time;j the chiteau had once belonged to a marquis，and was 
built in a very sumptuous style and surrounded by extensive 
hunting-grounds。 It was the desire to handle a gun and make 
use of these grounds (which he loved) tbhat，only &a short time 
before，had landed this charming singer im 8 terrible disaster 
Which bad shattered his right arm. 

I found Roger，some months after the accident，completely 
recovered; but the forearm had had to be amputated. The 
question now was8 whether a famous mechanician，whbho had 
promlsed to make him 8& perfect substitute for the lost limb 
even in the matter of free gesticulation，would be able to carry 
out bis task.。 He succeeded fairly well as 工 saw with my own 
eyes 80me time later，when 工 witnessed Roger act in aa benetfit 
performance which the Grand Opera had given him,， and use his 
arm 80 ingeniously that he received great applause for this 
reason alone， JIn spite of this he had to accept the fact that 
be was regarded 88“disabled, ”and that bis career at the Grand 
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Opera in Paris had come to a close. 下 or the time being he seemed 
to be glad to secure for himself some sort of literary occupation， 
and accepted with much pleasure my proposal that he should 
make 8 translation of 了 aziijiaLser for practical use。 也 e sang 
to Ime the Erench text of some of the main themes which he 
had already translated，and they seemed to me good。 After 工 
had spent a day and a night with the singer，who had once been 
sUch 8 popular favourite，and was now condemned to look for- 
ward to 8 sad decline， 工 felt in very good spirits and full of 
hope，more especlally as his intelligent way of approaching my 
opera gave Ime 8 pleasing idea of the extent to which it was 
possible to cultivate the Erench mind. JIn spite of this 工 had 
80on to give Up the notion of Roger's working for me as for a 
long time he was entirely absorbed in trying to make secure 
the posltion into which he had fallen through his terrible ac- 
cident. He was so busy with his own affairs that he could 
hardly give me an answer to my inquiries, and for the time being 
lost sight of him altogether. 

工 bad come to this arrangement with Roger more by chance 
than out of necessity，as 工 continued to adhere firmly to my 
plan simply to seek a suitable pzed-a-terre in Parig。 My serious 
artistic enterprises，on the other hand，were still qirected to 
Germany，from which，from another point of view， 工 was 8an 
enforced exile。 Soon，however，the whole aspect of affairs 
changed : the proposed performance of Tstam in 及 arlsruhe， 
on which 工 bad continued to keep an eye， was finally announced 
88 abandoned。 工 had to remain Uncertain 88s to the precilse 
reason Why this undertaking had been given Up，which at am 
earlier stage had apparently been pursued with so much zeal. 
Devrient pointed out to me that all his attempte to secure 
an 8&ppropriate representation of the r0le of Isolde bad been 
shattered by my deciding against the singer Garrigues (who had 
already married young Sechnorr )，and that he felt his incapacity 
to offer advice on the rest of thbe business 8ll the more keenly 
because Sochnorr，the tenor，whose devotion to me wa8 80 great， 
bad himaself despaired of being able to execute tbhe last portion 
of the task assigned to him。 工 realised at once that this was 
an obstacle which 工 should have been able to ovefcome,， togetber 
with all ite disastrous consequences, 过 工 bad been permitted， 
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even for a brief space of time, to visit 及 arlsruhe。 But the mere 
expression of this wish seemed，as 8oon 8s lt Was reiterated，to 
arouse fthe bitterest feellings against me。 Devrient expressed 
his opinion on the matter with so much violence and brutajlity 
that 工 could not help seeing that what kept me from 及 arlsruhe 
was mainly his personal disinclination to have me there，or to 
be interfered with in the conduet of his theatre. 

A less potent factor in the situation 工 found in the painful 
feeling now aroused in the Grand Duke at the prospect of not 
being able to fulfl the promise he had once held out to me, that 
工 should visit him in 及 arlsruhe，where be was in residence ; 
过 the main objeet for the visit were to subside under pressure 
of other consliderations，he could only regard this circumstance 
in the light of an almost desirable event。 At the same time 工 
received from Biilow，who had gone several times to 及 arlsruhe， 
fairly broad bints as to what Devrient was aiming at。 Kull 
light was shed on the affair at a later stage; for the present 让 
wa8as & matter of the utmost importance for me to face the fact 
that 工 was entirely cut o 企 from Germany，and must think of a 
fresh field for the production of Zrzslaz，which lay so near my 
heart。 工 rapidly sketched a Plan for starting a German theatre 
in Paris itself，such as had existed in bygone years with the co- 
operation of Schrodqer-Devrient。 工 thought I could safely rely 
on the possibility of doing 8o，88 the most eminent singers of 
the German theatre were known to me，8and would gladly fol- 
]ow me if 工 were to summon them to Paris on such &a mlssion. 
工 recelved messages of ready acceptance，in the event of my 
8sUcceeding in founding 8 German opera season in Paris on 8 
so0lid basis, from TIichatschek,， Mitterwurzer, Niemann the tenor， 
and 8lso Luise Meyer in Vienna。 My immediate and beset- 
ting care Was then to discover in Parig 8 sulitable man for 
the task，who wouldq undertake tbhe execution of my plan at 
his own risk.。 My object was to secure the Salle Ventadour 
for a spring season of two months after the close of the Italian 
opera。 Ihere would then be performances of my operas，7 az- 
Analser， 了 oj1emng77，and fnally Tstam，by 8 chosen company 
sand chorus of German singers，for the benefit of thbe Parisian 
publie in general and myself in particular. 

With this purpose in mind, my anxieties and endeavours now 
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took a totally different direction from that towards which they 
had tended when 工 first settled again in Parisj to eujltivate 
acquaintances，especially among those who had infuence，was 
Dow of the utmost importance to me。 or this reason 工 wag 
glad to hear that Gasplrini had arrived in Paris for good. 
Although I hadqd only known him very slightly before， 工 now 
immediately communicated my Plans to him，and was intro- 
duced in thbhe friendliest way to a rich man who was well dis- 
posed towards him，&8 M. Lucy，who，so 工 was told，was not 
withbout infuence，and was at that time Recelver-Gleneral in 
Marseilles.。 Our deliberations convinced us that the most 
necessary，8nd indeed indispensablje，thing was to fnd some 
one to come forward and finance our enterprlse。 My friend 
Gaspkrini could not but agree that，on the strength of the 
opinions be had himself advanced，it was natural 工 shoujd 
look upon M. Lucy as the very man We wanted; but he 
tbhought it advisable to put our wishes before his friend with 
80me caution，for thbough Lucy had much cpaclewr de cou7，he 
was principally a man of business and understood but little of 
muslic。 Above all，it was DecessaTy that Iy compositions 
should become well known in Paris，so that further enterprises 
mlight be founded on the results thus obtained. With this 
object in view 工 decided to arrange 8 few important concerts. 
To effect this 工 bad to welcome my old friend Belloni，Liszt?8 
former secretary，into the circle of my closer &cquaintances。 
He immediately enlisted a companion of his in our cause，8& 
highjy intelligent man called Giacomellij，whom 工 never knew 
to be anything but good-natured. 也 e was the editor of a the- 
atrical journal and was cordially recommended to me by Bel- 
loni，as much for his excellent Erench as for his exceptional 
capabilities in other respects。 My new protector's strange 
editorial o 仁 ce became from this time one of my most important 
Places of rendezvous，which 工 frequented almost daily，and 
where Imet a]l the curious creatures with whom, for the purpose 
of tbeatrical and similar matters，one is obliged to mix in Paris. 
IIhe next thing to be considered was how to obtain the most 
sultablje hall for my intended concerts. It was evident that 
工 should appear to greatest advantage before the Parisgian publioe 
过 工 could secure the theatre and orchestra of tbhe Grand Opera. 
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Kor this 工 had to addqress myself to the Emperor Napoleon， 
which 工 did in a concise letter composed for me by Gaspkrini. 
工 he bostility of FEould，who was at that time the Minister of 
the 也 ousehold to Napoleon, would probably have to be reckoned 
with，on account of his friendqly relations to Meyerbeer. The 
injurious and dreaded infuence of this personage we hoped to 
counteract by tbat of M. Mocquard，Napoleon's secretary，who， 
8a8 Oljivier declared，composed all the imperial speeches。 JI 
an 6lan of fiery generosity Lucy decided to appeal to the friend 
of bis youth，for as such he regarded Mocquard，in a letter 
of recommendation to him on my behalf.， As even this com- 
munication recelved no answer from the Tuileries， 工 and my 
more Practical friendes，Belloni and Giacomelli，with whom 工 
held consultations，grew Imore doubtful every day of our own 
power 8s opposed to that of the Minister of the 了 Household, and 
We therefore entered into negotiations with Calzado, the director 
of the [tallian Opera，instead. We met with a direct refusal in 
this quarter，whereupon 工 fnally decided to seek 8 personal 
interview with the man. By a power of persuasion which 
astonished even imyself，and，above 8l]，by holding out the 
prospect of my 74stam at thbe Italian Opera possibly proving 
8 huge success， 工 actually succeeded in at last obtaining his 
consent to let the Salle Ventadour for three evenings with 
8 Week's interval between each. But even my passionate elo- 
quence，which Qiacomelli extolled on our way home，could 
not persuade him to lower the rent，which he fxed at four 
thousand france an evening，merely for the hire and lighting 
of the hal. 

After this the most important point was to get a first-cl9ss 
orchestra for my concerts， and my two agents had, for the time 
being, more han enough to do in this respect. JIn consequence 
of their endeavours on Iny behalf 工 now began to notice the 
first signs of a hostile，and hitherto unsuspected，attitude 
towards me and my Undertaking on the part of my old friend 
Berlioz。 Full of the favourable impression he had made upon 
me when we met in London in 1855，which was strengthened 
by a friendqly correspondence he had kept up for a time,， 工 had 
called at his house as soon as arrived in Paris。 As he was not 
in I turned back into the street，where 工 met him on his way 
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home，and noticed that the sight of me occasioned a convulsive 
movement of fright，which showed itself in his whole physiog- 
nomy and bearing in a way which was almost gruesome。 工 
sawW at 8 glance how matters stood between Us，but concealed 
my own uneasiness Under 8n appearance of natural concern 
about his state of health，which he immediately assured me w88 
one of torture，and that he couldq only bear up against the 
most violent attacks of neuralgia with the help of electric 
treatment，from which he was just returning. JIn order to 
allay his suffering 工 offered to leave him immediately，but this 
made him so far ashamed of his attitude thbhat he pressed me 
to return with him to his house。 Here 工 succeeded in making 
bim feel somewhat more friendly towards me by discelosing my 
real intentions in Paris: even the concerts 工 proposed giving 
were merely to serve the purpose of so far attracting public 
attention 88 to make it possible to establigsh German opera 
here，so that when 工 wished to do so 工 could superintend the 
representation of such of my own works 工 bad not yet heard ; 
while，on the other hand,， 工 completely renounced the idea of a 
rench production of Zarwjaazser, such as the manager Carvalho 
had seemed to contemplate。 JIn consequence of these explana- 
tions 工 was apparently for a time on quite a friendly footing 
with Berlioz。 工 consequently thought that，with regard to the 
engagement of mnusicians for the proposed concerts， 工 could 
not on thbls occasion do better than refer my agents to thbis ex- 
perlenced friend，whose advice would certainly prove invalu- 
ablje， Ihey aftterwards informed me that Berlioz had at first 
shown himself sympathetically inclined，but his manner had 
suddenly changed one day when Mme， Berlioz entered the 
zoom where they were discussing matters，and exclaimed in na 
tone of angry 8sUTPrise，“ Comie?it 76 cr018 ge 0018 Go7z7l62 des 
C011e118 DOUWr [es coxCerts de M. 胡 aqner8， Belloni then dis- 
covered that thlis lady had just accepted a valuable bracelet 
sent her by Meyerbeer. Being a man of the world he said to 
me,“Do not count upon Berlioz,” and thbere thbhe whole matter 
ended. 

上 rom this time forward Belloni's bright face was clouded 
over With an expression of the deepest anxiety。 He thought 
he had discovered that the whole Parisian press was exceedingly 
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hostile towards me which he had not the slightest doubt was due 
to the tremendous agitation Meyerbeer had set on foot from 
Berlin。 He discovered that an Urgent correspondence had been 
carried on from there with thbhe editors of the principal Paris 
journals，and that amongst others the famous 下 :orezita70 had 
already taken advantage of Meyerbeers alarm at my 了 arislan 
enterprlse，to thbreaten him with pralse of my music，thus 
naturally exeiting Meyerbeer to furtbher bribery。 This increased 
Belloni s anxiety，and he advised me，above all, to try and fnd 
fnancial support for my plans, or i 工 had no prospect of this， 
to rely on the imperial power alone. He pointed out that 放 
Was 8&bsolutely impossible for me to earry out the concerts 
entirely on my own responsibility without fnancial support， 
and his arguments had the effect of making me decide to be 
careful; for what with my journey to Paris and my installation 
thbere，Imy funds were thoroughly exhausted。 So 工 was again 
forced to enter into negotiations with the Tuileries about the 
jetting of thbe Opera 瑞 ouse and ite orchestra free of charge. 
Olivier now came forward with judiceious advice and introduc- 
tions，which brought me into touch with all kindqs of people， 
and, amongst others, with Camille Doucet (a leading member of 
上 了 ould's ministry and also a dramatie author).， By this means 工 
hoped to penetrate into the presence of Meyerbeer's admirer， 
thbe unapproachable and terrible Minister of State。 One result 
of these introducetions，however，was that 工 formed a lasting 
friendship with Jules Ferry，though our acquaintance proved 
qulte Useless to the immediate purpose in hand. The 五 mperor 
and his secretary remained obstinately silent，and this even 
after 工 had obtained the Grand Duke of Badqen”s consent to 
the intercesslion of his ambassador in Paris on my behalf，and 
also that of the Swiss ambassador，Dr. 玉 ern，whose combined 
forces were to try and enlighten me，and possibly also the 
卫 mperor，about Fould's manouyres。 But it was useless 一 al 
remained sllent as before. 

Under these cirecumstances I regarded it as a freak of fate 
thbat Minna shouldq announce her readiness to join me in Paris， 
and that 工 should have to expect her arrival shortly. In the 
selection as well as in the arrangement of the little house in 
the Rue Newton 工 bad had particular regard to our future

existence together. My living-room was separated from hers 
by a stalircase，8and 工 bad taken care that the part of the house 
to be ocecuplied by her should not be wanting in comfort.。 But， 
above all，the affection which had been revived by our last 
reunion in Ziirieh had prompted me to furnish and decorate 
the rooms with special care，8o that they milght have a friendjly 
appearance and make jlife in common with thbis woman，who 
waS becoming quite 8 stranger to me，more possible to bear. 
On account of this 工 was afterwards reproached with a love of 
luxury. IThere was also 8 possibility of arranging 8 drawing- 
room in our house，and though 工 had not intended to be ex- 
travagant， 工 fnally discovered that，in addition to the trouble 
of negotiations with unreliable Parisian workmen， 工 was drawn 
into expenses 工 had not counted upon. But 工 comforted 瑟 7- 
self with the refiection that，as lt could not be helped now， 
Minna would at least be pleased when she entered the house 
she was henceforth to manage. 工 also thought it necessary 
to get 8& maid for her，and 8 particularly suitable person 8S 
recommended me by Mme. Herold。 工 bad also engaged a man- 
servant 8s 8oon 8s 工 arrived，and although he was rather 8 
thbhick-headed Swiss from Valaigs，who had at one time belonged 
to the Pope's bodyguard，he soon became quite devoted to me 
JIn addition to these two servants there was my wife”s former 
cook，whom she had taken with her from Ziirieh，and by whom 
she Was 8ccompanied when at last 工 was able to go and meet 
her at thbe station on the lth of November. Here Minna 
immediately handed me the parrot and her dog ips，which in- 
voluntarily reminded me of her arrival in the harbour of Ror- 
schach ten years ago. Just as she had done on that ooccasion 
also，she now immediately gave me to understand that she did 
not come to me out of need，and that if 工 treated her badly 
she knew quite well where to go Moreover, thbere was no deny- 
ing that since then & not Unimportant change had taken place 
in her; she owned that she was flled with a similar anxiety 
and fear like a person feels who is about to enter 8 new situa- 
tion，and did not know whether she would be able to stand it. 
Here 工 sought to divert her thoughts by acquainting her with 
my publie position，which as my wife she would naturally 
8hare。 Unfortunately she coud not understand this at al]， 
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and it failed to make any appeal to her，while her attention 
was immedqiately absorbed by the interior arrangement of our 
house。 TIhe fact of my having taken a man-servant merely 
flled her with scorn; but that，under the title of lady's maid， 
工 should have provided her with what 工 bad really considered 
8 Very Decessary attendant，made her furious. This person， 
whom Mnme. He6rold had recommended to me with the assurance 
that she had shown angellic patience in the care of her sick 
and aged motbher，speedily became so demoralised by Minna's 
treatment of her thbhat，at the end of a very short time， 工 of 
my own accord hurriedljy disgmissed her，and in doing so wW88 
violently reproached by my wife for giving the woman 8 small 
tip。 Io an even greater extent did she succeed in spoliling my 
Iman-servant，who fnally refused to obey her orders, and when 工 
found fault with him became 80 impertinent towards me 8lso 
that 工 had to send him away at the shortest notice。 也 e lett 
8 very good complete set of livery behind，which 工 bad just 
bought at great expense，and which remained on my hands，a3s 
Ifelt no inclination ever to have a man-servant again。 On the 
other hand， 工 cannot but bear the highest testimony in favour 
of the Swabian Therese，who from this time forward performed 
the entire service of the household alone during the whole of my 
80journ in Paris。 This woman，who was gifted with unusual 
penetration，at once grasped my painful position towards her 
iistress，and understandqing my wife's faults，suceceeded by her 
indefatigable aetivity in turming matters to the best advantage 
for me 8s well as for the household，and thus neutrajlising their 
bad effect. 

So in this last reunion with Minna 工 once more entered upon 
8 state of existence which 工 had repeatedly lived through be- 
fore，and whbich it seemed was now to start afresh。 工 his time 
it was almost a blessing that there could be no question of quiet 
retirement，but that，on the contrary，it 台 88 neces8ary to enter 
Upon an endless succession of worldly relations and activities， 
to which 工 was again driven by fate entirely against my choice 
and inclination. 

With the opening of the year 1860 a very Unexpected turn of 
8 他 airs made it seem possible that 工 should suceceed in carrying 
out my plans。 I 工 he musical director 卫 sser in Vienna informed 
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me that Schott, the music publisher of Mayence, wished to obtain 
& neW opera by me for publication。 工 had nothing to offer at 
present but the 瓦 lemgold; the peculiar composition of this 
work, meant only as a prelude to the Ntibpeluwzigem trilogy 工 meant 
to write made it di 伍 cult for me to offer it as an opera without 
adding any further exzplanation。 了 owever，Schott's eagerness， 
at all costs，to have 8a work of mine to add to his catalogue 
of publications was so great that 工 no longer hesitated，and， 
withbout concealing from him the fact that he would have great 
di 伍 culty in propagating this work，I offered to place it at his 
disposal for the sum of ten thousand francs，promising him 
at the same time the option of purchasing the three main opera8 
Which were to follow at the same price for each。 JIn the event 
of Sehott accepting my offer，I immediately formed a Plan of 
spending the sum thus unexpectedly acquired for the furthering 
of my Paris undertaking. 

Tired out with the obstinate silence maintained by the lim- 
perial cabinet， 工 now commissioned my agentsa to close with 
Signor Calzado for three concerts to be given at the Itallian 
Opera, 8a8 well as to obtain the necessary orchestra and singers. 
When the arrangements for this had been set in motion， 工 was 
again made anxious by Schott's tardy offers of lower terms ; 
in order zeot to alienate him，however， 工 wrote to the musical 
diree*or Schmidt in rankfort commilssioning him to continue 
thbe negotiationg with Schott on considerably reduced terms, to 
which 工 gave Imy consent. 工 had scarcely sent o 企 thig letter 
when an answeT from Schott reached me，in which he at last 
expressed his willingness to pay me the sum of ten bousand 
francs for which 工 had asked， 工 thereupon sent 8a telegram to 
Schmidt promptly cancelling he commission with which 工 had 
just charged him. 

With renewed courage TI and my agents now followed up our 
plans，and the necessary preparationgs for the concerts engaged 
Iy whole attention。 工 had to look out for a choir，and for this 
工 thought it necessary to reinforce he exzpensively paid company 
of the Italian Opera by a German society of singers who had 
been recommended to me and who were Under the direction of 
a certain Herr 了 hmant. In order to ingratiate myself with its 
Iembers， 工 bad one evening to visit their meeting-place in the 
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Rue du Temple, and cheerfully acecommodate myself to the smel 
of beer and the fumes of tobacco with which the atmosphere 
was laden，and in the midst of which sturdy German artists 
were to reveal theirz capabilities to me 工 w8s also brought 
into _ contact withb 8a M. Chev6，the teacher and director of a 
rench national choral society，whose rehearsals took place in 
the 了 cole de Mkdecine， 工 there met an odd enthusiast，who, 
by his methodq of teaching people to sing without notes，hoped 
to bring about the regeneration of the Erench people's genius. 
But the worst trouble was occasioned by the necesslty of my 
having the different orchestral parts of the selections 工 was 
going to have played copied out for me。 or this task 工 hired 
sever8al poor German musicians,， who remained at my house from 
morming till night, in order to make the necessary 8aTrangements， 
Which were often rather di 值 cult，under my direction。 

In the midst of these absorbing occupations 也 ans von Biilow 
]ooked me up。 He had come to Paris for some length of time， 
as it turned out，more to asslst me in my Undertaking than to 
follow his own purseuit as 8 concert virtuoso。 卫 e was staying 
with Iiszt's mother，but spent the greater part of the day with 
me, in order to give heljp wherever it was needed, as, for instance， 
with the immediate preparation of the copies。 了 His activity 
in all directions was extraordinary，but he seemed，above al， 
to have set himsejlf the task of making certain social connections， 
that he and his wife had formed during their visit to 上 aris the 
year before，usefu]l to my undertaking. 工 he result of tb18 was 
felt in due course，but for the present he helped me to arrange 
the concerts, the rehearsals for which had begun. 

The first of these took place in the 了 erz 瑟 all, and led to such 
an 8agitation on the part of the musicians against me that it 
was almoast as bad as a riot。 工 had continually to remonstrate 
with them about habits on their part，which 工 on my side 
felt unable to overlook，and tried to prove，on common-sense 
grounds，how impossible it was to give way to them.。 My 8 
time，which 工 took as 4 time， partieularly incensed them，and 
with tumultuous protestations they declared it should be taken 
41/0-brevg。 In consequence of a sharp call to order and an 
allusion on my part to the discipline of a well-drilled orchestra， 
they declared they were not “了 russian Boldiers)”but free men。 
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At last 工 saw that one of the chief mistakes had lain in the 
faulty setting Up of the orchestra，and 工 now formed my plan 
for the next rehearsal. After a consujltation with my friends 
TI went to the concert-room on the next occasion the first thing 
in the morning and superintended the arranging of the desks 
myself, and ordered a plentifu]l junch for the musiclans to which， 
at the beginning of the rehearsal, I invited them in the following 
manner。 工 told them that on the result of our meeting of that 
day depended the possibility of my giving my concerts; that 
we must not leave the concert-room till we were quite clear 
about it 工 therefore requested the members to rehearse for 
two hours, then to partake of a frugal lunch prepared for them 
in the adjoining salon，whereupon we would immediately hold 
8 Second rehearsal for which 工 would pay them。 工 he effect of 
this proposal was miraculous : the advantageous 8rTangement 
of the orchestra contributed to the maintenance of the general 
good-humour，and the favourable impression made upon every 
one by the prelude to Zonemgrt，which was then played，rose 
to enthusiasam，so that at the conclusion of tbhe first rehearsal 
both players and audience，amongst whom was Gasperini，were 
delighted with me。 This friendly disposlition was Imost agree- 
ably displayed at the principal rehearsal，which took Place on 
the stage of the Italian Opera 也 ouse。 工 bad now galined su 伍 - . 
cient control to allow me to dismiss 8 careless cornet-player 
from the orchestra with a severe reproof，withbout inceurring any 
di 佰 culties owing to their esprat Ge cor1s. 

At last the first concert took place on the 25th of January 
(1860) ; all the pieces which 工 bad cbhosen from Imy varlious 
operas，including Tristam 7C 7solde，met with an entirely 
favourable，nay enthusiastie，reception from the public，and 工 
even had the experience of one of my pieces，the march from 
Ta7zmijaauser，being interrupted by storms of applause. IIhe 
pleasure thus expressed was aroused，ijit seems，hbecause the 
audience was SUrprised to fnd that my music，of which there 
hadqd been so many contradictory reports，contained such long 
phrases of connected melody. Well satisfed as 工 was，both 
with the way in which the coneert had been carried out and its 
entbusiastic reception, 工 had on the following days to overcome 
contrary impression8 caused by the papers giving vent to their 
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feelings against me。 It was now clear that Belloni had been 
quite right in supposing that they were hostile to me，and his 
foresight，which had led us to omit inviting the press，had 
merely roused our opponents to greater fury.。 As tbhe whole 
undertaking had been arranged more for the stimulation of 
friends than to exclite pralse， 工 was not 8o Imuch disturbed by 
the blustering of these gentljemen as by the absence of any sign 
from the former.。 What caused me most anxiety was that the 
apparently well-filled house should not have brought us better 
returns hban was found to be the case。 We had made from 
fve to six thousand francs，but the expenses amounted to eleven 
thousand francs。 TIhisg might be partially covered 让，in the 
case of the two less expensive concerts stil to come，we could 
rely on considerably higher returns。 Belloni and Giacomelli 
shook their heads，however;j they thought it better not to close 
their eyes to the fact that conoerts were not suited to the taste 
of the French people，who demanded the dramatic element 
88 Well，that is to say，costumes，scenery，the ballet，ete.， 职 
order to feel satisfed._ The small number of ticekets sold for 
the second concert，which was given on the lst of Kebruary， 
actually put my agents to the necessity of 人 lling the room 
artifcially，so as at leaast to save appearances。 工 had to allow 
them to do as they thought best in this matter，8nd was after- 
wards astonished to learn how they had managed to fl the 
frst places in this aristocratic theatre in such a way 88 to decelive 
even OUT enemies。 The real receipts amounted to jlittle over 
two thousand francs，and it now required all my determination 
and my contempt for the milseries that might result not to 
cancel the third conceert to be given on the 8th of 下 ebruary. 
My fees from Schott,a part of which, it is true, 工 had to devote 
to the householq expenses of my troubled domestic exlstence， 
were 8ll spent，and 工 had to look round for futher subsidies. 
These I obtained with great di 值 culty, through Gaspkrini s medi- 
ation，from the very man to win whose assistance in 8 much 
wider sense had been the whole object of the concerts。， In 
short，we had to have recourse to M. Lucy, the Receiver-General 
of Marseilles，who was to come to Paris at the time my concerts 
were being given，and upon whom my friend Gaspkrini had 
88sumed that an important 了 Parisian success would have thbe 
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effect of making him declare his readiness to fnance Imy project 
of establishing German opera in Paris。 AM Lucy，on the 
contrary， did not appear at thbe first concert at al and was onl7 
present at & part of the second，during which he fel asleep. 
The fact that he was now caled upon to advance several 
thousands of francs for the third concert naturally seemed to 
him to protect him against any furthbher demands on ouUr part, and 
he felt a_ certain satisfaction at being exempt from all further 
participation in my plans, at the price of thils loan. Although， 
8a8 8 matter of fact，this concert now seemed Useless，it never- 
theless gave me great pleasure，88 much through the spirited 
performance itself as on account of ita favourable reception by 
the audience，which， it is true， my agents had again to supple- 
ment in order to give the appearance of a full hal, but which， 
Devertheless, showed a marked incerease in the number of tickets 
pald for. 

The realisation of the deep impression 工 had made on certain 
people had more effect upon me at this time than the dejection 
I felt at having to all outward appearances failed in this enter- 
prise。 It was Undeniabje that the sensation 工 had produced 
had directly，as the commentes of the press bad indirectly， 
aroused extraordinary interest in me My omission to invite 
any ]ournalists seemed to be regarded on all sides as a wonderful 
piece of audacity on my part 工 had foreseen the attitude likely 
to be adopted by the majority of reporters，but 工 was sorry that 
even 8Uch men 88 M. Franc-Marie，the critice of the Patrte， 
whbo at the end of the concert had come forward to thank me 
with deep emotion，should bave found themselves forced to 
follow the lead of the others，without compromising，and even 
to go so far as to deny their true opinion of me。 Berlioz aroused 
a Universal feeling of anger amongst my adherents, by an article 
which began in aa roundabout way，but ended withb an open 
attack on me which he published in the vyoxwr7?al des De6bats. 
As he had once been an old friend， 工 was determined not to 
overlook this treatment，and answered his onslaught in a letter 
which，withb the greatest di 伍 culty， 工 managed to get trzanslated 
into good Erench,， and succeeded, not without trouble, in having 
it inserted in the youwyrmal des DEbals。 It so happened that this 
very letter had the effect of drawing those on whom my concerts 
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had already made an impression more enthusiastically towards 
me Amongst others a M. Perrin introduced himself to me; 
he had formerly been director of the Op6ra Comique，and wa8 
now 8 Well-to-do be! espmt and painter，8&nd jlater became 
director of thbe Grand Opera.。 瑟 e had heard Zojnengr and 
Tazyuwiiiazlser performed in Germany，and expressed himsejf in 
such 8 way 388 led me to suppose that he would make lt a point 
of honour to bring tbese operas to 上 rance should he at any time 
be in 8 position to do 80， A certain Count 上 oucher de Carell 
had also become acquainted withb my operas in tbe same Way， 
through seeing them performed in Germany，and he too became 
one of my distinguished and lasting friends. He had made & 
name by various publications on German philosophy，and Imore 
especially through a book on Leibnitz，and it could not but 
prove interesting to me to be brought through him into touch 
with a form of the 上 rench genius as yet Unknown to me. 

It is impossible to record all the passing acquaintances with 
whom 工 was brought in contact at this time，amongst whom & 
了 Russian Count Tolstoi was conspicuously kind; but 工 must 
here mention the excellent impression made Upon Ime by the 
novelist ChampfHeury's amiable pamphlet，of which 工 and my 
concerts formed the subject JIn a series of light and alr7 
aphorisms he displayed such a comprehenslion of my music， 
and even of my personajlity，that 工 had never again met with 
such & suggestive 8nd masterly appreciation，and had only 
come 8&cross its equal once before in iszt'8 lueubrations on 
Zojnenzgr7 and Tarnitser.。 My personal acquaintance with 
Champfeury，which followed，brought me face to face with a 
Very simple and in a certain sense easy-tempered individual]， 
suUch as one seldom meets, and belonging to a type of 了 renchman 
fast becoming extinet. 

TIhe advances made me by the poet Baudelaire were in their 
way stil]l more significant My acquaintance with him began 
with a jetter in which he told me his impressions of my music 
and the effect it had produced upon him, in spite of his having 
thought till then that he possessed an artistic sense for colour- 
ing，but none for sound. His opinions on the matter，which 
he expressed in the moast fantastie terms and with audacious 
self-assurance，proved Dim，to say thbe least，a man of extra- 
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ordinary understanding，who with impetuous energy followed 
the impressions be received from my music to their Ultimate 
consequences。 He explained that he did not put his address 
to hisg letter in order that 工 might not be led to think thbat he 
wanted something from me Needless to say， 工 knew how to 
fnd him，and bad soon included him among the acquaintances 
to whom 工 announoced my intention of being at home every 
Wednesday evening. 

I 工 had been told by my older Parisian friends，amongst whom 
continued to count the faithful Gasp6rini，that this was thbe 
right thbing to do ip Paris; and so it came about that， in accord- 
ance With the fashion, 工 used to hold a salon in my small house 
in the Rue Newton，whbich made Minna feel that she occupied 
a very dignified position, though she only knew 8a few scraps of 
rench，withb which she could barely help herself out. Ihis 
salomn，which the Oliviers also attended in a friendly way，was 
crowded for a time by an ever-growing circle。 Here an old 
acquaintance of mine，Malwida von Meysenburg，again came 
across Ime，and from that time forth became a close friend for 
life。 工 bad only met her once before; thise was during my 
Visit to London in 1855，when she had made herself known to 
Ime by a letter in which she enthusiastically expressed her agree- 
ment with the opinions contained in my book Daus 开 wnsfte77 
der Quw1asizift 工 he occasion on which we had met in London 
had been at an evening party at the house of a family called 
Althbaus，when 工 found her full of the desires and projects 
for the future perfection of the human race to which I haq 
given expression in my book，but from which，undqer the in- 
fuence of Schopenhauer and a profound realisation of the 
intense tragedy of life and thbe emptiness of ite phenomena， 工 
had turned away with almost a feeling of irritation。 工 found 
it very painful in qiscussing the question not to be undqderstood 
by this enthusiastie friend and to have to appear to her in the 
light of a renegade from a noble cause。 We parted in London 
on very bad terms withb one another， It was almost a shock to 
me to meet Malwida again in Paris. Very 8oon，however，a]l 
Unpleasant recollections of our diseussion in London were 
wiped out, as she at once explained to me, that our dispute had 
had the effect of making her decide to read Sochopenhauer at 
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once。 When, by earnest study, she had made herself acquainted 
with his philogophy，she came to tbhe conclusion that the opinions 
she had at that time expressed and eagerly maintained concern- 
ing the happiness of the world must have vexed me on account 
of thbeir shallowness。 She then declared herself to be one of my 
most Zealous followers in the sense bat she，from now，became 
a true friend who was ever anxlous for my welfare。 When the 
laws of propriety compelled me to introduce her as a friend of 
mine to my wife, she could not help noticing at the first glance 
the misery of our merely nominal life in common，and realis- 
jng the disecomfort resulting from it，made it her business to 
interpose with affectionate solicitude。 She also quickly saw 
the difcult position in which 工 was placed ip Paris with my 
almost purposeless enterprises and the absence of all material 
security。 IThe tremendous expenses 工 had inceurred in giving 
the three concerts had not remained a secret from any of those 
_concerned about me。 Malwida also soon guessed the di 伍 cujlties 
in which I found myself，since no prospect was opened on any 
side whioh could be looked upon as aa practical result of my 
enterprise and a compensation for thbe sacrifices 工 hbad made. 
Entirely of her own accord she felt it her duty to try and 
obtain help for me, which she endeavoured to get from a certain 
Mme，Schwabe，the widow of a rich English tradesman，imn 
whose house she had found shelter as governess to the eldest 
daughter, and whom she now proposed to introduce to me。 She 
did not conceal from herself or from me what a disagreeable 
task the eultivation of this acquaintance might be to me; 
nevertheless she relied on the kindness she thought this some- 
what grotesque woman possessed，85 well as on her vanity， 
which would prompt her to repay me for the distinction she 
obtained by frequenting my salon。 As 8 matter of fact 工 was 
entirely at thbe end of my resources，and 工 only found courage 
to deny my poverty-stricken condition in publie on account of 
the horror I felt when II learned that a eollection was being 
made for me amongst the Germans in 了 Paris to indemnify me 
for the expense 工 bad ineurred in giving the three concertas. 
When the news of this reached me 工 immediately interfered 
with the declaration that the idea thbat I 工 was in distress 训 
consequence of the losses 工 bad sustained was founded on & 
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false report，and that 工 should be obliged to refuse all efforts 
made on my behalf. On this supposition NMme，Schwabe， 
who regularly attended my solirkes and as regularly fell asleep 
whille any mnusle was going on，wa8 however induced，through 
the solicitations of Malwida, to offer me her personal assistance. 
She gave me about three thousand francs，of whiech at this 
moment 工 was certalin]y in the greatest need;j 88 工 did not wish 
to accept this money as 8 gft， 工 gave the lady，who in no way 
exacted it，& written agreement of my own accord，by whbich 工 
undertook to return thils sum at the end of a year. She good- 
naturedly accepted this, not as 8a security but merely in order to 
satisfy my feelings. When, at the end of this titme, 工 found it 
Impossible to meet my obligation, Iturned to Malwida，who was 
still in Paris, and asked her to tell Mme. Schwabe, who had left， 
how matters stood，and to obtain her consent to the renewal of 
the agreement for another year. Malwida earnestljy assured 
me 工 need not take the trouble to ask for a renewal，as Mme. 
Schwabe had never looked upon the sum given me 88 anything 
but &a contribution towards my undertaking，in which she 
fattered herself that she took great interest。 We shall see jater 
on how thbe case really stood. 

During this stirring time 工 was deeply moved and surprised 
to recelve 8 present from an admirer in JDresden called Richard 
Welland;j 1lt was 8D artistie silver ornament representing 8& 
sheet of music sUrrounded by a crown of laurels;j upon the 
sheet were engraved the first bars from the principal themes 
of my various operas up to 民 jexzigold and 7T7stam。 工 he modest 
fellow once paid me 8a visit afterwards and told me hbat he 
had gone regujlarly to different places in order to see the pro- 
ductions of my operas，which had given him the opportunity of 
comparing the representation of Ta7zz2?ijiaLser in Prague, in which 
the overture had lasted twenty minutes，with the one in Dresden， 
which，under my direction，had only taken twelve Iminutes. 

My acquaintance with 了 ossini also proved agreeabjly stimulat- 
ing to me in another way; & comice writer had attributed an 
anecdote to him according to which，when his friend Caraffa 
decljared himself an admirer of my music, he bad served him his 
fsh without sauce at dinner， and explained in so doing that his 
friend 1ked music without melody.。 了 Rossini openly protested 
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against this in an article in which he designated the story as8 
8 ?601VV018c D0IUe and at the same time declared thbat he would 
never 8llow himself such a jest at the expense of a man who 
was trying to extend his infuence in the artistic world。 When 工 
heard of this, I did not for a moment besitate to pay Rossini a 
visit，and was received by him in the friendliest manner，which 
I afterwards described in a memorandum devoted to reminis- 
cenceg of him。 工 was also glad to hear that my old acquaintance 
也 alkvy，during the controversy occasloned by my muslc，had 
taken my part in a kindjy way, and 工 have already described my 
Visit to him and our conversation on tbhat occasion。 

JIn spite of all these pleasant and stimujating evente， nothing 
occurred to make my position less uncertain。 工 was stil kept 
in doubt as to whbether 工 should receive an answer from the 
了 mperor Napoleon to my request for the use of the Opera 也 ouse 
for the repetition of my concerts。 Only by obtaining thlis，and 
having no preliminary exzpenses in consequence could 工 gain the 
benefit which was becoming more and more Decessary to me. 
It remained an understood thing that the Ministerz 上 ould was 
assiduously using his infuence to turn the 了 mperor against 
me， As, on the other hand, 工 bad made the surprising discovery 
thbat Marshal Magnan had been present at all thbree of my con- 
certs, 工 hoped to enlist this gentleman's sympatbhy，which might 
be turned to good account，88 the 卫 mperor was particularly 
indebted to him since thbe events of the 2nd of December. 
工 was &nxious to circumvent 上 ould's intrigues，8as the man had 
become most obnoxious to me，and 工 consequently introduced 
myself to the Marshal，and was one day surprised to see a 
hussar ride up to my door，who got down from bis horse，Tang 
the bell]，and handed my astonished man-servant a jletter from 
Magnan, in which he summoned me to hlie presence. 

工 was therefore duly received at the Commandant's reslidence 
by this military man， whose bearing struck me 88 stately,， almoat 
to the point of rudeness。 He chatted very intelligently with 
me，frankly confessing his delight in my music，and listening 
very attentively to the report of my fagrantly futile addresses 
to the 玉 mperor, as well as to my expressions of suspicion regard- 
ing Kould。 工 was told jlater thbat he spoke very plainly to 
Koud that very evening at the Iuileries on my behalt. 
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This much at least is certain, that from thbat moment I noticed 
that my affairs took a more favourable turn in thbat quarter. 
Yet the deciding factor was found at last in a movement on 
my behalf from a source 工 had hitherto entirely disregarded. 
Bilow，arrested by his interest in tbhe outcome of thbese matters， 
continued to prolong his stay in Paris。 He had come withb let- 
tere of introduction from the Prncess-Regent of 了 Prussia to 
tbhe Ambassador，Count Pourtales. 有 is hope tbat the latter 
might eventually exzpress a desire to have me presented to him 
had so far remained unfulflled， In order, therefore, to compel 
him to make my acquaintance，he fnally adopted the plan of 
inviting the Prussian Ambassador and his attach6，Count Panul 
了 Hatzfeld, to lunch at Vachette's，a first-class restaurant，where 
工 was to accompany him。 The result of this meeting wa88 
certainljy everything that could be desired. Not only did 
Count Pourtalas cbarm me with the simplicity and undisguised 
warmntb of his conversation and attitude towards me，but from 
this time forward Count 也 atzfeld used to visit me and also 
frequented my Wednesday evening At 瓦 omes, and at ]ast brought 
me the news that there was a distinct movement in my favour 
at the Tuileries。 inally，one day he requested me to go with 
him to call on the 了 mperor's military chamberlain，Count 
Bacciochi，and from this o 鱼 cial 工 received the frst hints of a 
reply to my earlierz application to his Imperial Majesty，who 
now expressed a wish to know why 工 wanted to give 8 concert 
in the Grand Opera House。 No one，he salid，took any serious 
interest in such enterprises，and it could do me no good。 He 
thbought it might perhaps be better 计 he were to persuade 
AM. Alphonse Royer, tbhe director of this Imperial institution，to 
come to some Understanding with me respecting the composition 
of an opera written on purpose for Paris。 As 工 would not agree 
to his suggestion, this and other subeequent interviews remained 
for the time being without result On one of these occasiong 
Biaow accompanied me, and we were both struck by a ridicujous 
habit peculiar to this singular old man，whom Belloni said be 
had known in his youth as 8 box-o 伍 ce clerk at the Secala Theatre 
in Milan。 He suffered from involuntary spasmodice movements 
of the hands，the result of certain not very creditable Phys- 
ical infzrmities，and probably to conceal these he continualy 
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toyed with a small stick，which he tossed to and fro with seeming 
affectation。 But even after 工 had at last succeeded in gaining 
access to the imperial o 值 cials，it seemed as though next to 
nothing would be done on my behalf，when suddenly one morn- 
ing Count 也 atzfeld overwhelmed me with news that on thae 
preceding evening the 了 mperor had given orders for a per- 
formance of my Tan7jituser。 工 he decisive word had been 
s8poken by Princess Metternich。 As 工 happened to be the suhb- 
ject of conversation near the 了 mperor, she had joined the circle， 
and on being asked for her opinion，she said she had heard 
7anyjiaLser in Dresden，and spoke in such enthusiastic terms 
in favour of it that the 了 mperor at once promised to give 
orders for its production。 It is true that Fould，on receiving 
thbe imperial command the same evening，broke out into & 
furious Tage，but the Emperor told him he could not go back 
upon his promisge，8s he had pledged hig word to Princess 
Metternich。 工 was now once more taken to Bacciochi，who 
thbis time received me very seriously，but first of all made the 
Bingular inquiry as to what was the subject of my opera. 工 his 
工 had to outline for him, and when I 工 had fnished,，he exclaimed 
with satisfaction,“ 41 7e Paope 7e Vient DaS em SCc610C8 Orest

Imoreover 88sUTred me tbat every facility shouldq be Placed at 
my disposal for the fulfjment of my wishes, and that henceforth 
工 must make my arrangements direct with the manager Royer. 

工 his new turn of affairs put me into a state of vague agitation， 
for at frst my inner conviction could only make me feel that 
singular misunderstandings would be sure to arise。 了 or one 
thing，all hope of being able to carry out my original plan of 
producing my work in 了 aris with a plcked German company 
was8 now at an end， and 工 could not conceal from myself that 
工 had been launched upon an adventure which might turn out 
well or badljy. A few interviews with the manager Royer 
8U 仁 ced to enlighten me as to the character of the enterprise 
entrusted to me 瑟 is chief anxiety was to convince me of the 
necessity of Tearranglng my second act，because according to 
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him it was absolutely necessary for a grand ballet to be intro- 
duced at this point. To this and similar suggestions 工 hardly 
deigned to reply，and as 工 went home asked myself what 工 
should do next，in case 工 decided to refuse to produce Imy 
Tar7ijiituser at thbe Grand Opera. 

Meanwhile other cares，more immeqiately connected with 
my personal a 仔 airs，pressed heavily upon me, and compelljed me 
to devote every effort to their removal. With this object in 
View 工 decided at once to carry out an Undertaking suggested 
to me by Giacomelli，namely，8& repetition of my concerts in 
Brussels。 A contract had been made with the Ih6atre de la 
Monnaie there for three concerts，half the proceeds of which， 
after the deduction of all exzpenses，was to be mine.、 Accom- 
panied by my agent， 工 started on 19th March for the Belgian 
capital, to see whether TI could not manage to recoup the money 
lost on my Paris concerts。 Under the guidance of my mentor 
工 found myself compelled to call upon al sorts of newspaper 
editores and，among other Belgian worthies，a certain M. 上 6tis 
pere。 All 工 knew about him was that，years before，he had 
allowed himself to be bribed by Meyerbeer to write articles 
against me，and 工 now found it amusing to enter into con- 
Versation with this man，who，although he assumed great airs 
of authority，yet in the end declared himself entirely of my 
opinion. 

Here also 工 made the acqualintance of a very remarkable man， 
thbe Councilor of State 玉 lindworth，whose daughter，or，8a8 
80me 8S&id，his wife，had been recommended to me by Liszt 
when 工 was in London。 But 工 had not seen her on that occasion， 
and 工 now had the pleasant sUrprise of being invited to call upon 
her in Brussels。 While she，on her part，showed the greatest 
cordiality towards me，M. 及 lindworth provided me withb in- 
exhaustiblje entertainment by the narrative of bis wonderful 
career 83 8 diplomatist in numerous transactions of which 
had hitherto known nothing. 工 dined with them several times， 
and met Count and Wountess Condenhoven，the latter being a 
daughter of my old friend Mme， 玫 Kalergis. M. Klindworth 
showed 8a keen and lasting interest in me，which even prompted 
him to give me a letter of recommendqation to Prince Metternich， 
With whose father he said he had been on very familiar termas. 
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He had a strange habit of interlarding his otherwise fivolous 
conversation with continual referenceg to an omnipotent 
Providence，and when，during one of our later interviews， 工 
once hazarded a risky retort，he quite lost his temper，and 工 
fancied he was going to break o 任 our connection。 Tortunately 
this fear was not realised, either at that time or afterwards. 

But except for these interesting acquaintances， 工 gained 
nothing ip Brussels but anxiety and fruitless exertion。 The 
frst concert，for which season-tickets were 8uspended，drew 8a 
large audience。、 But，owing to my misconception of a clause 
in our agreement，the cost of musical accompaniment，which 
was put down to me alone，was reckoned at so bigh a fgure by 
the managers，that next to nothing was left over by way of 
profit This deficiency was to be recouped from the second 
concert， to which，however，8eason-ticket holders were admitted 
free。 But beyond these person8s，who,， 工 was told，almost fled 
tbe house，there were few single-ticket holders，so that there 
Was8 not enough jleft to pay my travelling and hotel exzpenses， 
which had been increased by the inclusion of my agent and 
servant 工 consequently gave Up the idea of having a third 
concert，and set o 企 once more for Paris in a not very cheerful 
frame of mind，but with the gift of a vase of Bobhemian glass 
from Mrme. Street, 人 lindworth'8 daughter whom I 工 have already 
mentioned.， Nevertheless，my stay ip Brussels，ineludqing &a 
short trip from there to Antwerp，had served to distract my 
thoughts a little As 工 did not at that moment feel at al 
inclined to devote my precious time to looking at works of art， 
工 contented myself in Antwerp with 8 cursory glance at its 
outward aspect，which 工 found less rich in antiquities tbhan 工 
had anticipated. The situation of ite famous citadel proved 
peculiarly disappointing. JIn view of the first act of my 
Zojhergrt 工 had presumed that this citadel，which 工 imagined 
88 the ancient keep of Antwerp，would from the opposite side 
of the Scheldt be a prominent object to the eye JInstead of 
whichb，nothing whatever wa8 to be seen but & monotonous 
plain，with fortifcations sunk into the earth。 After this， 
whenever 工 eaw Zojpengr again 工 could not restrain 8 smile 
at the scene-painter's castlje，perched aloft ip the background 
on its stately mountaim 
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On returning to Paris at the end of March my sole anxiety 
WaS8 how to repalir my impecunious and therefore hopeless 
position 工 he pressure of these monetary cares seemed all the 
more incongruous from the fact that the notoriety of my posi- 
tion had made my bouse，where，of course， 工 allowed no signs 
of poverty to appear，exceedingly popular.。 My Wednesday 
reception8 became Imore brilliant than ever。 JInteresting 
strangers 80Uught me out，in tbhe hope that they，too，might 
attain to equal fortune through knowing me。 下 raiujein Inge- 
borg Stark，who afterwards married young 瓦 ans von Bronsart， 
put in an appearance among us， 8 vislion of bewitehing elegance， 
and played the piano，in which she was modqestly assisted by 
Fraulein Aline Hund of Weimar.。 A highly gifted young 
rench musician，Camille Saint-Sasns, also played a very agree- 
able part in our musical entertainments;j 3a .noteworthy ad- 
dition to my other rench acquaintances was8 made in the 
person of M。TFr6d6rie Villot. 了 e was Conservateur des 
Tableaux du Louvre，an exceedingly polished and cultured 
man，whom II met for the frst time in laxland'e music-shop， 
where 工 did a good deal of business。 ITo my surprise 工 bappened 
to overhear him asking about the seore of TY7tstan，whbich he 
haq ordered。 On being introduced to him 工 learned，in reply 
to my inquiry，that he already possessed the scores of my 
earlier operas; and when 工 then asked whether he thought 让 
possible for me to make my dramatic compositions pay，8as 工 
could not understand how he，without any knowledge of the 
German language，coud rightly appreciate the music，which 
was 80 closely allied to the sense of the poetry，he angwered 
wittily that it was precisely my music which afforded him the 
best guidance to 8 comprehension of the poem itself， Ihis 
reply strongly attracted me to the man，8and from that time 工 
found great pleasure in keeping up an active correspondence with 
him。 For this reason，when 工 brought out a translation of my 
operatic poems, I felt that its very detailed preface could not be 
dedicated to any worthier man。 As he was not able to Play thbe 
scores of my operas himself，he had them performed for him by 
Saint-Sains，whom he apparently patronised。 工 thus learned 
to appreciate the skill and talent of this young musician，which 
was 8imply amazing.。 With an unparalleled sureness and 
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rapidity of glance with regard to even the most complicated 
orchestral score, tbis young man combined a not less marvellous 
memory。 且 e was not onl]y able to play my scores，including 
T7?staz2，by heart，but could also reproducee their several parts， 
whether hey were leading or minor themes。 And thisg he did 
with such precision that one might easily have thought that he 
had the actual music before his eyes。 工 afterwards learned 
that this stupendous receptivity for all tbhe technical material 
of a work Was not accompanied by any corresponding intensity 
of produetive power;j so that when he tried to set up as8 8 
composer 工 quite lost sight of him in the course of time. 

工 now had to enter into closer communication with the 
manager of the Opera 瑟 ouse，M. Royer，with regard to the 
producetion of Tanzjiaser，which he bad been commissioned 
to prepare。 工 wo months passed before 工 was able to make up 
my mind whether to say yes or no to the business。 At no single 
interview did this man fail to press for the introduction of a 
ballet into the second act 工 might bewilder him，but with all 
the eloquence at Imy command 工 could never convince him 
on the point. At last，however，I could no longer refuse to 
consider the advisability of preparing a suitable translation of 
the poem. 

Arrangements for this work had so far progressed very slowly. 
As 工 have already said, 工 bad found M. de Charnal altogether 
incompetent， 卫 oger had permanently disappeared from my 
slght，and Gasp6rinl Showed no real desire for the work. At 
last a _ certain Herr Lindau came to see me，who protested that 
with the aid of young 卫 dmond Roche he could produce a 
faithfu]l translation of ar?jiaxLser。 工 his man Lindau was 8 
native of Magdeburg，who had fed to escape the Prussian 
military service.。 了 e had frst been introduced to me by Gia- 
comelli on an occasion when the Erench singer engaged by 
him to sing “IEtoile du Soir，at one of my concerts had dis- 
appointed us，8nd he had recommended Lindau as 8a very 
e 值 cient substitute。 ITIhis man Promptly declared his readi- 
ness to undertake this song，with which he was quite famil]- 
iar，without any rehearsal，an offer which led me to regard 
him as 8 genius sent down from heaven on purpose for me. 
Nothing ceould，therefore，equal my amazement at the un- 
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bounded impudence of the man; for on the evening of the 
concert he executed bis task with the most amateurish tmidity ; 
he did not enunciate 8 single note of the song clearly，and 
nothing but astonlishment at 80 Unprecedented 8 performance 
appeared to restrain the audience from breaking out into 
marked disapproval， Yet，in spite of this，Lindau，whbo had 
al sorts of explanations and excuses to offer for his short- 
comings，contrived to insinuate himself into my house，if not 
88 8 Successful singer，at least as 8 8ympathetie friend。 There， 
thanks to Minna"s partiality，he soon became an almost daily 
guest。 In spite of a_ certain inward repugnance towards him， 
I_ treated him with tolerant good-nature，not so much because 
of the“enormous connection ” he said he could infuence，bnut 
because he really showed himself to be a most obliging fellow 
on 8]] sorts of occaslongs. 

But the faet that fnally induced me to grant him 8 share in 
the translation of Tazxmjpiiaser was his suUggestion that young 
Roche should also participate in the work. 

工 had become acquainted with Roche immediately after my 
8aTTival iD 了 Parig (in the September of the previous year)，and 
this in a somewhat remarkable and 1 人 attering way。 JIn ordqer 
to recelve my furniture on its arrival from Ziirieh 工 had to go 
to the Custom 了 ouse，where 工 was referred to 8a pale，seedy- 
looking young man，who appeared full of life，however，with 
whbhom 工 had to settle my busliness。 When 工 wished to give him 
my name，he enthuslastically interrupted me with the exclama- 
tion, “OO，7je cozi7i01S De1 MozsteL7 民 tcla7rG 了 仙 aq7er，PaLt89tUe 
7raz So Doztratt stSDetdL atU-Qessts de 709 Di070.” Much 
astonished， 工 asked what he knew about me，and learned thbat 
by careful study of my pianoforte arrangements he had become 
one of my most fervent admirers。 After he had helped me with 
self-sacrificling attentions to complete my tiresome business 
with the Custom 囊 ouse, 工 made him promise to pay me 8a visit. 
This he did，and 工 was able to obtain a clearer insight into the 
Decessitous position of the poor fellow，who, so far as 工 was able 
to judge，showed signs of possessing great poetie talent He 
further inpformed me thbhat he had tried to eke out 8a precaTioug 
living as a violinist in the orchestras of the smaller vaudeville 
theatres，but that being a married man he would, for the sake 
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of his family, much prefer a situation in some o 伍 ce with a fxed 
salary and prospects of promotion。 工 soon found that he 
thoroughly understood my music，which，he assured me，gave 
him the onljy pleasure he had in his hard life。 As regards his 
power of poetical composition, I could only gather from Gasp6rini 
and other competent judges that he could， at any rate, turn out 
Very good verse。 工 had already thought of him as a tanslator 
for TanjiaLser，and now that the only obstacle to his doing 
the work，his ignorance of the German language，was removed 
by Lindau's proffered collaboration，the possibility of such an 
arrangement at once decided me to accept the latter's offer. 
IThe first thing on which we agreed was that 8 fair prose 
translation of the whole subject should be taken in hand，and 
thbis task 工 naturally entrusted to Lindau alone. A serious 
delay，however，intervened before this was delivered to me， 
which was subsequently explained by the fact that 工 indau Was 
quite unable to provide even this dry version，and had presseq 
the work on another man，& Frenchman who knew German， 
and whom he induced to undertake it by holding out hopes 
of a fee, to be squeezed out of me later on。 At the same tirme 
Roche turned a few of the leading stanzas of my poem into 
verse， With which 工 was well contented。 As 工 was thbus satisfied 
about the ability of my two helpers, I visited Royer in order to 
make Iny position secure by obtaining his authority for 8a con- 
tract with the two men。 He did not seem to like my placing 
the work in the hands of two perfeetly unknown people; but 
I insisted that they should at least have a fair trial， As 工 was 
obstinately resolved not to withdraw the work from Roche，but 
800n realised 工 indau'e complete ine 伍 ciency， 工 joined in the 
task myself at a cost of much exertion。 We frequently spent 
four hours togethber in my room in translating 8 few verses， 
during which time I often felt tempted to kick Lindau out，for 
although he did not even understand the German text，he wWa8 
always ready with the most impudent suggestions。 It was only 
because I ecould not think of any other way of keeping poor 
了 Roche in the business that II endured such an absurd association. 
This irritating and laborious work lasted for several months， 
during which I 工 bad to enter into fuller negotiations with Royer 
respecting his preparations for the produetion of Tanzjaalser， 
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and particularly with regard to the cast and distribution of 
the parts。 It struck me as odd that hardly any of the leading 
singers of the Opera were suggested by him. As a matter of fact 
none of them aroused my sympathy，with the sole exception 
of Mme.， Gueymard，whom 工 would gladly have secured for 
Venus，but who，for reasons 工 neverz clearly understood，was 
refused me。 In order to form an honest opinion of the com- 
pany at my disposal， 工 now had to attend several performances， 
of such operas 8a8 Za 有 avorita,，77 TY7ovatore, and Sermntra7ni28，0D 
Which occasions my inner conviction told me so clearly thbat 工 Was 
being hopelessly led astray，that each time 工 reached home 工 
felt 工 must renounce the whole enterprise。 On the other hand， 
I found continual encouragement in the generous way in which 
M. Royer，in obedience to authority，now offered to secure me 
any singer 工 might choose to designate. 工 he most important 
item was 8 tenor for the title-r0le， 工 could think of no one but 
Niemann of 了 anover，whose fame reached me from every 
quarter. 了 ven renchmen such as Foucher de Careil and 
Perrin，who had heard him in my operas，confirmed the report 
of his great talent. Ihe manager also regarded such an 
acquisition as highly desirable for his theatre，and Niemann 
was accordingly invited to come to Parisg with a view of being 
engaged. Besides him，XM.， Royer wished me to agree to his 
secUring 8 certain Mnme， TIedesco，&a tragedienne，who，on 
account of her beauty，would be a very valuable addition to 
the repertoire of his theatre，protesting that he could think of 
no woman better fitted for the part of Venus. Without know- 
ing the jady 工 gave my consent to this excellent proposal，and 
moreover agreed to the engagement of a Mjle， Sax，8&a still 
unspoiljed young singer with a very beautiful voice，as well as 
of an Italian baritone，Morelli，whose sonorous tones，88 con- 
trasted with the sjckly French singers of b1ls class, had greatly 
pleased me during my visits to the Opera。 When these arrange- 
ments were concluded, 工 thought I 工 had done all that was really 
necessary, though 工 did not cherish any very firm conviction on 
tbe matter. 

Amid these labours 工 passed my forty-seventh birthday in . 
8 far from happy frame of mind，to which，however，on the 
evenling of this day， the pecujiarly bright glow of Jupiter gave 
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me 8n 0Omen of better thbings to come。 The beautiful weather， 
sultable to the time of year，which in 了 Paris 18 never favourable 
to the conduct of business，had only tended to increase the 
stringency of my needs.。 工 was and still continued to be with- 
out any prospect of meeting my household expenses，which 
had now become very heavy. As 工 was ever anxlous，amid 
all my other discomforts, to fnd some relief from thls burden， 
TI had made an agreement with the music-dealer 上 laxland 
for the sale of all my French rights in the Flieqerder 瓦 orxder， 
TaxmjhiaLser，and 了 oemng7t for whatever they would fetch. 
Our contract stipulated that for each of these three operas 
he was to pay me 8 suUum of one thousand francs down，and 
further payments on their being performed in a Paris theatre， 
Damely，one thousand francs after the first ten performances， 
and the same amount for the following performances up to 
the twentieth. 工 at once notifed my friend Pusinelli of 
this contract，having made this condqition in his favour when 
selling my operas to Mesers successorgs。 工 bis 工 did by way 
of guaranteeing him the repayment of the capital advanced 
for their publication。 工 begged him，however，to allow me 
to retain 上 laxland"s frst instalrmnent on account，88 otherwise 
I should be stranded in Paris without the means of bringing 
my operas to the point of being profitable。 My friend agreed 
to all my suggestions. 工 he Dresden publisher，on the con- 
trary，w8as just as disagreeable，and complained at once that 
工 was infringing his rights in 了 rance，and so worried 上 laxland 
that the latter felt justified ip ralising all sorts of di 佣 culties 
against Ime. 

I 工 had almost become involved in fresh complications in conse- 
quence，whben one day Count Paul 也 atzfeld appeared at Imy 
house with a request that 工 would visit Mme. 人 alergis，who had 
]ust arrived in Paris，to receive certain _ communications from 
her. 工 now saw the lady again for the first time since Imy stay 
in 了 aris with Liszt in 1853. She greeted me by declaring how 
much she regretted not having been present at my concerts 
in the preceding winter，as she had thereby missed the chance 
of helping me in a time of great stress。 She had heard that 工 
had suffered great losses，thbe account of which she had been 
told ran to ten thousand francs，and she now begged me to 
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accept that sum from her hand..，Although 工 had thought it 
right to deny these losses to Count 了 atzfeld，when an applica- 
tion waa made to the Prusslian embassy on behalf of the odious 
suUbscription-list，yet 工 had now no reason whatever for hiding 
the truth from thbis noble-hearted woman. 工 felt as though 
something were now being fulflled which I 工 had always been 
entitledq to expect，and my onljy impulse was an immediate 
desire to show my gratitude to this rare lady by at least doing 
so0mething for her。 Al the friction which disturbed our later 
intercourse sprang solely from my inability to fulfl this desire， 
in which 工 felt ever more and more confirmed by her singular 
character and restless，unsettled life， 上 or the present 工 en- 
deavoured to do something for her which should prove the 
reality of my feeling of obligation。 工 improvised a special per- 
formance of the second act of my Tstan，in which Mme. 
Viardot was to share the singing parts with myself，and on 
which occaslion my friendship for the latter recelved a conslder- 
able impetus; while for thbe pianoforte accompaniment 工 sum- 
moned 及 lindworth at my own expense from London。 TIhis 
exceedingly select performence took place in Mme. Viardot's 
house。 Besides Mme. 及 alergis，in whose honouz alone it was 
given，Berlioz was the only person present。 Mme， Viardot 
bad specially charged herself with securing bis presence，ap- 
parently with the avowed object of easing the strained relationg 
between Berlioz and myself. 工 was never clear 88s to the effect 
produced upon both performers and listeners by the presenta- 
tion under such circumstances of this extraordinary selection。 
Mme. 人 alergis remained dumb. Berlioz merely expressed him- 
self warmly on the chalevr of my delivery，which may very 
well have afforded a strong contrast to that of my partner in 
the work，who rendered most of her part in low tones。 用 lind- 
worth seemed particularly stirred to anger at the result. 了 His 
own share was admirably executed; but be declared that he 
had been consumed with indignation at observing Viardot'8 
lukewarm execution of her part，in which she was probably 
determined by the presence of Berlioz。 By way of set-o 人 to 
this，we were very pleased by the performance， on another even- 
ing，of the first act of the 全 auvre，at whichb，in addition to 
Mnme. 了 alergis，the singerz Niemann Was present。 
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This man had now arrived in Paris，at the request of the 
manager Royer，to 8arrange 8 contract 工 confess 工 was 88- 
tounded at the pose be assumed，and the airs with whbich he 
presented himself at my door with the question，“ Well， do you 
want me or do you not?” Nevertheless，when we went to the 
manager's 0 值 ce he pulled himself together, so as to make a good 
effect， In thbis he succeeded admirabljy，for every one Was 
amazed to Imeet 8 tenor of such extraordinary physical endow- 
ments。 Nevertheless，he had to submit to 8& nominal trial per- 
formance，for which he chose the desceription of the pilgrim- 
age in Tax7iWinLser，acting and singing it upon the stage of thbe 
Grand Opera 了 ouse。 Mme. 人 alergis and Princess Metternich， 
Who were secretly present at this performance，were both en- 
thusiastically prepossessed in Niemann's favour，8as were also 
all the members of the management. He was engaged for eight 
months at a monthjy salary of ten thousand francs。 也 is con- 
tract referred solely to Tan7zjaitLser，88 工 felt obliged to protest 
against the singer appearing before this in other operas. 

The conclusion of thie agreement，and the remarkable circum- 
stances Under which it had been brought about，flled me with 
a hitherto Unknown consclousness of the power thusg sudden]y 
placed in my hands， 工 had also been drawn into closer contact 
with Princess Metternich，who was undoubtedly the good fairy 
of the whole enterprise，and 工 was nowW also received with 
fattering cordiality by her husband and by the whole diplo- 
matie circlje to which they belonged. To the Princess，in par- 
ticular，people _ attributed an almost omnipotent infuence at 
the French Imperial Court， where 上 ould，the otherwise infu- 
ential Minister of State，could effect nothbing againpst her 训 
matters pertaining to myself. She instructed me to apply 
only to her for the fulflment of al my wishes，and said she 
would know how to fnd ways and means of attaining the success 
of the project，on which she had now evidently set her heart， 
all the more frmly because she saw that 工 still bad no real faith 
in the enterprise。 

Under these more hopeful auspices 工 spent the months from 
sUmImer to autumn，when rehearsals were to begin。 It was 8 
great boon to me that 工 was just then able to make provision 
for Minna's healthb，a8s the doctors had urgently prescribed her 
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& visit to the baths of Soden, near Frankfort.。 She accordingly 
set of 他 at the beginning of July，when 工 promilsed myself the 
pleasure of fetehing her on the completion of her cure，8as jit 
happened that 工 myself had occeasion to visit the Rhine at that 
time.。 

It was just at this moment that an improvement took place 
in my relation8 with the 了 ing of Saxony，who had hitherto 
obstinately opposed to grant me an amnesty. 工 owed this to 
the growing interest now taken in Ime by the other German 
embassies，especially those of Austria and Prussia Herr von 
Seebach，the Saxon Ambassador，who was married to 8 cousin 
of my magnanimous friend，Mme. 有 alergis，had shown great 
kindness to me，and at last he seemed to grow tired of being 
continually taunted by his colleagues about my objectionable 
position 88 &“political refugee,”and consequently felt it his 
duty to make representations to his court on my behalf， Jm 
thls action he appPears to have been generously assisted by the 
了 Princess-Regent of Prussia -一 once Imore through the interven- 
tion of Count Pourtalss。 工 beard that on the occasion of a 
meeting between the German princes and the 了 mperor Napoleon 
in Baden she used her infuence on my behalf with the 及 ing of 
Saxony.。 The result was that，after settling several ridiculous 
objections，all of which 了 err von Seebach had to repeat to 
me，the jlatter was able to report that，although 玉 ing John 
would not pardon me，nor permit my return to the kingdom 
of Saxony， yet he woud raise no obstacle to my staying in any 
other state in the German Confederation which 工 might have 
to visit in pursuit of my artlistic aims，provided suceh a state 
made no objection to my presence。 Herr von Seebach added 
the further hint，that it woud be advisable for me to present 
myself to the Princess-Regent on the occasion of my next visit 
to the 了 hineland，in order to express Imy thbanks for her kindqly 
intercession，& courtesy which he gave me to understand the 
及 ing of Saxony himself appeared to desire. 

But before this project could be realised 工 bad still to endure 
the most harassing torments with my tanslators of Tazoz 如 aser. 
Amid these anxieties，and indeed throughout all my previous 
worries， 工 was again suffering from my old malady，which now 
seemed to have settled in my abdomen。 As a remedy 工 was 
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advised to take horse exercise。 The painter Czermak, a friendly 
young man，whom KKraiulein Meysenburg had introduced to me， 
offered his help for the necessary riding lessons。 JIn return for 
8& subscription for a fxed period，a man from 8a livery stables 
brought round his quietest horses，for which we had specialy 
bargained，for the use of myself and comrade，upon which we 
ventured forth with the utmost caution for a Tide in the Bois 
de Boulogne.。 We chose the morning hours for this exercise， 
80 88 Dot to meet the elegant cavaliers of the fashionable world. 
As 工 placed implicit reliance on Czermak's experience， 工 was 
naturally astoniahed to find that 工 far excelled him，if not in 
horsemanship，at least in courage, for 工 was able to endure the 
exceedingly disagreeable trot of my horse，whereas he loudly 
protested against every Tepetition of the experience。 As 工 
grew bolder 工 resolved one day to ride out alone， Ihe groom 
who brought me the horse prudently kept an eye on me 38 far 
as the Barriare de !Etoile， as he was doubtful of my ability to 
take my horse beyond this point. And, in fact，as 工 drew near 
to the Avenue de 1【Jmp6ratrice my asteed obstinately refused 
to go any further: he curveted sideways and backwards and 
frequently stood stock-still， JIm tbhig he persisted until at last 
工 decided to return, in which the prudent foreslight of the groom 
luckily came to Iny rescue。 也 e helped me down from my beast 
in the open street and led it home smiling. With thie experi- 
ence Imy last effort to become 8a horseman came to an inglorious 
end,， and 工 lost ten rides， the vouchers for which remained un- 
used in my desk. 

By way of compensation 工 found abundant refreshment and 
regular exercise in 8olitary walks in the Bolis de Boulogne， 
gaily accompanied by my little dog 下 ips，during which 工 
learned once more to appreciate the sylvan beauty of this 
artificlial pleasure-ground. Life also had become quleter，88 
is usually the case at this season in 了 Paris。 了 Biilow，after hear- 
ing that hisg dejeiner at Vachette's had produced thbe extraordi- 
nary resuUlt of an imperial command for the production of 
TaziijliiaLser，had long since gone back to Germany;j and in 
August 工 also set out on my carefully planned excursion to the 
German Rhbine districts。 TIhere 工 first turned my steps，vla 
Cologne, to Coblenz，where 工 exzpected to fmnd Princess Augusta 
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of Prussia。 Learning， however, that she was in Baden, 工 made 
my Way towards Soden，whence 工 fetebed Minna for a further 
tour，accompanled by her recently acquired friend，Mathilde 
Schiffner. We touched at 上 Erankfort，where 工 met my brother 
Albert for the first time since leaving Dresden，as he also 
happened to be passing through this city. 

When 工 was there it occurred to me that thisgs was the resi- 
dence of Sochopenhauer，but a singular timidity restrained me 
from calling upon him。 My temper just then seemed too dis- 
traught and too far removed from al that which might bave 
formed a subject for conversation with Schopenhauer，even 过 工 
had felt strongly attracted towards him，and which alone could 
have furnished a reason for intruding myself upon him, in spite 
of such disinclination。 As with so many other things in my ]ife， 
I again deferred one of its most precious opportunities until] 
that fervently expected “more favourable season” which 工 pre- 
sUmed was 8Ure to come some day。 When, a year after this 1y- 
ing visit， 工 again stayed some time in 了 rankfort to superintend 
the produetion of my Metsterstzger， 工 imagined that at last 
this more favourable opportunity for seelng Schopenhauer had 
come. But，alas! he died that very year，8a fact which led me 
to many bitter refections on the uncertainty of fate. 

During this earlier visit another fondly cherished hope also 
came to nothing. 工 had reckoned on being able to induce Liszt 
to meet me in Erankfort，but instead found only a letter de- 
claring it impossible to grant the fulfilment of my wish. 

From this town we went straight to Baden-Baden。 Here 工 
abandoned Minna and her friend to the seductions of the 
roulette-table，while 工 availedq myself of a letter of introduction 
from Count Pourtales to Countess 再 acke，a lady-in-waiting on 
her 了 Royal Highness，through whom 工 boped to be presented 
to her exalted patroness。 After a jlittle delay 工 duly received 
an invitation to meet her in the Trinkhalle at fve orclock in the 
afternoon。 It was a wet，ocold day，and at that hour the whole 
surroundings of the place seemed absolutely devoid of life as 
工 approached my momentous rendezvous。 工 found Augusta 
pacing to and fro with Countess 了 acke, and as 工 approached she 
graciously stopped。 Her conversation consisted almost entirely 
of assurances that she was completely powerless in every resgpect， 
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in reponse to which I imprudently cited the hint received from 
the 及 ing of Saxony that 工 ahould offer her my personal thanks 
for previous intervention on my behalf. This she seemed evi- 
dently to resent and dismissed me with an air of indifference 
meant to show that she took very jlittle interest in my concerns. 
My old friend Alwine KKrommann told me later that she did not 
know what there was about me that displeased the Princess， 
but thought it might possibly be my Saxon accent. 

This time 工 left the much-praised paradise of Baden without 
carrying awW&y ny very friendly impression， and at Mannheim 
boarded a steamer，accompanied only by Minna，on which 
for the first time 工 was bore aiong the famous Rhbhine， II 
struck me 88 very strange that 工 should so often have crossed 
the Rhbine without having once made the acquaintance of this 
most characteristic historical thoroughfare of mediseval Ger- 
many。 A hasty return to Cologne concluded thbis excurTsion， 
whiech had lasted only a week，and from which II returned to 
face once more the solution of the problems of my Parisian 
enterprise，now opening out painfully before me. 

One factor which seemed likely greatly to relieve the di 全 cu]- 
ties confronting me was to be found in the friendly relationship 
jinto which the young banker， 下 mil 卫 rlanger，was Pleased to 
enter towards me。 This II owed, in the first place， to an extra- 
ordinary man named Albert Beckmann，a former 有 anoverian 
revolutionary，and afterwards private librarian to Louis Napo- 
leon，who was at this time 8 press agent for several inter- 
estgs，respecting which 工 was never quite clear.， 工 his man 
succeeded in making my acquaintance 88 8n open admirer，in 
which capacity he showed himself remarkably obliging. 也 e 
now informed me that M. 了 Erlanger，by whom he was also 
employed in connection with the presgs，would be pleased to 
know me。 工 was on the point of bluntly declining the honour， 
88ying that 工 wanted to know nothing about any banker except 
with regard to his money，when he answered my jest by telling 
me in al seriousness that 让 was Precisely in this way that 
M. Erlanger desired to serve me。 As 8a resujlt of this invitation 
I made the acquaintance of a genuinely agreeable man，who， 
having often heard my music in Germany，had become inspired 
by a sympathetic interest in my person。 了 He frankly expressed 
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& desire that 工 should commit the management of my fnancial 
business entirely to his hands，which meant，in fact，nothing 
less than that he would permanently hold himself responsible 
for any needful subsidies，in return for which 工 was to assign 
to him all the eventual proceeds of my Paris undertakings. 
Tbhis ofter was distinctly novel，and moreover exactly fell in 
with the needs of my peeuliar situation。 And，in fact，so far 
8s my subsequent fnancial security was concerned， 工 bad no 
further di 值 culties to encounter until my position in 了 Paris was 
fu]ly decided. And although my later intercourse with 以 . 
了 rlanger was accompanied by many circumstances which no 
man's kindqly courtesy could have relieved，yet 工 ever found 
in him 8a truly qdqevoted friend，who earnestly studied both my 
own personal welfare and the sguccess of my enterprises. 

This eminently satisfactory turn of evente was caleulated to 
inspire me with high courage had the circumstances been 
s0mewhat different。 As it was, it had no power to excite in me 
even the slightest enthusiasm for an Undertaking of which the 
hollowness and unsuitability for me personally were clearly 
revealed every time 工 approached it 工 was with a feeling of 
il-humour that 工 met every demand made by this venture，and 
yet it represented the foundation of thbe confdence reposed in 
me My mind was 8ubjected，however, to a certain refreshing 
uncertainty 8s to the character of my secheme by a new acquaint- 
ance who was introduced to me in connection with lt。 M. Royer 
informed me that he couldq not “pass ”the translation which 工 
had taken infinite pains to conjure into existence tbrough the 
two men who had volunteered to help me He most earnestly 
recommended 8a thorough revision by M. Charjes Iruinet，whose 
pseudonym was Nuitter. Ihis man was still young and ex- 
traordinarily attractive，with something friendly and open in 
his manner。 He had calledq on me 8a few months ago to offer 
his co-operation in the translation of my operas，on the intro- 
duction of Ollivier, his colleague at the Paris bar. Proud of my 
connection with 工 indau，however， 工 had refused his heljp; but 
the time had now come when，in consequence of M.， Royers 
strictures，Truinet)8 renewed offer of his services hadq to be 
taken into consideration。 He understood no German, but main- 
tained that as far as this was concerned he could place su 全 cient 
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reliance Upon his old father，who had travelled for a long time 
in Germany and had acquired the essentialsg of our language. 
As a matter of fact, there was no need for special knowledge in 
this respect，88 the sole problem seemed to be to make the 
了 rench verses less st 在 and stilted whichb poor Rochbhe had 
constructed Under the shameful control of Lindau，who used to 
make out that he knew everything better than any one else. 
The inexhaustible patience with whbich Truinet proceeded from 
one change to another in order to satisfy my requirementes，even 
withb regard to the mnusical ftness of the version，won my 
sSympathy for this last collaborator. rom this time forward 
we had to keep Lindau away from the slightest interference in 
thlig new modejling of the“book.” He had been recognised as 
qujite incompetent. 了 Roche，on the other hand，was retained， 
in 80 far 88 hig work served as 8 basis for the new versification. 
As it was di 全 cult for him to leave his custom o 佳 ce，he was 
excused from troubling about the remaining part of thbe work， 
a8 Truinet was qnuite free and could keep in daily touch with 
me.。 工 now SawW that TIruinet's law degree was Ierely orna- 
mental，and that he never had any tbhought of conducting 8a 
case， 也 is chief interests lay in the administration of the Grand 
Opera，to which he was attached as keeper of the archives. 
First with one collaborator and then with another he had also 
worked at little plays for the vaudeville and thbeatres of a lower 
order,， and even for the Bouffes Parislens;i but he was ashamed 
of these productions and alwaysg knew how to evade talking 
about this sphere of aoetivity. 工 was greatly obliged to him 
for the final arrangement of a text to my 了 arm10Ser Which 
could be sung and which was regarded on all sides as “accept- 
able.) But I cannot remember ever having been attracted by 
anything poetie or even ssthetic in his nature. 卫 lis value， bow- 
ever, 88 an experienced，warm-hearted, staunchly devoted friend 
at all times，especially in periods of the greatest distress，mmade 
itseljf more and more clearly felt， 工 can hardly remember ever 
meeting 8a man of such sound judgment on the most di 值 cult 
pointe，or one so actively ready when occasion arose to uphold 
the view 工 advocated. 

We had first of all to join forces in promoting an entirely new 
Piece of work， In obedience to a need 工 had always felt, 工 bad 
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seized the occasion of this carefully prepared production of 
7azmjiauser to exzpand and considerably fll out the first Venus 
scene.。 上 or thisg purpose 工 wrote the text in loosely con- 
structed German verses，80 38 to leave the translator quite free 
to work them out in 8 sulitabje Erench form : peopje told me 
that Truinet's verses Were not at all bad; and with these as 
a basis 工 composed thbe extra muslc for the scene，8and only 
fitted a German text to it afterwards。 My annoying discussions 
with the management on the subject of a big ballet had deter- 
mined me to make extensive additions to the scene of the 
“Venusberg.” 工 thbought tbhat this would give the sta 仓 of the 
bajlet a chorographie task of so magnificent a character that 
there would no longer be any occasion to grumble at me for 
my obstinacy in this matter. Ihe musical composition of the 
two scenes occupied most of my time during the month of 
September，and at the same time 工 began the pianoforte re- 
bearsals of Tanmjatser in the foyer of the Grand Opera. 

The company，Ppart of which had been freshly engaged for 
this purpose，were Dnow 8ssembled，and 工 was interested in 
learning the way in which a new work is studied at the 上 rench 
Opera。 

Ihe characteristic features of the system in Paris may be de- 
scribed simply as extreme frigidity and extraordinary accuracy。 
M. Vauthrot, the chorus-master，excelled in both these qualities. 
He was 8& man Whom I could not help regarding as hostile to 
me，because 工 bad never been able to win from him 8a single 
expression of enthusliasm。 On the other hand，he proved to 
me by the most puncetilious solicitude how conscientious he 
really was about his work. He insisted on considerable altera- 
tions in the text，so 88 to obtain 8 favourable medium for 
singing. My knowledge of thbe scores of Auber and Boieldieu 
had misled me into assuming that the French people were 
entirely indifferent as to whether the mnute syllables in poetry 
and singing were to be sounded or not.。 Vanuthrot maintained 
that thig was only the case with composers，but not with good 
singers。 He was 8lways feeling misgivings about the length of 
my work，which 工 met with the observation that 工 could not 
Understand how he could be afraid of boring the publie with 
any Opera after they had been accustomed to find pleasure in 
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Rossini's Semtramtzs，which was often produced。 Upon this he 
paused to reflect，and agreed with me so far as the monotony 
of action and of musle in that work was concerned。 He told 
me not to forget however，that the publie neither cared for 
action nor music, but that their whole attention was directed to 
the brilliancey of the singers。 Tan7hanLser gave little scope for 
brilliancy, and, as a matter of fact, I bad none of that quality at 
my disposal IThe only singer lin my company who had any 
claim to such a distinction was Mme. Tedesco, a rather grotesque 
but voluptuous type of Jewess who bad returned from Portugal 
and Spain after having had great triumphs in Italian operas。 
She did not conceal her satisfaction at having secured an 
engagement at the 了 Paris Opera through my unwilling choice 
of her for the part of Venus She gave herself no end of trouble 
to solve the problem to the best of her ability 一 a problem which 
was entirely beyond her and which was suited only to a genuine 
tragedy actress。 下 or a certain time her efforts appeared to 
be crowned with success，and several speclial rehearsals with 
Niemann led to a lively affinity between Iannhaiuser and Venus. 
As Niemann mastered the 上 rench pronunciation with con- 
siderable skill]，these rehearsals，in which raulein Sax 8&lso 
proved delightful，made genuline and encouraging progress。 
Up to this point these rehearsalg were undisturbed，8as zy 
acqUaintance With MDietzsch was 88 yet very slight。 Ac- 
cording to the rules of the Opera 瑟 ouse，Dietzsch had 
hitherto only been present at the pianoforte rehearsals as cjef 
CQ orcjhestre and future conductor of the opera，8o as to make 
himself accurately acquainted with the intentions of the 
singers。 Still less was 工 disturbed by M. Cormon，the stage 
manager，who wa8 8180 present at the rehearsals，and with & 
lively skill，characteristie of the 上 rench people，condueted the 
Dumerous 80-called “property ”rehearsals，at which the way 
each scene was to be played was determined。 了 ven when 
AM. Cormon or others did not understand me, they were alwaye 
ready to subordinate themselves to my decisions; for 工 continued 
to be regarded as all-powerful，and everybody thought that 
工 could enforce what 工 wanted through Princess Metternich， 
a belief which，indeed，was not without foundation。 下 or ip- 
stance， 工 had learned that Prince Poniatowsky was threatening 
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to place a serious obstacle in the way of continuing our re- 
hearsals by reviving one of his own operas，the production of 
which had fallen thbrough. Ihe undaunted Princess met my 
complaints on this subject by obtaining an immediate order 
that the Prince 's opera should be laid aside. Naturally this 
did not tend to ingratiate me with thbe Prince，and he did not 
fail to make me feel hig displeasure when II called upon him. 
JIn the midst of al this work 工 was affordedq some recreation 
by a visit from my sister Louise with part of her family， To 
entertain her in my7 own home presented the greatest di 佳 culties 
owWing to the strange fact that it was now becoming absolutely 
dangerous to approach Iny house. When 工 first took it，the 
proprietor gave me 8 fairly ljong lease, but would not undertake 
any repairs。 工 now dlscovered the reason of this was that 示 
had just been decided by the Parigs Committee of 了 Reconstruction 
to clear the Rue Nevwton with all its side streets to facilitate the 
Opening up of a broad bouljevard from one of the bridges to the 
Barrisre de ] 了 toile。 But up to the last moment this plan was 
0 伍 ciall]y denied，so as to avoid for as long as possible the 
liability of paying compensation for the land that was to be 
expropriated。 To my astonishment 工 noticed that excavations 
Were being made close to my front door; these inereased 这 
widthb，so that at first no carriages coud pass my door，and 
fnally my house was unapproachablje even on foot Under 
these circumstances the proprietor had no objection to make 
to my leaving the house。 也 is sole stipulation was that 工 should 
sue him for damages，as that was the only way by which he in 
his turn coud sue the government.。 About this time my friend 
Olivier was debarred for three months on account of a parlia- 
mentary Ilisdemeanour;i he therefore _ recommended me for 
the conducet of my case to his friend Picard，who，as 工 saw 
later on from the legal proceedings，acquitted himself of his 
task with much humour.。 Nevertheless, tbere was no chance of 
damages for me (whether the proprietor obtained any, 工 cannot 
say) ; but，at al evente， 工 bad to content myself with being 
released from my agreement.， 工 also obtained leave to look 
about for another house，and instituted my search in a neigh- 
bourhood less remote from the Opera。 工 found a poor cheerless 
spot in the Rue dAumale。 Late ip the autumn in stormy 
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weather we completed the arduous task of moving，in whiceh 
Louisa's daughter, my niece Ottilie, proved a capabje and willing 
child. Unfortunately 工 caught a violent cold in the course of 
moving and took few precautions to check it 工 again exposed 
myself to the growing exclitement of the rehearsals，and eventu- 
aly 工 was struck down by typhoid fever. 

We had reached the month of November。 My relations had 
to go home，leaving me behind in a state of unconseiousness， 
in which 工 was consigned to the care of my friend Gasp6rini. 
JIn my fits of fever 工 insisted on their calling in all imaginable 
medical aid，and，as 8 matter of fact，Count 且 atzfeld did 
bring in the doctor attached to the Prussian embassy.。 TIhe 
injustice thus done to my friend，who took the greatest care of 
Ime， Was due to no mistrust of bim，but to feverish hallucinationg 
which fled my brain with the most outrageous and luxuriant 
fancies。 JIn this condition，not onljy did 工 imagine thbat Prin- 
cess Metternich and Mme. 及 alergis were arranging 8 complete 
court for me to whioch II invited the 了 mperor Napoleon，bnut 
Iactually requested that 了 mil Erianger should place a vila 
near Paris at my disposal，and that 工 should be removed to 
it，8s it was impossible for me to recover in the dark hole 
where 工 was.。 At last 工 insisted on being taken to 太 aples， 
where 工 promised myself a speedy recovery in free intercourse 
with Garibaldi. Gasprini held bravely out against all this 
madness，and he and Minna had to use force in order to apply 
the necessary mustard-plasters to the sojes of my feet During 
bad nighte later on in life similar vain and extravagant fancies 
used to return to me, and on waking 工 hbave realised with horror 
that they were the offspring of that period of fever.。 After five 
days we mastered the fever; but 工 seemed to be thbreatened 
with blindness，and my weakness wa88 extreme. At last the 
injury to my sight passed away,， and after a few weeks 工 again 
trusted myself to steal along the few streets between my house 
and the Opera, to satisfy my anxiety for the continuation of the 
rehearsajls. 

了 People here had indulged in the oddeast ideas，and seemed to 
have assumed that 工 was 88 good as dead. 工 learned that 
the rehearsals had been needlessly suspended，and moreover 
gathered from one indication after another that the affair had 
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practically collapsed, although in Imy intense desire for recovery 
I tried my utmost to conceal this from myself。 But 工 was 
much elated and pleased to see that the translation of the four 
operatic librettos which had so far appeared had been published. 
工 bad written &a very exhaustive preface to them addressed to 
M. Frtdhrie Villot. The translation of all this had been ar- 
ranged for me by M. Challemel Lacour, a mman with whom 工 had 
become acquainted at Herwegh's house in days gone by when 
he was a pojitical refugee。 瑟 e was a highly intelljigent trans- 
lator，and had now done me such admirabje service that every 
one recognised the value of his work. 工 had given J。 JJ. 
Weber，the bookseller in Leipzig，the German original of the 
preface to publish under the title of Qiumaftsmwalstz， This 
pamphjlet also reached me now，and pleaged me，as it probably 
represented the onjy result of my whole Paris 9 
which looked so brilliant on the surface. 

At the same time 工 was now in 8 position to complete the new 
composition for ZazmjaaLser，of whiceh the great dance scene in 
the Venusberg was still incomplete。 工 fnished it at three 
o"clock one morning after staying up all night，just as Minna 
returned home from a great ball at bhe Hotel de Vile to which 
she had been with a friend。 工 had given her some handsome 
presents for Christmas，but as far 88 工 myself was concerned 工 
continued，on the advice of my doctor, to assist the slow process 
of recovery by 8 beefsteak in the morning and a_ glass of Bava- 
rian beer before going to bed. We did not watch the old year 
out ; on the contrary, I retired to bed and slept calmly into 1861. 

1861. 一 IThe slackness with which the rehearsalgs of 了 ar- 
Aser were being conduceted when II fell il changed at the be- 
ginning of the new year into 8 more decided handling of al thbe 
details connected with the intended performance， But I could 
not fail to notice at the same time that the attitude of all those 
who took part was suUbstantially altered。 工 he rehearsals，which 
were Imore numerous than might be expected，gave Ime the 
impresslion that the management w8s adqhering to the strict 
execution of a command，but were not fired by any hope of 
successful resulte。 Certainly 工 now obtained a clearer insight 
into the acetual state of affairs。 rom the press，which was 
entirely in the hands of Meyerbeer, 工 knew long ago what 工 had 
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to expect。 The management of the Opera， probably after re- 
peated eftorts to make the chief leaders in the press tractable， 
were nowW jlikewise convinced that my 了 armijiaser venture 
would only meet with a hostile reception from that quarter. 
This view was shared even in he highest circles， and it seemed 
8a8 if an attempt Was being made to discover some Imeans 
Whereby to win over to my side that part of the operatic publie 
which could turn the scales。 Prince Metternich sent me an in- 
Vitation one day to meet the new cabinet minister， Count Walew- 
sky。 An air of ceremony pervaded the introduetion, and made 刘 
particularly signifticant when the Count in 8& persuasive Speech 
endeavoured to convince me hat they entertained every wish 
for my good fortune and desired to help me to a brilliant success. 
He added in conclusion thbat the power to effect this was in my 
own hands, if 工 would only consent to introduce & ballet into 
the second act of my opera; the most celebrated bajllet-dancers 
from St， 了 Petersburg and London had been proposed to me， 
and 工 had only to make my selection; their engagement would 
be concludeq as soon 88 工 had entrusted the success of my 
work to their co-operation。 JIn declining these proposals 工 
think 工 was no less eloquent than he in making them. My 
complete failure，however，was due to the fact that 工 did not 
appear to understand the worthy minister when he informed 
me that the ballet in the first act counted for nothing，because 
those devotees of the theatre who only cared for the ballet 
on 8n oper&a night were accustomed，8according to the new 
fashion，not to dine until eight oclock，and so did not reach the 
theatre until ten orelock，when about half the performance was 
over。 工 replied that I could not undertake myself to oblige tbese 
gentlemen，but might well hope duly to Impress another part 
of the public。 But with his imperturbable air of ceremony he 
met me with the objection that these gentlemen's support coujld 
8lone be counted upon to produce &a successful result，inasmuch 
88 they were powerful enough even to defy the hostile attitude 
of the press。 This precaution awakened no response in me, and 
工 offered to withdraw my work altogether，whereupon 工 w88 
88s8SUred with the greatest earnestness that，according to the 
了 mperor's command，which had to be iniversally respected， 
工 was master of the situation,， and my wishes would be followed 
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in everything. The Count had only thought it bis duty to 
give me 8 friendqly piece of advlce. 

The consequences of this conversation soon became evident 
in many ways。 工 threw Imyself enthusiastically into the work 
of carrying out the great dance scenes of the first act，and tried 
to win Petitpas，the ballet-master，to Iy side. 工 asked for 
Unheard-of combinations quite different from those generally 
employed in the ballet， 工 drew attention to the dances of the 
Manadqs and Bacchantes, and astounded Petitpas with the mere 
proposition that he would be able to accomplish somethbing of 
the kind with hig graceful pupils，as it was Well within his 
powers. He explained to me that by placing my ballet at the 
beginning of the first act 工 bad myself renounced all claim to 
thbe step-dqancers attached to the Opera，and all he could do 
wa8 to offer to engage three Hungarian dancers，who had for- 
merly danced in the fairy scenes at the Porte St Martin，to 
们 ] the parts of the three graces. As 工 was quite content to 
dispense with the distinguished dancers belonging to the Opera， 
工 insisted all the more that the rank and fle of the ballet shoujd 
be aetively coached.。 工 wanted to know that the male sta 企 
wa8 present in full force，but 工 learned thbat it was impossible 
to bring it up to my requirements，unless some tailors were 
engaged who, for a Ionthly salary of ffty francs, feured in a 
Vague Way in the wings during the performances of the solo 
dancers。 下 inally I tried to produce my effects by means of the 
costumes，and 8&sked for considerable funds for that purpose， 
onjly to learn after 工 had been wearied by one subterfuge after 
another，that the management was determined not to expend a 
halfpenny on my ballet，which they regarded as compjletely 
wasted. Such was the substance of what my trusty friend 
Truinet conveyed to me IThis was the first sign out of many 
which soon revealed to me hbe fact，that even in the circles 
of the operatic administration itself Tayxmjatser Was already 
regarded as labour lost and sheer waste of trouble. 

The atmosphere created by this convietion now weighed with 
increasing pressUrIe Upon everything which was undertaken for 
the preparation of & performance which was postponed time 
after time。 With the beginning of the year the rehearsals had 
reached the stage at which the scenes were arranged and the 
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orchestral practices begun。 了 上 verything was conducted with 
8a care Which impressed me very agreeabljy at the beginning， 
until fnally 工 was bored by it，because 工 saw that the powers of 
the performers were being relaxed by eternal repetition，and 
it was now evident tbat 工 must trust to my own ability to pull 
the matter quickly through as 工 thought best. But it was not 
the fatigue due to this system that finally made Niemann，the 
main prop in my work，recoil from the task which at the start 
he had undertaken with an energy full of promise. He had 
been informed that there wa8 a conspiracy to ruin my work. 
rom this tme forward he was a victim to a despondency to 
which，in his relations with me，he sought to lend a sort of 
diabolical character. 也 e maintained that so far he could only 
see the matter in & black light，and he brought forwardq some 
arguments that sounded very sensible; he eriticised the whole 
Opera as an institution and the public attached to it，and also 
our sta 仓 of singers，of whom he maintained that not a single 
one Understood his part as 工 intended it; and he exposed all 
the disadvantages of the undertaking，which 工 myself could not 
fail to see 88 8oon 88 工 came to deal with the cjhef dx chant 
the 769?sseur，the ballet-master，the conducetor of the chorus， 
but, particularly,， with the cjef dorchestre。 Above all, Niemann 
(who at the beginning，with a full knowledge of what it in- 
volved，had imposed upon himself the task of playing his part 
without curtailments of any sort) insisted upon cutting down the 
8core。 有 e met my expresslon of astonishment with the remark， 
that 工 must not suppose that the sacrifice of this or tbat passage 
mattered，but that we were in the thbhroes of an undertaking 
which could not be got through too qulckly. 

Under ceircumstances from which so little encouragement 
could be derived, the study of Toratser dragged itself along 
to tbhe brink of the so-called“dress ” rehearsals。 rom all slides 
the friends of my past life gathered together in Paris to be 
present at the apotheosis of the frst performance。 Among 
these were Otto Wesendonck, Ferdinand Priger, the unfortunate 
了 及 ietz，for whom I 工 had to pay the costs of his journey and of 
his stay in Paris; luckily M. Chandon from 了 pernay camey too， 
with a hamper of “了 leur du Jardin,，” the finest of all his cham- 
pagne brands。 TIhisg was to be drunk to the success of 了 Tax 
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hiiuser。 Biilow also came，depressed and saddened by the 
burdens of his own life, and hoping to be able to gather courage 
and renewed vitality from the success of my undertaking， 工 
dd not dare to tell him in so many words of tbhe mlserable state 
of afftairs;j on the contrary，seeing him so depressed， 工 made 
the best of a bad matter. At the first rehearsal，however， 
at whiech Biow was present，he did not fail to grasp how 
matters stood. 工 no longer concealed anything from him ; 
and we continued to indulge in sorrowful intercourse till the 
mght of the performance，which was again and again post- 
poned，and it was only his untiring efforts to be of use to me 
that gave 80me life to our companionship。 上 rom whatever side 
We regarded our grotesque Undertaking，we encountered un- 
suitability and incompetence。 or instance，it was impossible 
in the whole of Paris to fnd the twelve 上 rench horns which in 
Dresden had so bravely sounded the hunting call in the first 
act。 JIn connection with this matter 工 had to deal with the 
terrible man Sax, the celebrated instrument-maker。 了 瑟 e had to 
heljp me out with all kinds of substitutes in tbe shape of saxo- 
phones and saxhorns ; moreover，he was o 值 cially appointed to 
conduect the musiec behind the scenes。 [It was an impossibility 
ever to get this musie properly played. 

The main grievance，however，]lay in the incompetence of 
M. Dietzsch，the conductor，which had now reached a pitceh 
hitherto unsuspected. JIn the numerous orchestral rehearsajls 
which had been held hitherto， 工 had accustomed myself to use 
this man like a machine。 rom my habitual position on the 
stage near his desk 工 had condueted both conduetor and or- 
chestra。 In this way 工 had maintained my temzp in such & 
way that 工 felt no doubt that on my removal al my points 
would remain frmly established。 工 found，on the contrary， 
that no sooner WaS8 Dietzsch left to his own resources than 
everything began to waverj Dot one temDpo，not one ?AtL7TC6 
wa8s conscientiously and strictl]y preserved。 工 then reajlised the 
extreme danger in which we were Placed. Granted that no 
one 8inger was suited to his task, or quajlified to achieve it so a8 
to produce a genuine effect ; granted that the ballet，and even 
the sumptuous mounting and vitality of the Parisian perform- 
ances of the day，could contribute nothing on this occasion， 
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or at most but little; granted that the whole spirit of the 
jibretto, and that indefinabje somme 刀 9g which even in the worst 
performances of Tarnziuser in Germany roused a feeling of 
home，was jlikeljy here to etrike an 8alien or at best an un- 
familiar note; yet ip splte of al this the character of the 
orchestral music，which if rendered with emphasis was full of 
sUggestive expresslion，led one to bope that it would make an 
impression even Upon & Parislan audience。 But it was precisely 
in this particular thbat 工 saw everything submerged in a colourless 
chaos, with every line of the drawing obliterated ; moreover, the 
singers became more and more Uncertain in their work ; even 
the poor ballet-girls were no longer able to keep time in their 
trivial steps ; so that at last 工 thbought myself obliged to interpose 
with the declaration that the opera required a_ different con- 
ductor， and that in case of necessity 工 myself was ready to take 
hie place。 This declaration brought to a climax the confusion 
tbhat had grown up around me 卫 ven the Imembers of the 
orchestra，who had long recognised and openly ridiculed their 
conductor'8 incompetence，took sides against me now that the 
matter concerned their notorious chief. The press lashed itself 
into fury over my “arrogance， and in the face of al the agi- 
tation caused by the affair，Napoleon III. could send me no 
better advice than to forgo my requests，8as ip adhering to 
them 工 should only be exposing the chances of my work to the 
greatest risks。 On the other hand, 工 was allowed to start fresh 
rehearsals and have them repeated until 工 was satisfied. 

Thie way out of the di 伍 culty could lead to nothing but an 
jncrease of fatigue for me and for tbe whole sta 人 actively en- 
gaged ip the undertaking，and thbe fact still remained that 久 . 
Dietzech could not be depended upon for the tem2po。 下 inally, by 
sheer force of will rather thban of conviction, 工 tried to imagine 
I 工 was doing 8a service by holding out for the correct interpreta- 
tion of a performance which，after al，had to be got through ; 
whereupon for thbe first time the impetuous Iusicians broke out 
jnto rebellion against the excessive rehearsals。 At this stage 
工 noticed that the guarantee of my practical control given by 
the general management was not altogether made in good faith， 
and in the face of be growing complaint on all sides against 
being overfatigued 工 decided “to demand the return of my 
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Score 88 they called it; that is to say，to dispense with the 
production of the opera. 工 addressed an express request to 
this effect to the cabinet minister Walewsky，but received the 
answWer thbat it was impossible to comply with my wishes， 
more particularl]y on account of the heavy expenses which had 
already been incurred ip its preparation。 工 refused to abide 
by his decislon, and called a conference of those friends of mine 
who were more closely interested in Ime，among whom were 
Count Hatzfeld and Emil 玉 rlanger， 工 took counsel with them 
88 to the means at my disposal for forbidding Tazr7jiuser to 
be performed at the Opera House, It happened that Otto 
Wesendonck was present at this conference;j he was still wait- 
ing in Paris hoping to have the pleasure of attending the firast 
performance，but he was now thoroughly convinced that the 
8ituation Was hopeless，and promptly fed back to Ziirieh. 
Priger had already done likewise。 及 ietz alone held out faitb- 
fully，and he busied himself in trying to make some Ioney 
in 了 Paris to provide for his future，in whieh attempt he wa8 
hampered by many di 鱼 cujties that stood in the way of his 
desire， TIhis conference resulted in fresh representationg being 
Imade to he 了 上 mperor 全 apoleon，which，however，met with the 
8ame gracious reply as before, and 工 was authorised to institute 
3 fresh course of rehearsals. At last，weary to the depths of 
Imy soul，completely disillusioned，and absolutely decided in 
Iy pesslimistie view of the matter， 工 determined to abandon jtt 
to lts fate. 

也 aving at last，in tbis frame of mind，given Imy consent to 
fx the date of the first performance of my opera， 工 was now 
plagued in another direction in the most astonishing Way. 
了 very one of my friends and partigans demanded a good seat 
for the frst night; but the management pointed out that thbe 
occupation of the house on such occasions was entirely in the 
hands of the court and those dependent on it and 工 was soon to 
realise clearly enough to whom these seats were to be allotted. 
At present 工 had to suffer the annoyance of being unable to 
serve many of my friends as 工 should have liked， Some of bem 
Were very quick to resent what they supposed to be my neglect 
of them. Champfeury in a letter complained of this fagrant 
breach of friendship ; Gasp6rini started an open quarrel because 
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I had not reserved one of the best boxes for his patron and 
Imy creditor Lucy，the Receiver-General of Marseilles. 了 ven 
Blandine, who had been 匀 led with the most generous enthusiasm 
for my work at the rehearsals she had attended，could mot 
suppress & 8Uspicion tbat 工 was guilty of neglecting my best 
friends when 工 was Unable to offer her and her husband Ollivier 
anything better thban aa couple of stals. It needed al 了 mils 
sa1g-frotd to obtain from this deeply offended friend a just 
appreciation of hbe honest assurance that 工 was in an impossible 
position， in which 工 was exposed to betrayal on all sides。 Poor 
Biilow alone understood everything; he suffered with me，and 
shirked no trouble to be of use to me ip al these di 值 culties. 
The first performance on the 13th of March put an end to all 
these compjlications; my friends now understood that it was 
to no celebration of my triumphs，as they supposed，to whbich 
they should have been invited. 

工 have already said enough elsewhere of thbe way in which 
this evening passed of 工 was justified in fattering myself that 
in the end a favourable view of my opera prevailed，inasmuch 
83 志 he intention of my opponents had been to break up this 
performance compjletely，and this they had found it impossible 
to do。 But 工 was grieved the next day to receive notbhing but 
reproaches from Imy friends，with Gaspkrini at the head of 
them，because 工 had allowed the occupation of the house at the 
frst performance to be completely wrested out of my hands. 
Meyerbeer，they urged，knew how to work such things differ- 
ently; had he not，ever since he first appeared in Paris, refused 
to allow be production of a single one of his operas to take 
place without a guarantee hat be himself should fll the audi- 
torium, to the remotest corner 8 As 工 had not looked after my 
best friends，such as M. Lucy，was not the ill-success of thbat 
evening to be ascribed to my own conduct 4 Confronted with 
these and similar arguments， 工 had to spend thbe whole day 识 
writing letters and in devoting myself to be most Urgent efforts 
at propitiation。 Above all， 工 was besieged with advice as to 
bow 工 mmight recover thbe lost ground at the gubsequent perform- 
ances。 As he management placed a very small number of 
free seats at my disposal，money had to be found for the 
purchase of fickets， Jn the pursuit of this object，which my 
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friends were so warmly advocating and which involved much 
that was dlisagreeable, 工 shrank from approaching 了 Emil 玉 rlanger 
or 8nybody else。 qiacomelli，bhowever，had found out that 
Aufmordt,，the merehant，a business friend of Wesendonck，had 
offered to help to thbe extent of five hundred francs。 工 now 
allowed these champions of my welfare to act according to their 
own ideas, and was curious to see what asslstance 工 should derive 
from these resources which 工 bad previously neglected and now 
utillsed。 

The second performance took place on the 18th of Marceh， 
and，indeed，the first act promised well. Ihe overture wa88 
loudly applauded without a note of opposition。 Mme.Tedesco， 
who had eventually been completely won over to her part of 
Venus by a wig powdered with gold dust, called out triumphbantly 
to me in the managers box，when the“septuor ”of the finale 
of the first act was again vigorously applauded, that everything 
was now all right and that we had won the viectory。 But when 
shrill whistling was suddenly heard in the second act，Royer 
the manager turned to me with an air of complete resignation 
and sa8id, “Ce sont 1e8s Jockeys， 70US 801U1lE8 Derdnus.” 人 Ap- 
parently at the bidding of the 卫 mperor，extensive negotiationgs 
had been entered into with these members of the Jockey Club 
38 to the fate of my opera。 IThey had been requested to allow 
thbree performances to take place，after which they had been 
promised that it should be so eurtailjed as to admit of its 
presentation only as &a curtain-raiser to introduce a ballet which 
Was to follow. But these gentlemen had not agreed to the terms. 
Jn the first place，my attitude during the first performance 
(which had been such a bone of contention ) had been observed 
to be utterly unlike that of a man who would consent to the 
proposed line of conduct;j this being so，it was to be feared 
that jf two more performances were aljlowed to take place 
without interruption，we might hope to win so many adherents 
that the friends of the ballet would be treated to repetitions of 
this work thirty times running. To guard against this tbey 
determined to protest in time. Ihe fact that these gentlemen 
meant business wa nowW realised by the excellent M. Royer ; 
and from that time he gave up all attempt to resist them，in 
spite 90f 加 8 gBDpport granted to ouz party by the 了 上 mperor and 
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his Consort，who stoically kept theirz seats thbrough the Uproars 
of their Own couUrtiers. 

The impression made by this scene had a disastrous effect 
upon my friends。 After the performance Biilow broke out into 
sobs 88 he embraced Minna，who had not been spared the insults 
of those next to her when they recognised her as thbe wife of thbe 
composer.。 Our trusty servant 工 herese，a NSwabian girl，had 
been sneered at by a erazy hooligan，but when she realised 
that he understood German，she succeeded in quieting him for a 
time by calling him chaoetrz72d at the top of her voice。 Poor 
Kietz was struck dumb with disappointment，and Chandon7”8 
4Kleur du Jardin was growing 8oUT in thbe storeroom。 

Hearing that in spite of everything aa third performance 
was fixed, 工 was confronted with only two possible solutions of 
the di 伍 culty。 One wa8，to try once more to withdraw my 
8corej the other，to demand that my opera should be_ given 
on 8 Sunday，that is to say，on 8 Don-sSubscriber'8 day。 工 
”assUmed that such 8 performance could not be regarded by 
the Usual ticket-holders as 8 provocation，for they were quite 
accustomed on such days to suUrrender their boxes to any of 
the general publie who chanced to come and buy them. My7 
strategical proposal seemed to please the management and the 
Tuileries，and was accepted。 Only they refused to conform to 
my wish to announce this as the third and /sl performance, 
Both Minna and 工 stayed away from this，as it was ]ust 88 
embarrassing for me to know that my wife was insulted as to 
86ee the singers on the stage subjected to such behaviour。 工 
Was really sorry for Morelli and M]lle， Sax，who had proved 
their genuine devotion to me。 As soon as he first performance 
Was Over， 工 met Mjle. Sax in the corridor on her way home， 
and chaffed her about being whistled of the stage。 With proud 
dignity she replied，“.Je 7e suLpporterat certt ozs co QtULIOUTG 
1 4 几 ，1es mtlse6rapes1 : Morelli found himself strangely per- 
plexed when he had to weathber the onslaught of the hooligans。 工 
had explained to him in the minutest detail how to act his part 
from the time when 了 lizabeth disappears in the bird act，until 
the beginning of his song to the evening star。 He was not to 
Imove 8n inch from his rocky ledge，and from thie position， 
hajlf turning to the audience，he was to address his farewell to 
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thbe departing lady. It had been a di 佳 cult task for him to 
obey my instructions，8a8 he maintained that it was 8gainst 8]] 
operatic custom for thbe singer not to address such an important 
passage straight to the publie from the footlights. When in 
the course of the performance he selzed his harp to begin the 
SOng，there was a cry from the audience，“ 41 7 1 D7emzG e7lCo7e 
sa ja7De，uUpon which there was a Unliversal outburst of laughter 
followed by fresh whistling，so prolonged，that at last Morelli 
decided boldly to lay aside his harp and step forward to the 
prosceniurm in the Usual way. Here he resolutely sang his 
evening carol entirely unaccompanied，as Dietzsch only found 
his place at the tenth bar. 了 Peace wa8 then restored，and at 
last the publie listened breathlessly to the song， and at its close 
covered the singer with applause. 

As the vocaliste showed a courageous determination to en- 
counter fresh onslaughte， 工 could not protest. At the same 
time 工 could not endure to be in the position of a passive 
spectator suffering at the infliction of such unworthy methods， 
and 8a8 the thbird performance was 8also likely to be attended 
with doubtful consequences， 工 stayed at home.。 After the 
Various acts messages reached us informing us that after the 
frst act TIruinet at once came round to my opinion that the 
Score 8hould be withdrawnj;i it was found that the“Jockeys 
had not stayed away，88 Was8 hbeir custom，from this Sunday 
performance; on the contrary，they had purposely taken their 
seats from the beginning，so as not to alow a single scene 
to pass without a row. 工 wasg assured that in the first act 
the performance had been twice suspended by fights lasting a 
quarter of an hour each. By far the greater part of the publie 
obstinately took my part against the childish conduet of the 
rowdies，without intending by their action to express any 
opinion of my work. But in opposing their assailants they 
Were at 8a great disadvantage. 人 When everybody on my side 
wasg utterly wearied out with clapping and shouting applause 
and calling “Order”and it looked as if peace were about to 
reign onoe Imore，the “Jockeys ”returned afresh to their task 
and began cheerfully whistling their hunting-tunes and playing 
their fageolets，so thbat they were always bound to have tbhe last 
word。 JIn an interval between the acts one of these gentlemen 
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entered the box of a certain great lady，who in the excess of 
her anger introduced him to one of her friends with the words， 
“Cesl 2 de ces Mit867rdCb1es，710 cos The young man， 
completely Unabashed，answered，“ Qte yoez-V0S? 工 am be- 
ginning to like the music myself. But，you see，& man must 
keep his word。 JIf you will excuse Ime， 工 will return to my 
Work again” He thbereupon took bis leave Ihe next day 工 
met Herr von Seebach，the friendljy Saxon Ambassador，who 
Was 88 hoarse 88 he could be, as he and all his friends had com- 
pletely lost their voices through the uproar of the previous night. 
Princess Metternich had remalined at home，8s she had already 
had to endure the coarse insults and ridicule of our opponents 
at the frst two performances. 

She indicated the height to which this fury had risen by 
Imentioning Some of her best friends，with whom she had en- 
gaged in so virulent & controversy that she had ended by 
8aying: “Away with your free Erancel JIn Vienna，where at 
least there is 8& genuine aristocracy，it would be unthinkable 
for 8& Prince Liechtenstein or Schwarzenberg to scream from 
his box for a ballet in ?delzo， 工 believe she also spoke to the 
了 mperor in the same strain，80 that he seriously debated 
whether by police intervention some check could not be put 
Upon the unmannerly conduct of these gentlemen，most of 
whom，unfortunately，belonged to the Imperial Household. 
ASome rumouz of this got abroad，8so that my friends believed 
they had really gained the day when，at the third performance， 
they found the corridors of the theatre occupied by a strong 
body of police， But it turned out later on that these precau- 
tions had onjy been taken to ensure the safety of the “Jockeys,， 
88 it wa88 feared they Imight be attacked from the pit as 8 
punlishrment for their insolence。 [t seems that the performanece， 
which was again carried through to the end，was accompanied 
from start to fnish by an endless tumult. After the second 
act the wife of von Szemere, the Hungarian revolutionary min- 
ister，]oined us in a state of complete collapse，declaring that 
the row in the thoeatre was more than she could bear. No one 
seemed abjle to tell me exactly how the third act had been got 
thbrough.。 As far as T coud make out，it resembled the turmoil 
of & battje thick with the smoke of gunpowder. 
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Tinvited my friend Truinet to visit me the next morning， 
s0 thbat With bis help 工 might compose a letter to the manage- 
ment withdrawing my work and, as author, forbidding any fur- 
ther performance of the same，88 工 did not wish to see Imy 
8ingers abused instead of myself by a section of tbe public from 
whom the Imperial administration seemed unable to protect 
thbem.。 Ihe astonishing thing about the whole matter was that 
in thbus interfering 工 was guilty of no bravado，for a fourth 
and ffth performance of the opera had been already arranged， 
and the management protested that they were Under obliga- 
tions to the public，who still continued tocrowd to this opera。 
But thbrough Truinet 工 contrived to have my letter published 
the next day in the yoil des Dpbbats, so that at last, thbough 
with great reluctance，the management gave tbheirz consent to 
my withdrawal of the piece. 

Thereupon the legal action taken on my behalf by Ollivier 
against Lindau also came to an end， Ihe latter had put in 
& claim on my authors rights in the libretto， in which he said 
he was entitjed to 8a share 88 one of the thbree colaborators. 
也 ia8 counsel，Maitre Marie，based his plea on a Principle which 
工 was said to have established myself，namely that the point 
of chief importance was not the melody，but tbe correct decla- 
mation of he words of the libretto，which obviously neither 
了 oche nor ITruinet could have ensured，seeing that neither of 
them understood German。 O]ljiviers argument for the defence 
Was 80 energetice that he was almost on the point of proving 
the purely musical essence of my melody by singing the 
“Abendstern.” Completely carried away by this，be judges 
rejected the Plaintif'e claim，but requested me to pay him &a 
small sum by way of compensation，8s he seemed really to 
have taken some part in the work at the beginning. 如 any 
case，however， 工 could not have paid this out of the proceeds 
of the Paris performances of Tayrmjiitiser， 38 工 bad decided with 
Truinet，on withdrawing the opera，to hand over the whole 
of the proceeds from my author's rights，both for libretto and 
Imusic，to poor Roche, to whom the failure of my work meant 
the ruin of all his hopes for the amelioration of his position. 

Various other connections were also dissolved by this out- 
come of affairs。 During the past few months 工 had busied 
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myself with an artistie club which had been founded，chiefy 
through the infuence of the German embassies，among an 
aristocratic connection for the production of good music apart 
from the theatres，and to stimulate interest in this branch of 
art among the upper classes。 Unfortunately，in the circular 
让 had published it hadq illustrated its endeavours to produce 
good music by comparing them to those of the Jockey Club 
to improve the breed of horses。 Their object was to enrol al 
who had won a name in the musical world，and 工 was obliged 
to become & member at &a yearly subseription of two hundred 
francs。 Together with M. Gounod and other Parisian celebri- 
ties， 工 was nominated one of an artistic committee，of which 
Auber was elected president. Ihe society often held its meet- 
ings at the house of a _ certain Count Osmond，a lively young 
man，wWwho had lost an arm in 8 duel]，and posed as a musical 
dilettante， In this way 工 also learned to know a young Prince 
Polignac，who interested me particularly on account of his 
brother，to whom we were indebted for a complete translation 
of aasl。 工 went to lunch with him one morning，when he 
revealed to me the fact that he composed musical fantasies. 
了 He was very anxious to convince me of the correctness of his 
interpretation of Beethoven”s Symphony in A major，in the 
last movement of which he declared he could elearly demon- 
strate al]l the phases of a shipwreck. Our earlier general meet- 
ings were chiefy occupied with arrangements and preparations 
for a great classical concert，for which 工 also was to compose 
80mething. 工 hese meetings were enljivened solely by Gounod's 
pedantic zeal]，who with unfagging and nauseating garrujlity 
executed his duties as secretary，while Auber continually in- 
terrupted，rather thban 8assisted the proceedings，with trifing 
and not al]ways very delicate anecdotes and puns，all evidently 
intended to urge us to end the discussions. 卫 ven after the 
decisive failure of Tan7rjiiazlser 工 received summonses to the 
meetings of this committee，but never attended it any more， 
and sent in my resignation to the president of the society，stat- 
ing that 工 should probably soon be returning to Germany. 
With Gounod alone did 工 still continue on friendqly terms， 
and 工 heard that he energetically championed my cause in 
soclety。 He ia said on one occasion to have exclaimed :tue 
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Daietv ie dote ME Dazetzlle cjltfe/ ” As an acknowledgment of 
thlis advocacy 工 presented him with the score of T7sta7z 2720 
solde，being all the more gratifed by his behaviour because 
Do feeling of friendship had ever been able to induce me to hear 
hie Katust。 

工 now came into touch with energetic protagoniste of my 
catuse at every turn。 工 was particularly honoured in the 
columns of hbose smajller journals of which Meyerbeer had as 
yet taken no account，8and several good eriticisms now ap- 
peared. JIn one of these 工 read that my TanyrjhiaLser Was O 
syD1omte chanteEe.。 Baudelaire distinguished himself by an 
exceedingly witty and aptly turned pamphlet on this topic; 
and finally Jules Janin himself astonished me by an article in 
the yournral des 16boals, in which，withb burning indignation，he 
gave 8 80mewhat exaggerated report，in his own peculiar style， 
of the whole episode。 了 ven parodles of TarjaatLser were given 
in the theatres for the delectation of the publiec; and Musard 
could fnd no better means of attracting audiences to his con- 
certs than the daily announcement， in enormous letters，of the 
Overture to Tanxzjaaser.。 了 asdeloup also frequently produced 
s0me of my pieces by way of showing hisg sentiments.。 And 
lastly，Countess 6wenthal，the wife of the Austrian military 
plenipotentiary，gave 8 _ great matin6e，at which Mme. Viardot 
sang various items from TayzzjatzSer，for which she received 
fve hundred francs. 

By some singular coincidence people managed to confound 
my fate with that of a certain M. de la Vaquerie，who had also 
made a dismal failure with a drama, 了 es Fi6zat1les de 7 万 oo- 
?CUY。 His friends gave a banquet, to which 工 was invited，and 
we Were both enthusiastically acclaimed。 iery speeches were 
made about the encanaillement of the public，containing ref- 
erenoce8 to politics，which were easily explained by the fact thbat 
Imy partner in the festivity was related to Victor 了 ugo. Unfor- 
tunately partiecular supporters had provided a small piano，on 
which 工 was literally compelled to play favourite passages from 
Tomnmzjixser。 Whereupon the evening became a festival in my 
honour alone. 

But a much more important result thban these was that 
people began to recognise the reality of my popularity，and 
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began to plan yet greater Undertakings. The manager of the 
ITh6atre Lyrique sought everywhere for a tenor suitable for 
TanyjaaLser，and only his inability to fnd one compelled him 
to renounce his intention of producing my opera at once。 ML. de 
Beaumont， the manager of the Oplra Comique，who was on 
the verge of bankruptey，hoped to save himself with Tayryz- 
/aser，wWith which intention he approached me with the most 
Urgent proposals。 True，he hoped at the same time to enlist 
Princess Metternich's intervention on his behalf with the 
了 mperor，who was to help him out of his embarrassments。 He 
reproached me with coldness when Ifailed to fall in with his 
glowing dreams， in which I could fnd no pleasure。 But 工 was 
interested to learn that Roger，who now had a post at the 
Op6ra Comique，had inceluded part of the last act of Ta 
juser in the programme of a performance given for his own 
beneft，whereby he drew down upon his head the fury of the 
more infuential press，but won 8 good reception from the 
public。 Schemes now began to multiply。 A. M. Chabrol， whose 
journalistie name was orbach，visited me on behalf of a com- 
pany，whose director was an enormously wealthy man，with & 
plan for founding a Thlhitre Wagner，of which 工 refused to 
hear anything until it couldq secure an experienced man of 
firstclass reputation 88 manager. 卫 ventually M. 了 Perrin was 
sejlected for the post ”This man had lived for years in the firm 
conviction thbat he would be some day appointed manager of 
the Grand Opera，and thought，therefore，that he ought not 
to compromilse himself， It is true，he ascribed thbe faljure of 
TazrjinzLser entirely to Royer's incapacity，who ought to have 
made it his business to win over the press to his slide Never- 
theless he was strongly tempted to share in the attempt because 
of the opportunity it afforded him of proving that 计 he took 
the matter in hand，everything would at once wear 8 different 
aspect，and 了 axiser become 8 great Success.， But as he 
was an exceedingly cold and cautious man，he thought he had 
discovered serious faws in M. Lorbach's proposals，and when 
thbe jatter began to stipulate for certain commisslions， 了 Perrin 
immediately fancied that he detected a not quite blameless 
8avoUT of speculation in the whole business，and declared thbat 
if he wanted to found a Wagner Ibheatre, he would manage to 
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procure the necessary funds in his own way。 As a matter of 
fact，he did actually entertain the notion of securing a large 
caf6，the “Alcazar,” and after that the “了 Bazar de la Bonne 
Nouvelle”for the purposes of such a theatre。 It also seemed 
possible that the requisite capitaliste would be found for his 
enterprige。 M.。 Erlanger believed he could succeed in getting 
ten bankers to _ guarantee fifty thousand francs，thus placing 
a sum of 人 ve hundred thbousand francs at M. Perrin's disposal. 
But the latter soon lost courage when he found that the gentle- 
men thus approached were willing to risk theirz money on 8 
theatre for their own amusement，but not for the serious pur- 
pose of acclimatising my musie in 卫 aris. 

With this disappointing experience M. Erlanger now with- 
drew from all further participation in my fate。 rom a busi- 
ness point of view he regarded the arrangement made with 
me 88 8 8ort of deal，in which he had not succeeded. The 
settlement of my fnancial position seemed likely now to be 
undertaken by other friends，and with this object in view the . 
German embassies approached me with great delicacy，com- 
missioning Count 也 atzfeld to inquire into my necessities。 My 
own view of the situation was simply that，in obedience to 
the 卫 mperor's command for the production of my opera， 工 
had wasted my time over an enterprise the failure of which 
had not been my fault. With perfect justice my friends 
pointed out how careless 工 had been not to secure from the first 
certain stipulationg about compensations，&a demand which the 
renchman's practical mind would at once have recognised as 
zeasonable and _ obvious。 As matters stood， 工 had demanded 
no return for Imy time and labour beyond certain authors 
rights in case of success。 eeling how impossible it was for 
me to approach either the management or the 了 mperor to 
retrieve this omission， 工 was content to leave Princese Metter- 
nich to intercede on my behalf. Count Pourtalass had stayed 
on in Berlin to try and persuade the Prince Regent to order a 
performance of Tanyjiaser for my benefit， Unfortunately， 
the latter had been unable to secure thbe execution of his order 
owing to the opposition of his manager，Herr von Hiilsen，who 
was hostile to me， As 工 bad no other prospect for a long time 
to come but one of complete helplessness， 工 had no option bnut 
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to leave the representation of my claim for compensation to 
the kindqly care of my royal patroness。 Al thbese events had 
taken place within the short space of a Ionth after the pro- 
duction of Tanyjiaiser，and now，on the 15th April，I went 
for a short trip to Germany, to try an fnd some solid ground 
for my future in that country. 

The only person who really my deepest needs had 
already set out on the same road，away from the chaos of 
Parisian theatrical life.。 Biilow had just sent me news from 
玉 arlsruhe that the grand-ducal family were favourably disposed 
towards me，and 工 promptly formed the plan of immediately 
setting to work seriously on the production there of my T7rzstaz 
which had been so fatally deferred.， Accordingly 工 went to 
玉 arlsruhe，and if anything could have decided me to execute 
my hastily formed plan，it would certainljy have been the 
exceptionally cordial welcome 工 now received at the hands of 
the Grand Duke of Baden。 工 his exalted personage seemed 
really desirous of awakening my sincerest confdence in bimself. 
During an exceedingly intimate interview，at which hig young 
wife was 8lso present，the Grand Duke took pains to convince 
me that his profound sympathy for me was less as 8 composer 
of operas，whose excellence he neither wished nor was able to 
appreclate，than as the man who had suffered so much for his 
patriotic and independent opinions. As 工 naturally could not 
attach much value to the political importance of my past 
career，he imagined this arose from susplcious reticence，and 
encouraged ze by thbhe assurance tbhat，although great milstakes 
and even offences might have been committed in thisg respect， 
these only affected those who，while they had remained in 
Germany，had not been made happy，and had thereby certain]y 
_atoned for their misdeeds by inward suffering. On the other 
hand, it was now the duty of all these guilty ones to repair the 
wrongs they had done to those who had been driven into exile. 
He gladly placed his theatre at my disposal]，and gave the 
DecesSaTy orders to the manager.。 Thisg was my old“friend 
了 duard Devrient，and the painful embarrassment he betrayed 
on my arrival fully justifed all that Biilow had said about thbe 
complete worthlessness of those sentiments of sincere S8ympathy 
for me which he had hitherto affected.， But in the happy 
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atmosphere created by the Grand Duke's graclous reception 
工 was 80on able to bring Dervrient 一 in appearance at least 一 - 
to do aa8 工 wished，and he was compejlled to assent to the pro- 
posed production of Tristan。 As he was Unable to deny that， 
especially since Sechnorr's departure for Dresden，he did not 
possess the requlslte singers for Imy work，he referred me to 
Vienna, expressing at the same time his astonishment that 工 did 
not try to have my operas produced there，where everything 
requlred was ready to hand，， It cost me some trouble to make 
him understand why 工 preferred a few exceptionally fne per- 
formances of my works in 及 arlsruhe to the mere chance of 
having them inscribed on the repertoire of the Vienna Opera 
也 ouse。 工 obtained permission to secure Schnorr，who of course 
would be engaged only for the special performances at 玉 arls- 
ruhe，and was also allowed to echoose in Vienna the other 
singers for ouUT intended “model performance. 

工 was thus left to rely on Vienna, and had meanwhbile to return 
to Paris，aso 8s to settle my affairs there iD such a way 388 to 
suUit the execution of my latest project， 工 arrived there，after 
an absence of on]y six days，and Iny 8ole occupation was to 
provide money for the needs of the moment. Under these cir- 
cumstances 工 could only feel indifferent to the many sympathbetic 
advances and assurances which reached me with ever-growing 
cordiality，although at the same time they fljed me with appre- 
hension。 JIn the meantime，the operations undertaken on 8 
larger scale by Princess Metternich to secure me 80me com- 
pensation dragged along with mysterious slowness，and it Was 
to 8 merchant named Stiirmer，whom 工 bad previously known 
in Ziirich，that 工 owed my deliverance from my present 
troubles.。 He had constantly interested himself in my welfare 
while in Paris，anpd now by his help 工 was enabledq，first to set 
Imy household affairs in order， and then to set o 企 for Vienna. 

Liszt had announced that he was coming to Paris some time 
before，and during the recent disastrous time 工 had longed for 
his presence，as 工 thought that，with his recognised position 
in the higher circles of Parisian society，he would have been 
able to exert a very helpful infuence upon my hopelessly in- 
volved situation。 A mysterious epistolary “shrug of the shou]- 
ders : had been the only answer 工 had received to my various 
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inquiries as to the cause of his delay。 It seemed jlike irony on 
the part of 下 ate that just as 工 had arranged everything for my 
journey to Vienna，news should come that Liszt would reach 
Paris in a few days.。 But I could only yield to the pressure of 
my necessities which sternly demanded that 工 ahould pick up new 
threads for my plan of life，and 工 quitted Paris about the 
middje of May，without awaiting my old friend's arrival. 

I stopped first of all at 及 arlsruhe for another interview with 
the Grand Duke，who received me 88 kindly as ever，and 
granted me permission to engage iD Vienna any singers 工 liked 
for a really fne performance of Tristan in his theatre。 Armed 
with thbis command 工 went on to Vienna，where Istayed at thbe 
“《 卫 rzherzog 玉 arl,”and there waited for Conducetor 了 sser to 
fulfl the promises he had made by letter to allow me to see 8& 
few performances of my operas。 It was here that for the first 
time 工 saw my own Zonengyrti。 Although the opera had already 
been played very frequently，the entire company was present at 
the full rehearsal, as 工 desired. Ihe orchestra played the prelude 
with such delightfu]l warmth, tbhe voices of the singers and many 
of their good quajlities were 80 conspiecuously and surprisingly 
pleasing, that 工 was too much overcome by the sensation created 
by them to have any desire to eriticise the general performance. 
My profound emotion seemed to attract attention，and Dr. 
了 anslick probably thought this was & suitable moment for 
being introduced to me in a friendly way as 工 sat listening 
on the stage。 工 greeted him shortly，1like a perfectljy un- 
known person; whereupon the tenor，Ander，Ppresented him 
8 8econd time with the remark that Dr， 互 ansllck was an 
old acquaintance.。 工 answered briefy that 工 remembered Dr. 
了 anslick very well，and once more turned my attention to 
the stage。 It seems thbat exactly the same now happened with 
my Vienna friends as once before in the case of my London 
acquaintances，when the latter found me disinclined to respond 
to theirz efforts to make me conciliate the dreaded critics。 This 
man，who as 8 budding young student had been present at 
the earliest performances of Tazyjhiiaser iD Dresden，and had 
Written glowing reportes on my work，bhad since become one of 
my most vicious antagonistes，a8 wa8 proved on thbe production 
of my operas in Vienna。 The members of the opera company， 
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who were all well qisposed towards me，seemed to have devoted 
their whole attention to reconciling me as best they could，with 
this eritic。 As they failed to do so， those who ascribe， to the 
enmjity thus aroused，the subsequent failure of every attempt 
to launch my enterprise in Vienna, may be right in their opinion。 

But for the present it seemed as though the food of enthusi- 
asm would bear down al opposition. The performance of 
7ojhezig7t7，wWhich 工 attended，was made the occasion of & 
frantie ovation，such 88 工 have only experienced from the 
Viennese public。 工 was urged to have both my other operas 
presented also，but felt a sort of shyness at the thought of a 
repetition of that evening's occurrences。 As 工 had now fully 
realised the serious weaknesses in the performance of Tay- 
huLse7r， 工 onljy agreed to a revival of the ZIaeqgender 媚 o116zzder， 
for the reason that 工 wished to hear the singer Beck，who 
excelled in that opera.。 On this occasion also the publie in- 
dulged in similar manifestations of delight，so that，backed 
up by universal favour，I could begin to consider the main 
business on which 工 had come. The students of the University 
offered ze the honour of a torchlight procession，which 工 de- 
clined，thereby winning the hearty approval of 卫 sser，who， 
together with the chief o 伍 cials of the Opera，asked me how 
these triumphs could be turned to account 工 hen presented 
myself to Count 二 anckoronski，the Controler of the 了 mperor'8 
household，who had been described to me 8s & pecujliar person， 
totally lgnorant of art and all ite requirements。 When 工 un- 
folded to him my request that he would gracious]ly grant leave 
of obsence for a fairly long period to the chief singers of bis 
Opera, namely, Frau Dustmann (6e Luise Meyer)，Herr Beck， 
and probably also Herr Ander，for the proposed performance 
of 77tstaz in 信 arlsruhe, the oldq gentleman dryly answered that 
it was quite impossible。 He thought it much more reasonable， 
seeing 工 was satisfied with his company， that 工 shouljd produce 
my new Work in Vienna，and the courage necessary to refuse 
this proposition melted _ completeljy away. 

As I 工 descended the steps of the Hofburg，]lost in meditation 
over this new turn of affairs，a stately gentleman of unusually 
sympathetic mien came to meet me at the door，and offered 
to accompany me in tbe carriage to my hotel， 工 his was Joseph 
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Standhartner，8a famous physician，who wasg exceedingly popu- 
lar in high circles，an earnest devotee of music，thenceforth 
destined to be a faithful friend to me all my life. 

了 arl Iausig had also sought me out，and was now devoting 
his energies to Vienna，with the express determination of con- 
quering this field for Liszt'8 compositions，and had opened his 
campaign there during the previous winter with a series of 
orchestral concerts，started and conducted by himself， He in- 
troduced me to Peter Cornelius，who had also been dravwn to 
Vienna，and whom I only knew from our meeting in Bile in 
1853. Ihey both raved abonut the recently published piano- 
forte arrangement of 7T74stam，which Bilow had prepared。 In 
my room at the hotel， whither Tausig had transported 
8 Bisendor 在 grand-piano，a musical orgy was 80on in ful 
Swing. Ihey would have liked me to have started rehearsing 
Tstamz at once; and, in any case, 工 wWas noOw 80 bent on securing 
the acceptance of the proposal that my work should frst be 
performed here， that 工 fnally quitted Vienna with a promise 
to return in a few months，in order to start the preliminary 
study at once. 

I felt no little embarrassment at the prospect of communi- 
cating Iy change of plan to the Grand Duke，and therefore 
readily yielded to the impulse of only visiting 玉 arlsruhe after 
8 long detour. As my birthdqay fell just at the time of this 
return ]ourney， 工 resolved to celebrate it at Ziirieh。 工 reached 
Winterthur，via Munich，without delay，and hoped to meet 
my friend Sulzer there。 Unfortunately he was away, and Ionly 
88wW his wife，who had a pathetic interest for me and also their 
little son, a lively and attractive boy. Sulzer himself, 工 learned， 
was expected back the next day，the 22nd of the month，and 
工 accordingly spent most of the day in a small room at the inn. 
工 had brought Goethe's 了 ?1el Mersters 全 ander1apre with 
me，and now for the first time was8 enraptured by fuller com- 
prehenslon of thig wonderful production. 工 he splirit of the 
poet attracted me Imost profoundly to his work by the im- 
pression left on my mind by his lively deseription of the break- 
ing-up of the Players”company，in_ which the action 8lmost 
becomes a furious lyric. Next morning at early dawn 工 re- 
turned to Ziirich。 The wonderfully elear air decided me to 
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try the long and circuitous path through the familiar haunts 
of the Sihlthal to Wesendonck;s estate. Here 工 arrived quite 
Unannounced;i and when 工 inquired what the habite of the 
household were， 工 learned that about this time Wesendonck 
usualy came down to his dining-room to breakfast alone，There . 
工 accordingly seated myself in a corner，where 工 awaited the 
tall，good-tempered man，who，on entering quietly for his morn- 
ing coffee，broke out into joyous astonishment on beholding 
Ime。 Ihe day passed most sociably; Sulzer，Semper， 了 erwegh， 
and Gottfried Reller were all sent for，and 工 thboroughly en- 
joyed the satisfaction of a well-contrived surprise， under 
such strange circumstances，88 Iny recent fate had only just 
been forming the daily topie of animated discussion among 
these friends. 

The next day 工 hurried back to 玉 arlsruhe，where my an- 
Douncement Was received by the Grand Duke with kindly 
acquiescence。 工 could truly state that my request for leave of 
absence for the singers had been refused, and the projected per- 
formance in 下 arlsruhe thereby rendered impossible. Without 
an7y grief，but，on the contrary，with Undisguised satisfaction， 
卫 duard Devrient yielded to this fresh turn of affairs，and 
prophesied a splendid future for me in Vienna。 瑞 ere Tausig 
overtook me having already decided in Vienna to pay a visit to 
Paris，where he wished to see Liszt;j and we accordingly con- 
tinued our ]ourney from 及 arlsruhe together by way of Strasburg. 

When 工 reached Paris， 工 found my household on the point 
of breaking up. My only anxiety with regard to thlis was to 
procure meang for getting away from the city，and for the 
prompt settlement of a future which seemed hopeless. Mean- 
while Minna found an opportunity for exhibiting hez talents 
8a3 8 housewife. Liszt had already fallen back into his old 
current of life，and even his own daughter，Blandine，could 
only manage to get a word with him in his carriage, as he drove 
from one visit to another.， Nevertheless，impelled by his good- 
nes8 of heart，he found time once to accept an invitation to 
“beef-steaks at my house。 He even managed to spare me 8 
whole evening，for which he kindly placed himself at my dis- 
posal for the settlement of my small oblligations。 JI the 
presence of a few friends，who had remained true after the 
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recent days of trouble, he played the piano to us on thbis oceasion， 
during which a curious coincidence occurred.。 The day before 
poor Iausig had flled up a spare houz by playing Liszt's 
“下 antalsie "on the name of Bach,l and now when Liazt chanced 
to play us tbe same piece, he literally collapsed with amazement 
before this wonderful prodigy of a man， 

Another day we met for lunch at Gounod's，when we had a 
very dull time，which was only enlivened by poor Baudelaire， 
who indulged in the most outrageous witticisms. This man， 
ci016 de dettes,，88 he told me，and daily compelled to adopt 
the most extravagant methodqs for 8 bare subsistence，had re- 
peatedljy approached me with adventurous schemes for the 
exploitation of my notorious fasco， 工 could not on any account 
consent to adopt any of these， and was glad to fnd this really 
capable man safe Under the eagle-wing of Liszt's“ascendency.? 
Liszt took him everywhere where there was 8 possibility of a 
fortune being found. Whether this heljped him into anything 
or not， 工 never knew， 工 only heard that he died a short time 
afterwards，certainly not from an excess of good fortune. 

In addition to this festive morning，I 工 met Liszt again at 8 
dinner at the Austrian embassy，on which occasion he once 
more showed his kindly sympathy by playing several passages 
from my Zojpengri on the piano to Princess Metternich。 He 
was 8lso summoned to a dinner at the Tuileries, to which，how- 
eyer，it 双 88 not thought necessary to invite me to accompany 
him.。 With regard to this he related a conversation，which was 
very much to the point，with tbhe 卫 mperor Napoleon about the 
episode of my Tazrmhaacser performances in Paris，the upshot 
of which appears to have been that 工 was not in my right place 
at the Grand Opera 也 ouse. Whether Liszt ever discussed 
these matters with Lamartine do not know， 工 only heard 
that Imy old friend several times addressed him，to try and 
arrange & meeting with him，for which I 工 was very anxious。. 
Tausig，who at frst had taken refuge chiefy with me fell back 
later into his natural dependence npon his master，8o hbat 训 
the end he quite vanished from my sight when he went with 
Liszt to visit Mme. Street in Brussels.

了 DITOR， 
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I was now longing to leave Paris。 工 had fortunately managed 
to get rid of my house in the Rue dAumale by sub-letting it， 
8 transaction in whbich 工 was helped by a present of a hundred 
francs to the concierge，and was nowW merely waiting for news 
from my protectors。 As 工 dld not wish to press hbem，mmy 
situation became most painfully prolonged，though it was not 
altogether devoid of pleasant but tantallising incidents。 下 or 
instance, 工 bad won the special favour of Mlle. 卫 berty，Meyer- 
beer's elderly niece。 She had been an almost rabid partisan 
of my cause during the painful episode of the Taz7jatuser 
performances，and now seemed earnestljy desirous of doing 
something to brighten my cheerless situation。 With this object 
she arranged a really charming dinner in 8 first-class restaurant 
in the Bois de Boulogne, to which we and 玉 ietz，of whom we 
were not yet rid，were invited，and which took place in lovely 
spring weather. The Flaxland family also，with whom I had 
had some differences over the publication of Tazwmijaaser，noW 
exerted themselves in every possible way to show me kind- 
ness，but 工 could only wish that they had had no reason for 
doing 8o. 

It was now settled thbat we must at all costs leave Paris soon。 
It was proposed that Minna should resume her treatment at 
the Soden baths and also revisit her old friends in Dresden， 
while 工 was to wait until it was time for me to return to Vienna 
for the preliminary studqy of my T7tstan。 We decided to deposit 
all our household belongings，well packed，with a forwarding- 
agent 记 了 aris， While thus occupied with thoughte of our 
painfuljly delayed departure，we also discussed the di 伍 culty 
of trzansporting ouT little dog ips by rail. One day，the 
22nd of June，my wife returned from a wak，bringing the 
animal back with her，in some mysterious way dangerously 1i]. 
According to Minna's account，we could only thbink that the 
dog had swajllowed some virulent poison spread in the street. 
His condition was pitiable。 Though he showed no marks of 
outward injury，yet his breathing wa8s 80 convulsive that we 
thought his lungs must be seriously damaged. In his first 
frantie pangs he had bitten Minna violently in the mouth，8so 
that 工 had sent for a doctor immediateljy，who，however，8oon 
relieved our fears that she had been bitten by a mad dog. 
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But we could get no relief for the poor animal， He lay quietly 
curled up，and hisg breathing grew steadily shorter and more 
Violent.。 Towards eleven o'clock at night he seemed to have 
fallen asleep under Minna;s bed, but when I drew him out he was 
dead。 The effect of this melancholy event upon Minna and 
Imyself was never expressed in words. In our childless life 
together the infuence of domestic pets had been very important. 
The sudden death of this lively and lovable animal acted as the 
fnal rift in a union which had long become impossible， 上 or 
the moment 工 hbad no more urgent care hban to rescue the body 
from the usual fate of dead dogs in Paris, that of being fung out 
into the street for the scavengers to carTy o 任 in the morning、. 
My friend Stiirmer had a smajll garden behind higs house in the 
Rue de la Tour des Dames，where 工 wished to bury Fips the 
next day。 But it cost me 8 rare expenditure of persuasion 
to induce the absent owner's housekeeper to give me permission 
to do so。 At last，however，with the help of the concierge of 
our house, 工 dug a small grave，8s deep 8s possiblje，among the 
bushes of the garden，for the reception of our poor jittle pet- 
When the sad ceremony was completed， 工 covered up thbe grave 
with the utmost care and tried to make the spot as indistinguish- 
able as possible, as 工 had a suspicion that Herr Stiirmer might 
object to harbouring the dog's body，and have it removed，8a 
Imjisfortune which 工 strove to prevent。 

At last Count 再 atzfeld announced in the kindliest possible 
Ianner that some friends of my art，who wished to remain 
Unknown，sympathising with my unmerited condition，had 
united to offer me the means of relieving my burdensome 
position。 工 considered it fitting to express my thanks for this 
happy consummation only to my patroness, Princess Metternlch， 
and now set about making arrangements for the fnal dissolution 
of my Paris establishment. My first care，after concluding al 
these necessary labours，was to see hbat Minna set out at once 
for Germany to begin her treatment; while，as for myself， 工 
had no better object there for the present than to pay 8& visit 
to Liszt in Weimar，where in August a German-music festival 
wa8 to be celebrated with farewell performances of Liszt's 
compositlons。 Moreover laxland，who had now taken courage 
to 18sUe my other operas in French,， wished to retain me in Paris 
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until，in collaboration with Truinet， 工 had completed the 
translation of the 有 peqenider 万 ol1irader， 下 or this work 工 
needed several weeks，which it was impossible for me to spend 
In OUF apartmente，now entirely stripped of furniture。 Count 
Pourtales，hearing of this，invited me to take up my abode for 
thbis perlod in tbhe Prussian embassy, a remarkable and indeed in 
its way Unprecedented acet of kindness which 工 accepted with 
8 gratitude full of foreboding. On the 12th of July 工 seaw 
Minna of 他 to Soden，and the same day went to reside at the 
embassy， where they assigned me 8 pleasant jittle Toom 
looking out upon the garden，with a view of thbe Tuileries in 
the distance。 In a pool in the garden there were two black 
swWans，to whbich，in a dreamy sort of way， 工 felt strangely 
attracted. When young 互 atzfeld looked me up in my room， 
to make inquiries about Iy needs in the name of my wel]- 
wishers，a strong emotion overwhelmed me for the first time in 
many years，and 工 felt a profound sense of well-being ip the 
midst of a condqition of complete impecuniosity and detachment 
from everything usually conslidered as DecessaTy for permanent 
exXlstence. 

工 asked permission to have my 玉 rard brought to my room 
for the period of my stay，as it had not been packed away with 
the rest of my furniture, whereupon 8 handsome room Was given 
Up to me on the first foor。 也 ere 工 worked every morning at the 
tran8lation of my 1seqender 瓦 order， and also composed two 
Imusical album pieces，one of which，intended for Princess 
Metternich，contained a pretty theme whichb had long Hoated 
in my mindq, and was afterwards published，whijle a similar one， 
for Erau Pourtalass，got somehow mislaid. 

My intercourse with the family of my friend and host had 
not only a soothing infuence upon my spirit but also flled me 
with calm content. We dined together daily，and the middqay 
me8l often developed into the well-known “diplomatic dinner. 
II here made acquaintance with the former Prussian minister， 
Bethmann-Hollweg，the father of Countess Pourtalas，with 
whom 工 disecussed in detail my ideas respecting the relationgs 
between art and the state.。 When at last 工 bad succeeded in 
making them clear to the minister，our conversation closed 
with the fatal assertion that such an understanding with the 
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supreme head of the state would always remain an impossi- 
bility，seeing that in his eyes art beljonged merely to the 
realm of amusement. 

In addition to Count 互 atzfeld, the two other attach6s, Prince 
Reuss and Count Donho 任 ，often shared these domestic gather- 
ings。 The former seemed to be the politician of the company， 
and Was particularly commended to Ime on account of thbe great 
and able efforts he had made on my behalf at the Imperial Court; 
while the latter simply appealed to me by his looks and by his 
attractive and open-hearted friendliness。 也 ere，too， 工 wa88 
again frequently brought into social contact with Prince and 
Princess Metternich, but 工 could not help noticing that a certain 
embarrassment Iarked ouTr demeanour.， Owing to her en- 
ergetic complicity in the fate of TarnyjhiaLser，Princess Pauline 
had not onljy been subjected to the coarsest handling by the 
press，but had also suffered the most ungallant and i-natured 
treatment at the hands of socalled higher society. 了 er hus- 
band seems to have borne all this very well, though doubtless he 
experienced many & bitter moment. 工 was di 值 cult for me 
now to Understand what compensation the Princess could have 
found in a genuine sympathy for my art for al she had been 
obliged to endure. 

Ihus 工 frequently spent the evenings in familiar intercourse 
with my amiable hoste，and was even seduced into trying to 
jinstruct them about Schopenhauer. On one occasion a larger 
evening 88sembly jled to almost intoxlcating excitement. 
Selections from several of my works were vivaciously played in 
a circle of friends all very much prepossessed in my favour. 
Saint-Sasns took the piano，and 工 had tbe unusual experience 
of hearing the final scene of 7solde rendered by thbhe Neapolitan 
Princess Campo-Reale， who，to thbat excellent Imusician'8 
accompaniment，sang it with a beautiful German accent and 
an astounding faithfuljness of intonatlon. 

工 tbhus passed three weeks in peace and quiet. Meanwhile， 
Count Pourtalss had procured me 8 superior Prussian minis- 
terial passport for my projected vilsit to Germany, his attempt to 
get me 8 Saxon passport having failed，owing to the nervousnes8 
of Herr von Seebach. 

TIhis time，before taking leave of Paris 一 for ever，88 工 SUup- 
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pbosed 一 工 felt impelled to bid an intimate farewejll to the few 
French friends who had stood by me loyally in the di 伍 culties 
工 had overcome.， We met at a caf6 in Rue 工 afitte -一 Gasp6rini， 
Champfeury, Truinet and 工 一 and talked until late in the night 
When 工 was about to start on my homeward way to the 上 au- 
bourg St Germain，Champfleury，whbo lived on the heights of 
Montmartre，declared that he must take Ime home，because we 
did not know whether we should ever see each other again。 
I enjoyed the exquisite effect of the bright moonlight on the 
deserted 了 Paris streets ; only the huge business firms，whose 
premises extend to the uppermost foors，seemed to have turned 
night into day in a picturesque fashion, particularly tbhose houses 
which have been pressed into the service of trade in the Rue 
Richelieu. Champfeury smoked his short pipe and discussed 
with me the prospeets of Erench politics。 也 is father was，he 
told me，an old Bonapartist of the first water，but had been 
moved to exclaim，a short time before，after reading the papers 
day after day,，' Pourtant，auant de OUT 16 VOLUG702S 1OM 
cutre Cose.” We parted very affectionately at the door of the 
embassy. 

I took leave in equally friendqly fashion of a young Parisgian 
friend，who has not yet been mentioned 一 Gustave Dor6 一 who 
had been sent to me by Ojllivier at the very outset of my Paris 
venture. 了 e had proposed to make a fantastie drawing of me 
in the act of conducting，without，it i8 true，ever realising his 
intention。 工 do not know why，except，perhaps，that 工 did 
not show any partieular inelination for it Dor6 remained 
loyal to me，however，and was one of those who made 8& point 
of demonstrating their friendship just now in their extreme 
indignation at the outrage inflicted on me This extraordinar- 
ily prolifce artist proposed to include the Naipeluwz9em among his 
many suUbjects for illustration，and 工 wished first to make him 
acquainted with my interpretation of this cycle of legends. 
This was undoubtedly difcult，but as he assured me he had 
8 friend well versed in the Germnan language and German 
literature，I _ gave myself the pleasure of presenting him with 
the recently published pianoforte score of 尺 jpeiIgo1d，the text 
of which would give him the clearest idea of the plan on which 
工 had moulded the materiaL 工 thus returned the compliment 
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of his having sent me a copy of his illustrations to Dante,， which 
had just appeared. 

Hull of pleasant and agreeable impresslons，which formed 
tbhe only actual gain of real worth thbat 工 reaped from my Paris 
enterprise， 工 left the generous asylum offered by my Prussian 
friends the frst week in August to go，first，to Soden by way 
of Cologne. Here 工 found Minna in the society of Mathilde 
Schiffner，who seemed to have become indispensable to her as 
an ea8y victim for her tyranny。 工 spent two extremely painfu] 
days. there in trying to make the poor woman Understand that 
she was to establish herseljf at Dresden (where 工 was not at 
present alowed to stay)，while 工 looked about me in Germany 
一 in Vienna frst 一 for a new centre of operations.， She 
glanced at her friend with peculiar satisfaction on hearing my 
proposal and my promise to remember， under any circumstances， 
to provide her with three thousand marks a year. TIhis bargain 
set the standard of my relation to her for the rest of her life. 
She went with me as far as Erankfort，where 工 parted from her 
to go, for the time being, to Weimar 一 the town where Schopen- 
hauer had died a short time before. 


PART IV 
1861-1864 


Ap 8o 工 again crossed Thuringia，passing the Wartburg which， 
whether 工 vislted it or merely saw it in the distance，seemed 
80 strangely bound up with my departures from Germany or 
Imy return thither. 工 reached Weimar at two in the morning， 
and was conducted later in the day to the rooms which Liszt 
had arranged for my use at the Altenburg. Ihey were，as he 
took good eare to inform me，Prmnceess Marie'e rooms. This 
time，hbhowever，there were no women to entertain Us。 了 rincess 
Caroline was already in Rome, and her daughter had married 
Prince Constantin 了 ohenlohe and gone to Vienna.， TIhere 
was onl]y Miss Anderson， 了 Princess Marie;s governess，]left to 
help Liszt entertain his guests. Indeed, I found the Altenburg 
was about to be closed, and thbat Liszt's youthful uncle 卫 duard 
had come from Vienna for this purpose，and also to make an 
inventory of all its contents。 But at the same time there 
relgned an unusual stir of conviviajlity In connection with the 
ASoceiety of Musical Artists，as iszt w8s putting Up 8a consider- 
abje number of musicians himself， frst and foremost among his 
guests being Biilow and Cornelius. 了 very one, including Liszt 
himself，was wearing 8a travelling cap，and thbis strange cholce 
of head-dress seemed to me typical of the lack of ceremony 
attending this rural festival at Weimar. On the top foor 
of the house KEranz Brendel and his wife were installed with 
Some 8plendour,，and a swarm of musicians 8oon fl]led the place， 
among them my old acquaintance Driaisecke and a certaln young 
man called Weisheimer，whom Liszt had once sent to see me 
at Ziirich. Tausig put in an appearance too，but excluded 
himself from most of our free and easy gatherings to carTy on 
8 love-affair with a young lady. Liszt gave me Emilie Genast 
83 8& coOmpanion on one or two short excursion8s，an 8IT8ngement 
with which 工 found no fault，as she was witty and very intelli- 
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gent 工 made the acquaintance of Damrosch too, a violinist and 
a muUsliclan. Tt wa8 8 great pleasure to see my old friend Al- 
wine rommann，who had come in splte of her somewhat 
strained relationsg with Liszt; and when Blandine and Ollivier 
arrived from 了 Paris and became my nelghbours on the Altenburg， 
the day8 Which were lively before to begin with，now became 
boisterously merry。 Biilow，who had been chosen to conducet 
Liszt's Katust Symphony，seemed to me the wildest of al 五 is 
activity WwWa8 extraordinary.。 了 He had learned the entire score 
by heart，and gave Us an Unusualy precise，intelligent，and 
spirited performance with an orchestra composed of anything 
but the pick of German players. After this symphony the 
Promme 胡 es musice had the greatest success，while 工 was parti- 
cularly affected by Emilie Genast's singing of a song-cycle， 
composed by Biilow，called Dase 了 有 ntfsagerkde. 工 here was jlittle 
else that was enjoyable at the festival concert with the excep- 
tion of a cantata，1Das Grab ?7 Dauserto by Welisheimer，and a 
regular scandal arose in connection with Drisecke's“ German 
March.” 上 or some obscure reason 工 iszt adopted a challenging 
and protecting attitude towards this strange composition， 
written apparently in mockery by a man of great talent in other 
directions。 Liszt insisted on Biilow's conduceting the march， 
and Ultimately 也 ans made a success of it，even doing it by 
heart; but the whole thing ended in the folowing ineredible 
scene._ The jubilant reception of 革 iszt's own works had not 
once induced him to show himself to the audience，but when 
Driaisecke's march，which concluded the programme，was at 
last rejected by the audience in an irresistible wave of il- 
humour，Liszt came into thbe stage-box and，astretching out hils 
hands， elapped vigorously and shouted “了 Bravos.” A real 
battle set in between Liszt，whose face was red with anger， 
and the audience. Blandine，who was sitting Dext to me，was， 
]ike me，beside herself at this outrageousl]y provocative be- 
haviour on the part of her father，and it was a long time before 
we coud compose ourselves after the incident. 工 here was 
jittle in the way of explanation to be got out of Liszt We only 
heard him refer a few times，in terms of furious contempt，to 
the audience for whom the march was far and away too good. 
工 heard from another quarter that this was 8 form of revenge 
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on the regular Weimar publiec，but it was a strange Way of 
wreaking itb 88 they were not represented on this occasion. 
Liszt thbought it was &a good opportunity to avenge Cornelius， 
whose opera 了 The Barper of Baydad had been hissed by the 
Weimar publie when Liszt had condueted it in person 80me 
time previousl]y. 了 Besides this, 工 could of course see that Liszt 
had muceh to bear in other directions。 He admitted to me 
that he had been trying to induce the Grand Duke of Weimar 
to show me 8ome particular mark of distinction。 He frst 
wanted him to invite me，with himself，to dine at court，but as 
the Duke had qualms about entertaining a person who was 
still exiled from the kingdom of Saxony as 8 political refugee， 
Liszt thought he could at least get me the Order of the White 
上 alcon。 Ihis too was refused him，and as his exertions at 
court had been so fruitless, he was bent on making the townsmen 
of the Residencey do their part in celebrating my presence。 人 
torchlight procession was accordingly arranged，but when 工 
heard of it 工 took all possible pains to thwart the plan 一 and 
succeeded. 了 But 工 was not to get o 企 without any ovation at 
al One afternoon Jstfzrajh Gille of Jena and six students 
grouped themselves under my window，and sang 8 nice little 
choral society song，for which attention 工 thankedq them moat 
warmly.。 A contrast to thig was presented by the great ban- 
quet attended by al the musical artists。 工 sat between Blan- 
dine and Olivier，and the feast developed into a really hearty 
ovation for the composer of TarzjibaLser and 也 opengmi7，wWhom 
they now“ welcomed back to Germany after he had won their 
love and esteem during his banishment.” 工 iszt'8 8peech was 
short but vigorous，and 工 had to respond in greater detail to 
another 8peaker. Very pleasant were the select gatherings 
which on several occasions met round Iiszt's own dinner-table， 
and 工 tbought of the absent hostess of Altenburg at one of them. 
Once we had our meal in the gardem and 工 had the pleasure of 
seeing my good friend Alwine Frommann there conversing 
intelligently with Olivier，as a reconciliation with Iiszt had 
taken place. 

工 he day for parting was drawing nearz for us all，after a week 
of very varied and exciting experiences。 A happy chance 
enabled me to make the greater part of my prearranged journey 
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to Vienna in the company of Blandqine and Olivier，who had 
decided to _ visit Cosima at Reichenhall，where she was staying 
for aoeure.” As we were al saying good-bye to Liszt on the 
Trailway platform，we tbhought of Biilow，who had distinguished 
himself so remarkably in the past few days. 了 e had started a 
day in advance，and we exhausted ourselves ip singing his 
praises, though 工 added withb jesting familiarity,“ 工 here was no 
necessity for him to marry Cosima.” And Liazt added,，bowing 
slightly，“ 工 hat was 8 luxury.… 

We travellers 一 Blandine and 工 that is 一 soon fell into a 
frivolous mood which was much intensified by Ollivier's query， 
repeated after each burst of laughter，“@U est-ce 9 dat8 
He had to submit good-humouredly to ourz continuous joking 训 
German, though we always responded in French to his frequent 
demands for lozazqze or Jambom cr ， which seemed to form the 
staple of his diet. It was long after midnight when we reached 
Nuremberg, where we were obliged to halt for the night。 We got 
Ourselves conveyed to an inn by dint of much effort，and were 
kept waiting there some time before the door opened.。 A fat 
and elderly innkeeper acceded to our entreaties to give Us 
To00ms，]late as lt w&s，but to accomplish this he foundq it neces- 
88T7y 一 after much anxious reflection 一 to leave us in the hall 
for a good long time while he vanished down a back passage. 
There he stood outside a bedroom door，and we heard him 
calling “Margarethe ” ipE bashful and frienqly tones.。 也 e 
repeated the name 8several times with the information that 
visitors had arrived，and a woman answered him with oaths. 
After much pressing entreaty on the innkeeper s part Margarethe 
at last appeared，in ?269196，and showed us，afterz variousg 
Imysterious confabulations with the host，the rooms selected for 
us。 The odd part of the incident was that the immoderate 
laughter in which we all hree induljged seemed to be noticed 
neither by the innkeeper nor by his chambermaid. 工 he next 
day we went to see 80me of the sights of the town, last of al the 
Germanisches Museum， which was in such a wretched condition 
at that time as to earn the contempt of my Erench companion 
particularly. The large collection of instruments of torture， 
which included a box studded with nails, flljed Blandine withb 
syInpathetic horror. 
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We reached Munich that evening，and inspected it the next 
day (after fontque and ham had again been obtained ) with great 
satisfaction，particularly on the part of Ollivier，who thought 
that the “antique ” style in which 久 ing Ludwig 工 had had the 
museums built contrasted most favourably with the buildings 
with which，much to his indignation，it had pleased Louis 
Napoleon to fl Paris。 工 here ran across an old acquaintance， 
young 了 ormmstein，whom 工 introduced to my friends as“the 
baron.” His comical fgure and clumsy behaviour gave them 
food for mirth，which degenerated into 8a positive orgy of 
Ierriment when“the baron ”thought it necessary，before we 
started on our night journey to Reichenhall，to take us to a 
Baxer-Braxerez 8ome distance away，80 名 at we 8hould see thbat 
side of Munich life. It was pitch dark and there was no light 
provided，except a stump of a candle to light“the baron，”who 
had to go down himself to fetch the beer from the cellar.， TIhe 
beer certainly tasted partieularly good,， and 瓦 ornstein repeated 
his descent into the cellar several times. When，being obliged 
to hurry，we set o 企 on our perilous journey across fieldqs and 
ditches to the station，we found that the Unwonted refreshment 
had somewhat dazed us. Blandine fel fast asleep as soon as 
she got into the carriage，only waking at daybreak when we 
arTived at 了 且 eichenhall Here Cosima met Us，and took us to 
thbe rooms that had been prepared for us. 

We were first of all rejoiced to fnd Cosima's state of health 
much less alarming thban we 一 工 in particular 一 had known it 
to be before. She had been ordered a sour-milk cure，and we 
went to look on the next moring when she took her wajlk to the 
institution。 (Coslmma appeared to lay less stress on the actual 
milk-drinking，however，thban on the walks and the sojourn in 
the splendid, bracing, mountain air. Olivier and 工 were gener- 
8lly excludeq from the merriiment which here too immedqiately 
set in，88 the two 8isters，to secure Imore Privacy for their talks 
一 they laughed so incessantly thbat they could be heard a long 
way o 企 一 usually shut themselves away from us in their bed- 
rooms，and almost my only resource w8s to converse in rench 
with my political friend.， 工 succeeded in gaining admission to 
the sisters once or twice，to announce to them amongst other 
things my intention of adopting them，as their father took no 
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more notice of them 一 & proposition received with more mirth 
thban confdence。 工 once deplored Cosima'8 wild ways to 
Blandine，who seemed unable to Understand me，until she had 
persuaded herself that 工 meant 如 mtdat6 Gd sayCIe by my 
expression. After a few days 工 had really to think of continu- 
ing my journey，which had been so pleasantly interrupted. 工 
said good-bye in the hal， and caught a glimpse of almoast timid 
inquiry from Cosima-。 

工 first drove down the valley to Salzburg in a one-hbhorse 
carTiage.。 On the Austrian frontier 工 had an adventure with the 
custom-house。 iszt had_ given me at Weimar aa box of the 
most costjy clgars -一 & present to him from Baron Sina。 As 工 
knew from my visit to Venice what ineredible formalities make 
it exceedingly di 人 鱼 cult to introduce these articjes into Austria， 
I hit upon the plan of hiding the cigars singly among my dirty 
linen and in the pockets of my clothes。 The o 伍 cer，who was an 
olq soldier，seemed to be prepared for precautionary measUurTes 
of this sort, and drew forth the corpora delcta skilfully from al 
the folds of my little trunk。 工 tried to bribe him with a tip， 
which he actually accepted，and 工 was all the more indignant 
when,， in spite of this，he denounced me to the authorities。 工 
was made to pay 8a heavy fne，but received permission to buy 
back the eigars. TIhis 工 furiously declined to do. With the 
receipt of the fne 工 bad paid，however， 工 was also given back 
the Prussian thaler which the old soldier had quietly tucked 
&Way before，and when 工 got into my carTriage to continue the 
Journey 工 saw the same o 鱼 cer sitting placidljy before his beer 
and bread and cheese. He bowed very politeljy, and 工 offered to 
give him hise thaler back，but hbis time he refused it 工 have 
often been angry with myself since for not asking the man'8 
name，8a8 clung to the notion thbat he must be 8& particularly 
faithful servant, in which capacity 工 should like to have engaged 
him myself jater on. 

I touched at Salzburg，arriving soaked through by foods of 
rain，and spent the night thbere，and on the folowing day at 
last reached my place of destination 一 Vienna。 工 proposed to 
accept the hospitality of 玉 olatschek，with whom 工 had been 
friendly in Switzerland. He had long since been granted an 
amnesty by Auastria，and had，on Imy last visit to Vienna， 
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called on me and offered me the use of his bouse, to avoid the 
Unpleasantness of an inn，in the event of my returning for 8a 
longer stay.。 下 or reasong of economy alone -一 and these at 
the time were very Urgent 一 工 had willingly accepted this offer， 
and now drove direct with my hand luggage to the house de- 
scribed. To my suUrprise 工 at once discovered that 工 was in 
an exceedingly remote suburb，Ppractically cut o 企 from Vienna 
itself.， 工 he house was quite deserted, 及 olatschek and his family 
having gone to a 8ummer resort at Hiitteldorf. With some 
di 全 culty 工 unearthed an old servant，who seemed to think 
she had been warned of my arrival by her master. She showed 
me 8 Small room in which 工 could sleep 过 工 liked，but was 
apparently Unable to provide either linen or service of any 
kind。 Greatly discomfited by this disappointment, 工 frst drove 
bacek into town to wait for Kolatechek at a certain caf6 训 
Stephan'e Platz，which，according to the servant，he was likely 
to visit at a particular time。 工 had been sitting there 8 good 
while，making repeated inquiries for the man 工 exzpected to 
8ee，when suddenly 工 saw Standhbartner come in。 瓦 is extreme 
sUrprise at fnding me there was intensified，as he told me，by 
the fact that he had never in his life entered this caf6。 It had 
been quite a special coincidence that had brought him there on 
that day and at that time。， On being made aware of my situ- 
ation he at once became furious at the ldea of my living in 
the most deserted part of Vienna when 工 had such pressing 
business in the city，and promptly offered me his own house for 
temporary quarterese，8a8 he and al his family would be away 
for six weeks。 A pretty niece，who, with her mother and sister， 
lived in the same house，was to see ta all my wante，including 
breakfast，etc.，and 工 should be able to make use of the whole 
place with the greatest freedom. He took me triumphantly 
home with him at once to 8& deserted qdwelling，as the family 
had already gone to their summer resorxrt at Salzburg。 工 let 
及 olatschek know，had my luggage brought in，and for a few 
days had the pleasure of Standhartner'8 soeiety and easy hos- 
pitality。 工 realised，however，from information given me by 
Iy friend, that my path was beset with new di 值 cujlties。 The 
rehearsals for Tristamn ?7G 7so1de，which had been planned in 
the spring to take place about this time ( 工 had arrived in Vienna 
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on 14th August)，had been postponed indefinitely as Ander， 
the tenor，had sent word that he had injured his voice。 On 
hearing this I at once concluded that my stay in Vienna would 
be useless; but 工 knew that no one Would be able to suggest 
any other place where I could employ myself profitably. 

My situation was，8as 工 now 8aw plainl]y，quite hopeless，for 
eyery one seemed to have deserted me A few yeare back 工 
might，in 8a similar case, have fattered myself that Liszt would 
be pleased to have me at Welimar during the period of wailting， 
but if 工 returned to Germany ]ust now 工 should only have to 
look on at the dismantling of the house 一 to which 工 have 
already alluded， My chief concern, then，was to find a friendly 
shelter Somewhere。 It was with this sole end in view that 工 
turned to the Grand Duke of Baden，who had shortly before 
greeted me with such kindness and sympathy. 工 wrote him 
8 beseeching letter，urging him to consider my necessitous con- 
dition。 工 pointed out that what 工 wanted，above all，was an 
asylum，however modest，and implored him to provide me 
with one in or neaT 信 arlsruhe，by securing me 8 pension of 
two thousand four hundred marks。 Judge of my surprise om 
recelving 8a reply，not in the Grand Duke's own hand， but only 
signed by him，to the effect thbat if my request were granted， 
it would probably mean that 工 would interfere with the manage- 
ment of the thbheatre，and，88 8 very natural result，discussions 
Would ensue with the director (my old friend 卫 . Devrient，who 
wa8s nowW doing splendidljy). As the Grand Duke would in 
any SUch case feel obliged to aet in the intereste of justice， 
《possibly to my disadvantage， 8a8 he put it，he must，after 
mature consideration， regretfully decline to accede to my 
TeqUest. 

了 Princess Metternich，who had suspected my embarrassment 
on that score also when 工 left Paris，had given me 8 Warm 
recommendation to Count Nako and his family in Vienna， 
referring me with particular emphasis to his wife， Now 工 bad 
made the acquaintance through Standhartner，during the short 
time before he left me， of young Prince Rudolph Liechtenstein 
一 known to bis friends as Rudi. His doctor，with whom he was 
very intimate，had spoken of him to me in the most fattering 
way as being a passionate admirer of my music。 I often met 
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him at meal times at the “了 上 rzherzog 玉 arl after Standhbhartner 
had joined his family，and we planned a visit to Count Nako 
on his estate at Sechwarzau，8some distance away7.。 Ihe ]journey 


was Imade in the most comfortable fashion，partly by rail in . 


the company of the Prince's young wife Ihey introduced me 
to the Nakos at Schwarzau. Ihe Count proved to be a par- 
ticularly handsome man， while his wife was more of a cultured 
gipsy，whose talent for painting was evidenced in striking 
fashion by the gigantic copies of Van Dyck resplendent on the 


Walls。 It was more painful to hear her amuse herself at the 


piano，where she gave faithful renderings of glipsy music，which， 
she said，Liszt failed to do。 Ihe mmusic to Zoheng7i7 seemed 
to have prepossessed them all very much im my favour，and 
thig appreciation Was confirmed by other magnates who were 
visiting there，among them being Count 了 dmund Zichy，whom 
II had known in Venice。 工 was thus able to observe the char- 
acter of unconstrained Hungarian hospitality，without being 
much edifed by the subjects of conversation，and 工 bad soon， 
alasl to face the question as to what 工 was to get from these 
people， 工 was given 8 decent room for the night and on the 
following day took an early opportunity of looking round the 
beautifully kept precincts of the majestice castle，wondering in 
which part of the building there might be found room for me 
in case of a longer visit But my remarks in praise of the size 
of thbe building were met at breakfast with the assurance that 
it really was hardly big enough for the family，as the young 
Countess in particular lived in great style with her suite。 芋 
was 8 cold morming in September，and we spent it out of doors. 
My friend Rudi seemed to be out of humour. 工 felt cold， 
and very 8oon took leave of the great man's board with the 
consciousness of having rarely found myself in the company 
of such nice people without discovering the smallest subject 
in common。 工 his consceliousness grew into 8& positive feeling 
of disgust when 工 was dqriving with several of the cavya1rem to 
the station at M6dling，for 工 was reduced to absolute silence 
during the hour's drive, as they had literally only the one topie 
of conversation，by that time so terribly famijliar to mel 一 
Damely horses. 

got out at Midling to oall on Ander the tenor，having 
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invited mysejlf for that day with the intention of going through 
77tslazt。 It was still very early on a bright morning，and the 
day was gradually growing warmer。 工 decided to take a walk 
in the lovely Briihl before looking up Ander. There 工 ordered 
a lunch in the garden of the beautifully situated inn，and en- 
joyed an extremely refreshing hour of complete solitude。 The 
wild birds had already ceased singing，but 工 shared my meal 
with an army of sparrows，which assumed alarming proportions. 
As II fed them withb bread-crumbs,， they finally became so tame 
that they settled in swarms on the table in front of me to seize 
their booty。 工 was Teminded of the morning ip the tavern 
with the landlord 瑟 omo ip Montmorency. 也 ere again，after 
shedding many a tear, 工 laughed aloud，and set o 任 to Ander's 
summer resldence。 Unfortunately his condition confrmed the 
statement that the injury to his voice was not mereljy an excuse ; 
but ip any case 工 seoon saw that this helpless person could 
never Under any circumstances be equal to the task of playing 
Tristan，demi-god as8 he was，in Vienna。 All the same 工 
did my best，as 工 was there, to show him the whole of Trizstan 
in Imy own interpretation of the part (which always excited 
me very much)，after which he declared that it might have 
been written for him。 工 had arranged for Tausig and Oornelius， 
whom I had again met in Vienna, to come out to Ander's house 
thbat day， and I returned with them in the evening. 

工 spent a good deal of time with these two, who were sincerely 
concerned about me and did their best to cheer me Tausig, it 
is true，w8a8 rather more reserved，a8 he had aspirations in high 
quarters at that time. But he，too，accepted Erau Dustmann'8 
invitations to the three of us. She was then at 再 ietzing for 
the sUrmmer，and there dinnere were given more thban once， and 
8lso 8 few vocal rehearsals for Isolde, for which part her volce 
seeIned to possess some of the spiritual susceptibility reqUlred. 
There，too， 工 read through the poem of TY7tstam again，8still 
thbinking the prospect of ites performance possiblje with the 
exercise of patience and enthusiasm.。 or the present patience 
was the quality most needed;j certainly nothing was to be 
obtained by enthusiasm。 Ander's voice 8stil failed him and 
did not improve，and no doctor was prepared to fz a limit to 
his malady. 
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I got through the time as best I could, and hit upon the ldea 
of translating back into German the new scene to 了 azizij0?zLSe7， 
written to a rench text for the performance in Paris. Cornelius 
had first to copy it from the original score for me 8&s this was 
ip a very defective condition。 工 accepted his copy without in- 
quiring further about the original left in hie hands，and we 
shall see the result of thlis later on. 

A musician named Winterberger 8also joined our party。 He 
Was 8n old acquaintance， and 工 found him in a position 工 much 
envied。 Countess Banfy，an old friend of 工 iszt)8，had taken 
him into her very pleasant house at 了 ietzing，and he was thus 
in excellent quarters, living at ease, and with nothing to trouble 
about，as the kind lady thought it her duty to keep this fellow 
一 in other respects so undeserving 一 Supplied with everything. 
Through him 工 again had news of 玉 arl Ritterz，aad was told 
that he was now at Naples，where he lived in the house of a 
piano-maker，whose children he had to teach in return for 
board and lodging. It seems that Winterberger，after running 
through everything，hbad on the strength of some of 工 iszt's in- 
troductions started of to seek his fortune in Hungary。 But 
things did not fall out to his satisfaction，and he was now 
enjoying compensation in the house of the worthy Countess. 
Imet an excellent harpist there 一 8lso one of the family 一 
KFraiulein Mossner。 By the Countess's orders she was made to 
betake herself and her barp to the garden，whbere，either at 
or with her harp，she had a most pert air and lookedq quite 
delightfulj，so that 工 gained an impression which lingered pleas- 
antly in my mind.。 Unfortunately 工 became involved in & 
quarrel with the young lady because 工 would not compose 8 
solo for her instrument. 上 rom the time when 工 definitely re- 
fused to humour her ambitions she took no more notice of me. 

Ihe poet 瑟 ebbel must be mentioned among the special ac- 
quaintances 工 made In Vienna during this di 值 cult epoch. As 
it seemed not unlikely that 工 should have to make Vienna 
the scene of my labours for some time, 工 thought it qesirable to 
become better acquainted with the 1literary celebrities living 
thbere， 工 prepared myself for meeting 了 ebbel by taking con- 
siderable troubjle to read his dramatie pieces beforehand，dqoing 
Iy best to think that they were good and that a closer acquaint- 
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ance With the author was desirablje。 工 was not to be deterred 
from my purpose by my consciousness of the great weakness 
of his poems，&lthough 工 realliged the unnaturalness of his con- 
ceptions and the invariably affected and frequently vulgar form 
of expression。 工 only visited him once，and did not have 
a partieularly long talk with him even thben。 工 did not fnd any 
expression in the poet's personajlity of the eccentric force which 
threatens to explode in the fgures of his dramas。 When 工 
heardqd, some years later, that 也 ebbel had died of softening of the 
bones， 工 understood why he had affected me so Unpleasantly. 
He talked about the theatrical world in Vienna with the air of 
an amateur who feels himself neglected but continues to work 
in &a businesslike fashion。 工 felt no partieular desire to repeat 
my visit eepecially after his return call in my absence，when he 
left a card announcing himself as “ 瓦 ebbel, cheval1ter de Pluszeu7s 
07G7e81/ ) 

My old friend Heinrich Laube had now long been establishedq 
as director of the Royal and Imperial Court Theatre。 了 e had 
felt it his duty on my previous visit to Vienna to introduce me 
to the literary celebrities，among whom，being of a practical 
turn，he counted chiefty journaliste and critics。 五 e invited 
Dr. Hanslick to a big dinner-party，thinking I should be par- 
ticeuarly interested in meeting him，and was surprised that 工 
had not a word to 88y to him。 The conclusiong Laube drew 
from this led him to prophesy that 工 should fnd it hard to get 
on in Vienna it 工 realljy hoped to make it the sphere of my 
artistic jabours。 On my return this time he welcomed me 
simply as an old friend，and begged me to dine with him as 
often as8 工 cared to come。 也 e was 8 passionate sportsman，8and 
Was abjle to provide the luxury of fresh game for his table。， 工 
did not avail myself very often of this invitation，however， 
88 the conversation，which was inspired solely by the dull busi- 
Dess Toutine of the stage，did not attract me。 After dinner a 
few actors and literary men would come in for coffee and cigars， 
sitting at 8 large table where 工 aube's wife generally held her 
court，while Laube himself enjoyed his rest and his cigar in 
8llence。 rau aube bad consented to become 71eatre Dryzectrice 
sojely to please her husband，and now thought herself oblizged 
to make long and careful 8peeches about things of which she 
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had no undqerstanding whatever. The only pleasure 工 had was 
in renewed glimpses of the good-nature which 工 had admlred 
in her of old; for instance，when none of the company dared 
to oppose her，and 工 intervened with some frank eriticism， 
she Usually accepted it with unreserved merriment.。 To her 
and her husband 工 probably seemed a good-natured sort of fool 
and _ nothing more，for my conversation was generally in & 
joking strain，as 工 was utterly indifferent to their earnestness。 
JIn fact，when 工 gave Imy concerte in Vienna later on，Frau 
Laube remarked with the most friendqly air of surprise that 工 
was quite 8a good conductor，contrary to what she had expected 
after reading some newspaper report or other. 

For one tbing，Laube's practical knowledge was not Without 
importance，88 he could tel me all about the character of the 
chief inspectors of the Royal and Imperial Court Theatre。 芋 
now transpired that the Imperial Counceillor，von 了 全 aymond， 
Was 8 most Important personage，8and the aged Count Lanckor- 
onski，the Lord 责 igh Marshall]，who in other respects wa8 
extremely tenacious of his authority，could not trust himself to 
come to any decision in matters of fnance without consujting 
this exceedingly competent man。 

Raymond himself，whom 工 soon got to know and regard as 
8& model of jignorance，took fright and felt bound to withholdq 
his consent to my performance of T7*staf，mainly on account 
of the Vienna paperse，which always ran me down and scoffed at 
Iy proposal. Offcialjly 工 was referred to the actual manager 
of thbe Opera，Herr Salvi，who had formerly been the singing- 
Iaster of a lady-in-waiting to the Grand Duchess Sophia。 He 
Was an absolutely incapable and ijgnorant man，who was obliged 
to pretend in front of me that，according to the command of 
thbe supreme authorities，nothing lay so near his heart as the 
furtherance of the performance of Tstam。 Accordingly he 
tried by perpetual expressions of zeal and goodwill to conceal 
the increasing spirit of doubt and heslitation with which even 
the sta 仓 was imbued. 

I found out the state of affalirs one dqay when a company of 
our 8ingers was8 invited with me to the country house of a 
certain 了 err Dumba，who was introduced to me 88 8 most 
enthusiastice well-wisher。 了 err Ander had taken the score of 
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Tstau with him，as 过 to show that he could not part with 让 
for a single day. rau Dustmann grew very angry about it， 
and accused Ander of trying to impose upon me by playing the 
hypocrite;j for he knew as well as any one else that he would 
never 8ing thbat part，and that the management was only await- 
ing & chance of preventing the performance of 77tstam in so0me 
way or other，and then laying the blame on her shoulders. 
Sajlvi tried most zealously to interfere in these extremely awk- 
ward revelations.。 He recommended me to choose the tenor 
Walter，and as 工 objected on the ground of my antipathy to 
the man，he next referred me to certain forelgn singers Whom 
he was quite ready to approach. 

As a matter of fact，we tried a few outslide players of wbhom 
the most promising was 8 certain Signor Morini，and 工 really 
felt so depressed and so desirous of furthering my work at any 
price that 工 attended a performance of Zuwzta by Donizetti with 
my friend Cornejlius to see if 工 could extract from him a favour- 
able judgment of the singer. Cornelius，who was apparently 
absorbed in listening，whilst 工 attentively watched him，sud- 
denly started up in a passion and exclaimed,， “也 orribljel hor- 
rible! ” which made us both laugh so heartily that we soon jleft 
the theatre in quite a cheerful frame of mind. 

At last 工 carried on my negotiations with the conductor 
Heinrich 了 sser alone, as he was apparently the only honest man 
in the management. Although he found T7lsta very di 值 cujlt， 
yet he worked at it with great earnestness，3nd never Tealy 
gave Up the hope of making a performance possible, if only 工 
would accept Walter as the tenor; but, in splte of my persistent 
refusal to make use of such heljp，we always remained good 
friends。 As he，1like myself，was aa keen walker，we often 
explored the neighbourhood of Vienna，and our conversations 
during these expeditions were enthuslastie on my part and 
thoroughly honest and serious on his. 

Whilst tbhese Tsta mattere were running their weary 
course like a chronic disease，whose outcome it ls impossibje 
to foresee，Standhartner returned at the end of September with 
hisg family. Consequently the next thing 工 had to do was to 
]ook out for 8 residence，which 工 chose in the 瑟 0tel 了 aiserin 
了 lizabeth. 
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Through my cordial intercourse with the family of this friend 
工 became quite intimate not only with his wife，but also with 
her three songs and & daughter by her first marriage，3and a 
younger daughter by the second marriage with Standhartner. 
On looking back upon my former residence in my friend's house， 
I_ greatly missed he presence and kindly care bestowed upon 
me by his niece Seraphine，whom 工 bave already mentioned， 
a8 Well as her untiring thoughttulness and pleasant，amusing 
companionship。 On account of her natty fgure and hair care- 
fully curled Q /enjfant, 工 had given her the name of The Doll. 
Now 工 had to look after myself in the dull room of the hotel， 
and the expense of my living increased considerably。 工 re- 
member at that time that 工 had only received twenty-fve or 
thirty louis dor for Tonzjiuser from Brunswick， On the 
other hand，Minna sent me from Dresden 8 few leaves of the 
silver-spangled wreath presented by some of her friends as 8 
soUvenir of her silver wedding-day，which she had celebrated 
on the 24th of November。 工 could hardljy wonder that there 
WwWa8 Dn0 lack of bitter reproach on her part when sending me 
this gift;j however， 工 tried to inspire her with the hope of 
having a golden wedding. 下 or the present，seeing that 工 wa 
staying without any object in an expensive Viennese hotel， 工 
did my utmost to secure 8a chance of performing TY7*slam。 下 irst 
I turned to Tichatschek in Dresden，but obtained no promise 
from him。 工 then had recourse to Schnorr，with a similar 
result，and 工 waa at jast obliged to acknowledge thbat my affalirs 
were in aa bad way.。 Of this 工 made no secret in Imy oocca- 
sional communications to the Wesendoncks，who，apparently 
to cheer me Up，invited me to meet them in Venice，where 
they were just going for a pleasure trip。 了 eaven knows what 
my intention was 88 工 started o 他 in 8 casual sort of way by 
train，first to Trieste and then by steamer (which did not agree 
with me at all) to Venice，where I again put up in my lttle 
Toom at the 瓦 0tel Danieli. 

My friends，whom 工 found in very Hourishing circumstances， 
seemed to be revelling in the pictures，and fully expected that 
8a participation in their enjoyment would drive away my 
“blues.” They seemed to have no desire to realise my position 
in Vienna。 Indeed，after the ill-sucoess of my Paris Under- 
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taking，entered upon with such glorious anticipations，I had 
learned to recognise among most of my friends a tacitly sub- 
milssive abandonment of all hope for my future success。 

Wesendonck，who always went about armed with huge field- 
glasse8s，and Was ever ready for sight-seeing，only once took me 
with him to see the Academy of Artes，a building which on 
my former visit to Venice 工 hbad only known from the outside. 
In spite of all my indifference, 工 must confess that the “Assump- 
tion of thbe Virgin by Titian exerclsed a most sublime infhuence 
over me，8o that，88 80on 88 工 realised its conception，my old 
powers revived within me，8a8s though by a sudden fash of 
inspiration。 

I_ determined at once on the composition of he Metster- 
81710I67-. 

After a frugal dinner with my old acquaintances Tessarin and 
thbe Wesendoncks，whom 工 invited to the Albergo San Marco， 
and once more exchanging friendly greetings with Luigia，my 
former attendant at the Palazzo Giiustiniani，to the astonish- 
ment of my friends Isuddenly left Venice。 工 had spent four 
dreary days there, and now started by train on my dul journey 
to Vienna，folowing the roundabout overland route。 了 t was 
during this journey that the musie of the MetrsterstIer first 
dawned on my mind， in which 工 still retained the libretto as 工 
had originally conceived it. With the utmost distinctness 工 
at once composed the principal part of the Overture in C major. 

Under the infuence of these last Impressions 工 arrlved in 
Vienna in a very cheerful frame of mind. 工 at once announced 
my return to Cornelius by sending him a small Venetian gon- 
dola，which 工 had bought for him in Venice，and to which 
I added a canzona written with nonsensical Italian words. Ihe 
communication of my plan for the immediate composition of 
the Metrsterstmger made him almost frantie with delight，and 
until my departure from Vienna he remained in a state of 
delirious excitement. 

TI urged my friend to procure me material for mmastering the 
8Ubject of the Metrsterstnger.。 My first idea was to make 8 
thorough study of Grimmy”s controversy on the org of 需 e 
Mersterstnger and the next question was how to get hold of old 
Wagenseils Nuremperqg Chrontcle。 Cornelius accompanied me 
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to the Imperial Library，but in order to obtain a loan of this 
book，which we were fortunate enough to find，my friend was 
obliged to _ visit Baron Miinch-Bellinghausen (了 alm)，a visit 
which he described to me as very disagreeable， 工 remained at 
my hotel， eagerly making extracts of portions of the CHromtcle， 
which to the astonigshment of the lgnorant 工 appropriated for 
my libretto. 

But my most urgent task was to secure 80ome meangs of live]i- 
hood during the composition of my work. 工 applied first to 
the musie publisher Sechott at Mayence, to whom 工 offered the 
ersterstiger 过 he would make me the necessary advance. 
Being animated by the desire to provide myself with money 
for as long a time as possible, I offered him not only the literary 
rights，but also the rights of performance for my work，for 
the sum of twenty thousand francs.。 A telegram from Schott 
containing an absolute refusal at once destroyed all hope。 As 
工 was now obliged to think of other means，I decided to turn 
to Berlin.。 了 Biow，who was always kindly exerting himself 
on Iy behalf，had hinted at the possibility of being able to 
Talse 8 considerabje sum of money there by means of a concert， 
which 工 should conduet; and as 工 was at the same time longing 
to fnd a home amongst friends，Berlin seemed to beckon me 
88 8 last refuge. At noon，]just before the evening of my 
intended departure，a jletter came from Sochott，following on 
his telegram of refusalj，which certainly held out some more 
consoling prospect. 卫 e offered to undertake the .publication 
of the pianoforte edition of the 全 aiire at once and to advance 
me tbree thousand marks to be dedueted from a future account. 
The ]oy of Cornelius at what he called the salvation of tbe 
4etrsterstiIer knew no bounds， From Berlin Biilow，in great 
indignation and evident low spirits，wrote to me of his dreadful 
experiences In attempting to organise Imy concert. 瓦 err von 
Hiilsen declared that he would not countenance my visit to 
Berlin，while as to giving a& concert at the great 及 roll Res- 
taurant，Biilow found after much deliberation that it would be 
qulte impracticable. 

Whilst 工 was busily engaged on 8a detailed scenic sketch of 
the 4fersterstiiger, the arrival of Prince and Princess Metternich 
in Vienna scemed to create a favourable diversion on my behalf. 
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The concern expressed by my Paris patrons about me andq my 
position Was undoubtedly real; therefore，in ordqer to show 
myself gratefully disposed towards them， 工 induced the man- 
agement of the Opera to alow me to invite their splendid 
orchestra for 8a few hours one moring to play some selections 
from 7T7vsta in thbe theatre by way of rehearsal. Both the 
orchestra and 上 rau Dustmann were quite ready to grant my re- 
quest in the most friendljy manner，and Princess Metternich， 
with some of her acquaintances，was invited to this rehearsal. 
With the orchestra we played through two of the principal selec- 
tons， namely，the prelude to the first act，and the beginning of 
the second act) as far 8s the mlddle，while the singing part wW88 
suUstained by rau Dustmann，the whole being so brilliantly 
executed that Ifelt fully justifed in believing I 工 had created a 
most excellent impression 了 err Ander，too，had appeared 
on the scene，but without knowing a single note of the musiec 
or attempting to sing it Both my princely friends，as well as 
Eraulein Couqul， the prente6ye dazse8e，who singularly enough 
had attended the rehearsal on the sly，overwhelmed me with 
enthusiastic marks of admiration。 Hearing of my ardent desire 
for retirement in order to go on with the composition of a 
newW work，the Metternichs one day suggested that they were 
in 8 position to offer me just such a quiet retreat in Paris。 The 
Prince，who had now completely arranged his spacious embassy， 
could pljace at my disposal a pleasant sulte of rooms looking on 
to a quiet garden, just like the one 工 had found in the Prussian 
embassy. My Erard was still in Paris，and 过 工 could arrange 
to go there at the end of the year, 工 should fnd everything ready 
for me to begin my work. With unconcealed joy 工 most grate- 
fully accepted this kind invitation，and my only care now Was 
80 to arrange my afairs that 工 could take my departure 人 from 
Vilenna and eftect my removal to Paris in & proper manner. 
The arrangement that had been made through Standhartner 8 
mediation，that the management should pay me a part of the 
stipulated fee for Tstaz，would be a_ great help in thlis。 But 
8s 工 Was only to get one thousand marks，and even 名 18 was to 
be subjeoet to so many clauses and conditions as to suggest 8 
desire to renounce the whole transaction， 工 at once rejected 
the offer. This fact，however，did not prevent the press，which 
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was always in touch with the theatrical management，from 
publishing that 工 had accepted an indemnity for the non- 
performance of TYstaz。 下 ortunately 工 was able to protest 
against thlsg calumny by producing proof of what 工 had actuajlly 
done in the matter.， Meanwhile，thbhe negotiations with Secbhott 
dragged out to some length, because 工 would not agree at present 
to his suggestions about the 久 aljvire。 工 adhered to my frst offer 
of a new opera，the Metsterszmger，8and at last received three 
thousand marks as an instalmzmnent on this8 work. As soon 88 工 
bad received the cheque， 工 packed up my things，when a tele- 
gram from Princess Metternich reached me, in which she begged 
of me to put o 企 my departure until the lst of January。 工 
decided not give up my plan，being anxious to get away from 
Vienna，80 工 determined to go straight to Mayence to pur- 
suUe_ further mnegotiations with Sohott.， My jleavetaking at 
the station was made partiecularly gay by Cornelius， who 
whispered to me with mysterious enthusiasm 8 stanza of 
“Sachs ;which 工 had communicated to him.。 This was the 
VerT8e :

In Mayence 工 got to know the Sechott family，with whom 工 
had only had a casual acquaintance in Paris，more intimately. 
IThe young musician Weisheimer，who was just then beginning 
his career 8s Iusical director at the local theatre，was & daily 
visitor at their house。 At one of our dinners another young 
man，AStadl]，a lawyer，Pproposed a remarkable toast in my 
honour in a most eloquent and astonishing speech.。 Notwith- 
standing all this 工 had to recognise that in Eranz Sochott 工 was 
dealing with a very singular man，and ouUr negotiations pro- 
ceeded with extraordinary di 佳 culty. 工 insisted emphatically 
on carrying out my first proposal, Damely, that he should provide 


1 “The bird who sang this morn

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me for two successive years with funds necessary for the undis- 
turbed execution of my work。 He excused his unwilingness 
to do this by pretending it was painful to his feelings to drive 
a bargain with a man like myself by purchasing my work for &a 
certain sum of money，including also the profits of my author"8 
rights in the theatrical performances ji that in 8 word，he was 
a Inusic publisher，and did not want to be anything else。 工 
represented to him hat he need only advance me thbe necessary 
amount in proper formn，and that 工 would guarantee him the 
repayment of that proportion of it which might be considered 
due payment for the literary property, out of my future theatri- 
cal takings，which would thus be his security. 

After a long time he agreed to make advances on “musical 
compositions still to be delivered”and to this suggestion 工 
外 adly acceded, insisting, however, thbat 工 must be able to depend 
on 8 total gradual payment of twenty thousand francs.。 As， 
after settling my Vienna hotel bil, 工 was in immediate want of 
money，Schott gave me 8 draft on Paris。 rom that city 工 
now received a letter from Princess Metternich，which mystifed 
me，inasmuch as it merely announced the sudden death of her 
mother，Countess Sandor，and the consequent change in her 
family circumstances。 Once more 工 deliberated whether it would 
not be better，after all, to take at random 8a modest lodging i 
or near 及 arlsruhe，which in time might develop into a peaceful 
and permanent dwelling.。 Owing to my di 值 culty in providing 
Minna's allowance，which according to our agreement was three 
thousand marks 8 year，ijit struck me 3s more reasonable and 
certain]y more economical to ask my wife to share Imy home. 
But a jletter which just then reached me from her，and the 
main contents of which were nothing jless han an attempt 
to ineite me against my own friends，scared me away from 
any hbought of reunion with her，and determined me to ad- 
here to my Paris plans and keep as far away from her as 
possibjle. 

So towards the middle of December I started for Paris，where 
Ialighted at the dingy-looking 本 itel Voltaire，situated on the 
quay of the same name，8and took a very modest room with a 
pleasant outlook。 了 ere 工 wished to remain Unrecognised (pre- 
paring myself meanwhile for my work) until 工 could present 
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myself to Princess Metternich at the beginning of the new yeaz， 
according to her wish. In order not to embarrass the Metter- 
nich's friends，Pourtaleas and 了 atzfeld,， 工 pretended that 工 was 
not in Paris，and looked up only those of my old acquaintances 
who did not know tbhese gentlemen， such as TIruinet，Gasp6rini， 
Flaxland，and the painter Czermak. 工 met TIruinet and his 
father regularly at suUpper time in the Iaverne Anglaise，to 
which I used to make my way Unobserved 纯 rough the streets at 
dusk. One day，on opening one of the papers there 工 read the 
Dews of the death of Count Pourtal6s。 My grief was great， and 
I felt particularly sorry that, out of my singular regard for the 
Metternichs， 工 had neglected to visit thls man who had been a 
real friend to me， 工 at once called on Count atzfeld，who 
confirmed the sad news and told me the circumstances of the 
sudden death，which was the result of heart disease, the existence 
of which the doctor had not discovered till the very last moment. 
At the same time I ljearned the true slgnifcance of the events 
which hadq taken Place at the 瓦 6tel Metternich. TIhe death 
of Countess Sandor，of whieh Princess Pauline had informed 
me，hadq produced the following developments: the Count，who 
wa8 the famous 也 ungarian madman，had up to that time， 
in the general interest of the family，been strictly guarded 
by his wife as an invalid. At her death the family lived in 
fear of the most terrible disturbances from her husband，now 
no longer under control， and the Metternichs therefore thought 
让 necessary to take him at once to Parisg，and keep him there 
Under proper supervision。 or thbat purpose the Princess found 
that the only suitabje suite of apartments at her command 
WwW88 the one previously offered to me， 工 at once 8awW it wWa8 
Usejless to think any more of taking Up my residence at the 
Austrian embassy,， and 工 was jeft to reflect on the strange freak 
of fortune that had again cast me adrift in this ill]-omened 卫 aris. 

At first the only course open to me was to stay in my in- 
expensive lodging in the 也 0tel Voltaire until 工 bad fnished the 
libretto of the MetstersmIem and meanwhile set to work to find 
thbe refuge so earnestly sought for the completion of my new 
work。 It was not an easy matter; my Dame and person，which 
everybody involuntarily regarded in the doubtful light of my 
了 Paris failure，seemed surrounded by a eloud of mist，which 
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made me Unrecognisable even to my old friends。 The Ollivierg 
also appeared to recelive me with an air of distrust; at any 
rate，they thought it very strange to see Ime again 80 80on 训 
Paris， 工 was obliged to explalin the extraordinary cirecumstances 
that had brought me back，and told thbem that 工 did not con- 
template & long stay._ Apart from this probably deceptive 
jimpression， 工 soon noticed the great chbange that had taken 
place in the home life of the family. The grandmother was 
laid up with aa broken leg，which at her age was incurable. 
Olivier had taken her into his very small fat for more e 值 cient 
nursing and care，&nd we all met for dinner at her bedside in 
the tiny room。 Blandine had greatly changed since the previous 
sUmmer，and wore 8 8ad and serious expression，and 工 fancied 
that she was enceinte. 卫 mile，although dry and superficial， 
wa8 the only one who gave me 8&ny sound advice. When the 
fellow Lindau sent me a letter through his lawyer demanding 
the compensation awarded him by the law for his imaginary 
co-0peration in the translation of Tazzjitzser，all that Emile 
said on reading the jletter was,“WNWe 7r6poxdez ;48 and his 
advice proved as useful as it was easy to follow，for 工 never 
heard anything more of the matter。 工 sorrovwfully made up my 
mind not to trouble Olivier any more, and it was with an inex- 
pressibly sad look that Blandine and 工 parted. 

With Czermak，on the other hand， 工 entered into almost 
daily intercourse。 I used to join him and the Truinet family 
of an evening at the Taverne Anglalse，or some other equally 
cheap restaurants which we hunted out， Afterwards we gen- 
erally went to one of the smaller theatres，which，owing to 
pressure of work， 工 had not troubled about on my former 
visits。 The best of them all was the Gymnase，where al the 
pieces were good and played by an excellent company. Of 
these pieces a particularly tender and touching one-act play 
called ye dine chez 0 Mere remains in my memory.， In the 
Thkatre du Palais Royal，where things were not now so Tefined 
88 formerly，and also in the Thlatre D 人 bazet， 工 recognised the 
prototypes of all the ]okes with which，in spite of poor elabora- 
tion and unsuitable localisation，the German publiec is being 
entertained all the year round. 了 Besides this 工 occaslonally 
dined with the Elaxland family，who stil refused to despair 
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of my eventual success with the Parislans。 上 or the present 
my Paris publisher continued to issue the Flaegendey o1UGnder 
88 Well as 民 2e7z2t for which he paid me fifteen hundred francs 
as 8 8mall fee, which 工 had not bargained for on the first edition。 

The cause of the almost cheerful complacency with whbich 工 
managed to regard my adverse situation in 了 Parisg，and which 
enabled me afterwards to look back on it as8 a pleasant memory， 
was that my libretto of the Metxsterstiger daily increased its 
swelling volume of rhyme. How could 工 help being flled with 
facetious thoughts，when on raising Imy eyes from the paper， 
after meditating upon the quaint verses and sayings of my 
Nuremberg Meistersinger，I gazed from the third-foor window 
of my hotel on thbe tremendous crowds passing along the quaysg 
and over the numerous bridges，and en]joyed a prospect embrac- 
jing the ITuileries， the Louvre，and even the 也 0tel de Vilel 

工 hbad already got far on into the first act when the momentous 
New Year's Day of 1862 arrived，and 工 paid my long-delayed 
visit to Princess Metternich。 工 found her very naturally em- 
barrassed，but 工 quite cheerfully accepted her assurances of 
regret at being obliged to withdraw her invitation owing to 
circumstances with which 工 was already acquainted,， andq 工 did 
my utmost to reassure her. 工 algo begged Count 下 atzfeld to 
inform me when Countess Pourtalss woud feel equal to receiv- 

me. 

Thus through the whole month of January I continued work- 
ing on the Metsterstiger libretto，and completed it in exactly 
thirty days。 The melody for the fragment of Sachs”s poem on 
the Reformation，with which 工 make my characters in the last 
act greet their beloved master，occurred to me on the way to 
the Taverne Anglaise，whilst strolling through the galleries of 
the Palais Royal. There 工 found Truinet already waiting for 
me and asked him to give me a scrap of paper and a pencil to 
jot down my melody，which 工 quietly hummed over to him at 
the time。 工 usually accompanied him and his father along the 
boulevards to his fat in the 上 aubourg 8St. Honor6, and on bat 
evening he could do nothing but exelaim，'“ .Mass，9guelle 9att6 
C esp7it Cer MT00tt7re 7 

The nearer my work approached its termination，the more 
earnestly had I to think about a place of abode。， 工 still imagined 
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that something similar to what 工 bad lost by Liszt's abandon- 
ment of the Altenburg was in store for me 工 now remembered 
that in the previous year 工 had recelved a most pressing invita- 
tion from Mome. AStreet, to pay her and her father a long visit in 
Brussels; on the strength of which 工 wrote to the lady and asked 
过 she could put me Up for a time without any ceremony。 She 
Was em de6solaltom at being obliged to deny my wish。 工 next 
turned to Cosima，who was in Berlin，with a similar request， 
at which she seemed to be qulte alarmed, but 工 quite understood 
the reason of thlig when，on visiting Berlin later on， 工 saw thbe 
style of Biilow”"s quarters。 It struck me 88 very strange，on 
the other hand, thbat my brother-in-law Avenarius，who,， 工 heard， 
Was Very comfortably settled in Berlin, begged me most earnestly 
to go to him,，and judge for myself whether 工 could not pay him 
8 long visit， My sister Cecilla，however，forbade me to take 
Minna there, although she thought she could find her a lodging 
in the immediate nelghbourhood 这 she wanted to visit Berlin. 
Unfortunately for herself， poor Minna could fnd nothing better 
to do thban to write me 8a furious letter about my sister's cruel 
behaviour to her，8so the possibility of a renewal of our old 
8quabbles deterred me at once from accepting my brother-in- 
law”8 proposal， At last 工 bethought me of looking out for 8a 
quiet retreat in the neighbourhood of Mayence，under the 
fnancial protection of Schott. He had spoken to me about & 
pretty estate there belonging to the young Baron von Hornstein. 
工 thbought 工 was conferring an honour upon the latter when 工 
wrote to him at Munich asking permisslion to take up my abode 
for a time at his place in thbe 有 Rhine distriet，and was therefore 
greatjy perplexed when 工 recelived an answer expressing terror 
at my Suggestion。 工 now determined to go at once to Mayence， 
and ordered all our furniture and household goods，which had 
been stored in Paris for nearly a year, to be sent there。 Before 
leaving Parisg, after coming to this decision, 工 bad the consolation 
of reoeliving 8& sublime exhortation to face everything with 
reslgnation。 工 bad previously informed Frau Wesendonck of 
my situation and the chief source of my trouble，though of 
course only as one writes to 8 8ympathetic friend ; she answered 
by sending me a smajll jetter-welght of cast-iron which she had 
bought for me in Venice， It represented the lion of San Marco 
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with his paw on the book，and was intended to admonish me 
to imitate this lion in all thinge。 On the other hand，Countess 
Pourtaless _ granted me the privilege of another visit to her 
house. JIn spite of her mourning，this lady did not wish to 
leave her sincere interest in me Unexpressed on account of her 
sa8d bereavement; and when 工 told ber what 工 was then doing， 
she asked to see my libretto， On my assuring her that in her 
present frame of mind she could not enter into the lively 
character of my Metzsteyrszmn9ger，she kindjy expressed a great 
wish to hear me read it，and invited me to spend an evening 
with her， She was the first person to whom 工 had the oppor- 
tunity of reading my now completed work，and it made such 
& lively impression Upon us both，that we were many times 
compelled to burst out into fite of hearty jaughter. 

On the evening of my departure on the first of February, 工 
jinvited my friends Gasp6rini，Czermak，and the TITruinets to a 
farewell meal in my hotel， All were in capital spirite，and my 
good-humour enhanced the general cbeerfulness，although no 
one quite Understood what connection it could have with the 
subject on which 工 had just completed a libretto，and from the 
performance of which 工 anticipated so much. 

In my 8&nxiety to choose a suitable residence，which was 
nowW 80 necessary to me， 工 directed my steps once more to 
及 arlsruhe， 工 was 8gain recelved in tbhe kindest manner by the 
Grand Duke and Duchess，who inquired about my future plans. 
It turned out，however, that the resldence 工 so earnestly desired 
could not be provided for me in 及 arlsruhe， 工 was Immuch struck 
by the sympathetic concern of the Grand Duke as to how 工 
coud meet the cost of my arduous jlife，or even my travelling 
expenses._ 工 ceheerfully endeavoured to set his mind at rest 
by telling him of the contract 工 had made with Schott，who 
had bound himself to provide me with the necessary funds in 
the form of advances on my Mersterstiger。， 工 hisg seemed to 
reassUre him。 Later on 工 beard from Alwine KKrommann that 
the Grand Duke had once said that 工 had been somewhat cold 
towards him，considering that he had been kind enough to 
place his purse at my disposal. But 工 was certainl]y not con- 
8cloUs of his having done so。 The only point raised in our 
discussion had been whether 工 should go to 玉 arlsruhe again 
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to rehearse one of my operas thbere，Ppossibly 了 opengri，and 
conduet it In person. 

At any rate 工 started for Mayence，which 工 reached on the 
4th February，and found the whole place fooded. Owing to 
the early breaking up of the ice，the Rhine had overfowed 
its banks to an Unusual extent，and 工 only reached Sechott's 
house at some considerable risk. Nevertheless， 工 had already 
arranged to read the Metrsterstmger on the evening of the 5th 
of that month，and had even made Cornelius promise to come 
from Vienna, and had sent him a hundred francs from 了 Paris for 
that purpose。 工 had not received any answer from him，and 
88 工 nowW learned that the foods had spread to all the river 
districts of Germany，and impeded the railway tra 值 c。 工 had 
already ceased to count Upon him.。 工 waited until the last 
moment and 一 in fact，]just as the clock struck seven 一 Cor- 
nelius appeared. He had met with all sorts of adventures，had 
even lost his overcoat on the way，and reached his sister'g house 
in a half-frozen condition only a few hours before， IThe reading 
of my libretto put us all into excellent humour，but 工 was very 
Sorry 工 could not shake Cornelius's determination to start on 
bis return journey the next day. He wished me to understand 
thbat his sole object in coming to Mayence was for this one read- 
ing of the Mersterstiger，and 88 8 matter of fact，in spite of 
foods and foating lice, he left for Vienna on the following day. 

As we had already arranged, 工 began in company with Sochott 
to search for a residence on the opposite bank of the Rhine. 
We had had Biebrich in our mind's eye; but as nothing suitable 
seemed to present itself there，we thought of Wiesbaden. At 
last 工 decided to stay at the“ 了 uropaischer Hof ”at Biebrich， 
and _ continue Imy search from there.。 As 工 bad always been 
most particular to keep aloof as far as possible from the noise 
of musie， 工 decided to rent a small but very suitable fat in a 
]arge summer residence newly built by the architect 上 rickhofer， 
and situated elose to the Rhine， 工 was obliged to awalit the 
arrival of my furniture and household effects from Paris before 
I_ could get it in order.， At last they came，and at endljess 
trouble and expense were duly unloaded at the Biebrich custom- 
house，where 工 took possession only of thbose things which 工 
requlired most. 
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I kept only what was absolutely necessary in Biebrich，in- 
tending to send the greater part to my wife in Dresden。 工 had 
already informed Minna of tbis，whereupon she immediately 
as8sUumed that with my clumsy unpacking 工 should lose haif 
the things or ruin thbem al About a week after 工 had fairly 
settled down with my newly arrived Erard grand，Minna sud- 
denly appeared in Biebrich.。 At first 工 felt nothing but sin- 
cere pleasure at her healthy appearance and untiring energy 
in the practical management of affairs，and even thought the 
best thing 工 could do was to let her remain with me.。 Unfor- 
tunately my good resolutions did not last long，a8 the old scenes 
were 800n renewed. When We went to the custom-house，in- 
tending to separate her things from mine，she could not con- 
tain her anger that 工 had not walited for her arrival before 
removing on Iy own account the articles 工 required for my- 
self. Nevertheless，she thought it only proper that 工 should 
be provided with certain household effects，and gave me four 
sets of knives，forks and spoons，8a few cups and saucers，with 
plates to mateh. She then superintended the packing of the 
remainder，which was not inconsiderable，and，after arranging 
everything to her satisfaction，took her departure to Dresden &a 
week later. 

She now fattered herself that her establishment thbere would 
be su 值 cientljy furnished to receive me，8&8 she hoped，very 
shortljy._ With this idea she had taken the necessary steps with 
regard to the superior government o 伍 cials，and these latter had 
been_ successful in obtaining a declaration from the minister 
thbat 工 might now send in a formal petition to the 玉 ing to grant 
me an amnesty，and that nothing would then stand in the way 
of my return to Dresden. 

I deliberated with considerable hesitation as to what Ishould 
do in this matter. Minna's presence had greatly increased the 
mental discord arisging from my recent anxieties。 Rough 
weather，defective stoves，my badly managed bousehold，and 
my Unexpectedly heavy expenses，particularly for Minna's es- 
tabjishment，all combined to mar the pleasgure 工 had taken in 
pursuing the work II had started at the 本 itel Voltaire。 Pre- 
sumably to distract my thoughts，the Sechott family invited 
me to witness 8a performance of Rxenztr at Darmstadt with 
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Niemann in the title-r6le。 The ex-minister，Herr von Dalwigk， 
fearing that & demonstration at the theatre in my favour in 
the presence of the Grand Duke，might wound the latter's 
susceptibilities，introduced himself to me at the station and 
accompanied me to hig own box，where he cleverly thought he 
could play the part of presenting me to the publie on behalf 
of the Grand Duke。 Ihus everything went o 企 pleasantly。 工 he 
performance itself，in which Niemann played one of his best 
parts，interested me greatly; 工 alsgo noticed that they cut out 
8a8 Imuch of the opera 88 hey could，presumably in deference 
to the tastes of the Grand Duke，so 8s to extend the ballet as 
much as possible by repeating the lighter parts of it 

From this excuresion 工 had again to return home through the 
Hoating ice on the Rhine。 As 工 was still in very low spirits， 
I tried to introduce a few comforts into my home, and for this 
Purpose engaged 8a maid-servant to prepare my breakfast; my 
other meals Itook at the “了 uropiisceher 也 of. 

When I found, however, that 工 could not recover my working 
mood，and feeling somewhat restless， 工 offered to redeem my 
promise and pay another viait to the Grand Duke of Baden， 
suggesting that 工 should 钙 ve him a reading of tbhe Metrsterszagey。 
The Grand Duke replied by a very kind telegram signed by 
himself，in response to which 工 went to 玉 arlsruhe on thbhe 7th 
March and read my manuscript to him and his wife A draw- 
ing-room had been 8pecially selected for this reading，in which 
hung a great historical plcture by my old friend 了 echt，portray- 
ing Goethe as a young man reading the first fragments of his 
Fanst before the Grand Duke s ancestors。 My work recelved 
very kind attention，and at the conclusion of the reading 工 was 
exceedingly pleased to bear the Grand Duchess recommend 
me particularly to fnd a suitable musical setting for tbe ex- 
cellent part of Pogner，which was a friendly admission of regret 
that a citizen should be more zealous in the interests of art han 
many 8 prince。 A performance of 了 onengrt7i，Under my con- 
ductorship，was once Imore discussed，and 工 was advised to 
make fresh terms with duard Devrient。 Unfortunately the 
latter made a terrible impression on me by bis production of 
Tanzjiiuser at the theatre。 工 was obliged to witness this per- 
formance seated by his side，and was astonighed to realise thbat 
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thigs “Dramaturge”whom 工 had hitherto so highly recommended， 
had now sunk to the most vulgar practices of the thbeatrical pro- 
fession。 To my amazement at the monstrous mistakes made 
in the performance, he replied,， with great suUrprise and a certain 
haughty indignation, that he could not understand wbhy 工 made 
80 Imuch fuss about such trifes，as 工 must know very well 
thbhat in theatres it was impossible to do otherwise. Never- 
theless，a model performance of Zohengrt7 wa8 8rTanged for 
the following summer，with the co-operation of Herz Sechnorr 
and his wife. 

A much pleasanter impression was made upon me by &a 
play 工 saw at the Frankfort theatre，where，in passing through 
that town， 工 saw & pretty comedy，in which thbe delicate and 
tender acting of KFriederike Meyer，the sister of my Vienna 
singer，Mme。 Dustmann，impressed me more than any Ger- 
man acting had ever done. 工 now began to calculate on the 
possibility of making suitable friends in the neighbourhood 
of Biebrich，so as not to be entirely dependent on the Schott 
famijly or on my hotel-keeper for society.，、 工 had already 
looked up the 有 aff family in Wiesbaden，where 上 rau 了 且 a 企 had 
an eng&gement at the court theatre， She was a siater of 了 mijlie 
Genast，with whom 工 had been on friendly terms during my 
stay in Weimar. One excellent piece of information 工 heard 
about her was that by extraordinary thrift and good manage- 
ment she had succeeded in raising her husband's position of 
careless wastefulness to a fourishing and prosperous one. 了 且 a 任 
himself，who by his own accounts of bis dissipated life under 
Liszt)8 patronage，had led me to regard him as an ecoentric 
genius，at once disabused me of this idea when，on 8a closer 
acquaintance，I found him an Uncommonly Uninteresting and 
insipid man，full of self-conceit，but without any Power of 
taking a wide outlook on the world. 

Taking advantage of the prosperous condition to which he 
had attained,， thanks to his wife，he considered he was entitled 
to patronise me by giving me some friendly advice in regard to 
my position at the ttme.， He thought it advisable to tell me 
that TI ought in my dramatice compositions to pay more attention 
to the reality of things, and to illustrate his meaning he pointed 
to my score of Tvstaz as an abortion of idealistic extravagances， 
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In the course of my rambjes on foot to Wiesbaden 工 sometimes 
liked to call on Raff's wife，a rather insigrnificant woman，bnut 
了 有 a 任 himself was 8& person to whom 工 soon became perfectly 
indifferent.。 Still，when be came to know me a little better，hbe 
lowered the tone of his sageljlke maxims，and even appeared to 
be rather afraid of my cha 伍 ng humour，against the shafts of 
which he knew he was defenceless. 

Wendelin Weisheimer，whom 工 had known slightly before， 
often called on me in Biebrich. He was the son of a rich peasant 
of Osthofen，and to the astonishment of his father refused to 
give up the musical profession。 He was particeularly anxious to 
introduce me to his parent, that 工 might infuence the oldq man?s 
mind in favour of his son'e choice of an artistic career。 IThis 
involved me in excursions into their district，and 工 had an 
opportunity of witnessing young Weisheimer's talent as an 
Orchestral conductor at 8 performance of Offenbach?s O7pjetzs 
in the theatre at Mayence，whbere he had hitherto occupied a 
subordinate position.。 工 was borrified that my sympathy for 
thig young man should make me descend so low as to be present 
at such an abomination, and for a long time II could not refrain 
from letting Weisheimer see the annoyance Ifelt 

In my search for a more dignified entertainment 工 wrote to 
Eriedericke Meyer in Frankfort and asked her to let me know 
when the performance of Calderon'8 comedy，ZDas Orentlrche 
Cehetmi7l18s，wWwould be repeated，as the last time 工 had seen an 
announcement of it, 工 bad been too late。 She was much pleased 
at my 8ympathetie Inquiry，and Informed me thbat the comedy 
was not likely to be revived in the immediate future，but that 
there was 8 prospect of Calderon's Domn Cnitterye being produced. 
工 again paid a visit to 上 rankfort to see thlis play，and made 
the personal acquaintance of thls interesting actress for the 
frst_ time 工 hadq every reason to be highjy satisfied with 
the performance of Calderon?s tragedy，although the talented 
actress who Played the leading part was tbhoroughljy sucecessful 
onjy in the tenderer passages，her resources being insuffcient 
to depiet the more passionate scenes。 She told me she very often 
Visited some friends of hers in Mayence, and 工 followed up this 
communication by expressling & wish that when doing so she 
would look me up at Biebrich，to which she replied that 
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工 might hope on some future occasion for the fulflment of my 
wish. 

A grand soirle given by the Schotts to their Mayence acquaint- 
ances WaS8 the occasion of my making friends with Mathilqe 
Maier，whom rau fSchott，at jleast so she informed me，had 
specially selected for her“eleverness ' to be my companion at 
tbhe supper table; her highly intelligent，sincere manner and 
her pecujiar Mayence dialect distingulished her favourably from 
the rest of the company;j nor was this distinction accompanied 
by anything outr6.。 工 promijsed to visit her，and thus became 
acquainted with an idyllie home such as 工 had never met before. 
TIhis Mathilde，who was the daughter of a lawyer who had died 
jeaving only a small fortune behind，]lived with her mother， 
two aunts and a sister in 8 neat little house，while her brother， 
who was learning business in Paris，was 8 continual source of 
trouble to her. Mathilde，with her practical common-sense，atft- 
tended to the affairs of the whole family，apparently to every 
one 8 compjlete satisfaction。 工 was received among them with 
remarkable warmth whenever，in the pursuit of my business， 
工 chanced to come to Mayence。 This happened about once 8 
Week，and on each occasion 工 was made to accept their hospi- 
tality. But as Mathilde had a large eircle of acquaintances， 
among others an old gentleman in Mayence who had been 
ASchopenhauer's only friend， 工 frequently met her in other 
people's houses, as for instance at the Raffs in Wiesbaden。 From 
there she and her old friend Luise Wagner would often accom- 
pany me on my wa8y home, and 工 would sometimes go with them 
further on thbe way to Mayence. 

Ihese meetings were full of agreeable impressions， to which 
frequent walks in the beautiful park of Biebrich Castle contrib- 
uted.。 Ihe faiz season of the year was now approaching，and 
工 wasg once Imore seized with a desire for work。 As from the 
balcony of my fat, in 8 sunset of great splendour, I gazed upon 
the magnificent spectacle of Golden : Mayence，with the majes- 
tic Rhine pouring along its outskirts in a glory of light,， the pre- 
jude to my Metsterstqger again suddenly made its presence 
closely and distinetly felt in my soul. Once before had I seen 证 
ri8e before me out of a lake of sorrow，like some distant mirage. 
工 proceeded to write down the prelude exactly as 让 appears 
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to-day in the score, that is，containing the clear outlines of the 
leading themes of the whole drama。 工 proceeded at once to 
continue the composition，intending to allow the remaining 
scenes to follow in due succession。 As 工 was feeling in a good 
temper 工 tbought 工 would like to pay a visit to the Duke of 
Nassau。 瑟 e wa8 Imy nelghbour，and 工 had so often met him 
on Imy lonely walks in the park，that 工 considered it polite to 
call on him.。 Unfortunately bere was not much to be got onut 
of the interview which took place。 He was 8 very narrowW- 
minded but amiable man，who excused himself for continuing to 
smoke his cigar in my presence because he could not get on 
without it，and he thereupon proceeded to deseribe to me his 
preference for Italian opera， which 工 was quite content he shoujd 
retain。 But 工 had an ulterior motive in trying to prepossess 
him in my favour。 At tbhe back of his park stood a tiny castle 
of ancient appearance on the borders of a lake。 It had grown 
into a sort of picturesque ruin, and at the time served as a studio 
for a scuptor。 工 was flled with a bold desire to acquire this 
small，half-tumbledown building for the rest of my life; for 工 
bad already become a prey to alarming anxiety 8as to whether 
I shouljd be able to hold out in the quarters 工 had so far tenanted， 
88 the greatez part of the storey，on which II ocecupied only two 
Small rooms，had been let to aa family for tbhe approaching 
SUmIner，3and 工 heard that they woud enter into possession， 
armed with a piano.， 工 was soon dissuaded，however, from fur- 
ther attempts to induce the Duke of Nassau to favour my views， 
for he told me that this little castle，on account of its damp 
situation，would be thoroughly unhealthy. 

Nevertheless, II did not allow myself to be deterred from set- 
ting to work to fnd some lonely little house with a garden， 
for which still longed。 Im the excurslons 工 repeatedljy under- 
took for thbls purpose 工 was frequently accompanied not only by 
Weisheimer but also by Dr. Staidl，the young lawyer who at 
Schott's house had proposed the charming toast which 工 bave 
8lready mentioned， 也 e wasg 8D extraordinary Ian，and 工 
could only explain hie very excitable nature by the fact that 
he was 8 passionate gambler at the roulette tables in Wiesbaden。 
He it was who had introduced me to another friend，a Prac- 
tised musician，Dr. Schiiler from Wiesbaden.。 With both these 
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gentlemen Inow weighed all the possibilities of acquiring， or at 
least of discovering，my jlittje castle for the future， On one 
occasion We vilsited Bingen with this object，and ascended the 
celebrated old tower there in which the 了 mperor 了 enry IV. 
wa88 imprisoned ljong ago。 After going for some distance up 
the rock on whiceh the tower was built，we reached a room on 
the fourth storey occupying the entire square of the building， 
with a single projecting window looking out upon thbe 有 hine. 

工 recognised this room as the ideal of everything 工 had 
imagined in the way of a reslidence for myeself. 工 thought 工 
could arrange for the necessary 8maller apartments in the fat 
by means of curtains，and thus prepare for myself a splendidq 
place of refuge for ever。 Stadl and Sehiiler thought it possible 
thbey might help me in the fulflment of my wishes，8as they were 
both acquainted with the proprietor of this ruin。 Shortly 
afterwards，in fact，they inpformed me that the owner had no 
objection to jetting me this large room at a low rent，but at 
the same time they pointed out the utter impracticability of 
carrying out my plan; nobody, they said，woujld be either able 
or Willing to act 88 my servant thbere, for， amongst other tbings， 
there was no well，and the only water obtainable was from 8& 
cistern lying at a frightful depth down in the keep，and even 
this wa8s not good.。 Under such circumstances it did not re- 
quire more than one such obstacle to deter me from the pursuit 
of such an extravagant scheme.。 工 had a similar experience 
with a property in Rheingau belonging to Count Schbnborn. 
My attention had been drawn to it，because it was Unoccupied 
by the proprietor.。 Here 工 certainly found a number of empty 
Tooms，out of which 工 sahould have been able to arrange 80me- 
tbing suitable for my purpose.， After obtaining further detaills 
from the land agent，who wrote on my behalf to Count Sochon- 
born, I had to content myself with a refusal]. 

A strange incident that occurred about this time seriously 
threatened to interrupt me to some extent in the work 工 had 
begun。 下 riederike Meyer kept her promise and called on 
me one afternoon on her return fom her Usual excursion to 
Mayence。、 She was accompanied by a lady friend。 Shortly after 
her arrival she was suddenly overwhelmed with fear，and to the 
terror of al present declared she was afraid she had caught 
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scarlet fever 了 er condition soon became alarming，and she 
had to fnd accommodation immediately in the“ 卫 uropilischer 
再 of ” hotel and send for a doctor.。 Ihe certainty with which 
she had_ immediately recognised the symptoms of a disease， 
which in most cases can only be caught from chlildren，could 
not fail to impress me strangely。 But my amazement Was 
increased When on the following morning，at & very early 
hour，Herr von Guaita，the manager of the rankfort thbeatre， 
who had heard of her illness，paid a visit to the patient and 
expressed for her an anxiety，the intenslity of which it was 
impossible to ascribe entirely to his interest 88 8& theatrical 
Ianager.。 He took Eriederike at once under his protection， 
and treated her with thbe greatest care，thus relljeving Ime from 
the pangs of anxiety aroused by this strange case。 工 spent 
some ftime with Herr von Guaita，talking with him about the 
possibility of producing one of my operas in Erankfort. On 
the second day 工 was present when the sick lady was conveyed 
to the railway station by Guaita，who evinced towards her what 
appeared to me the most tender paternal solicitude。 Soon 
after tbhis，Herr Biirde (the husband of Madame Ney, a famous 
singer)，who was at that time an actor at the 下 rankfort thea- 
tre，paid me aa call This gentleman，with whom amongst 
other things 工 disoussed Friederike Meyer's talents, informed me 
that she was supposed to be the mistress of Herr von Guaita， 
8 Imman Who was heldq in great respect in the town on 8ccount 
of his noble rank，and that he had presented her with a house 
in which she was now living。 As Herr von Guaita had not 
made an agreeable impression upon me, but on the contrary had 
struck me 88 8 strange creature, thbig news flled me with a cer- 
tain Uneasiness。 My other acquaintances who lived near Imy 
Place of refuge in Biebrich were kind and friendly when，on 
the evening of my birthdqday on the 22nd of May，I entertained 
this little company in my fat， Mathilde Maier with her sister 
and her lady friend were very clever in ntilising my small stock 
of erockery，and in 8a certain sense she did the honours as mis- 
tress of the house. 

But my peace of mind was soon disturbed by an interchange 
of letters with Minna，which grew more and more Unsati8s- 
factory。 工 had settled her in Dresden，but wanted to spare 
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her the humiliation of a permanent separation from me In 
pursuance of this idea 工 bad at last found myself compelled to 
adopt the plan she had initiated，by communicating with the 
Saxon Minister of Justice; and 工 fnally petitioned for a com- 
plete amnesty from the government，and recelved permisslon 
to settlje in Dresden。 Minna now thbought herseljf authorised 
to take a large fat，in which it would be easy to arrange the 
furniture allotted to her，assuming that after & littie while 工 
would share the abode with her，at least periodically. 工 had 
to try to meet cheerfully her demands for the wherewithal to 
carry out her wishes，&and especially to procure the two thou- 
sand seven hundqred marks she required for the purpose。 The 
more calmly Iacted in this matter, the more deeply she seemed 
to be offended by the quiet frigidity of my letters。 Reproaches 
for supposed injuries in the past and recriminations of every 
kind now poured in from her faster than ever. At last 工 tarned 
to my old friend Pusinelli. Out of affection for me he had 
always been 8a loyal helper of my intractable spouse. Through 
his mediation 工 now Prescribed the strong medicine which my 
8ister Clara &a short while ago had recommended as the best 
remedy for the patient，and asked him to impress upon Minna 
thbhe necessity for a legal separation。 It seemed to be no easy 
task for my poor friend to carry out this proposal in earnest， 
but he bad been asked to do it，and obeyed. He informed 
Ime that she was very Imuch alarmed，bnut tbat she definitely 
refused to discuss an amlcablje separation，8nd，88 my sister7 
had foreseen，Minna's conduct now changed in 8 very striking 
Imanner ; She ceased to annoy me and seemed to realige ber 
position and abide by it To relieve her heart trouble，Pusinelli 
hadqd prescribed for her a cure at Reichenhal. 工 obtained the 
Ioney for this, and apparentiy she spent tbe summer in tolerable 
spirite in the very place in which a year ago 工 bad met Cosima 
Undergoing 8 curTe. 

Once more IT turned to my work，to which 工 alwaye had 
TecotTrsSe 88 the best means of raising my spirits 80 so0on 8S 
interruptions were removed. One night 工 was disturbed by 
a strange event。 Ihe evening had been pleasant，and 工 had 
Sketched out the pretty tbheme for Pogners 4mnrede， Das schine 
Fest Johannistag,”ete.，when，while 工 was dozing o 企 and still 
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had this tune foating in my mind,， 工 was suddenly awakened 
to full consciousness by an Unrestrained outburst of a woman's 
laughter above my room。 工 his laughter，growing madder and 
madder, at last turned into a horrible whimpering and frighttul 
howling. 工 sprang out of bed in a terrified condition，to 
discover that the sound proceeded from Imy servant 革 ieschen， 
who had been attacked with hysterical convulsionsg asg she lay 
in bed in the room overhead. My host's maid went to help 
her，and a docetor was suUummoned. While 工 was horrifed at 
the thought that the girl would soon die,，I could not help won- 
dering at the eurious tranquillity of the others who were present 
工 was told thbat such fits were of common occurrence in young 
girl8s，especially after dances.。 Without heeding this， 工 was 
Tiveted to the spot for a long time by the spectacle，withb the 
horrible symptoms it presented. Several times 工 saw what 
resembjled a childqish ft of merriment pass，like the ebb and 
fow of the tide, through all the different stages， up to thbe moet 
impudent jaughter，and then to what seemed 1ike thbe screamsg 
of the damned in torture。 When the disturbance bad some- 
what subsided， 工 went to bed again，and once more Pogners 
“ Johannistag ”rose to my memory，and gradually banished the 
fearful impressions that 工 had undergone. 

One day，when 工 was watehing young Staidl at the gambling- 
table in Wiesbaden， 工 thought he was rather 1like the poor 
servant-girl 工 bad taken coffee with him and Weisheimer in 
the ur garden，and we had enjoyed one another's company， 
when Stadl qisappeared for a time.、 Weisheimer led me to the 
gambling-table to fnd him. Seldom have 工 witnessed a more 
horrible change of expression thban that now stamped on the 
Ian who was 8 prey to the gambling mania， As a demon had 
possessed poor Lieschen，8o now 8 demon possessed thbls man. 
As folk say，the devilg“Ppursued their evil justs in him.” No 
appeal, no humiliating admonitions could prevail upon the man 
tortured by his losses in the game to summon up his moral 
powers。 As I remembered my own experiences of the gamhbjing 
passlon，to which 工 had sucecumbed for a time when 工 was 8 
youth,，I spoke to young Weisheimer on the subject，and oftered 
to show him how 工 was not afraid to make a stake on pure 
chance，bnut tbhat 工 had no belief in my luck. When a new 
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round of roujlette began，I said to him in a voice of quiet cer- 
tainty, Number 11 will win "; and it did。 工 added fuel to the 
fre of his astonishment at thbls stroke of good luck by predict- 
ing Numnber 27 for he next round. Certalinl]y 工 remember 
being overcome by a spell as 工 spoke，and my number was in 
fact again victorious。 My young friend was now in 8a state of 
such astonishment，that he vehemently urged me to stake some- 
thing on the numbers which 工 foretold。 Again 工 cannot but 
ca to zind the eurious，quiet feeling of being spellbound 
Which possessed me 88 工 said, “As soon as 工 introduce my 
own personal interests into the game，my gift of prophecy 
will qisappear at once.” 工 then drew him away from the 
gambling-tablje，and we took our way back to Biebrich in a 
fne sunset. 

I now came into very painful relations with poor Eriederike 
Meyer. She wrote and told me of her recovery and requested 
me to visit her，because she felt it her duty to apologise to me 
for the trouble in which she had involved me。 As the short 
drive to Erankfort often helped to entertain me and distract 
my thoughts, 工 gladly fulfilledq her wishes，and found her in 8 
state of convalescence but still weak，and obviously preoccupied 
with the effort to fortify my mind against all disagreeable 
surmjises about herself. She said that Herr von Guaita was like 
an anxious，8lmost hypersensitive father to her. She told me 
that she was very young when she left her family，and that with 
her sister Luise in particular she had severed all connection. 
She had thus come quite friendless to Frankfort，where the 
chance protection of 互 err von Quaita，a man of mature 8ge， 
hadqd been very welcome to her. Unfortunately she had to 
suffer much that was painful undqer this arrangement，for she 
was most bitterly persecuted，chiefy on the score of her reputa- 
tion，by her patron's family，who feared he might want to 
marry her. As she told me this，I _ could not refrain from 
drawing her attention to some of the consequences of the 
antagonism 工 had noticed，and 工 went 8o far 88 to speak of 
the house which people said bad been given her as 8 present. 
This seemed to prodquce an extraordinary effect upon Friederike， 
who was still an invalid. She expressed the greatest annoyance 
at these rumours，8lthough，as she admitted，she had long been 
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obliged to suspect that slander of this kind wouldq be dissemi- 
nated about her; more thban once she had considered the ad- 
Visability of giving up the Frankfort stage，and now she was 
more determined tban ever to do so0。 工 saw nothing in her 
demeanour to shake my confidence in the truthbh of her story ; 
Imoreover，88 了 err von Guaita became more and more Unin- 
telligibje to me both as a man and in the light of his incredible 
conduct on the occasion of riederike's illness，my attitude 
towards this highly gifted girl was henceforth uncondqitionally 
on the side of her interestsg，whlch were being prejudiced by an 
obvious injustice。 工 o facilitate her recovery 工 advised her， 
Without delay, to take a long holiday for a tour on the 及 hine. 
JIn accordance with the instructions conveyed to him by the 
Grand Duke,， 玉 duard Devrient now addressed me in reference 
to the appointed performance of Zopenzgrtm in 及 arlsruhe under 
my superintendence。 Ihe angry and arrogant disgust ex- 
pressed 记 his letter at my desire to see that 厂 ohengyz7 双 88 
produced without “cuts,，”served admirably to expose to me 
the profound antipathy of this man whom 工 had once so blindqly 
overestimated. He wrote that one of the firast things he had 
done was to have a copy of the score made for the orchestra 
with thbe“oceuts ”introduced by Conductor Rietz for the Leipzig 
performance，8and that it would consequentljy be 8a ftiresome 
business .to put back al thbe passages which 工 wished to have 
restored. 了 He regarded my request in thisgs particular as merely 
malicious。 工 now remembered that the only performance of 
Zojpezg7?i， Which had been taken o 企 almost immediateljy on 
account of its complete failure，was the one in Leipzig produced 
by Conduetor Rietz.。 Devrient，regarding Rietz as Mendels- 
80hn?s suecessor and the most solid mnusician of “modern 
times,”had concluded that this mutilation of my work Was 8 
suitable one for production in 及 arlsruhe. But 工 shuddered at 
thbhe misguidqed light in which II had so long persisted in regarding 
this man。 工 informed him briefy of my indignation and of 
Iy decision to have nothing to do with Zonengri in 及 arlsruhe. 
Ialso expressed my intention to make my excuses to the Grand 
Duke at a suitable time. Soon after this 工 heardq that 了 ojez- 
gr Was，after all，to be produced in arlsruhe in the usual 
way，and that the newly wedded Schnorrs had been specially 
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engaged for it。 A great longing at last flled me to make the 
acquaintance of Schnorr and his achievements。 Without an- 
nouncing my intentions， 工 travelled to 及 arlsruhe，obtained a 
ticeket through 及 aliwoda，and heedjess of al else went to the 
performance。 In my published Memozrs 工 have described more 
accturately the impressions 工 received on this occasion more par- 
ticularly of Schnorr。 工 fel in love with him at once，and after 
the performance 工 sent him a message to come and see me in 
my room at the hotel and bave a little chat.。 工 had heard so 
much of his dejlicate state of health that 工 was genuinely 
delighted to see him enter the room with a lively step and a 
look of joy in his eyes， Although it was late at night，and he 
had undergone 8& consliderabje strain，he met my 8&nxiety to 
avoid al]l qissipation out of regard to his welfare，by willingly 
accepting my ofter to celebrate our new &cquaintance with a 
bottle of champagne. We spent the greater part of the night 
in the best of spirits，and among our discussions those on 
Devrient's character were especially instructive to me 工 un- 
dertook to stay another day, so as to avail myself of an invitation 
to lunch with Soehnorr and his wife As by this lengthy stay 
in 及 arlsruhe 工 knew Imy presence would become known to 
the Grand Duke, 工 took advantage on the following day to in- 
form him of my arrival，and he made an appointment to meet 
me in the afternoon。 After talking at lunch to Frau Schnorr， 
in whom 工 had recognised a great and well-developed theatrical 
talent,， and after making the most astonishing discoveries about 
Devrient's behaviour in the T7slamn affair， 工 had my interview 
at the ducal palace， It was Imarked by uneasiness on both 
sides.。 工 openly stated my reasons for withdrawing my promlse 
with regard to the 了 onengrt performance, and also my Unalter- 
&ble conviction that a conspiracy to interfere with the produc- 
tion of Zrtstam originally proposed had been the work of 
Dervrient.， As Devrient，by his ingenious attitude，had led the 
Grand Duke to believe in his profound and genuinely solicitous 
friendship for me，my communications obviously pained the 
Grand Duke a great deal.， Still，he seemed eager to assume. 
that the matter turned on artistic differences of opinion between 
me and his theatrical manager， and in bidding me good-bye he 
exXpressed the hope of seeing these apparent misunderstandings 
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义 ve Way to 8 satisfactory explanation。 工 replied with in- 
difference that 工 did not think it likely 工 shouldq ever come to an 
agreement with Devrient. Ihe Grand Duke now gave vent to 
genuine indignation; he had not thbought， he said, that II could 
80 easjly treat an old friend with such ingratitude， To meet 
the keenness of this reproach 工 could at first only tender my 
apologies for not having expressed my decision with the 
emphasigs he had a right to expect，but as thbe Grand Duke had 
taken this matter 80 8seriously and had thereby seemed to 
justify me in exzpressing my real opinion of this supposed friend 
with equal seriousness， 工 was bound，with all the earnestness at 
my command， to assure him that 工 did not wish to have any- 
thing more to do with Devrient.。 At this the Grand Duke 
told me，with renewed gentleness, that he declined to regard my 
as8SUTance 88 irTrevocabje，for it lay in his power to propitiate 
Ime by other Imeans. 工 took my departure with an expression 
of serious regret that 工 could not heljp regarding as fruitless 
any effort made in the direction contemplated by my patron.。 
Latez on 工 ascertained that Devrient，who，of course， was 
informed by the Grand Duke of what had taken place，looked 
Upon Iny behaviour as an attempt on my part to ruin and 
supplant him. IIhe Grand Duke had not abandoned his desire 
to arTange for the performance of a concert consisting of 
selections from my most recent works。 Devrient had after- 
wards to write to me again in his o 角 cial capacity on thigs 
subject. JIn his letter he took occasion to make it clear that he 
regarded himself as victorious over the intrigues 工 hbad practised 
against him， assuring me at the same time that his distinguished 
patron nevertheless wished to carry out he concert in ques- 
tion，8as from his lofty point of view he knew very well how to 
distinguish“the art from the artist。 My answer was a 8imple 
refusal. 

II had many a conversation with the Soehnorrsg over the 
episode，and 工 made an arrangement with tbhem to visit me 
80on in Biebrich. 工 returned there now，to be im time for 
也 训 ow's visit，of which 工 bad already been informed， 了 e 
arrived at the beginning of July to look for lodgings for himseltf 
and Closimna，who followed two days later. We were immense]ly 
pleased to meet again，and nutilisged the occasion to make 
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excurslons of 8ll sorts for the benefit of our health in the 
pleasant 了 beingau country.。 We took our meals together 
regularly in the public dining-room of the “uropiischer Hof ， 
(where the Schnorrs also came to stay)，and we were generally 
88 InerTy7 88 possible， Jn the evening we had music in my 
rooms。 Alwine 上 rommann，on her way through Biebrich，alao 
came to the reading of the Wetrsterstger。 All present seemed 
to be struck with surprise on hearing my latest libretto，and 
especlally by the vernacular gaiety of the style，of which until 
nowW 工 had not availed myself. 下 rau Dustmann alsgo，who 
had a special engagement for a performance at Wiesbaden, paid 
me 8 Vlsit。、 Unfortunately 工 noticed in her a lively antipathy 
to her slster 下 riederike，a fact which，among others，strength- 
ened Imy conviction that it was high time for Friederike to dis- 
soclate herself from all ties in KFrankfort. After 工 bad been 
enabjed, with Biilow's support, to play my friends the completed 
parts of the composition of the Metrsterstmger 工 went through 
most of Tstaz，and in this process the Schnorrs had an oppor- 
tunity of showing the extent to which they had already made 
themselves acquainted with their task。 工 found that both were 
8 good deal lacking in clearness of enunciation. 

Tbhe summer now brought more visitors into our neighbour- 
hood，and amongst them several of my acquaintances。 Darvid， 
the Leipzlg concert director， called on me with his young pupil， 
August Wiihelm]j，the son of a Wiesbaden lawyer. We now 
hadq music in the true sense of the word，and Conductor Alois 
ASchmitt from Schwerin contributed an odqd share by performing 
what he caljled a worthjess old composition of his。 One even- 
ing we had a crowded party，the Sechotts joining the rest of my 
friends，and both the Sochnorrs delighted us keenly with a 
performance of the so-cajled love-scene in the third act of 
7ohezgrt。 We were al] deeply moved by the suddqen appari- 
tion of Rickel in our common dining-room at the hotel. He 
bad been released from Waldheimer prison after thirteen years. 
工 was 8astounded to fnd absolutely no radical change in the 
appearance of my old acquaintance，except for the faded colour 
of his hair. He himself explained this to me by observing 
that he had stepped out of something like a shell in which he 
had been ensconced for hig own preservation。 As We Were 
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deliberating about the field of activity on which he ought now 
to enter, 工 advised him to seek some useful employment in the 
service of a benevolent and liberal-minded man like the Grand 
Duke of Baden。 He did not think he would succeed in any 
ministerial capacity，owing to higs want of legal knowledge; 
on the other hand,， he was eminently qualified to undertake the 
sUpervision of 8 house of correction，as he had obtained mnot 
only the most accurate information on this subject，but at the 
s88me time had noted what reforms were necessSary。 He went 
off to the German shooting competition taking place at Frank- 
fort.。 IThere，in recognition of his martyrdom and his unwav- 
ering conduct，he was accorded a fattering ovation，and he 
stayed in Frankfort and ite neighbourhool for some time。 

Casar Willig，a painter who had received a commission from 
Otto Wesendonck to paint my portrait at his expense，worried 
me and Iy intimate friends at this time。 Unfortunately the 
painter was utterly unsuccessful in his attempt to make a good 
]ikeness of me Although Cosima was present at nearly all 
the sittings，and tried her utmost to put the artist on the right 
track, the end of it was that 工 had to sit for a sharp profle, to 
enable him to produce anything that could be in the least rec- 
ognisable 88 8 likeness. After he had performed this task 
to _ his satisfaction，he painted another copy for me out of 
gratitude。 工 sent this at once to Minna in Dresden，through 
whom it Ultimately went to my sister Louisa。 It was 8a horrible 
picture，and 工 was confronted with it once afterwards when 
it was exhibited by the artist in Frankfort. 

工 made a pleasant excursion with the Biilows and the Schnorrs 
to Bingen one evening, and availed myself of the opportunity to 
cro88 0Ver to 了 有 iidesheim to bring back Eriederike Meyer，who 
hadq been enjoying her holiday there。 工 introduced her to my 
friends，and Cosima especially took a friendly interest in this 
UncomImonly gifted woman。 Our galety 88 we sat over a glass of 
wine in the open air was heightened by our being unexpectedly 
accosted by a traveller who approached us respectfuly from a 
distant table; he held his glass flled，and at once greeted me 
pojlitely and with the utmost warmth。 He was a native of Berlin 
and 8 great enthusiast of my work。 也 e spoke not only for him- 
self, but also on behalf of two of his friendqs, who joined us at our 
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table; and our good-humour led us ujtimately to champagne。 人 A 
splendid evening with a wonderful moon-rise shed its infuence 
over the gladness of our spirits a8 we returned home late in 
the evening after thbls dejightful excursion。 When we visited 
Schlangenbad (where Alwine rommann was staying) 
equaly high spirites，our reckless humour beguiled us into 
making an even longer excursion to Rolandseck.， We made 
our first halt at Remagen，where we visited the handsome 
church，in which a young monk was preaching to an immense 
crowd，and we afterwards lunched in a garden on the bank 
of the 了 本 hine， We remained that night in Rolandseck，and 
next morming we went Up the Drachenfels.。 In connection 
with this ascent，8an adventure happened which had a merry 
sequel。 On the return journey，after getting out of the train 
at the railway station 8&nd crossing the Rhine， 工 missed my 
letter-case containing 8 note for two hundred marks;i it had 
sjipped out of my overcoat pocket ITwo gentlemen who had 
Joined us on the way from the Drachenfels immediately offered 
to retrace their steps，8a somewhat arduousg Undertaking，to 
hunt for the lost objeet. After a few hours they returned，and 
handed me the jetter-case with its contents intact Two stone- 
cutters at work on thbhe summit of the mountain had found 让 t. 
They restored it at once，and the honeast fellows were presented 
- With a handsome reward. 工 he happy issue to this adventure 
had，of course, to be celebrated by a good dinner with the best 
wine。 工 he story was not completed for me until a long time 
afterwards。 In 1873，on my entering a restaurant in Cologne， 
the host introduced himself to me as the man Who，eleven years 
previously，had catered for us at the inn on the Rhine，and 
had changed that very two-hundred-mark note for me He 
then told me what had happened to that note. An 了 English- 
man，to whom he had related the adventure of the note on the 
same day, offered to buy it from him for double its value， Ihe 
host declined any such transaction but allowed the 了 nglishman 
to have the note on the promise of the latter to stand cham- 
pagne to al those present at the time。 Ihe promise Was 
fulfilled to the letter. 

4An invitation to Osthofen from the Weisheimer family 
Was the origin of a less satisfactory excursion than thbe one 
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described above。 We put up there for one night after being 
compelled on the previous day to take part at al hours in 
the frolics of a peasant wedding-feast whieh was simply inter- 
minable。 Cosima was the only one who managed to keep ip 
8 good temper throughout the proceedinge. 工 supported her 
to the best of my abilities。 But Biaow's depression，which 
bad increased during the preceding days，grew deeper and 
deeper，was 8aggravated by every possible incident，until at last 
it developed into an outbreak of fury. We tried to console 
ourselves with tbe refection that a similar infliction could never 
again fall to our lot Ihe following day，whbile 工 was preparing 
for my departure，and brooding over other sources of dissatis- 
faction at my position，Cosimna induced 也 ans to continue the 
journey as far a8 Worms in the hope of fnding something 
refreshing and cheering in a visit to thbe ancient catbedral there， 
and from thbat place they followed me later to Biebrich. 

One little adventure we had at the gaming-table at Wies- 
baden still lingers in my memory.。 Within the last few qays 
工 had recelved a royajty of twenty louis dor from the theatre 
for an opera。 Not knowing what to do 玉 ith so small a sum 
(as my situation， on thbe whole, was growing worse and Worse), 工 
ventured to ask Cosima to risk halif thbe sum at rouUljette in ouUr 
]oint interest. 工 observed with astonishment how，waithout 
even the smajllest knowledge of the game，8she staked one gold 
piece after another on the table，throwing it down so that 让 
never definitely covered any particular number or colour.。 有 
this way it _ gradually disappeared behind the croupiers rake. 
I_ grew alarmed，and hurriedly went to another table ip thbe 
hope of counteracting the effect of Cosima's unguided and 
Imisguided _ efforts。 JIn this very economical pursuit luck 
befriended me 8o substantially，that 工 at once recovered the 
ten louis d'or which my fair friend had lost at the other table. 
This soon put us into a very Imerry Imood。 ess cheering than ， 
this adventure was ouUIT visit to 8a performance of ZonenIra im 
Wiesbaden. After we had been pretty well satisfied and put 
jinto a fairly good humour by the first act，the representation 
turned，88 让 proceeded，into a current of maddening mis- 
representation such as 工 shouldq never have believed possibjle. 
In a fury 工 left the theatre before the end，while 也 ans，urged 
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by Cosima's reminder of the proprietieg (though they were both 
8a8 much infuriated as 工 was)，endured the martyrdom of wit- 
nessing the performance to a close. 

On another occasion 工 heard that the Metternichs had arrived 
at their Castlje Johannisberg. Still preoccupied with my main 
anxiety to obtain 8a peaceful domicile in which to conelude the 
hfersterstqgem, 工 kept an eye on this castlje，which was generally 
Unoccupied，and _ announced my intention of calling on the 
Prince。 An invitation soon followed，and the Biilows accom- 
panied me to the railway station。 工 could not fail to be satisfied 
with the frienqdly reception accorded to me by my patrons。 They， 
too，had been considering the question of finding a temporary 
resting-place for me in the Johannisberg Castle, and found they 
could give me a smajll fat in the house of the keeper of the castle 
for my sole use，only they drew my attention to the dl 伍 culty 
of obtaining my board. Ihe Prince，bhovwever，had busied 
himself more actively with another matter，that of creating a 
permanent posltion for me in Vienna。 了 e said tbat on his next 
stay in Vienna he would have a discussion about my affairs 
with Scbhmerling the ministerz，whom he thought it was most 
suitable to consujt on such a matter. He was 8 man who 
would understand me， and perhaps be able to discover a proper 
position for me in the higher sense of the word， and arouse the 
卫 mperors interest in me， It 工 went to Vienna again， 工 was 
simply to call on Sechmerling，and he would receive me 88 8& 
matter of course on account of the Prince's introduction As 
the result of an invitation to the ducal court，tbe Metternichs 
had repaired without loss of time to Wiesbaden，to which city 
T accompanied them, and again fell in with the Biaows. 

Schnorr had left us after a fortnight's stay，and now thbe 
tme had also come for the Biilows to depart. 工 accompanied 
them 88 far as KKrankfort，where we 8pent two more days 
together to see 8 performance of Goethbhe'g Tasso， Liszt's 
syInphonlce poem Tasso was to precede the play. It was with 
odd feelings that we witnessed this performance. 了 riederike 
Meyer as the Princess and Herr Schneider as Tasso appealed 
to us greatly，but 了 ans could not get over the shameful execu- 
tion of Liszt 8 work by the conductor，Ignaz achner.， Before 
going to the theatre KKriedrike gave us a luncheon at the 
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restaurant in the Botanical Gardens。 JIn the end the mysterions 
Herr von Guaita also ]oined us there。 We now noticed with 
astonishment that all further conversation was carried on 
between tbhem as a duologue which was quite unintelligible to us. 
All that we could make out was the furious jealousy of Herr 
von Guaita and Eriederike'8 witty，scornful defence， But the 
excited man became Imore composed when he suggested 工 
should arrange for 8 performance of Zoohengrt iD Erankfort 
Under my own direction。 工 was favourably disposed to the 
suggestion，88 工 sawW in it an Opportunity for another meeting 
with the Biilows and the Schnorrs。 The 了 Biaows promised 
to come，8nd 工 invited the Sochnorrs to be in the cast IThis 
time we could take leave of one anothber cheerfully，although 
the increasing and often excessive ill-humour of poor Hans had 
drawn many an involuntary sigh from me。 了 He seemed to be 
in perpetual torment On thbe other hand，Coslima appeared 
to have lost the shyness she had evinced towards me when 工 
visited Reichenhal in the previous year，and 8 very friendqly 
manner had taken ite place。 While 工 was singing “Wotan'8 
Abschbied ”to my friends 工 noticed the same expression on 
Cosima's face as 工 had seen on it, to my astonishment in Ziirich 
on 8 Simllar occaslon，only the ecstasy of it was transfigured 
into so0mething higher. 了 verything connected 玉 ith tbhis was 
shrouded in silence and mystery, but the belief that she belonged 
to me grew to such certainty in my mind，that when 工 was 
under the infuence of more than ordinary excitement my 
conduct betrayed the moat reckless gaiety. As 工 was accom- 
panying Cosima to the botel across a public square,， 工 suddenly 
suggested she should sit in an empty wheelbarrow which stood 
in the street，8so that 工 might wheel her to the hotel， She 
assented ip an instant My astonishment was 80 great bat 工 
felt al my courage desert me， and was Unable to carry out my 
mad project. 

On returing to Biebrich 工 was at once confronted with grave 
di 伍 culties, for Schott，after keeping me some time iD suUspense， 
now definitely refused to pay me any further subsidies.。 工 he 
advances I had already received from my publisher had， it is 
true，until quite recently，served to defray all my expenses 
since leaving Vienna，including my wife's removal to Dresden 
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and Iy Own mijigration to Biebrich by way of Paris，where 工 
had to satisfy more than one lurking creditor. But in spite 
of these initial di 伍 culties，which，I 工 suppose，took about half 
the money 工 was to have for the Mersteyst9ger by agreement， 
II had _ counted upon finishing my work in peace with the 
remainder of tbhe sum stipulated. But since then Sechott had 
put me of with vain promises about a fxed date for balancing 
accountes with the bookseller. 工 bad_ already been put to 
great straits，and now everything seemed to depend on my 
being able to hand over a complete acet of the Mersterstgey to 
Schott quickly. 工 had got as far as the scene where Pogner ia 
about to introduce Walther von Stoljzing to the meistersingers， 
when 一 about the middle of August, while Biilow was still there 
一 8n 8ccident occurred which, though slight in itself，made me 
incapablje of writing for two whbole months. 

My surly host kept a bulldog named Leo chained up，and 
neglected him so eruelly that it excited my constant 8ympathy. 
工 tberefore tried one day to have him freed from vermin，and 
held his head myeself, so that the servant who was doing it should 
not be fmghtened. Although the dog had learned to trust me 
thoroughly，he snapped at me once involuntarily and bit me 一 
apparently very slightly 一 in the upper joint of my rightrbhand 
thbumb. Ihere was no wound visible，but it was soon evident 
that the periosteum had become infamed from the contusion. 
As the pain increased more and more with the use of the 
thumb, 工 was ordered to do no writing until my hand was quite 
bealed， If my plight was not quite so terrible as the news- 
papers 一 Which announced that 工 bad been bitten by a mad dog 
一 made out, it was stil]l conducive to serious refiection on human 
frallty. IIo complete my task, tberefore， 工 needed，not only a 
sound mind and good ideas，irrespective of any required skil， 
but also a healthy thumb to write withb，as my work was not 8 
libretto 工 could dictate, but music which no one but myself could 
WwWTite qdqown. 

On the advice of 及 a 任 ,who considered a volume of my songs 
to be worth one thousand francs, TI decided to offer my publisher， 
by way of temporary compensation，fve poems by my friend 
rau Wesendonck which 工 had set to music (consisting chiefy 
of studies for Zrzstam with which 工 was occupied at the time)， 
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80 that he should at least have something on the market The 
songs were accepted and published，but they seemed to have 
produced no softening effect on Schott' se mood 工 was obliged 
to conclude that he was acting on 80me one else's instigation， 
and 工 betook myself to 及 issingen (where he was staying for 
his“ceure ') in order to get to the bottom of it and shape my 
next moves accordingly，An interview with him was obstinately 
denied me，and rau Schbott，who was posted outside his door 
in the role of guardian angel，informed me that a bad liver 
attack prevented him from seeing me 工 now realised my 
position with regard to him. or the moment 工 drew on young 
Weisheimer for some money，which he gave me most willingly， 
Supported as he was by a wealthy father，and then. set to work 
to consider what 工 could do next， 工 could no longer count 
on Sohott，and had in consequence lost all prospect of an 
Unopposed performance of the Metsterst9er. 

At this juneture 工 was much surprised to recelive 8 renewed 
0 值 cial invitation to Vienna for the performance of TYy*stamn at 
the Opera，where 工 was informed all obstacles had been re- 
moved，a8 Ander had compjletely recovered his voice 工 was 
gentuinely astonished to hear this，and on further inquiry 
arrived at the following elucidation of the transactions that had 
been taking place on my behalf in Vienna during the interval. 
Before Ileft there the last time 下 rau Luise Dustmann，whbo 
seemed to take & real pleasure in thbe part of Isolde，had tried 
to clear away the real impediment to my undertaking by 
persuading me to go to an evening party，where she intended 
to introduce me again to Dr. 再 anslick. Sbhe knew that Unless 
this gentleman could be brought round to my side nothing 
could be accomplished in Vienna， As 工 was in 8 good temper 
that evening 工 found it easy to treat 瑟 anslick as 8 Superficlal 
acquaintance，Until he drew me aside for an intimate talk, and 
with sobs and tears assured me he could not bear to be misunder- 
stood by me any longer. The blame for anything that might 
have been extraordinary in his judgment of me was to be jlaid， 
not on any malicious intention，but solely on the Darrow- 
mindedness of an individual who desired nothing more ardently 
than to learn from me how to widen the boundaries of hils 
knowledge， All this was said in such a burst of emotion tbhat 工 
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could do nothing but soothe his grief and promise him my 
unreserved sympathy with hisg work in future。 Just before 
leaving Vienna 工 actually heard that 互 anslick had launched 
forth jinto unmeasured praise of myself and my amiability. 
This change had so affected both the singers at the Opera and 
also Couneillor Raymond (the Lord High Steward's adviser ) 
that at last，working from high circles downwards，it came to 
be regarded as a point of honour with the Viennese to have 
77rzstam performed in their city. 也 ence my summons ! 

I heard at the same time from young Weisheimer，who had 
betaken himself to Leipzig，that be was sure he could arrange 
&_ good concert thbhere 这 工 could assist him by conducting my 
newW prelude to thbhe Mersterstmger 388 well as thbe Taynz 思 Guse7 
Overture,， He believed it would make so great 8 8ensation 
that the probable sale of all the tickets would enable bim to 
place a not inconsiderable sum at my disposal after the bare 
expenses hadq been deducted. JIn addqdition to this， 工 could 
hardly go back on my promise to Herr von Guaita with ,respect 
to 8a performance of Zohpengrt7 at rankfort，although the 
Schnorrs had been obliged to decline to take part in it After 
weighing al these offers 工 decided to put the Mersterstmger 
8side，and try to earn enough by enterprises abroad to enable 
me in the following spring to take up and fnish my interrupted 
work on the spot，unaffected by Schott's humours. 工 therefore 
decided at all costs to keep on the house at Biebricb，which 
I _ really liked. Minna，on the other hand，had been pressing 
me to send some of the furniture which 工 had kept to complete 
her own establishment at Dresden，namely，my bed and a few 
other things to which 工 was accustomed, “so tbhat when 工 went 
to see her”she said，“ 工 should find everything in proper order. 
工 did not want to act contrary to the establighed fiction which 
was to make the parting from me easier for her ; 工 therefore 
sent her what she wanted，and bought new furniture for my 
home on the Rhine with the assistance of a Wiesbaden manu- 
facturer, who allowed me fairly long credit. 

At the end of September 工 went to Frankfort for 8 week 
to take over the rehearsals of Zohengri。 Here again 工 went 
through the same experience as 工 had so often done before. 
工 no sooner came into contact with the members of the opera 
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company than Ifelt a desire to throw up the undertaking on 
the spot; then tbhe general consternation and the entreaties 
that 工 would persevere caused a reaction，under the infuence 
of which 工 held out until 工 at last became interested in cer- 
talin things for thelir own sake，and quite apart from any con- 
sideration of the wretched singers.、 The things that pleased 
me Were the effect of an uncurtailed performance，and the 
employment of correct lemptz and correct staging.， Yet 工 
8Uuppose 下 riederike Meyer was the only one who completely 
reallised these effects. Ihe usual “animation of the audienoe 
was not lacking，but 工 was told later on that the subsequent 
performances fell o 在 ，so that the opera had to be curtailed in 
the old way to keep it going. (TIhey were conducted by Herr 
Jegnaz Lachner of 上 rankfort, a smart, sleek man, but a wretched- 
]y bad, muddle-headed conductor. ) 

工 was the more prostrated by the effect of all this because 
even the Biilows had failed to pay me their expected visit. 
Cosima，88 工 was nowW informed，had passed me by in haste 
on hez way to Paris to offer her support for a short time to 
her grandmother，who was suffering from a tedious illness，and 
had now received 8a most painful blow by the news of the 
death of Blandine aftez hezr confnement，whbich had taken place 
at St， TIropez。 

工 now shut myself up for some time in my house at Biebrich， 
the weather having suddenly turned cold，and prevailed on 
my thumb to prove itself capable of writing down the instru- 
mentation of some extracts for immediate concert Purposes 
from the Merstersz7iger，wWhich was now complete， 工 sent thbe 
prelude to Weisheimer at once to be copied at Leipzig，and 
also set the Tersamnumuiltg Cer erstersi9er and 了 ogner's 
4zxfede for orchestra. 

By the end of October 工 was at last ready to start on my 
journey to Leipzig，in the course of which 工 was induced in 
8a strange way to enter the Wartburg once more， 工 had alighted 
for a few minutes at 了 isenach，and the train had just begun 
to move 88 工 was hurriedqly trying to catch 让 工 ran after the 
vanishing train involuntarily with a sharp cry to the guard， 
but naturally without being able to stop 直 A considerable 
crowd，which had gathered on the station to watch the de. 
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parture of a prince，thereupon broke into loud outbursts of 
laughter，and when I 工 said to them,“ 工 suppose you are glad 
tbat this happened to me ?” they replied,， “Yes，it was very 
funny.” On this incident 工 based my axiom that yoU can 
please the German publie by your misfortunes 这 by nothing 
else。 As there was no other train to Leipzig for five hours 工 
telegraphed to my brother-in-law， 了 ermann Brockhaus (whom 
I had asked to put me up), telling him of my delay, and allowed 
8 man who introduced himself as a guide to persuade me to 
visit the Wartburg. There 工 saw the partial restoration made 
by the Grand Duke，and also the hall containing Sechwind's 
pietures, to all of which I 工 was quite indifferent 工 tbhen turned 
into the restaurant of this show-place of 了 isenach，and found 
several women there engaged in knitting stockings。 工 he 
Grand Duke of Weimar assured me some time afterwards that 
Tarxyjiiaser enjoyed great popularity throughout the whole of 
Thuringia down to the lowest peasant boy，but neither the 
host nor my gujide seemed to know anything about 让 How- 
ever， 工 sijgned the visitors” book with my full name，and de- 
scribed in it the pleasant greeting 工 had received at the station， 
tbhough 工 have never heard that any one Doticed 让. 

Hermann Brockhaus，who had aged rathbher and grown stout， 
gave me 8 Imost cheerful reception when 工 arrived，late at 
night， at Leipzig. He took me to his bouse，where 工 found 
Ottilie and ber family,and was installed in comfort. We had 
much to talk about，and my brother-in-law's remarkably good- 
natured way of entering into our conversation often kept ms 
up fascinated until all hours of the morning. My connection 
with Weisheimer，8&a young and qulite Unknown composer， 
aroused some misgivings。 His concert programme was in fact 
flled with a great number of his own compositions，including 
& 8ymphonie poem，just completed,， entitljed Deyr Rastter To99emr 
pu7g.。 工 should probabljy have raised a protest against carTy- 
ing out thigs programme in its entirety had Iattended the 
rehearsals in an undisturbed frame of mind, but it so happened 
that the hours 工 spent in the concert-room proved to be among 
the most intimate and pleasant recollections of my jife，for 
tbhere Imet the Biilows again. 也 ans seemed to have felt it 
his duty to join me ip celebrating Weisheimer's d6but， his 
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contribution being & new pianoforte concerto by Liszt To 
enter the old familiar hall of the Gewandhaus at Leipzig was 
enough in itself to cause me an Uneasy feeling of depression， 
Which was inereased by my reception by the members of the 
orchestra 一 of whose estrangement 工 was keenljy conscious 一 
and to wbom 工 had to introduce myself as an entire stranger. 
But 工 felt myself suddenly transported when Idiscovered 
Cosima sitting in a corner of the hall，in deep mourning and 
Very pale，but smiling cheerfully at me. She had returned 
shortly before from 了 Paris 一 where her grandmother now lay 
hopelessly bedridden 一 fled with grief at the inexplicably 
gudden death of her sister，and she now seemed，even to my 
eyes，to be jleaving another world to approach me Our 
emotions were 80 genuinely deep and sincere that only an Un- 
conditional surrender to the enjoyment of meeting again could 
bridge the chasm. All the incidents of the rehearsal affected 
us like & magic-lantern show of peculiarly enlivening character， 
at which we looked on like merry children. 互 ans，who was 
in an equally happy mood 一 for we all seemed to each other to 
be embarked on some Quixotie adventure 一 called my atten- 
tion to Brendelj，who was sitting not far from us，and geemed 
to be expecting me to recognise him。 工 found it entertaining 
to prolong this suspense thus occasioned，by pretending not to 
know him，whereat as it appears，the poor man wa8s much 
offended. Recalling my unjust behaviour on this occasion， 工 
therefore made a point of alluding specially to Brendels ser- 
vices when speaking in public some time afterwards on 
Jadazs7 MI Mstc，by way of atonement，as it were，to this 
man， who had qied in the meantime. The arrival of Alexander 
Ritter with my niece ranziska helped to enliven us。 My 
Dilece，indeed，{found constant entertainment and exclitement 
in the enormity of Weisheimer's compositions，while Ritter，who 
was acquainted with the text of my Merstersti9Ier，described 
aa highly unintelligible melody given to the basses in stter 
ToqqenDurqg as8“the lonely gormandiser mode :Our good- 
humour might have failed us in the end，however，had we not 
been refreshed and uplifted by the happy effect whlich the 
prelude to the Metsterstzger (which had at last been success- 
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fully rehearsed) and Biilow'e glorious rendering of Liszt'e new 
work produced. Ihe actual concert itself gave a final ghostly 
touch to an adventure to which we bad looked forward so 
contentedly till then. To Weishelimers horror the Leipzig 
public stayed away em ni0s8e，in response 8pparently to 8a 8lgn 
from the leaders of the regular subscription concerts。 工 bave 
never 8een any place 80 empty on an occasion of this sort ; 
besides the members of my family 一 among wbhom my sister 
Ottilie was conspicuous in a very eccentric cap 一 thbere was no 
one to be seen but a few visitors，who had come into town for 
the occasion，occupying one or two benches. 工 noticed in 
particular my Weimar friends，Conductor Lassen，Councillor 
Franz Miiller，the never-failing Richard Pohl，and vstazra 专 
Gille，who had al nobly put in an appearance。 工 also recog- 
nised with a shock of surprise old Councillor 及 iistner，the 
former manager of the Court Theatre in Berlin，and 工 had to 
respond amiably to his greeting and his astonishment at the 
incomprehensible emptiness of the hall,， Ihe people of Leipzig 
Were represented solely by special friends of my family，who 
never went to 8 concert in the ordinary wa7y，among them 
being my devoted friend，Dr. Lothar Miller，the son of Dr. 
Moritz Miiller，an allopathb whom 工 had known very well in 
my earliest youth. JIn the middqle of the hall there were onjy 
the concert-giver'g jianrc6e and her mother.， At a jlittle dis- 
tance away，8and facing this lady，I took a seat next to Cosima 
while thbe concert was in progress。 My family，observing Us 
from aa distance， were offended by the almost incessant 
laughter which possessed us，88 they themselvee were in thbe 
depths of depresslon. 

As regards the prelude to the Metsterstiger，its 8uccessfu] 
performance affected the few friends who formed the audi- 
ence 80 favourably that we had to repeat it there and 
then 一 to the satisfaction even of the orchestra。 JIndeed， 
their artifcially nurtured distrust of me，which had been 
like a_ coating of ice，now seemed to have melted，for when 
I brought the concert to a close with the 7aynmzhauser Overture 
the orchestra celebrated my recall with a tremendous fourish 
of instruments.。 This delighted my sister Ottilie beyond 
measure，88 she maintained that such an honour had Dever 
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been accorded before exoept to Jenny Lind， My fiend 
Weisaheimer，whbho had really tired every one'8 patience in the 
most inconsiderate Way，afterwards developed a feeling of 
dissatisfaction towards me which dated from this period.， He 
felt bound to confess to himself that he would have done much 
better without my brilliant orchestral pieces，in which case he 
mijight have offered the publice a concert at 8 cheaper rate， 
consjsting exclusively of his own works. As it was， he had to 
bear the costs 一 to his father's great disappointment 一 and also 
to overcome the Unnecessary humiliation of being unablje to 
give me 8n7 profits. 

My brother-in-law was not to be deterred by these painful 
impressions from carrying out the household festivities，which 
hadqd been arranged beforehand in celebration of my expected 
triumphs。、 The Biilows were also invited to one of the banquets， 
and there was &n evening party at which 工 read the Metvsterstiger 
to an imposing array of professors, and met with much apprecia- 
tion。 工 renewed my acquaintance with 了 Professor Weiss，too， 
who interested me very much，for 工 remembered him from my 
young days as a friend of my uncle's.。 了 e expressed himsejf as 
particularly surprised by my skill in reading aloud. 

The 了 Biows had now unfortunately returned to Berlin. 
We had met once more on & very cold day in the street (under 
Unpleasant conditions，for they were paying duty calls)，bnut 
the general depression which had settled on us seemed more 
noticeable，during our short leave-taking，than the feeting 
good-humour of the last few days. My friends were well aware 
of the terrible and utterly forlorn condition in which 工 found 
myself. 工 had been idiotice enough to count on the proceeds 
from the Leipzig concert to provide at least the needs of tbe 
moment，and 工 was，in the first place，put ipto the awkward 
position of being unable to pay my landjord punctualy (the 
house rent at Biebrich being now due). Buat 工 was ready to 
stake everything on keeping this asylum for another year，8andQ 
工 had to deal with an obstinate，bad-tempered creature whbom 
工 thbought it necessary to pay in advance for the sake of securing 
thbe place。 As 工 had just then to supply Minna with ber 
quarterly allowance also，the money which 玉 egqrerunIsra 专 
Miiler forwarded to me from the Grand Duke seemed，indeed， 
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& heaven-sent windfall. 下 or after giving up Sohott entirely 
工 had, in my distress, turned to tbis old acquaintance and begged 
him to explain my situation to the Grand Duke and induce him 
to send me 50me help 一 to be regarded possibly asg payment in 
a&dvance for my new operas。 In response to this IT received the 
startling and unexpected sum of fifteen hundred marks through 
Miiller'g instrumentality. It was not until some ftime after 
that 工 accounted for this generosity by the supposition that the 
Grand Duke's amiable behaviour towards me had been & 
deliberate attempt to make an impression Upon his friend 
Liszt，whom he wished to entice back to Weimar at all costa- 
也 e was certainly not mistaken in counting on the excellent 
effect his binding generosity to me would have on our common 
fmend. 

工 was therefore in a position to go to Dresden for a few days 
at once, to renew my provision for Minna,， and at the same time 
to honour her with one of the visite deemed Decessary to 
support her in her di 值 cult situation.。 Minna conducted me 
from thbe station to the fat which she bad taken and furnished in 
Walpurgisstrasse，a street which had not been built at the time 
Ileft Dresden. She had as usual arranged her home very 
tastefully，and with the aim evidently of making me comfort- 
able。 工 was greeted on the threshold by a little mat embroidered 
with the word Salve, and 工 recognised ouz Paris drawing-room 
at once in the red 8silk curtains and the furniture， 工 was to 
have a majestice bedroom，an exceedingly comfortable study 
on the other side，as wel as the drawing-room at my entire 
disposal，while she installed hereself in one little room with 
Teces8e8 looking on to the yard. The study was adorned by 
the magnifcent mahogany bureau which had originaly been 
made for my house when 工 was conducetor at Dresden。 tt had 
been bought in by the Ritter family，after my Hight from tbat 
city，and presented to 久 ummer，the son-in-]aw，from whom 
Minna had hired it tetmporarily, leaving me the option of buying 
it back for one hundqred and eighty marks. As 工 showed no 
desire to do so her mood became gloomier. Oppressed by the 
fearful embarrassment which she experienced on being alone 
with me，she had invited my sister Clara to come on 8 visit 
from Chemnitz，and was Dow sharing thbe small room at her

disposal with her. Clara proved herself extraordqinarily wise 
and sympathbetice on this 88 on {former occasions。 She pitied 
Minna of course，and wa8 anxlous to help her at this di 伍 cujt 
period，tbhough always with a view to strengthening her in 
the conviction thbat our parting was Unavolidable。、 An exact 
kmnowledge of my extremely awkward position now seemed 
.called for. My fnanclal di 全 culties were so crushing thbat the 
only excuse {for telling Minna was to sllence her uneasy 8sus- 
picions about me 工 did，however，succeed in avoiding al 
explanations with her 一 the more easlly as my meetings with 
Fritz Brockhaus and his family (including thbe married daughter 
Clara 及 essinger)，the Pusinellis，old Heine，and lastly the two 
Schnorrs，provided a pretext for our spending most of the time 
in the society of others. 

I flled the morings by making callsg，and it was when 工 
set out to pay my respeets and thanks to Minister Bir for my 
amnesty that 工 trod the familiar streets of Dresden again.- 
My first impression was one of extraordinary boredom and 
emptiness，for 工 bad last seen tbhem flled with barricades，in 
which fantastie condition they had looked so unusually interest- 
ing， 工 did not see a single familiar face on the way. 了 ven 
the glover，whom 工 had alwaysg patronised and whose shop 工 
Dow had occasion to revisit，did not seem to know me，Uuntil an 
oldish man rushed across the street to me and greeted me with 
great excitement and tears in his eyes.。 I tared out to be 
Karl 人 ummer of the court orchestra (looking much older), the 
most jnspired oboist I evez met 工 had taken hm almost 
tenderly to my heart on account of his playing, and we embraced 
joyfully. 工 asked whether he still played his instrument as 
beautifu]lly as before，whereupon he assured me that since 工 had 
left his oboe had failed to give real satisfaction，8nd lt wa88 
now a long time since he had had himself pensioned o 人 在。 He told 
me in response to my inquiries that all my old military bands- 
men 一 including Dietz，the tall double-bass Player 一 Were 
either dead or pensioned of Our manager Liittichau and Con- 
ductor Reissiger were among those who had died,， Lipinsky had 
returned to 了 Poland long before，Schubert) tbhe leader，was unfit 
for work，and everything seemed to me sad and strange. 
Minister Bir expressed to me the grave qualms he still fett 
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about the amnesty granted me。 True, he had ventured to sign 
it bimself，but was still troubled to think that my great popu- 
larity as a composez of opera Would make it.easy for me to 
raige annoying demonstrations。 工 comforted him at once by 
promising onjy to remain a few days and to refrain from visiting 
the theatre，upon which he dismissed me with a deep sigh and 
an exceedingly grave face. 

Very different was Imy reception from Herr von Beust， who 
with smiling elegance of manner implied by his conversation 
that 工 wasg perhaps not 80 innocent after al as 工 now seemed 
to think myself. He drew my attention to a letter of mine 
which had been found in Rbpckel'e pocket at the time， This 
Was new to me，and 工 willingly gave him to understand that 
Ifelt myself bound to look on the amnesty accorded me 8a8 
8& pardon for my incautious behaviour in the past，and we 
parted with the liveliest manifestations of friendship. 

We invited some friends one evening ip Minna's drawing- 
room，where 工 read out the Mezstersgtmger once more to the 
people who did not know it。 After Minna had been provided 
with enough money to last some time，she accompanied me 
back to the station on the fourth day; but she was flled with 
such fearful presentiments of never seeling me again that her 
farewell wasg made in positive anguish. 

At Leipzig 工 put up at an inn for one day。 There 工 met 
Alexander Ritter, and we spent a pleasant evening together over 
ouUT punch. TIhe reason that had induced me to make this 
short stay was the assurance given me that 让 工 gave 8 concert 
of my own it would not be one of the regular series。 工 had 
weighed this information with reference to the much-needed 
money it might bring in，but 工 now realised that the under- 
taking rested on no security， 工 returned in haste to Biebrich， 
where I had to get my household affairs into order。 To my 
great annoyance Ifound my landjord in a more impossible 
temper than ever. 也 e seemed unable to forget my having 
blamed him for bis treatment of the dog，and also of my ser- 
vant，whom 工 had been obliged to protect against him when 
she had had a love-affair with a tailor. JIn spite of receiving 
payment and promises he remained peevish，and insisted that 
he would have to move into my part of the house on account 
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of his health in the coming spring。 8So while I forced him， 
by paying advance，to leave my household goods untouched 
unftil 五 aster at least， 工 went about trying to fnd a suitable 
house for the following year，visiting various places in the 
Rheingau Under the guidance of Dr Sechiiler and Mathilde 
Maier. 工 had no success，however，the time being so short， 
but my friends promised to search untiringly for what 工 wanted. 

At Mayence 工 met Friederike Meyer again.。 Her situation 
in Erankfort seemed to have grown more and more di 值 cujlt. 
When she heard that 工 bad tarmed away Herr von Guaita?s 
manager，WwWho had been sent to Biebrich with instructiongs to 
pay me fifteen louis d'or for conducting Zojpemngrww she Upheldq 
my action strongly。 As for herseljf，she had broken with that 
gentleman entirely，ineisting on being released from her con- 
tract，and was now about to enter upon & special engagement 
at the Burgtheater.。 She won my sympathy once more by 
her conduct and_ determination，whlieh 工 bad to conslider as 
8 powerful refutation of the calumnies brought Up against 
her.。 As 工 too was in the act of starting for Vienna，she Was 
glad to be able to make part of the journey in my company. 
She proposed to stop a day at Nuremberg，where I could pick 
her up for the next stage of the journey.。 Ihis we did and 
arrived in Vienna together，where my friend went to Hitel 
Munsch，while Ichose the 久 aiserin 五 ]izabeth，where 工 now 
felt at home。 This was on the 15th of November。 工 went to 
see Conduetor 卫 sser at once, and heard from him thbat Tstam 
was really being studied vigorously. With Frau Dustmann， 
on _ the other hand， 工 became immediately involved in very 
Unpleasant disagreements through my relation to her sister 
Friederike，which it was easy to milisunderstand.。 It was im- 
possible to make her see how things reajly stood. In her eyes 
her sister was involved in a fatsomn，8and had been cast o 任 by 
her family，so that her arrival in Vienna was compromising to 
them。 In addition to this Friederike'e own condition soon 
caused me the greatest anxiety。 She had made an engagement 
to appear thbree times at the Burgtheater without considering 
that just then she was not likely to make &a good appearance 
on the stage，particularly before the Viennese publiec.。 Her 
seriou8 ilness，the recovery from Which had been attended by 
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the most exciting circumstances，had disfigured her and made 
her very thin. She had also gone 8lmost entirely bald，but 
nevertheless persisted in her great objection to wearing a Wig. 
了 er sister's hostility had estranged her colleagues at the theatre， 
and 8s 8a result of all this, and also on account of her unfortunate 
choice of a r0le, her appearance was 8 failure。 IThere could be 
no question of her being taken on at that theatre。 Although 
her weakness increased，and she suffered from constant in- 
s0mnia，8he still tried，in her magnanimity and her shame，to 
hide from me the awkwardness of her situation。 She went 
to a cheaper inn，the “Stadt 下 rankfurt,”where she intended to 
wait and see the result of sparing her nerves 88 far 8s possible. 
She seemed to be in no embarrassment a8 far 88 money 到 88 
concerned，but at my request consulted Standhartner，who did 
not seem to know how to help her much. As open-air exerT- 
cise had been strongly recommended，and as the weather was 
at present bitterly cold (from the end of November to the be- 
ginning of December)， 工 hit on the idea of advising her to 
go to Venice for 8a prolonged stay. Once again there seemed 
no lack of means，and she followed my advice。 One icy morn- 
ing 工 accompanied her to the station，and there for the present 
I left her, as 工 boped, to a kindqer fate。 She had a faithful maid 
with her，and 工 soon had the satisfaction of receiving reassuUT- 
jing accounts 一 of her health especially 一 from Venice. 

While my relations with her had brought me troublesome 
complications，I still kept up my old Viennese acquaintances。 
A eurious incident occurred at the very beginning of my visit. 
工 had to read the Metzstersiger aloud to the Standhartner 
family，as 工 had done everywhbere else。 As Dr. 有 ansllck was 
nowW SUpposed to be well disposed towards me, it was consldered 
the right thing to invite him too. We noticed that as the read- 
ing proceeded the dangerous eritice became more and more pale 
and depressed，and it was remarked by everyone thbat it wa8 
impossible to persuade him to stay on at the close，but that 
he took his leave there and then in an unmistakably vexed 
manner。 My friends all agreed in thinking thbat 了 anslick 
looked on the whole libretto as a lampoon aimed at himself， 
and had felt an invitation to the reading to be an insult， And 
undoubtedly the eritic's attitude towards me underwent 8 very 
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remarkable change from hbat evening. 也 e became Uncompro- 
misingly hostile，witb results that were obvious to us at once. 

Cornelius and Iausig had again been to see me but 工 had to 
Work o 企 my resentment against them both for the ft of real 
ill-humour their behaviour had caused me in the previous sum- 
Imer。 This had happened when 工 expected the Biilows and 
the Schnorrs to stay withb me together at Biebricehb，and my 
Warm interest in these two young friends,， Cornelius and Tausig， 
led me to invite them' too。 工 received Cornelius's acceptance 
immediately，and was the more 8Urprised to get a letter from 
Gleneva，whither Tausig (who appeared to have funds at his 
disposal al of a sudden) had carried him o 企 on a summer 
excurslion -一 nO doubt of a more Important and pleasanter na- 
ture。 Without the least mention of any regret at not being able 
to meet me bat summer， they simply announced to me that“a 
glorious cigar had just been smoked to my health.” And now， 
when 工 met them again in Vienna， 工 found it impossible to 
refrain from pointing out to them the insujlting nature of their 
behaviour; but tbey seemed unable to understand how II couUd 
object to their preferring the beautiful tour into French Swit- 
zerland to paying me 8a visit at Biebrich。 工 was obviously &a 
tyTrant to them.。 Besides thisg， 工 thought Tausigs curious con- 
duct at my hotel suspicious.。 工 was told that he took his 
meals in the downstairs restaurant，after which he climbed up 
past Imy foor to the fourth storey, to pay long visits to Countess 
下 rockow. When 工 asked him about it and learned that the 
lady in question was also 8 friend of Coslima'8， 工 exzpressed my 
sUrprise at his not introducing me 也 e continued to evade 
this suggestion with singularly vague phrases，and when 工 
ventured to tease him by the supposltion of a love-affair，he 
said there could be no question of such a thing, as the lady was 
old。 So 工 let him alone，but the amazement whbich his peculiar 
behaviour then caused me wa8s intensified some years later when 
I at last learned to know Countess 玉 rockow very well，and 
W88 88ssured of her deep interest in me。 It seemed thbat she 
had desired nothing more than to make my acquaintance also 
at that time，but that Tausig had always refused to fnd an 
opportunity,， and had made the excuse that 工 did not care about 
women's 80ciety. 
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But we eventually resumed our lively and sociable habits 
when 工 began seriously to carry out my project of giving con- 
certs iD Vienna。 Although the piano rehearsals for the prin- 
cipal solo parts of T7istaz had been put in hand diligently 
一 工 had left them to Conduetor 卫 sser，who took them zealously 
in hand 一 my mistrust 88 to the real success of these studqies 
was unshaken，8and the point which I doubted most was not 
s0 Inuch the capabilities of the singers as their goodwill， More- 
over，Frau Dustmann's absurd behaviour disgsgusted me on my 
frequent attendance at the rehearsals。 On the other hand， 工 
noW set my hopes on making 8 good Impression，on the score 
of novelty alone，by performing selections from my own Works 
still Unknown to the Viennese publiec。 JIn this way I_ could 
show my secret enemijes hat there were other means open to 
me of bringing my more recent compositions before the publie 
thban by the medium of the stage，where they could so easily 
stop Ie。 or all the practical details of the performance 
Tausig now proved himself particularly useful]， We agreed to 
hire the Theatre on the Wien for three evenings, the idea being 
to give one concert at the end of December and to repeat the 
experiment twice after a Week's interval Ihe first hbing was 
to copy out the orchestral parts from the sections which 工 out 
out from my scores for the concert. 工 here were two selectiong 
from 有 hetmgofd and two from the 六 cNiiyre and the Metrster 
sgE7，but 工 kept back tbhe prelude to Tsfam for the present,，8so 
88 not to clash with the performance of the whole work at the 
Opera which was still being advertised. Cornelius and 工 auslg， 
with 8ome 888istant copyists，mnow started on be work，whbich 
coujd only be carried out by experienced score-readers if it Was 
to be done correctly. TIhey were joined by Weisheimer，who had 
arTrived in Vienna，having in the end decided to come to the 
concert。 工 ausig also mentioned Brahms to me，recommending 
him as a“very good fellow,，” whbo，althbough he was so famous 
himself，would willingly take over & part of their work，and 8 
selection from the Metsterstger Was accordingly allotted to 
him.。 And，indeed，Brahms's behaviour proved unassuming 
and good-natured，but he showed jlittle vivacity and was often 
hardqly noticed at our gatherings。 工 also came across riedrich 
Uhl again，an old acquaintance who was now editing a pojlitical 
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paper called Dey Botlschajfter with Julius Frobel under Sehmer- 
ling's auspices。 He placed his journal at my disposal，and 
made me give him the first act of the libretto of Metzsterstz79er 
for his Fevweelomn。 Whereupon my friends chose to think that 
了 anslick grew more and more venomous。 

While I and my companions were overwhelmed by the 
preparations for be concert，there came in one day 8 certain 
Herr Moritz，whom Biilow had introduced to me in 了 Paris as 8& 
ridieulous person。 His clumsy and importunate behaviour and 
the idiotie messages 一 evidently of his own invention 一 Which 
he brought me from Biilow drove me in the end to show him 
the door with great emphasis，for 工 too was carried away by 
Tausig's lively annoyance at this very o 全 cious intruder.、 He 
reported on thls to Cosiima in 8 Imanner 80 insulting to Biilow 
that she in return {found it necessaTyY to express to me in 
writing her intense indignation at my inconsiderate behaviour 
towards my best friends。 工 was realy so surprised and dumhb- 
foundered by this strange and inexplicable event that 工 bandqed 
Cosima's jletter to Iausig without comment，merely asking him 
what could be done in the face of such nonsense. He at once 
Undertook to show Cosima the incident in a correct light and 
clear up the misunderstanding，and 工 soon had the pleasure of 
hearing that he had met with success. 

We had now come to the point of rehearsing for the concert 
IIhe Royal Opera had supplied me with the singers needed for 
the selections from 环 letgolC，the 信 al1piire，and Sreqfrzed 

“Schmiede-Lieder ')，and also for Pogners 4mz7ede from the 
Metsterstiger。 工 had only to fall back on amateurs for the 
three Rhbhine maldens。 Ihe concert director 了 ellmesberger was 
3 great help to me in thig matter 8s in every other way，and his 
fne playing and enthusiastic demonstrations when leading the 
orchestra never failed in any circumstances。 After the deafen- 
ing preliminary rehearsals in aa small music-room in the opera 
house，which had perplexed Cornelius by the great noise they 
made，we arrived at the stage ltself. In addition to the expense 
of hiring the place, 工 bad to bear the cost of the requisite exten- 
sion of the orchestra.。 IThe room，which was lined all round 
with theatrical scenery，w8a8 still extraordinarily unfavourable 
for sound。 工 hardqly felt 1ike running the risk of providing an 
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acoustic wal and ceilling on my own account，however. 人 Al- 
though the first performance on 26th December drew a large 
audqience，it brought me in nothing but outrageously heavy 
expenses and great distress at the dismal effect of the orchestra 
OowWing to thbe bad acoustics。 JIn splite of the dark outiook 工 
decided to bear the ceost of buildqing a sound-escreen，in order 
to _ enhance the effect of the two following concerts，when 工 
fattered myself 工 might count on the sucecess of the efforts that 
were being made to arouse interest in the highest circles. 

My friend Prince Liechtenstein thought thig was by no meangs 
Impossible，and believed he might manage to interest the Im- 
perial Court thbrough Countess Zamoiska，one of the ladies- 
in-waiting，and he one day accompanied me thbrough the inter- 
minable corridors of the Imperial Castle on 8a visit to this lady. 
I afterwards learned that Mnme. 人 alergis had also been at work 
here on my behalf，but she had apparently only succeeded in 
winning Over the young 了 mpress，for she alone was present 
at the performance，and without any retinue.。 了 But at the 
second concert 工 had to endure all kinds of disillusionment. 
In spite of all warnings to the contrary,， 工 had fxed it for the 
New Years Day of 1863. Ihe hall was exceedingly badly 
flled，and my sole satisfaction was to know that by improving 
tbe acoustie properties of the place the orchestra sounded ex- 
tremely well In consequenoce of this the reception of the 
yariou8 pieces WaS 8o favourable that at the thbird concert，on 
8th January, 工 was able to perform before an overfiowing house， 
and thus obtained very gratifying testimony to the fine musical 
taste of the Viennese public。 Ihe by no means startjing pre- 
lude to Pogner's 4myzede from the ersferswiIer Was8 enthusil- 
astically encored, in spite of the faet that the singer had already 
risen to his feet for the next part。 At this moment 工 chanced 
to 8see iD one of the boxes & most comforting omen for my 
present position ; for 工 recognised Mme， 玉 alergis，who had 
just arrived for a prolonged stay in Vienna, to which I fondly 
imagined she was prompted by some idea of helping me here 
al80.。 As she too was on friendly terms with Standhartner，she 
at once entered into consujltation with him as to how 工 could 
be helped out of the eritical situation in which 工 was once 
more placed by the expenses of my concerts。 She confessed 
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to our mutual friend tbat she had no means at her disposal, 
and would only be able to meet our extraordinary expendi- 
ture by contracting fresh debts. 划 was therefore Decessary 
to secure wealthier patrons, among wbom she mentioned Baroness 
Von Stockhausen，the wife of the 互 anoverian ambasgsador. 
This lady，who was & great friend of Standhartner's，was most 
kind to me，8nd won Ime the sympathy of Lady Bloomfield 
and her husband, the English ambassador. A soiree was given 
in the house of the latter，and at 下 rau von Stockhausen;s there 
Were 8lso sevyeral evening 3ssemblies。 One day Standhartner 
brought me 8 thousand marks as an instalment towards my 
expenses，8S8ying that they came from an anonymous donor. 
Meanwhile Mme. 了 alergigs had managed to procure two thou- 
sand marks，which were also placed at my disposal，through 
Standhartner, for further needs。 But all her efforts to interest 
the court on my behalf remained entirely fruitless，in spite 
of her intimacy with Countess Zamoiska3i for unfortunately 
a member of that 玉 5nneritz family from Saxony，which was 
everywhere turning up for my discomfiture，had now appeared 
88 8mbassador here also. 也 ee succeeded in suppressing any 
inclination the all-powerful Archducehess Sophie might have 
had towards me，by pretending that during his time 工 had 
burnt down the 及 ing of Saxony's castle. 

But my patroness，undaunted still，endeavoured to help me 
in every concelivable way demanded by my necessities。 JIn 
order to gratify my moast earnest longing for a peaceful home 
where I could stay for a while, she managed to secure the house 
of the 了 nglish attach6，a son of the famous Bulwer Lytton， 
who had been called away，but was keeping up his establish- 
ment for some time longer. IThus thbrough her 工 was intro- 
duced to this exceedingly amlable young man。 工 dined with 
him one evening，together with Corneliusg and Mme. 久 alergis， 
and after dinner began to read thbem my Cotterdairn7nerua0I， 工 
did not seem to have secured 8a very attentive atudience，how- 
ever，8nd when 工 noticed this 工 stopped and withdrew with 
Cormelius. We found it very eold as we went home，and 
Bulwer”s rooms seem also to have been insu 全 cliently heated， 
80 that we took refuge in a restaurant to drink a glass of hot 
punceh. The incident has remained fxed in my memory 
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because here for the first time I saw Cornelius in an ungovern- 
ably eccentrice humour.， While we thus took our pleasure， 
Mme. 人 alergis used her infuence 一 so 工 was afterwards informed 
一 88 8n exceedingly powerful and irresistible female advocate 
to inspire Bulwer with a deftnite interest in my fate。 In this 
she so far succeeded，that he unconditionally placed his house 
at I7 disposal for nine months.。 On considering the matter 
more deeply，however, 工 did not see what advantage thbis would 
be to me, seeing that 工 had no further prospect of earning any 
income in Vienna for my sustenance。 

On the other hand, my plansg were decided for me by an offer 
which reached me from St Petersburg to conduet two concerts 
there in tbe month of Marceh for the Philharmonice Society for 
8& fee of two thousand silver roubles。 or this also 工 had to 
tbank Mme. 玉 alergis，who urgently counselled me to accept 
the invitation，holding out at the same time 8 prospect of 
further increaslng my recelptes by giving an addqitional concert 
on my own account，from which very important material 
resujlts might be expected.。 IThe only thing which couljd have 
induced me to decline this invitation would have been an 
asSUrance that my Tristo woud be staged in Vienna during 
the next few months; but a fresh indqisposition on the part 
of tbe tenor Ander had once more brought our preparations to 
8 standstill，and moreover 工 had completely lost all faith in 
those promises which had lured me again to Vienna。 To this 
the effect of my visit to thbe minister Sechmerling immediately 
on my return to Vienna had certainly contributed. This man 
had been much astonished at my referring to a recommendation 
by Prince Metternich，for the latter，8so the minister declared， 
had never spoken 8 word to him about me。 Nevertheless，he 
Very politely assured me that it needed no such recommendation 
to interest him in 8 man of my merit When，therefore， 工 
mentioned the idea suggested by Prince Metternich;s kindness 
that tbhe 了 mperor might assign me some special position in 
Vienna，he hastened at once to inform me that he was com- 
pjletely powerless to infuence any of the 琶 mperor”8 decisions.。 
工 his admission on the part of 也 err von Schmerling certainly 
helped to explain Prince Metternich'e behaviour，and 工 con- 
cluded that the jlatter had preferred an attempt to win the 
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Chief Chamberlain for a serious revival of Tstaz to a fruitless 
effort with the minister. 

As these prospects were therefore brust into the unceertain 
future， 工 now agreed to the St Petersburg proposal，but first 
of all sought about for means to provide the necessary funds. 
For these I relied on a concert which Heinrich Porges had 
already arranged for me in Prague. Consequently early in 
Kebruary II set out for that city，and had every reason to be 
satisfied with my reception there. Young 了 Porges，an out- 
and-out partisan of Liszt and myself，pleased me greatly，not 
on]y personally，but by his obvious enthusiasm.。 工 be concert 
took place at the hall on the Sophia Island，and wasg crowpned 
with great success.。 Besides one of Beethovens symphonies， 
several selections from my newer works were given，8and when 
next day Porges paid me about two thousand marks，with 
the reservation of a few smaller supplementary paymentes， 工 
laughingly assured him that this was the first money 工 bad 
eyer earned by my own exertion8s。 He also gave me 8S0me very 
pleasant introducetions to several exceedingly devoted and in- 
telligent young people，belonging both to the German and 
Czech parties，and among them to 8& teacher of mathematics 
called Lieblein，and an author whose name was Musiol. 工 
was With a certain pathetic interest that，after 80 Iany years， 
I here discovered a friend of my earliest youth，named Marie 
Liwe， who had given up singing and taken to the harp instead， 
and was now engaged to play this instrument in the orchestra， 
in which capacity she assisted at my concert.。 On the occasion 
of the first performance of Tanmhiiaser in Prague, she had sent 
me 8& most enthusiastic report about it。 Her admiration Was 
now intensifed，and for many years afterwards she remained 
tenderly attached to me Well satisfed then，and flled with 
newly awakened hope, 工 burried back to Vienna again in order 
to put the arrangement for Tristamn on as firm 8 basis as possible. 
It was found feasible to arrange another pianoforte rebhearsal 
in my presence of the two frst acts，and 工 was astonished 
at the really passable performance of the tenor，while from 
Erau Dustmann I could not withhold my sincerest congratu- 
lations on her admirable execution of her di 值 cujt part 工 
Was therefore decided that my work should be produced a jhttle 
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after 玉 asterz，which would ft in very well with the exzpected 
date of my return from 了 Russia. 

The hope of being now able to count on earning 8a large in- 
come decided me to revive my former idea of settling for good 
in the peace and quiet of Biebrich. As there was still time 
before Ihad to start for Russia，I returned to the Rhine to 
arrange matters there as8 rapidly as possibje。 Once more 工 
lodged ip rickhifer'e house，and in the company of Mathilde 
Maier and her friend Luise Wagner once more hunted tbhrough 
the Rheingau in search of a suitable house。 Not fndqing what 
工 wanted, 工 fnally entered into treaty with rickhofer for the 
erection of a smajll cottage on 8 plot of land 工 proposed to buy 
near his villa。 Dr Schiiler，the man who had been intro- 
duced to me by young taidl，was to take the matter in hand， 
8s he had both legal and business experience. 卫 stimates were 
prepared，and it now depended entirely on the amount of my 
Russian receipts as to whether the undertaking could be begun 
in the following spring or not。 As in any case 工 bad to give 
up my rooms in Krickhifer's house at 卫 aster， 工 removed al 
my furniture and sent it packed to the furniture-dealer in 
Wiesbaden，to whom 工 was still indebted for the greater part 
of jt。 

Thuns in the best of spirits 工 went frst to Berlin，where 工 
called at once on Biilow. Cosima，wbo was expecting an early 
confinement，seemed delighted to see me again，8&nd insisted 
on 8ccompanying me at once to the music-school，whbere we 
should fnd Hans。 II entered a long room， at one end of which 
卫 记 oow was glving 8 muslic-lesson。 As 工 stood for some time 1 
8ilence in the doorway，he gave an exclamation of anger at 
being disturbed，only to burst out into joyful laughter on 
recognising who it was。 Our mldday meal together was lively， 
and in exocellent humour Iset out with Cosima alone for a drive 
in 8 fne carriage (belonging to the 有 6tel de Russie)，whose 
grey satin lining and cushions provided us with endless fun. 
Bi 训 ow seemed troubled that 工 should see his wife in a condition 
of advanced pregnancy，88 工 had once expressed my aversion 
from such a sight when speaking of another woman of our 8&c- 
quaintance。 It put us into a good-humour to be able to set bis 
mijind at rest in this case, for nothing could possibly put me out of 
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sympathy with Cosima。 So，sharing my hopes and heartily 
rejoicing in the turn of my fortune，these two friends accom- 
panied me to tbhe 玉 inigsburg railway station and sawW me 0o 任 
on my long night ]ourney. 

In 开 5nigsburg 工 had to wait half a day and a night。 As 工 
had no desire to revisit my haunts in a place which had once 
been so fatal to me,， 工 spent the time quietly in the room of an 
hotel, the position of whlch 工 did not even try to fxz，and early 
in the morning continued my journey towards the 了 Russian 
frontier。 With certain Uneasy memories of my former ilegal 
passage of this frontier， 工 carefully scanned the faces of my 
fellow-passengers during the long hours of travel， Among these 
I was especially struck by one, a Livland nobleman of German 
descent，who，in the haughtiest German Tory tone，proclaimed 
his disgust at the Tesars emancipation of the serfs。 He wished 
me clearly to understand that any efforte on the part of the 
了 Russians to obtain their freedom would receive but scant 
support from the German nobles settled in their midst。 But 
88 We approached St. Petersburg 工 was genuinely frightened to 
fnd our train suddenly stopped and examined by the police. 
They were apparently searching for various persons 8Suspected 
of complicity in the latest Polish insurrection，which hadq just 
broken out. Not far from the capital itself thbe empty seats 
in our carriage were 亿 led by several people，whose high Russian 
fur caps aroused my suspicions，which were not allayed by the 
attention which their wearers bestowed upon me in particnlar. 
But suddenly the face of one of thbem brightened up，and he 
impulsively turned towards me and saluted me as the man 
whom he and several other musicians of the Imperial orchestra 
had come out on purpose to meet.， They were al Germans， 
and on ouUT 8arrival at the St， 了 Petersburg railway station they 
joyfully introduced me to a further large contingent from 
the orchestra，headed by the committee of the Philharmoniec 
Society. 工 bad been recommended to a German boarding-house 
on the Newsky Prospect as a suitable residence。 There 工 was 
Very gracious]y and fatteringly received by Frau 玉 unst，the 
wife of a German merchant, in a drawing-room whose windows 
commanded a view of the wide and busy street, and where 工 was 
Very well served。 工 dined in common with tbhe other boarders 
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and visitors，and often invited Alexander Si6roff，whom 工 had 
formerly known in Lucerne, to be my guest at table。 He had 
called on me immediately on my arrival，and 工 learned that 
he held a very poor appointment 8s censor of German news- 
papers。 了 is person bore signs of much neglect and ill-health， 
and proved that he had had a hard struggle for existence ; 
but he speedily won my respect by the great independence 
and truthfulness of his opinions，whereby，combined with an 
excellent Understanding， 工 soon learned that he had won 
himself a reputation as 8 most infuential and much-dreaded 
critic。 工 appreciated thbis better later on when advances were 
made to me from high quarters to use my infuence with Si6ro 在 
to assuage the bitterness of his persecution of Anton Rubinstein， 
who just at that time was being somewhat oftensively patron- 
ised，。 On my mentioning the matter to him，he explained his 
reasons for believing 了 全 ubinstein”e infuence in Russia to be 
perniclious，whereupon 工 begged him，for my sake at least，to 
hold his hand a little, as 工 did not wish，during my brief stay in 
St. Petersburg, to pose 88 及 ubinstein's rival， To this he replied 
with al the violence of a sickly man，“ 工 hate him，and cannot 
make any concessions.” With me，on the contrary，he entered 
into the most intimate Understanding，as he had so perfect an 
appreciation of me and my art bat our intercourse became 
almost one of mere pleasantry, for on al serious points we were 
in entire agreement。 Nothing could equal thbe care with which 
he sought to help me at every opportunity。 了 e provided the 
necesS&ry tanslation into 及 ussian，both of the songs contained 
in the selections taken from my operas and of my explanatory 
programme for thbe concerts. He also displayed the utmost 
judgment in choosing the most suitable singers for me and for 
this he appeared to fnd abundant recompense in attending the 
rehearsals and performances。 His radiant face beamed every- 
where upon me with encouragement and fresh inspiration。 工 
wa88 eminently satisfed with the orchestra which 工 managed to 
gather around me in the large and handsome hal of the Society 
of Nobles。 It contained one hundred and twenty picked 
players from the Imperial orchestras，who were for the most 
part excellent musicians，usually employed in accompanying 
Italian opera and ballets。 Ihey now seemed delighted to be 
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allowed to breathe more freely in thus occupying themselves 
with nobler music Under 8 method of conducting which 工 had 
made peculliarly my owD. 

After the great suUccess of my frst concert advances were 
made to Ie from those circles to which，as I could very well 
Understand， 工 bad been secretly but infuentially recommended 
by Mme， 及 alergis。 With great circumspection my unseen 
protectress had prepared thbhe way for my presentation to the 
Grand Duchess 也 elane。 工 was instructed，in the first place， 
to make use of a recommendation from Standhartner to Dr. 
Arneth，the Grand Duchess's private physician，whom he had 
known in Vienna，in order through him to be introduced to 
Eraiulein von 有 卫 baden，her most confdential lady-in-waiting. 
I 工 ahould have been well content with the acquaintance of this 
lady alone, for in her 工 leazrned to know 8a woman of wide cu]- 
ture，great lintelligence，and noble bearing，whose ever-growing 
interest in me 工 percelved to be mingled with a certain timidity， 
&pparently concerned chbiefy with the Grand Duchess。 She 
gave me the impresslon that she felt something more important 
ought to happen for me than, from the spirit and character of 
her mistress，8she could expect. 工 was，however，not taken 
to pay Imy respects to the Grand Duchess at once，but received 
first of all an invitation to an evening party in the apartments 
of the lady-in-waiting，at which，among others，the Grand 
Duchess herself was to be present.， Here Anton 了 及 ubinstein 
did the musical honours，and after thbe hostess had introduced 
me to him，she ventured to present me to the Grand Duchess 
herself.， 工 he ceremony went o 在 fairly well，and，as a result， 
工 shortljy afterwards received a direcet invitation to 8 friendly 
evenling tea-party at the Grand Duchess's house. Here，in 
addition to 上 raulein von 了 haden, 工 met the lady next to her ip 
rank， 上 raulein von Stahl，as well as a genial old gentleman， 
who was introduced to me as General von Brebern，for many 
years one of the Grand Duchess”s closest friendqs。 了 raulein 
von 及 haden appeared to have made extraordinary efforts on 
my behalf，which for the present resulted in the Grand Duchess 
expressing 8& wish that 工 should make her better acquainted 
with the text of my New7zqgem Ri0I。 As 工 had no copy of 
the work with me，8although Weber of Leipzig ought by thig 
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ime to have fnished printing it, they insisted that 工 should at 
once telegraph to him in Leipzig to send the finished sheets 
with the utmost despateh to the Grand Duchess's address. 
Meanwhile my patrons had to be content with hearing me read 
the Metysterszmger。 To this reading the Grand Duchess Marie 
wa8s also induced to come 一 8& very stately and still beautiful 
daughter of the Tear Nicholas, who was notorious for thbe passion 
she had shown throughout her life， As to the impression made 
upon this lady by my poem, 了 raiulein von Rhaden only told me 
that she had been seriously alarmed jest 互 ans Sachs might 
end by marrying 卫 va.。 

In the course of a few days the loose proof-sheete of my 
Nefuwrigen work duly arrived，and the Grand Duchess's inti- 
mates met at four tea-parties to hear me read it，and listened 
with sympathetic attention。 Gleneral von Brebern was present at 
them all, but only，as Fraulein von Rhaden said “to blush like 
the rose ) in profoundest slumber，a habit which always afforded 
8 8Ubject for merriment to Fraulein von Stahl, a very lively and 
beautiful woman，when each night 工 accompanied the two 
court ladies from the spacious 88lons along endless corridors 
and staircases to their disgtant apartments. 

The only other person in the great world whom 工 learned 
to know here was Count Wilohorsky，who occupied a high posi- 
tion of trust at thbe Imperial court 8&nd was chiefly esteemed as 
8 patron of music，and considered himself a distinguished 
violoncello-player. The old gentleman appeared well disposed 
towards me，and altogethber satisfied withb my muslcal perform- 
8nces。 JIndeed，he assured me that he hadqd first learned to 
_understand Beethoven?s 了 ighth Symphony (in 了 major) through 
my interpretation。 He also considered that he had fully 
grasped my overture to the Metsterstiger，8and salid the Grand 
Duchess Marie was affected because she had found this piece 
incomprehensible， but had expressed herself enraptured by 
the overture to Tstam，which he himself only managed to 
Understand by the exertion of all his musical knowledge. 
When I told Se6roff of this，he exclaimed enthusiastically，“ Ah， 
thbat beast of a Count! That woman knows what love is1? 

工 he Count arranged a splendid dinner in my honour, at which 
both Anton Rubinstein and Mnme， Abaza were present。 As 工 
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begged Rubinstein to play something after dinner，Mme. Abaza 
insisted on singing his Persian songs，whbich seemed greatly to 
annoy the composer，8a8 he knew very well that he had produced 
much fner work.。 Nevertheless both the composition and its 
execution g&ve me 8 veIy favourable opinion of the talents of 
both artistes。 Ihrough this singer，who had originally had a 
professional engagement in thbe Grand Duchess's household， 
and wa8 nowW Iarried to 8 Wealthy and cultured 了 有 ussian 
gentleman of rank，I obtained an entry into the house of XM. 
Abaza，who recelved me with great ceremony. About the same 
time 8 certain Baron Vittinghof had also made himself known 
to me 8a8 an enthusiastic lover of music，and honoured me with 
an invitation to his hbouse, where 工 met once more with Ingeborg 
Stark，the beautiful Swedish pianist and composer of sonatas， 
whom 工 had formerly known in Paris。 She amazed me by the 
impertinent outburst of laughter with which she accompanied 
the performance of one of the Baron's compositions.。 On the 
other hand，she assumed a more serious air when she informed 
me that she was engaged to 耳 ans von Bronsart. 

Rubinstein，with whom 工 exchanged friendqly visits，behaved 
Very creditably，although，as 工 had expected，he felt himself 
80Omewhat injured by me He told me that he was thinking of 
Teslgning bls poslition in St 了 Petersburg，as lt had been made 
di 鱼 cult by Sroff's antagonism。 It was also thought advisable 
to introduce me to the commercial circles of St. Petersburg，with 
8 View to my coming benefit concert，and 8a visit WwW88 conse- 
quently arranged to 8 concert in the hall of the Merchants” 
Guild， Here 工 was met on the staircase by a drunken 了 Russian， 
who announced himself as the conductor. With a small selec- 
tion of Imperial musicians and others he conducted thbe over- 
tures of Rossini'e Te and Webers Operom，in whbich tho 
kettledrums were replaced by a small military drum，which 
produced a wonderful effect, especially in the lovely transfigura- 
tion part of the Oberom Overture. 

Although 工 was admirably equlpped for my own concerts 88 
far as the orchestra was concerned，yet 工 bad much trouble in 
procuring the requisite singers。 The soprano was very passably 
represented by Mjle. Bianchi;i but for the tenor parts 工 had to 
make 8hift with a M. Seto 他 ，who，althoughb possessing plenty of 
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courage，had very little voice。 But be managed to help me 
through the “Sechmiede-Lieder '， in aegjfried, for his presence at 
least gave 8n 8ppearance of song，while the orchestra alone 
Undertook the effective reality。 On the conclusion of my two 
concerts for the Philharmonie Society，I set seriously to Work 
on Imy Own concert，whbich was to be held in the Imperial Opera 
了 ouse, in the material arrangements for which 工 was helped by 
8a retired musician。 Ihis man often spent hours with Se6rof in 
my well-heated rooms without laying aside his enormous for 
coat，and as his incapacity gave us 8 great deal of trouble，we 
agreed that he was like“the sheep in wolf's clothing.” The 
concert，however，8ucceeded beyond all my expectations，and 
工 do not think 工 was ever 80 enthuslastically received by any 
atUdience 88 on this occasion。 JIndeed，thbeir greeting when 工 
frst appeared was 80 loudly prolonged that 工 felt quite touched， 
& Tare Occurrence with me To this wild abandonment on the 
part of the audience the ardent devotion of my orchestra 
naturally contributed，as my one hundred and twenty musi- 
ciang renewed the frantice acclamations again and again，8 pro- 
cedure which appeared to be quite novel in St， 了 Petersburg. 
Erom some of them 工 heardq such exclamations as “We must 
admit we have never known what music is till now. 

Conductor Schuberth，who，with aa certain amount of con- 
descension，had helped me with advice on business matters， 
now utilised 如 1s favourable turn of affairs to ask for my co- 
operation at 8 concert to be given shortly for his own benefit. 
Although 工 was fully aware tbhat by this means he reckoned 
on conjuring & handsome profit out of my pocket into his ownp， 
yet on the advice of my friends 工 thbought it best to comply 
with his request， albeit much against the grain。 So 8 week 
later 工 repeated the most popular ltems of my programme 
before an equally numerous audience and with the sa8me 
suUcces8，but this time the handsome receipts of three thousand 
roubjes were destined for an invalid man，who as 8 retribution 
for this encroachment on my rights was suddenly summoned 
to another world in tbhe same ye8r. 

To balance this, 工 now had a prospect of further artistic and 
material successes from 8a contract concluded with General 
工 wo 爷 ，the Imanager of the Moscow theatre， 工 was to give 
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three concertes ia the Grand Theatre，of which 工 was to have 
half the receipts，guaranteed in each case at a minimum of 
one thousand roubles.。 工 arrived there suffering from a colda， 
mjiserable and ill at ease，in weathber which was aa Imixture of 
frost and thbaw, and put up at a badly situated German board- 
jing-house。 My preliminary arrangements were made with thbe 
manager，who，in spite of the orders hanging from his neck， 
looked a very inslgnificant person，and the di 全 cult selection of 
the vocal items had to be arranged with a Russian tenor and a 
superannuated Italian lady-esinger. Having settled these， 工 
entered Upon the task of orchestral rehearsals。 It was here 
that 工 frst met the younger 了 ubinstein，Anton's brother 
Nicholas，who， as director of the 了 ussian Musical Society，wWas 
the leading authority in his profession in Moscow ; his demean- 
our towards me wa8s characterised throughout by modesty and 
consideration。 工 he orchestra consisted of the hundred mnusi- 
cians who provided the Imperial household with Italian opera 
and ballet。 It was，on thbe whole，far inferior to that of 
St， 了 Petersburg，yet among them 工 found a small number of 
excellent quartette players， al devotedly attached to me- 
Among these was one of my old 了 Riga acquaintances，thbe 
cellist von Lutzau，who in those days had &a great reputa- 
tion as & wW&g.， But 工 was particularly pleased with a certain 
Herr Albrecht， a violinist，a brother of the Albrecht who was 
one of the party whose Russian fur caps had so scared me on 
my way to St. Petersburg。 But even these men could not dispel 
my feeling that in qealing with thig Mosceow orchestra 工 had 
descended in the artistic scale。 工 gave myself a great deal of 
trouble without deriving any compensating satisfaction，and my 
bile was not a little stirred by the Russian tenor，who came to 
rehearsal in a red shirt, to show his patriotic averslon from my 
music, and sang the 'Schmiede-Lieder of Segfmed in the insipid 
style acquired from the Italians。 On the very Iorning of the 
first concert 工 was obliged to cancel it，and declare myself 
on the sick-list，with a bad，feverish cold. JIn the slush and 
snOW Which inundated the streets of Moscow it seems to have 
been impossible to announce this fact to the public, and 工 heard 
thbat angry disturbances resulted when many splendid equipages 
arrived on 8 frulitjess errand and had to be turned away。 After 
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thbree daysy rest I insisted on giving the three concerts II had 
contracted for within six days，an exertion to which 工 was 
spurred by a desire to have done with an Undertaking 工 felt 
was not worthy of me。 Although the Grand Theatre was flled 
on each occasion with a brilliant audience such as 工 had never 
before seena，yet，according to the caleculations of thbe Imperial 
Ianager，the receipts qid not exceed the amount of the gua8r- 
antee. With this，however， 工 was content，coasidering the 
magnificent reception accorded to my efforts，and above all 
the fervid enthusiasm of the orchestra，which was expressed 
here as it had been in St. Petersburg。 A deputation of memhbers 
of the orchestra begged me to give 8 fourth concert，and on 
Imy refusal，they tried to persuade me to remain for another 
“rehearsal〉 but this too 工 was compelled to decline with a 
smile。 owever，the orchestra honoured me with a banquet， 
at Which，after 瑟 ，Rubinstein had made &a very enthusiastic 
and _ appropriate 8peech，which was greeted with hearty and 
tumultuous applause，one of the company hoisted me on to his 
shoulders and carried me round the hall; whereupon there 
Was 8 great outcry，and every one wanted to render me the same 
kindly service。 工 was presented on this occasion with a gold 
snu 人 -box from fthe members of the orchestra，on which was 
engraved the words “Docj 8aer ja from Siegmund's song 
in the Wouwre。 工 returmed the comipliment by presenting to 
the orcheastra 8 large photograph of myself，on which 工 wrote 
thbe words “ 开 etmner 900 ”from the same song. 

JIn addition to these musical elireles 工 also became acquainted 
with Prince Odoiewsky，as the result of an introduction and 
strong recomImendation by Mme. 人 alerglig。 She bad told me 
that in the Prince 工 should meet one of the noblest of men，who 
would fully unqerstand me After a most arduouB drive of 
many hours，I reached his modest dwelling，and was received 
with patriarchal simpliceity at his family mid-day dinner，but 
I found it exceedingly difcult to convey to him any partieulars 
88 to Imyself and my plans. With regard to any impressions 
I might be expected to gather respecting himself，he seemed 
to rely on the effect produced by the contemplation of a jlarge 
instrument resembling an organ，which he had had designed 
and erected in one of his principal rooms。 Unluckily there

was n0 one there who could play it; but I could not help think- 
ing it must have been intended for some specialy devised form 
of divine worship，whieh he held there on Sundays for the 
beneft of his household，relatives and acquaintances。 下 ver 
mindful of my kinqly patroness, 工 attempted to give the genial 
了 Prince some idea of my position and my ' aspirations。 With 
apparent emotion he exclaimed， “os ce gu 00L8 jaouit; 
payz1ez G 了 帮 olfrsokn On further inquiry 工 leared that the 
guardian spirit thbus commended to me was not 8 banker, but 8a 
了 ussian Jew who wrote romances. 

All these events seemed to justify the conelusion that my 
receipts，especially if 工 included what 工 might still derive from 
St， 了 Petersburg，woud amply su 值 ce to carry out my project 
of building a house at Biebrich. 工 therefore sent a telegram 
about it to my authorised agent in Wiesbaden from Moscow， 
and left there after 8a stay of only ten days。 工 also forwarded 
one thousand roubles to Minna，who was complaining that her 
expenses for settling down in Dresden were very heavvy. 

But，unfortunately，on reaching St，Petersburg 工 met with 
serious disappointmente。 卫 very one advised me to relinquish 
the idea of giving my second concert on 上 aster Monday，the 
date 工 had fxed, as it was the general custom in Russian society 
to reserve that qdqay for private gatherings。 On the other hand， 
JI could not wel refuse to give a concert，on the third day after 
the date announced for my own，on behalf of those imprisoned 
for debt in St 了 Petersburg，sgeeing that this was to be given at 
the urgent request of the Grand Duchess 了 elane herself， Im this 
latter function all St. Petersburg was already interested for the 
88ke of their own credit，as it was under the most distingujished 
patronage;j 80 that，while every seat was 8old in advance for 
this function，I had to be content with a very empty house at 
the Nobles' Casino, and with proceeds which luekily did at least 
COVeT exXpenseg。 By way of conatrast，the debtors”concert went 
o 企 with the greatest success, and Gleneral Suwarof, the governor 
of the city，a strikingly handsome man, handed me a very beau- 
tifully wrought silver drinking-horn as & hbank-offering from 
the imprisoned debtors. 

工 now set about paying my farewell callsgs，one of which was 
on Friulein von Rhaqen，who distinguished herself by the 
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warmth of her sympathy and interest。 By way of compen- 
sating me for the loss of the receipts 工 hbad reckoned upon， 
the Grand Duchess sent me through this lady the sum of one 
thousand Troubles， coupled with a promise thbat，until my 
circumstances improved，she would repeat the gift annually. 
On discovering this friendly interest 工 could not help regretting 
that the connection thus formed was not 1kely to have Imore 
stable and profitable results。 工 addressed a petition through 
Fraiulein von 了 haden to the Grand Duchess，praying bat she 
Would permit me to come to St. Petersburg for a few months 
every year, to place my talents at her qisposal，both for concerts 
and theatrical performances，in return for which she would 
only have to pay me 8 suitable yearly salary. To this 工 re- 
ceived an evyasive reply. On the day before Imy departure 工 
informed my amiable guardian of my plan for settling at 
Biebrich, and in qoing so 工 made no secret of my fear that after 
spending the money 工 had earned here in carrying out zy 
building plan，my condition might be very much thbe same 38 
of yore，a fear which made me wonder whether it would not 
be better to abandon it altogether.。 Whereupon 工 received the 
spirited reply: “了 Build and hope1” At the last moment before 
starting 工 gratefully answered her in the same manner and said 
that 工 now knew what to do Thus at the end of April 工 de- 
parted，carrying with me the hearty good wishes of S6ro 人 and 
the enthusiastie members of the orchestra，and steamed away 
acros8 the Russian wilderness without calling at 了 Riga，where 
工 had been invited to give aa concert. Ihe long and weary 
road brought me at last to the frontier station of Wirballen， 
where I received a telegram from Kriulein von Rhbhaden: “Not 
too rash.) This was in reference to 8a few lines 工 bad left 
behind for her，and it conveyed qujlte enough to revive my 
doubts as to the wisdom of carrying out my house-building 
plans. 

I reached Berlin without further delay, and at once made for 
Biilow's house。 During the last few months 工 had heard no 
news of Cosima's condition，and it was，therefore，with 8ome 
trepidation that 工 stood at the door， through which the maid 
didq not seem disposed to let me pass,， saying that “her mistresg 
was not well. “Js she seriously ii? 工 asked，and recelving 
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& smilingly evasive reply，at once realised to my joy the true 
situation，and hastened in to greet Cosima。 She had been some 
time delivered of her qaughter Blandine，and was now on the 
highroad to complete recovery. It was only from casual 
callers that she remained secludedq。 玉 verything seemed wel， 
and 也 ans Was quite gay， the more so thbat he now thought me 
freed from all care for some time to come，owing to the success 
of my Russian trip。 But 工 could not regard this assumption 
8a8 justifed，unjless my wish to be invited for some months every 
year to St。 了 Petersburg for renewed activity there met with &a 
ready response。 On this point 工 was enlightened in &a more 
detailed letter from raulein von 了 haden following the above 
telegram in which she told me on no account to rely upon this 
invitation。 This distinct statement compelled me to reckon 
Up the balance of my 了 ussian receipts very seriously，and after 
deducting hotel and travelling expenses，the money sent to 
Minna，and certain payments to the furniture dealer at Wies- 
baden，I found 工 had very little more than twelve thousand 
marks left。 So the scheme of buying land and building a house 
had to be relinquishedq。 But Cosima'”e excelleat health and 
high spirits disgpelled all anxious thought for the present，。 We 
drove out again in 8 splendid carriage，and in the most extrav- 
agant of good humours，through the avenues of the Tier- 
garten，dined to our hearts”content at the 五 6itel de Russie， 
and made Up our minds that bad times had fed for ever. 

or the immediate present my plans were directed towards 
Vienna。 工 bad recently heard that Tstan had once more 
been abandoned，this time owing to the indisposition of Frau 
Dustmann。 JIn order to have this important matter more 
directly under my own supervision，and also because 工 bad 
formed no such intimate artistice ties with any other German 
clty as with Vienna, 工 clung to this as the most suitable place 
in Which to settle。 Iausig，whom Inow met there in excellent 
health and spirits，entirely confzrmed me in this opinion，and 
still further strengthened it by undertaking to fnd me precisely 
the pleasant and quiet dwelling in the neighbourhood of Vienna 
that 工 had set my mind upon，and through his own landlord 
he suceceeded in getting something exactly to my taste。 In 
what had been the pleasant abode of old Baron von Rackowitz 
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at Penzing, 工 was offered the most delightful accommodation for 
8 yearly rent of two thousand four hundred marks， 工 could 
have the entire upper part of the house and the exclusive use 
of a shady and fairly large garden。 In the housekeeper，KEKranz 
Mrazek, 工 found a very obliging man，whom I at once took into 
Imy service together with his wife Anna，an exceedingly gifted 
and obliging woman。 or many years，amid ever-changing 
fortunes，this couple remained faithful to me， 工 now had to 
begin spending money in order to make my long-desired 
a87ylum ft and cosy both for rest and work。 The remnant of 
my household belongings，including Imy 了 rard grand，was sent 
on from Biebmch，as well as the new furniture 工 had found 让 
necessary to buy。 On the 12th of May, in lovely spring weather， 
工 took possession of my pleasant home， and for a while wasted 
much time over the exciting cares connected with the fitting 
UP of my comfortable apartments。 It was at this period that 
Imy connection with Phillip 了 aas and Sons was first established， 
which was destined with the lapse of time to give me 80me 
cause for anxiety。 or the moment every exertion expended 
on 8 domicile associated with 80 many hopes only helped to 
put me into the best of spirites。 The grand-piano arrived in 
due course，and with the addition of various engravings after 
了 aphael，which had fallen to my lot in the Biebrich division， 
my Imusic-room wa88 completely furnished in readiness for the 
22nd of May，when 工 celebrated my fiftieth birthday.， JIn 
honour of the occasion the Merchants，Choral Soeiety gave me 
an evening serenade with Chinese-lantern illuminations，in 
which a deputation of students also joined and greeted me 
with an enthusiastie oration。 工 had laid in a supply of wine， 
and everything passed of excellently。 The Mrazeks looked 
after Imy housekeeping fairly well，and thanks to the eulinary 
arts of Anna, 工 was able to iavite Tausig and Cornejius to dine 
with me pretty frequently. 

But 工 was soon in great trouble again，on account of Minna， 
who bitterly reproached Ime for everything 工 did. Having 
made up Imy mind never to ansgwer her again, 工 wrote thia time 
to her daughter Nathalie 一 who was still in jignorance of the 
relationship between them 一 referring her to my decision of the 
previous year. 
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On the other hand， the fact that I sadly stood in need just 


now of some womanly attentions and care in the management of 
the household became abundantly clear to me when 工 expressed 
to Mathilde Maier of Mayence the ingenuous wish that she 
would come and supply the deficieney. 

工 had_ certainl]y thought bat my good friend was sensible 
enough to interpret my meaning correctly without feeling 
iput to the blush，and 工 was very likely right，but 工 had not 
made su 全 client allowance for her mother and her bourgeois 
sUrTroundings generally. She appears to have been thrown 
into the greatest excitement by my proposal，while her friend 
Loulise Wagner was in the end so powerfully infuenced that she 
frankly advised me，with homely shrewdness and precision， 
to obtain a legal separation from my wife first of all after which 
everything else would be easily arranged. Grievously shocked， 
I at once withdrew my offer，as having been made without due 
deliberation，and strove 88 far as possible to allay the exeite- 
ment thus produced。 On the other hand，Friederike Meyers 
inexplicable fate still caused me much invyoluntary anxiety. 
After she had spent several months of the previous winter in 
Venice，apparently to her benefit, 工 had written to her from St- 
了 Petersburg suggesting that she should meet me at the Biilows” 
in Berlina。 工 had taken into mature consideration the kindly 
interest which Cosima had conceived for her，with a view to 
discussing what steps we could take to bring order into our 
friend's fagrantly disorganised circumstances。 She did not 
appear，however，but wrote instead to inform me that she 
had taken up her abode with a lady friend at Coburg，as her 
very delicate state of health seriously interfered with her 
theatrical career，and was endeavouring to maintain hersef 
by occasional appearances at the small theatre there。 It was 
obvious that for many reasongs could not send her an invitation 
such 88 that sent to Mathilde Maier，though she expressed a 
violent desire to see me once more for a short time，assuring me 
that afterwards she would for ever leave me in peace。 工 could 
only regard it as purposeless and risky to accede to this wish 
]ust then，though 工 kept the idea in reserve for the future. 
During the course of the summer she repeated the same request 
from several places，until，as 工 was engaged late in the autumn

for a concert at 玉 arlsruhe，I at last appointed that time and 
place for the desired meeting.， 下 rom bat time forth 工 never 
received the slightest communication from this most singular 
and attractive friend of mine，3and as，Ioreover， 工 did not 
know where she was， 工 looked upon our connection as severed. 
Not until manay years later Was the secret of her position 一 
certainly 8 very di 值 cult one 一 revealed to me，and from the 
facts then stated I could only conaclude that she shrank from 
telling me the truth concerning her connection with Herr von 
Guaita。 It appeared that this man had much more serious 
claims upon her than I 工 bad suspected，and she had apparently 
been compelledq by the mnecessities of her situation to accept 
his protection，as he wa8 the only friend left to her，while his 
devotion was undeniably genuine. 工 heard that she was then 
living in complete retirement both from the stage and from 
society on 8 tiny estate on the 了 hine with her two children， 
being, it was believed, secretly married to Herr von Guaita. 

But my eareful and elaborate preparations for a quiet spell 
of work had not yet been successful，A burglary in the house， 
which robbed me of the golden snuff-box presented by the 
Moscow musicians，renewed Imy old longing to have 8 dog. 
My kind old landlord consequently handed over to me an old 
and somewhat neglected hound named Pohl，one of the most 
affectionate and _ excellent animals that ever attached itself 
to me JIn his company 工 daily undertook long excursiong 
on foot，for which the very pleasant nelghbourhood aftorded 
admirable opportunities。 Nevertheless 工 was still rather 
]onely，as Tausig was confined to bed for a long time by severe 
illness，while Cornelius was suffering from an injured foot，the 
result of &a careless descent from an omnibus when visiting 
Penzing. Meanwhile 工 was in constant friendly intercourse 
with Standhartner and his family。 Fritz，the younger brother 
of 了 einriceh Porges，had also begun to visit me 了 e wa88 8& 
doctor who had just set up practice，a really nice fellow，whoese 
acquaintance with me dated from the serenade of the Merchants” 
Gee Club, of which he had been the originator. 

工 was nowW convinced thbat there was Do ljonger &ny chance 
-of having Zislom produced at the Opera， as 工 had found out 
that Frau Dustmann's indisposition was merely 8 feint，Herr 
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Ander's complete loss of voice having been the real cause of 
the last interruption。 Good old Condquctor 下 sser tried hard to 
persuade me to assign the part of Tristan to another tenor of 
the theatre named Walter，but the very idea of him was so 
odious to me tbhat 工 could not even bring myself to hear him in 
了 okhengrh。 工 therefore let the matter sink into oblivion，and 
concentrated myself excluslvely on getting into touch with the 
Metzsterstmger again。 工 first set to work on the instrumenta- 
tion of the completed portion of the first act，of which 工 had 
onjy arranged detached fragments as yet But as summer ap- 
proached，the old anxiety as to my future subsistence began to 
pervade al my thoughts and sensations in thbe present.。 It was 
clear that, if 工 were to fulfil all my responsibilities，partieularly 
with regard to Minna, 工 should soon have to think of undertak- 
ing some lucerative enterprise again. 

It was therefore most opportune when a quite Unexpected 
invitation from the management of the National Theatre in 
Buda-Pesth reached me to give two concerts there, in compliance 
with which 工 went at the end of July to the 了 ungarian capital， 
8and Was Tecelived by the manager Radnodfay. There 工 met a 
really very taljented violinist named R6mk6nyi，who at one time 
had been a protkg6 of Liszt，and showed boundless admiration 
for me，even declaring that the invitation to me had been given 
entirely on his initiative。 Although there wa8s no prospect of 
large earnings here, as 工 had professed myself content to accept 
8 thousand marks for each of the two concerts，I had reason to 
be pleased both with their success and with the great interest 
manifested by the audience。 JIn this city，where the Magyar 
opposition to Austria was still at its strongest， 工 made the 
acquaintance of some exceedingly gifted and distinguished- 
looking young men， among them 吾 err Rosti, of whom 工 have a 
pleasant recollection.。 They organised a truly idyllice festivity 
for me，in the form of a feast，held by a few intimates on an 
island in the Danube，where we gathered under an ancient oa 上 
tree，88 though for a patriarchal ceremony.。 A young lawyer， 
whose name 工 have unfortunately forgotten，had undertaken 
to propose the toast of the evening，and flled me with amaze- 
ment and deep emotioa，not only by the fire of his delivery， 
but also by the truly noble earnestness of his ideas，which he 
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based upon a perfect knowledge of all my works and under- 
takings。 We returned home down the Danube in the small 
boats of the Rowing Club，of which my hoste were members， 
and on ouUr Way had to face & hurricane，which lashed the 
mighty stream into the wildest tumult。 There was only one 
lady in our party，Countess Bethlen-Gabor，who was seated 
with me in 8a narrow boat 了 osti and a friend of his who had 
the oO8r8 Were concerned solely with the fear that our boat 
would be shivered against one of the timber-rafts，towards 
which the food was carrying us，and therefore exerted them- 
selves to the utmost to avoid them ; whereas 工 could see no 
other way of escape，especially for the lady sitting beside me， 
than by boarding one of these very rafte。 In order to effect 
this (against the wish of our two oarsmpn) 工 selized with one 
hand a projecting peg on 8a raft we were passing and held our 
jittle vessel fast，andq，while the two rowers 8creamed that the 
了 11ada would be lost，quickly hoisted the lady out of the aki 任 
on to the raft，&cross which we walked to the shore，calmly 
leaving our friends to save the 丈 l1ada as best they coud.， We 
two then continued our way 8&long the bank through a terrific 
storm of rain, but yet on safe and 8ure ground, towards the city。 
My conduet in presence of this danger did not fail to increase 
the respect in which my frieads held me，as was proved by a 
banquet given in & publie garden at which a great number 
of my admirere were present. 了 ere they treated me quite 
in Hungarian style。 An enormous band of gipsy musiciang 
Was drawn Up，and greeted me with the 尼 apoczy March as 工 
approached，while the assembled guests joined in with impet- 
uous shoute of “ 歼 1Jemn/ ” There were 8lso fiery orations with 
appreciative allusions to myself and my infhuence which ex- 
tended far and wide throughout Germany. TIhe introductory 
parts of these speeches were always in Hungarian，and were 
Imeant to excuse the fact that the main oration would be 
delivered in German for the sake of their guest. 了 ere 工 
noticed that they never 8poke of me as “了 ichard Wagner，” bnt 
88“ Wagner Richard.， 

卫 ven the highest military o 低 cials were not behindhand in 
offering me their homage, through the medium of Field-Marshal 
Coronini。 The Count invited me to 8 performance by the 
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military bands in the castle at Ofen，wbere 工 was graciously 
received by him and his family，treated to ices，and then con- 
ducted to a balcoay whence 工 listened to a concert given by the 
massed bands. 工 he eftect of all these demonstrations w88 
exceedingly refreshing，and 工 almost regretted having to leave 
the rejuvenating atmosphere of Buda-Pesth，and return to my 
dull and musty Viennese asylum. 

On the homeward journey，in the beginning of August， 工 
travelled part of the way with Herr von Seebach， the amiable 
Saxon Ambassador，whom 工 had known in Paris. He com- 
Plained of the enormous losses he had ineurred through the 
di 伍 culty of administering the South Russian estates he had 
acquired by Iarriage，and from which he was just returning. 
On the other hand，I 工 was able to reassure him as to Imy own 
position，which seemed to give him genuine pleasure. 

The small receipts.from my Budqa-Pesth concerte，of which， 
Imoreover， 工 bad onljy been able to carry away half，were not 
calculated to afford me any effectual relief as to the fuotuare. 
Having now staked my al on what 工 trusted might be a per- 
manent establishment，the frst question was how best to secure 
a 88lary，which should at least be certain though not necessarily 
over-large. Meanwhile 工 did not consider myself bounq to 
abandon my St Petersburg connection，nor the plans 工 had 
founded upon it Nor did 工 entirely disbelieve the assurances 
of R6mknyi，who boasted bat he had great infuence with the 
Magyar magnates，and assured me lt would be no great matter 
to obtain a pension in Buda-Pesth，such as 工 had thought of 
securing in St，。 了 Petersburg and involving similar obligations. 
He qid, in fact, visit me soon after my return to Penzing,，accom- 
panied by his adopted son，Yyoung 了 Plotenyi， whose extra- 
ordinary good looks and amiability made a very favourable 
impression on me。 As for the father himself，although he won 
my7 warm approbation by his brilliant performance of the 
Rakoczy March on the violin，yet I 工 quickly perceived that 
his glowing promises had been meant rather to _ create an 
immediate impression on me than to ensure any permanent 
result。 In accordance with his own desire， 工 very 8oon after- 
Wards ]lost sight of him altogether. 

While still obliged to busy myself with plans for concert tours， 
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IT was able meantime to enjoy the pleasant shade of my garden 
during the intense heat，and 工 used to go for long rambles 
eyery evening with Imy faithful dog 了 Pohl，the most refreshing 
of these being by way of the dairy-farm at St，、Veit，where 
deliciousg milk was available. My small soclial circle was still 
restricted to Cormelius and Tausig，who was at last restored to 
health，although he disappeared from my sight for some time 
owing to his intercourse with wealthy Austrian o 伺 cers。 But 
工 wasg frequently joined on my excurslons by the younger 
Porges，and for a time by the elder also.。 My niece Ottilie 
Brocekhaus too，who was living with the family of her mother's 
friend Heinrich 革 aube，ooccasionally delighted me with a visit. 

But whenever 工 settled down seriously to work, 工 was goaded 
afresh by an Uneasy apprehension 88 to the means of subsist- 
ence. As another journey to Russia was out of the question 
until the following 了 上 aster，only German towns could serve my 
purpose for the present.， 上 rom many quarters，8a8 for instance 
from Darmstadt， 工 recelved unfavourable replies;j and from 
玉 arlsruhe，where 工 had applied direct to the Grand Duke, the 
answWer Was indefinite。 But the severest blow to my confdence 
was 8 direct refusal which came in response to the application 
工 had at last made to Nt， 了 Petersburg，the acceptance of which 
would have ensured a regular salary. 工 hls time the excuse 
made was that the Polish revolution of that summer had 
paralysed the spirit of artistic enterprise. 

了 Pleasanter news，however，came from Moscow，where they 
held out prospects of some good concerts {for the coming year. 
I next bethought me of a very sound suggestion about 玉 ie 企 
made to me by Seto 企 the singer，who thought there was 8 
prospect of a highly profitable engagement there， 工 entered 
into correspondence on the matter，and was again put o 企 until 
the following 了 aster，when all the smaller Russian nobility 
congregated at 玉 ie 从 .， Ihese were all plans for the future 
which，if 工 then had considqered them in detail at that time， 
would have been enough to rob me of all peace of mind for my 
work， In any case there was 8 long interval during which 工 
Imust provide，not only for myseltf，but also for Minna.。 Any 
prospect of a position in Vienna had to be handled most warily， 
so that，with the approach of autumn，there was nothing left 
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me but to raise money on loan，a business in whbich 工 ausig was 
able to help me，88 he possessed extraordinary exzperlence in 
such matters。 

I_ could not heljp wondering whether 工 should have to give 
up my Penzing establishment，but，on the other hand，what 
alternative was open to meg 下 very time 工 was seized with tbe 
desire to compose，these careg obtruded bemselveg on my 
mind，until， seeing that it was only & question of putting thinga 
o 仓 from day to day， 工 waa driven to take up the study of 
Dunkers Geschtcjlte des 41tertjhms，。 In the end my corre- 
spondence about concerts swallowed up the whole of my time. 
I first asked Heinrich Porges to see what he could arrange in 
Prague。 He also held out a reasonable prospect of a concert 
at I5wenberg，relying upon the favourable disposition of the 
了 Prince of Hohenzollern，whbo lived there。 工 was also advised 
to apply to 互 ans von Bronsart，who at this time Was conductor 
to 8& private orchestral society in Dresden. He responded 
loyally to my proposition，8nd between Us we settled the date 
and programme of a concert to be conducted by me in Dresden. 
As the Grand Duke of Baden had also placed his theatre at 
玉 arlsruhe at my disposal for a concert to be given in November， 
Ithought 工 had now done enough in this qirection to be entitled 
to take np something different。 工 therefore wrote 8a fairly long 
article for Uhl-Fribel's paper Der Botschajfter on the Imperial 
Grand Opera 了 House in Vienna，in which 工 made suggestions 
for a thorough reform of this very badly managed institution。 
The excellence of this articele was at once acknowjledged on all 
sides，even by the press;i and 工 appear to have made some 
impression in the highest administrative circeles，for 工 shortly 
afterwards heard from my friend Rudolf Liechtenstein，that 
tentative advances had been made to him with a view to his 
accepting the position of manager，888ociated with which there 
was certainly an idea of asking me to become conductor of the 
Grand Opera。 Among the reasons which caused this proposajl 
to fall thbrough was the fear，Liechtenstein informed me，that 
under hie direction people would hear nothing but “Wagner 
Oper88. 

In the end it was 8 relief to escape from thbe anxieties of my 
position by starting oa Imy concert tour. First 工 went to 
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Prague，in the beginning of November，to try my luck again 
in the matter of big receiptes.。 Unfortunately 了 Heinrich Porges 
had naot been able to take the arrangements in hand this time， 
and his deputies，who were very busy schoolmasters，were not 
at al his equajls for the task. 卫 xpenses were incereased，while 
receipts diminished，for they had not ventured to ask such 
high prices as before。 工 wished to repair this deficieney by a 
second conceert 8 few days later，and insisted on thbe point， 
&lthough my friends urgently dissuaded me，and，as the event 
proved，they were quite right.。 工 his time the receipte hardly 
covered the costs，and as 工 had been obliged to send away the 
proceeds of the first concert to redeem an old bill in Vienna， 
I had no other means of paying my hotel exzpenses and my fare 
home than by accepting the offer of a banker，who posed as a 
patron， to help me out of my embarrassment. 

In the chastened mood induced by these occurrences 工 
pursued my journey to 玉 arlsruhe, via Nuremberg and Stuttgart， 
Under wretched conditions of severe cold and constant delays. 
At arlsruhe 工 was at once stUrrounded by various friends，who 
had come there on hearing of my project. Richard Pohl from 
Baden，who never failed me，Mathilde Maier，KFrau Betty 
Schott，the wife of my publisher; even 了 有 全 a 仓 from Wiesbaden 
and 了 上 milie Genast were thbere, 88 well as 及 ar] 了 ckert，who bad 
recently been appointed conquetor at Stuttgart， Trouble began 
at once with the vocalists for my first concert，fxed for 14thb 
November，as the baritone， 也 auser，who was to sing “Wotan”5 
Farewell ” and Hans Sachs)s“Cobbler Song,”was 订 and had 
to be replaced by a voiceless though well-drilled vaudeville 
singer。 In 五 quard Devrient's opinion this made no differ- 
ence。 My relations with him were strictly of 全 cial，but he 
certainly carried out my instructions for the arrangement of 
the orchestra very correctly。 From an orchestral point of view 
the concert went o 仓 so well that the Grand Duke，who re- 
ceived me very graciously in his box，desired a repetition in 
8 Week's8 time。 To this proposal 工 raised serious objections， 
having learned by experience thbat the large attendances at such 
concerts，particularly at special prices，were mainly accounted 
for by the curiosity of the hearers，who often came from long 
distances; ”whereas the number of genuine staudente of art， 
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Whose interest was chiefy in the music，w8s but small. But 
the Qrand Duke insisted，as he wished to give his mother-in- 
law，Queen Augusta，whose arrival was expected within a few 
days，the pleasure of hearing my production. 工 should have 
found it dreadfully wearisome to have to spend the intervening 
time in the solitude of my 玉 arlsruhe hotel but 工 received a 
kind invitation to Baden-Baden from Mme. alergis，who had 
just become Mme。Moukhano 他 ，and had gone to live there. 
She had，to my delight，been one of those who came over for 
the concert，and was now on the station to meet me when 工 
arrived.， 工 felt 工 ought to decline her proffered escort into 
the town，not considering Imyself su 伍 ciently smart in my 
“brigand-hat,， but with the assurance “We all wear these 
brigand-hats here” she took my armn，and thus We reached 
Pauline Viardot's villa，where we were to dine，as my friend's 
own house was not yet quite ready。 Seated by my old ac- 
quaintance， 工 was DowW introduced to the Russian poet TIur- 
”genie 人 ， Mme. Moukhano 任 presented me to her husband with 
so0me hesitation，wondering what Ishould think of her mar- 
riage。 ASupported by her companions，who were al society 
people，shbe exerted herself to maintain a fairly lively conver- 
sation during the time we were together. Well satisfied by 
the admirable intention of my friend and benefactress， 工 again 
left Baden to fl up my time by a little trip to Ziirich，where 
I again tried to get 8a few days” rest in the house of the Wesen- 
donck family。 The idea of assisting me did not seem even to 
dawn on these friends of mine，although 工 frankly informed 
them of my position。 工 therefore returned to 玉 arlsruhe，where， 
on the 22nd of November, as 工 had foreseen, 工 gave my second 
concert to a& poorly flled house。 But，in the opinion of the 
Grand Duke and his wife, Queen Augusta'e appreciation should 
have dispelled any unpleasant impressions 工 might have re- 
celved。 工 was again summoned to the royal box，where 工 
found all the court gathered round the Queen，who wore a blue 
To8e On her forehead as an ornament。 Ihe few complimentary 
observations she had to offer were jlistened to by the members 
of the court with breathless _ attention; but when the royal 
lady had made a few general remarks，and was about to enter 
into details，she left all further demonstration to her daughter， 
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who,， as she said, knew more about it。 The next day II received 
my share of the takings，half the net profits，whbich amounted 
to two hundred marks，and with this 工 at once bought myself 
8 fur coat。 Ihe sum asked for it was two hundred and twenty 
Iarks，but when 工 exzplained that my receipts bad only been 
two hundred marks， 工 managed to get the extra twenty knocked 
0 他 the price。 Ibhere was stil the Grand Duke's private gift， 
consisting of a gold snu 人 在 -box with fifteen louis dor，for which 
TI of course， returned my tbhanks in writing. 工 next had to face 
the question whether，after the toilsome fatigue of the past 
weeks，I would add to my disappointments by attempting to 
give the proposed concert in Dresden。 Many considerations， 
practically everything indeed tbat 工 bad to welgh in connection 
with a visit to Dresden，moved me to bave the courage to write 
and tell Hans von Bronsart at the last moment to cancel all 
arTangements and not expect me there，& decision which，a]- 
though it must have caused him much inconvenience after all] 
thbe preparations be had kindljy made，he accepted with a very 
good grace. 

I still wanted to see what I could do with the frm of Socbott， 
and travelled by night to Mayence，where Mathilde Maier?s 
family insisted on my spending the day at their little house， 
where 工 was entertained in 8 simple and friendly fashion. 
During the day and night Ispent here in the narrow 玉 arthaiuser- 
gas8e， 工 wa8 Waited upon with the greatest care，and from this 
outpost I 工 assaulted the publishing house of Schott，though with- 
out securing much booty。 工 his was because 工 refused zy 
consent to 8 separate issue of the varlous selections from Imy 
newW works which bad been picked out and prepared for con- 
cert Use. 

As my only remaining source of profit now seemed to be the 
concert at Liwenberg，I turmed my face thitbher; but， in order 
to avoid passing Dresden，I 工 made 8 short de6tour by way of 
Berlin，where，after travelling al night，I arrived，very tired， 
early on the 28th of November。 In complliance with my request 
the Biilows took me in，and at once began urgling me to break 
my intended journey to Silesia by giving them a day in Berlin. 
了 ans was particularly anxious for me to be present at a concert 
to be given that evening under his direction, a fact which fnally 
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decided me to remain。 In defiance of the cold, raw and gloomy 
weather，we discussed as cheerfully as we could my unfortunate 
position。 By way of inereasing my capital， it was resolved to 
hand over thbhe Grand Duke of Baden's gold snuff-box to our 
good old friend Weitzmann for sale。 The sum of two hundred 
and seventy Iarks reallsed by this was brought to me at the 
了 tel Brandenburg，whbere 工 was dining with the Biilows，and 
was an addition to Iy reserves hbat furnished us with many 
8a jest.。 As Biilow had to complete the preparations for his 
concert， 工 drove out alone with Cosima on the promenade，aa 
before, in a fine carriage。 工 his time all our jocularity died away 
into silence。 We gazed speechless into each other's eyes;j an 
intense longing for an avowal of the truth mastered us and 
led to a confession 一 Which needed no words 一 of the bound- 
less unhappiness wbich oppressed us。 The experience brought 
relief to us both，and the profound tranquillity which ensued 
enabled us to attend the concert in a cheerful，unembarrassed 
mood.， 工 was actually able to fz my attention clearly on an 
exquisitely refned and elevated performance of Beethoven”s 
smaller Concert Overture (in C major)，and likewise on 了 ans?s 
veIy clever arTangement of Gluck's overture to _Parts azd 殉 elen。 
We noticed Alwine Frommann in the audience, and during the 
interval met her on thbe grand staircase of the concert-hall. 
After the second part had begun and the stairs were empty， 
we sat for some time on one of the steps chatting gaily with our 
old friend。 After the concert we were due at my friend Weitz- 
mann's for supper， the length and abundance of which reduced 
US，whose hearts yearned for profound peace to almost frantic 
despair. But the day came to an end at last, and after a night 
spent under Bilow's roof， II continued my journey. Our fare- 
well reminded me so vividly of thbat frst exquisitely pathetic 
parting from Cosima at Ziirich，that all the intervening years 
vanished like a dream of desolation separating two days of 
jlifeljong moment and decision。 If on the first occasion our 
presentiment of something mysterious and inexplicable had 
compelled silence，it was now Do less impossible to give words 
to tbhat which we silently acknowledged. 

was met at one of the stations in Silesia by Conduetor 
Seifriz，who accompanied me in one of the Prince's carriages to 
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Liwenberg. The old Prince of 再 ohenzollero-Hechingen was 
already very Well disposed towards me on account of his great 
friendship for Liszt，and had，moreover，been fully informed 
of my position by 再 einrichb Porges，who had been engaged by 
him for a short time。 He had invited me to give 8a concert in 
his small castle to an audience composed exclusively of invited 
guests。 工 was very comfortably accommodated in apartments 
on the ground foor of his house，whither he frequently came 
on his wheeled chair from his own rooms directly opposite. 
Here I could not only feel at ease，but be to some extent hope- 
ful， 工 at once began rehearsing the pieces I 工 had chosen from 
my operas with the Prince's by no means ill-equipped Private 
orchestra，during wblich my host was invariably present and 
seemed wel satisfied.， Meals were al taken very 8ociably in 
common ; but on the day of the concert thbhere was 8 kind of 
gala-dinner，at which 工 was astonished to meet 有 enriette von 
Bissing, the sister of Mme. Wile of Marienbad, with whom 工 bad 
been intimate at Ziirich。 As she had an estate near TIwenberg， 
she had also been invited by the Prince, and now gave me proof 
of her faithful and enthusiastic devotion。 Being both intelligent 
and witty，she at once became my favourite companion。 After 
the concert had passed o 企 with reasonable success， 工 badq to 
fulfil another wish of the Prince's next day, by privately Playing 
to him Beethoven's Symphony in C minor，when rau von 
Bissing was lso present。 She had now been for some time & 
widow. She promised to come to Breslau，when 工 gave my 
concert there。 Before my departure Conductor geifriz brought 
Ime 8 fee of four thousand two hundred marks from the Prince， 
with an expression of regret that for the present it wa88 lm- 
possible for him to be more liberal. After all my previous 
experiences 工 was truly astonished and contented，and it was 
with pleasure I returned tbe gallant Prince my heartfelt hanks 
with all the eloquence at zy command. 

Thence Itravelled to Breslau，where the concert director， 
Damrosch，had arranged 8a concert for me 工 had made 
his acquaintance on Iy last visit to Weimar，and had also 
heard of him thbrough Liszt， Unfortunately the conditions 
here struck me 8s extraordinarily dismal and desperate。 The 
whole affair had been planned on the meanest scale，88 indeed

I 工 might have expected. A perfectly horrible concert-roomy， 
whlich usualljy served as 8 beer-restaurant，had been engaged- 
At the rear of this, and separated from it by a dreadfully vulgar 
curtain，W8as 8 small “Tivoli ，theatre， for which 工 was obliged 
to procure an elevated plank-floor for the orchestra，and the 
whole concern so disgusted me that my first impulse was to 
dismiss the seedy-looking musicians on the spot. My friend 
Damrosch，who was very much upset，had to promise me that 
at least he would bave the horrible reek of tobacco in the place 
neutraliged. As be could offer no guarantee as to tbe amount of 
the receipts， 工 was only induced in the end to go on with the 
enterprise by Imy desire not to compromise him too severely. 
To my amazement 工 found almost the entire room, at all events 
the front seats, flled with Jews, and in fact 工 owed such success 
88 工 obtained to the interest excited in this section of the 
population，as 工 learned the next day，whben I attended a mid- 
day dinner arTanged in my honour by Damrosch, at whbich again 
only Jews were Present. 

It was like a ray of light from a better world when, on leaving 
the concert-bhall， II perceived Fraiulein Marie von Buch，who had 
hurried hither with her grandmother frorm the Hatzfeld estate 
to be present at Iy concert，and was WwWa&iting 让 8 boarded 
compartment dignified by the name of box,， for me to come out 
after the audience had left; the young lady came up to me 
once Inore in travelling costume afterz Damrosch's dinner and 
attempted by kindly and sympathetie assurances 80mewhat to 
assuage my evident anxiety respecting the future。 工 thanked 
her once more by letter for her sympathy after my return to 
Vienna, to which she replied by a request for a contribution to 
her album。 In memory of the emotions which had convused 
me on leaving Berlin，and also as an indication of my mental 
mood to one worthy of the confdence， 工 added Calderons 
words，“ Things impossible to conceal，yet impossible of utter- 
ance.〉 By this Ifelt 工 had conveyed to a kindly disposed person， 
though with a happy vagueness，some idea of the secret know]- 
edge which was my sole inspiration. 

But the results of my meeting with 了 enriette von Bissing in 
Breslau were very different。 She had followed me thither，and 
put up at the same hotel， Infuenced, no doubt，by my sickly 
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appearance，she seemed to give her sympathy for myself and 
my situation full play.。 工 Placed the latter before her without 
reserve， telling her how，ever since tbhe upset following on my 
departure from Ziirich in 1858, 工 had been Unable to secure the 
regular income necessary for the steady pursuit of my calling ; 
and also of my invariably vain attempts to bring my affairs 
into any settled and definite order.。 My friend did not shrink 
from attributing some blame to the relationship between Frau 
Wesendonck and my wife，and declared that she felt it her 
misslon to conciliate them。 She approved my settljing down at 
Penzing，and onljy hoped thbhat 工 might not spoil its beneficial 
effect upon me by distant enterprises。 She would not listen to 
my plan of touring in 了 及 ussia, in the coming winter， in order to 
earn Ioney for my absolute necessities，and berself Undertook 
to provide from her own very considerable fortune the not 
unimportant sum requisite to maintain me in independence for 
so0me time to come. But she explained to me that for a short 
while longer 工 was to try and get along through thbicek and thin， 
88 8he would have some di 值 cujty 一 possibly a good deal 一 jn 
placing the promised money at my disposal. 

Greatly cheered by the impressions of this meeting I returned 
to Vienna on the 9thb December. At Liwenberg 工 had been 
objiged to remijt to Vienna the greater portion of the Prince;s 
gift，part of it for Minna，and part for the payment of debts. 
IThbhough 工 had but jlittle cash 工 felt thoroughly sanguine; 工 
could now greet my few friends with tolerable good-humour， 
and among them Peter Cornelius，whbo looked in on me every 
evening. As Heinrich Porges and Gustav Schbnaich some- 
times joined us，we founded an intimate little circle and met 
regularly. On Christmas Eve I invited them all to my house， 
whbere 工 had the Christmas tree lighted up，and gave each one 
an appropriate trife， Some work also came my way again， 
for Tausig asked me to help himl with a concert whieh he was 
to give in the great Redouten-Saal， In addition to a few 
selections from my new operas,， 工 also conducted the 下 relsc 有 iitz 
Overture，for my own particular satisfaction and entirely ac- 
cording to my own interpretation. ts effect，even Upon the 
orchestra，was truly startling. 

But there did not seem the slightest prospect of any of 全 cial 
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recognition of my abilities ; 工 was, and continued to be, ignored 
by the great。 rau von Bissing's communications Tevealed by 
degrees the di 全 oulties whblich she had encountered in the fulfl- 
ment of her promise; but as thbey were still hopeful in tone, 工 
was able to spend New Years 了 Eve at the Standhartner's in 
good spirits，and to enjoy a poem specially written by Cornejlius 
for the occasion，which was as humorous as it W88 Solemnly 
appropriate. 

The new year 1864 assumed for me an aspect of gravity which 
800n became intensifed。 工 fell iD with a painful and increasing 
malady due to a chill，which often made demands on Stand- 
bartner's care。 了 But 工 was yet more 8seriously threatened by 
the turn of Frau von Bissing's communications. It seemed 
she could only raise the promised money with the help of her 
family，the Slomans，who were shipowners in 卫 amburg，and 
from thbem she was meeting with violent opposition，mingled， 
as8 it 8eemed，with slanderous charges against me These cir- 
cumstances Upset me 8o ziuch that 工 wished 工 could renounece 
al help fom tbis friend，and 工 began once more to turn my 
serious attention to Russia。 下 raulein von 了 haden, to whom 工 
again applied，felt she must vigorously dissuade me from any 
attempt to viait St. Petersburg, in the first place because, oOwing 
to the military disturbances in the Polish provinces，I shoulda 
fnd tbhe route blocked，and secondly because，roughly speaking， 
工 should attract no notice in the Russian capital， On the other 
hand，a visit to 了 ie 企 ， with a_ chance of five thousand roubles 
profit，was represented as undoubtedly feasible. 及 eeping my 
thoughts fxed on this， arranged with Cornelius，who was to 
accompany me 8 plan for crossing the Black Sea to Odessa, and 
going from there to 及 ie 企 , with a view to which we both resolved 
to procure the indispensabje fur coats at once， Meanwhile， 
the only course open to me was to see about raising money 
by fresh bills at short dates, wherewith to pay all my other bills， 
Which were 8also short-dated. IThus 工 became launched upon 
8 business system which，leading，8as it did, to obvious and in- 
evitable ruin，could only be fnally resolved by the acceptance 
of prompt and effectual help. In these straits 工 was at last 
compelled to request a eleaz declaration from my friend， not as 
to whether she co help me at once，but whether she really 
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481ed to help me at all as 工 could no longer stave off ruin. 
She must have been in thbe highest degree wounded by some 
notion Or other，of which 工 was lgnorant，before bringing her- 
self to reply in the following tone:“You wish to know fnally 
whether 工 1 or not9 Well then, in God's name， No/” Not 
long after this 工 received from her sister，Mme. Wille，a very 
BUTprising explanation of her conduct，which seemed at the 
time perfectly inexplicable, and only to be accounted for by the 
Weakness of her not very reliable character. 

Amid all these vacillations the month of February had run 
to an end, and while Cornelius and 工 were busy on ouUr 了 ussian 
plans，I received news from Kie 企 andq Odessa that it would be 
Unwlse to attempt any artistie enterprises there during the 
present year.。 By this time it had become clear that，under 
the conditions thus developed， 工 could no longer reckon on 
Iaintaining my position in Vienna，or my establishment at 
Penzing. Not only did there seem no prospect of even 8a tempo- 
rary7 nature of earning money，but my debts had mounted up， 
in the usual style of such usury, to so great 8 sum and assUumed 
80 thbreatening an 8spect, that, failing some extraordinary relief， 
Iy Very person wa8 in danger. In this perplexity I addressed 
myself with perfect frankmness 一 at first only for advice 一 to the 
judge of the Imperial Provincial Court, 了 bduard Liszt, the youth- 
ful uncle of my old friend Eranz。 During my first stay 识 
Vilenna this man had shown himself a warmly devoted friend， 
away8 ready to heljp me or the discharge of my bill-debts 
he could naturally suggest no other method than the inter- 
vention of some wealthy patron，who should settle with my 
creditors。 了 or some time he believed that aa certain Mme. 
RSchaller，the wife of a rich merchant and one of my admirers， 
not onl]y possessed the means，but was willing to use them on 
my behalf. Standhartner also，with whom I made no pretence 
of secrecy， thought he could do something for me in this way. 
Thus my position was for some weeks again most Uncertain， 
until at last it became clear that all my friendqs could procure 
me wa8 the means for fght to Switzerland 一 which was now 
deemed abeolutely necessary 一 where，having saved my 8skin 
80 far， 工 should have to raise money for my bils. Io the 
jawyer， 玉 duard Liazt this way of escape seemed 8pecially

desirable，because he would then be in a position to punish the 
outrageous USUTy practised against me. 

During the anxious time of the last few months，through 
which, nevertbeless, there had run an undercurrent of indefinite 
hope,， 工 bad kept up a lively intercourse with my few friends。 
Cormelius turned up regularly every evening，and was joined 
by O. Bach，littlje Count Laurencin，and，on one occasion，by 
Rudolph Liechtenstein。 With Cornelius alone I began reading 
the 71uad. When we reached the catalogue of ships 工 wished to 
skip it; but Peter protested，and offered to read it out him- 
se]f; but whether we ever came to the end of it 工 forget， My 
reading by myself consisted of Chateaubriand's Za Tte de 玉 anc6， 
which Tausig had brought me。 Meanwhile, be himself vanished 
without leaving any trace，until after some time he reappeared 
engaged to 8& Hungarian pianist. During thbe whole of this 
time 工 was very 过 and suffered exceedingly from a violent 
catarrh. Ibhe thbhought of death took such hold on me that 工 
at last lost all desire to shake it o 企 , and even set about bequeath- 
ing my books and manuscripts, of which a portion fell to the lot 
of Cornelius。 

I had taken the precaution some time before of commending 
into Standhartners keeping my remaining 一 and now，alas! 
exceedingly doubtful 一 assets which were in the house at Penz- 
ing， As my friends were most positive in recommending prepara- 
tion for lmmediate fight，I had written to Otto Wesendonck 
requesting to be taken into his house，as Switzerland was to 
be my destination。 He refused point-blank，and I could not 
resist sending him 8& reply to prove the injustice of this。 The 
next thing was to make my absence from home a short one and 
to count upon a 8peedy return。 Standhartner made me go and 
dine at his house in his great anxiety to cover Up my departure， 
and my servant Eranz Mrazek brought my trunk there too. 
My farewell to Standhartner，hbise wife Anna，and the good 
dog Pohl was very depressing. Standhartner'8 stepson 及 al 
Schinaich and Cornelius accompanied me to the station，the 
one in grief and tears， the other inclining to a frivolous mood. 
It was on the afternoon of 23rd March that 工 left for Munich,， 
Imy frst stopping-place，where 工 hoped to rest for two days 
after the terrible disturbances 工 had gone throughb，without 
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attracting 8ny notice。， 工 stayed at the “Bayerisceher Hof and 
took a few walks through the eity at my leisgure。 It was Good 
riday and the weather was bitterly cold。 The mood proper 
to the day seemed to possess the whole population，wbhom 工 saw 
going from one church to another dressed in deepest mourn- 
ing. 玉 Iing Maximilian II. 一 of whom the Bavarians had be- 
come 8so fond -一 had died a few days before，leaving as heir to 
the thbhrone 8 8on aged eighteen and 8 half，wbhose extreme youth 
was Do bar to bis accession。 工 saw 8 portrait of the young king， 
Ludwig II.，in a shop window, .and experienced the peculiar 
emotion Which is aroused by the sight of youth and beauty 
placed in a position presumed to be unusually trying. After 
writing 8a humorous epitaph for myself, I crossed ake Constance 
Unmolested and reached Ziirich 一 once more 8 refugee in need 
of an asylum -一 Where 工 at once betook myself to Dr Wille's 
estate at Mariafeld. 

工 had already written to my friend's wife to ask her to put 
me Up for 8 few days，which she very kindly agreed to do。 工 
had got to know her very well during my last stay at Ziirich， 
while my friendship with bim had somewhat cooled。 工 wanted 
to bave time to fnd what seemed suitable quarters in one of 
tbhe places bordering on Iake Ziirich， Dr Wille himself was 
not there，8s he had gone to Constantinople on 8a pleasure trip. 
工 had no di 伍 culty in making my friend understand my situation， 
which 工 found her most willing to relieve。 下 irst of all she 
cleared one or two living rooms in Erau von Bissing's old house 
next door, from which, bowever, the fairly comfortable furniture 
had been removed， 工 wanted to cater for myself，but had to 
yleld to her request to take over that responsibility. Only 
furniture was lacking，and for this she ventured to apply to 
Frau Wesendonck，who immediately sent all she could spare of 
her household goods，as well as a cottage piano. The good 
Woman wa8 8lso0 anxious that 工 should visit my old friends at 
Ziiriceh to avoid any appearance of Unpleasantness，but 工 was 
prevented from doing so by serious indisposition，which was 
increased by the badly heated rooms，and fnally Otto and 
Mathilde Wesendonck came over to us at Mariafeld. TIhe 
very Uncertain and strained attitude apparent in these two 
Was not entirely incomprebhensible to me，but 工 behaved as 站 
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Idid not notice it My cold，which rendered me incapable of 
looking about for a house in the neighbouring districtes，was 
continually aggravated by the bad weather and my own deep 
depression.。 工 spent these dreadful days sitting huddled in 
Imy 玉 arlsruhe fur coat from morning tll night， and addled my 
brain with reading one after another of the volumes whbich 
Mme，Wille sent me in my seclusion。 工 read Jean 了 auls 
心 xebenis， 上 rederick the Great's Ta9epucn，Iauser，George 
Sand's novels and Walter Scott's，and finally Felscztas，a work 
from Imy sympathetic hostess's own pen. Nothing reached 
me from the outside world except & passionate lament from 
Mathilde Maier，and a most pleasant surprise in the shape of 
royalties (seventy-five francs)，which ITruinet sent from 了 Paris. 
This led to a conversation with Mme. Wille, half in anger and 
half with condemned-cell cynlcism，as to what I could do to 
obtain complete release from my wretched situation。 Among 
other things we touched upon the necessity of obtaining a 
divorce from Imy wife in order to contract 8& rich marriage. 
As everything seemed right and nothing inexpedient ip my 
eyes， 工 actually wrote and asked my sister Luise Brockhaus 
whether she could not by talking sensibly to Minna，persuade 
her to depend on her settled yearly allowance without making 
aay clalims on my person in future。 In reply I received a deeply 
pathetie letter advising me first to think of establishing my 
reputation and to ereate for myself an unassailablje position 
by some new work。 In this way 工 might very probably reap 
some benefit without taking any foolish step; and in any case 
I should do well to apply for the post of conductor which was 
now vacant in 也 armastadt。 

I had very bad news from Vienna。 Standhartner，to make 
sure of the furniture 工 had left in the house, sold it to a Viennese 
agent，with the option of re-purchase. 工 wrote back in great 
indignation，partieularly as 工 realiged the prejudicial effect of 
this on my landlord, to whom I had to pay rent withkin the next 
few days， Through Mme. Wille I succeeded in getting placed 
at my disposal the money required for the rent，which 工 for- 
warded at once to Baron Rackowitz. Unfortunately，however， 
工 found that Standhartner had already cleared up everything 
with 卫 duardq Liszt，paying the rent with the proceeds from 
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the furniture，and thereby cutting of 人 my return to Vienna， 
whbich they both considered would be positive ruin to me。 But 
when 工 heard at tbhe same time from Cornelius that Tausig， 
who was then in Hungary and who had added bis signature to 
one of the bills of exchbange, felt himself prevented by me from 
returning to Vienna 8s he desired， 工 was so sensibly wounded 
that 工 decided to go back on the spot， however great the danger 
might be 工 announced my intention to my friends there im- 
mediately，but decided first to try and provide myself with 
enough money to be in a position to suggest a composition with 
Iy creditors。 To this end 工 bad written most urgently to Schott 
at Mayence, and did not refrain from reproaching him bitterly 
for his behaviour to me。， 工 now decided to leave Mariafeld for 
Stuttgart to await the result of these efforts，and to prosecute 
them from 8a nearer vantage-ground. But 工 was 8lso，88 Will 
be seen，zmoved to carry onut this cbange by other motives. 

Dr. Wile had returned, and 工 could see at once that my stay 
at Mariafeld alarmed him. 互 e probably feared 工 might rely 
on his help also。 In some confusion，occasioned by the attitude 
工 had adopted in consequence，bhe made this confession to me 
in 8 moment of agitation。 百 e was，he said，overpowered by 
& sentiment with regard to me which amounted to this 一 that 
a man wanted,， after al, to be something more tbhan a cipher in 
his own house，whbere, 计 anywhbere, it 18 not pleasant to serve 88 
8 Imere foil to some one else。 工 bis sentiment waS Ierely ex- 
cusable，he thought，in a man who, though he might reasonably 
suppose himself of some account among his fellows，had been 
brought into close contact with another to wbhom he felt him- 
self in the strangest manner subordinate。 Mnme，Wille，fore- 
seeing her husband'”8 frame of mind, had come to an agreerment 
with the Wesendonck family by which they were to provide me 
with one hundred francs a month during my stay at Mariafeld. 
When this came to my knowledge，I could do nothing but 
announce to rau Wesendonck my immediate departure from 
Switzerland，and request her in the kindest possible way to 
consider herself relieved of all anxiety about me，8a8 工 had 
arranged my 8fiairs qulte in accordance with my wishes。 工 
heard later that she had returned this letter 一 which，possibly， 
she considered compromising 一 to Mme， Wile unopened. 
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My next move was to go to Stuttgart on 30th April， 工 knew 
tbhat 及 ar]l 了 ckert had been settljed there some time 88 conduetor 
at the Royal Court 工 heatre，and 工 bad reason to believe the 
good-natured fellow to be unprejudiced and well disposed 
towards me，]judging by his admirable behaviour when he had 
been director of the opera in Vienna，and also by the enthusi- 
asm he exhibited in coming to my concert at 及 arlsruhe the 
year before. 工 expected nothing further of him than a jlittle 
88sistance in looking for a quiet lodging for the coming summer 
at Wannstadt or some such place near Stuttgart。 工 wanted， 
above all，to finish the first act of the Metrsterstmger with al 
possible despateh，so as to send Schott part of the manuscript 
at last。、 工 had told him that 工 was going to send it to him almost 
immediately when II attacked him about the advances which had 
s0 long been withheld from me 工 then intended to eolleet 
the means wherewith to meet my oblligations in Vienna，while 
living in compjlete retirement and，88 工 hoped，in concealment 
了 ckert welcomed me most kindljy.。 His wife 一 one of the 
greatest beauties in Vienna 一 had，in her fantastice desire to 
Iarry an artist，given Up 8 very profitable post，but was stilL 
rich enough for the conducetor to live comfortably and show 
hospitajlity，and the impression 工 now received was very pleas- 
ant。 卫 ckert felt himself absolutely bound to take me to see 
Baron von Gall, the manager of the court theatre，who alluded 
sensibljy and kindly to my di 值 cult position in Germany，whbere 
everything was likely to remain closed to me as long as the 
Saxon ambassadors and agents 一 who were scattered every- 
where 一 were 8llowed to attempt to injure me by all,kinqsg 
of suspicions。 After getting to know me better，he consid- 
ered himself authorised to act on my behalf through the 
Imedium of the court of Wiirtemberg. As 工 was talking over 
these matters rather late on the evening of 3rd May at the 
了 ckertse，a gentleman's card with the inseription “Secretary 
to the 了 ing of Bavaria ' was handed to me 工 was disagreeably 
SUITprised that my presence in Stuttgart shouljd be known to 
passing travellers，and sent word that 工 wag not there，after 
which I retired to my hotel， only to be again informed by the 
landlord that a gentleman from Munich desired to see me on 
urgent business。 工 made an appointment for the morning at
